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Report of Special Town Meeting 


HELD JANUARY 6, 1971 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts, 
met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School on 
January 6, 1971 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles 
contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Stanley O. Fisher Herve C. Houde John B. Quick 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as the stenographer for 
the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:15 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted, with 
190 members announced as present, and a quorum declared, 
the necessary number to constitute a quorum being 128 
members. 


The moderator announced the appointment of Karen 
Palmer and William Fender to replace Thomas Marks and 
Davis Sears, who have resigned, on the Falmouth Emergency 
and Referral Service (FEARS), Drug Committee. 


The invocation was offered by the Right Reverend Mon- 
Signor James E. Gleason, Pastor of the St. Patrick’s Church, 
Falmouth. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
vote adopted under Article 10 at the Special Town Meeting 
held on October 14 and 15, 1970 authorizing the construction 
and financing of a sewerage system so as to delete therefrom 
the provision that ‘$154,000.00 be transferred from E. and D. 
when available’, so as to provide that the Town Treasurer 
with the approval of the Selectmen be authorized to borrow 
not exceeding the full amount of the appropriation made 
thereunder and so as to delete the provision that no sums in 
excess Of $376,000.00 shall be borrowed thereunder until the 
Town shall have entered into an agreement or agreements 
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providing for certain grants of Federal or State funds, or 
do or take any other action in this matter. 


On request of the Falmouth Board of Public Works. 


Voted, that the vote adopted under Article 10 at the 
Special Town Meeting held on October 14 and 15, 1970 be and 
hereby is amended so as to delete therefrom the provision 
that “$154,000 be transferred from E. and D. when available”, 
So as to provide that the Town Treasurer with the approval 
of the Selectmen be authorized to borrow not exceeding the 
full amount of the appropriation made thereunder and so as 
to delete the provsion that no sums in excess of $376,000 
shall be borrowed thereunder until the Town shall have en- 
tered into an agreement or agreements providing for certain 
grants of federal or State funds, so that said vote, as amen- 
ded, shall read as follows: 


That the sum of $7,700,000 be and hereby is appropriated 
for the purpose of constructing a sewerage system including 
sewage treatment plant, pumping station and force mains, 
and gravity sewers with marine outfall located in approxi- 
mately 90 feet of water approximately 0.375 miles south of 
Nobska Point (700 yards, more or less, approximately 141°T, 
from Nobska Lighthouse) generally in accordance with Phase 
I as outlined and described in the “Report on Proposed Sew- 
erage System for the Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts” and 
plans and specifications as submitted by Whitman & Howard, 
Inc., Engineers and Architects, 89 Broad Street, Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts, dated December 1968; that to meet such appro- 
priation, the Town Treasurer with the approval of the 
Selectmen be hereby authorized to borrow the sum of 
$7,700,000 at one time or from time to time under and pur- 
Suant to General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 8, clause (15) 
and any other enabling authority and to issue bonds or notes 
of the Town therefor, each issue of such bonds or notes to 
be payable in not more than thirty (30) years from its date, 
provided that the aggregate amount of such bonds or notes 
shall be reduced by the amount of any grant or grants of 
federal or state funds received for the aforesaid purposes 
prior to the sale of all of such bonds or notes; that the Board 
of Selectmen be hereby authorized to apply for and accept 
any Federal or State Aid that may be available for the afore- 
said purposes; and further that the aforesaid appropriation 
Shall be expended by and under the supervision of the Fal- 
mouth Board of Public Works. 
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By a counted vote, 146 voted in favor and 55 voted 
against, the motion prevailed by the necessary two-thirds 
vote, a quorum being present. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to rescind 
the vote adopted under Article 10 at the Special Town Meet- 
ing held October 14 and 15, 1970, authorizing the construc- 
tion and financing of a marine outfall sewerage system, or 
do or take any other action in this matter. 


On request of Cuthbert M. Robinson and others. 
Voted, that Article 2 is indefinitely postponed. 
The motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the 
vote adopted under Article 12 at the Special Town Meeting 
held on October 14 and 15, 1970, authorizing the taking of a 
parcel of land located in Woods Hole containing approxi- 
mately eight and one-half acres such land to be used in 
construction of a marine outfall sewerage system, or do or 
take any other action in this matter. 


On request of William D. Buck and others. 


Voted, that Article 3 is indefinitely postponed. The 
motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or appropriate from available funds in the 
Treasury an amount of money necessary to finance an im- 
mediate engineering study for the purpose of determining a 
location for placement of a land-disposal sewerage treat- 
ment plant with the capability of incorporating in the future 
a nitrate removing tertiary treatment system, or do or take 
any other action in this matter. : 

On request of Nelson O. Price and others. 


Voted, that Article 4 is indefinitely postponed. The 
motion prevailed. 


ARTCLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate from available funds in the treasury an amount 
of money necessary to finance an engineering study to de- 
termine the feasibility of extending town water service to 
those areas of the town whose non-municipal water supplies 
might be adversely affected by the placement of a land dis- 
posal sewerage treatment plant in the location to be deter- 
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mined by the study made under the preceding article, or do 
or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of John J. Giabbai and others. 


Voted, that Article 5 is indefinitely postponed. The 
motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
the operation of the Town Disposal Area from the Board of 
Selectmen to the Department of Public Works, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to assume the excavating and disposal 
area contracts now in effect, or do or take any other action 
in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Disposal Area Committee. 


Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 6 as printed. The 
motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 7%. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or appropriate from available funds in the trea- 
sury a sum of money to retain a negotiator to represent the 
Board of Selectmen in negotiations with unionized Town 
employees, said funds to be expended under jurisdiction of 
the Board of Selectmen, or take any other action in said 
matter or for said purposes. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
$2,500.00 for the article as printed. 


The motion prevailed. 


All the business of the meeting having been completed, 
it was voted that the meeting be dissolved at 10:35 o’clock 
p.m.

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Report of the 1972 
Annual Town Meeting and Election 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD MARCH 6, 1972 


ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD MARCH 14, 1972 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, met 
at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, in Fal- 
mouth, Massachusetts, on March 6, 1972 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. 
to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Romeo Lafond Herve C. Houde John B. Quick 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mr. Kenneth Munn was sworn as stenographer for the 
meeting of Monday. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:20 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 
201 announced as present and a quorum declared, the num- 
ber to constitute a quorum being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rt. Rev. Msgr. James E. 
Gleason, Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the War- 
rant would be called and the substance of each Article would 
be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call 
as to those Articles in which there were no controversies or 
debate, or information desired, there would be one vote of- 
fered which would adopt the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations 
of the Planning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the 
same as shown in the printed report of the Finance Com- 
mittee, a copy of which was in the possession of every Town 
Meeting Member. 
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The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting 
Member desiring to have any Article debated or subject to 
inquiry or explanation, it would be marked for further con- 
Sideration by having the Town Meeting Member call out the 
word “Hold” when such Article was called. 


The Moderator further stated that even on those Articles 
not marked “hold”, the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
would give notice of reconsideration so that the action on 
these Articles could be reconsidered later by a motion to re- 
consider. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their 
order in the Warrant, and stated the substance of each Art- 
icle and the recommendation of the Finance Committee 
and/or the Planning Board. 


A motion was made by the Moderator and passed by the 
Town Meeting Members requesting the Town Clerk to notify 
Chief Ray D. Wells, Sr., a long time Town Meeting Member, 
and former Fire Chief, who is ill at home to inform him that 
we are thinking of him, and to wish him well. 


The Articles Numbered 1, 2, 3, 7, 8, 15, 20, 21, 24, 28, 30, 
36, 40, 48, 56, 70, 71, 72, 73, 74, 75, 716, 79, 80, 81, 82, 83, 84, 91, 
92, and 93 were requested by Town Meeting Members as 
“hold” and were held for further reconsideration.

Articles: On all Articles in the Warrant, except those 
ordered “hold”, the recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee and in cases of Zoning Articles, the recommendation 
of the Planning Board is hereby adopted as the action of 
this Town Meeting. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave 
notice under the By-Law having to do with reconsideration 
of Articles that he would reconsider any and all Articles 
passed under the foregoing vote. 

Voted, that the next session and Succeeding sessions of 
this Town Meeting be re-convened at 7:30 o’clock p.m. 

Passed by a unanimous vote. 
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ARTICLE 1. To elect Town Officers. The result of the 
Town Election on March 14 is written at the end of this 
report. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Offi- 
cers for the year ensuing. 


The list of committees, boards and commissions for 1972 
is at the front of this report. 


At the meeting on March 8, 1972 it was voted unanimous- 
ly to accept all officers nominated and appointed at this 
meeting and the various committees are duly installed. 


ARTICLE 3. To hear Reports of Committees and Town 
Officers and act thereon. 


At the meeting on March 8, 1972 it was voted unanimous- 
ly to accept all committee reports in the 1971 Town Report. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the rev- 
enue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1972 and to 
issue a note or notes therefor payable within one (1) year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period 
of less than one (1) year in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


Voted, that the Town does authorize the Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1972 and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one (1) year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one (1) 
year, in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the Gen- 
eral Laws. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on Monday evening, March 6. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to contract with the Cape & Vineyard Elec- 
tric Company to light the streets for the coming year, or do 
or take any other action in this matter. 

Voted, that the Town does authorize the Selectmen to 
contract with the Cape & Vineyard Electric Company to 
light the streets for the coming year. 

Passed by a unanimous vote. 

This vote passed on Monday evening, March 6. 
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ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to settle claims and suits which are pending 
or may arise against the Town, or do or take any other action 
in this matter. 

Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 6 as printed. . 

This vote passed on Monday evening, March 6. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to fix the sal- 
aries of the Elected Officials, or do or take any other action 
on this matter. 


Voted, that the Town does establish the salaries of elec- 
ted officials as follows:

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as may be deemed necessary 
to defray the Town’s expenses for the ensuing year, or do or 
take any other action on this matter. 


Voted, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum 
Of $8,910,455.00 and appropriates $642,952.14 from various ac- 
counts for the several specific purposes hereinafter desig- 
nated in the budget and that the same be expended only for 
Such purposes under the respective Officers, Boards and 
Committees of the Town.

Monday, October 30, 1972 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting 
Members of the Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School on October 
30, 1972 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles contained 
therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 

Arthur T. Henderson John B. Quick Romeo F. Lafond 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn .as the stenographer 
for the meeting on October 30, 1972. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 

The Town Meeting Members present were counted, with 
193 members announced as present and a quorum declared, 
the necessary number to constitute a quorum being 126. 


The invocation was offered by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. James 
E. Gleason, Pastor, St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


The Town Meeting Members stood in a minute of silence 
in memory of the late Angelo S. Pacheco, Town Meeting 
Member, Precinct 4; John Pena, D.P.W. Commissioner; Ray 
D. Wells, Sr., former Falmouth Fire Chief; and F. Gordon 
Jaynes, Town Accountant. 


The following Resolution was sponsored by the Com- 
missioners of the Falmouth Department of Public Works and 
the School Building Needs Committee. 


RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the late John Pena, as an elected member 
of this Town Meeting, set an example for us all by his active 
participation in Town affairs and by his willingness to stand 
up and fight, sometimes alone, for what he believed to be 
right; and 

WHEREAS, John Pena, as a Commissioner of Public 
Works since 1963, played a large part in setting policies and 
shaping a Department which is responsive to public needs 
but not to private pressures; and

WHEREAS, John Pena was even longer an active and 
valued member of the School Building Needs Committee, a 
period covering construction of the Intermediate School, 
North Falmouth School, Teaticket School and the new High 
School, and in this role helped to accurately define the line 
between financial economy and educational needs; and 


WHEREAS, it was under the leadership of John Pena as 
chairman of the Sewer commission that the Town Meeting, 
after decades of dispute, for the first time voted funds for a 
town-wide system of sewerage; and 


WHEREAS, John Pena never forgot his school days in 
this Town and remained in intimate touch with its young 
people as school bus driver, as organizer of athletic teams 
and leagues, and in the numberless times he drove his bus, 
without compensation, to games or school activities; and 


WHEREAS, John Pena in his capacity of public servant, 
was prompt and regular in attendance at literally hundreds 
of meetings, giving unstintingly of his time and talents for 
the benefit of his Town and its children, factual and force- 
ful in argument, cheerfully accepting when he lost a point, 
seeking ever the best interest of all the people of Falmouth; 
and 


WHEREAS, many of us were fortunate, through his civic 
service, to come to know John Pena as a man, as a citizen 
and as a friend, therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED, that the members of Falmouth Town 
Meeting hereby express their deep sense of personal loss at 
the untimely death of John Pena, by adopting this RESO- 
LUTION and causing it to be published in the records of the 
Special Meeting, and that a copy hereof be sent to Mrs. John 
Pena with the sympathy and best wishes of this meeting.

WHEREAS, Ray D. Wells, a resident of Falmouth for 
most of his life, has served his adopted Town as its first and, 
until his mandatory retirement in 1955, its only Fire Chief 
for thirty-eight years, and 

WHEREAS, during that time, he built the Fire Depart- 
ment from a rural, all volunteer, mostly hand drawn vehicle 
equipped organization into one of highly trained profes- 
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sional firefighters equipped with the most modern, efficient 
mechanized apparatus, and 


WHEREAS, he has concurrently served the Town long 
and well as its Building Inspector and Forest Warden, and 
the County of Barnstable as Dog Officer and as Deputy Sher- 
iff, and 

WHEREAS, after his retirement as Fire Chief, he served 
for many years, until 1971, as Alternate, as Member and 
many times Chairman of the Board of Appeals, and 


WHEREAS, he has been an elected Town Meeting Mem- 
ber for some twenty-nine years, beginning in 1940 and con- 
tinuously from 1947 thereafter until his recent death at age 
82, and 

WHEREAS, in all of these capacities and offices, many 
of them unpaid, he has given unstintingly and tirelessly of 
his time and effort in the interest of right, fairness and ob- 
jective judgement, frequently enlivened and leavened with 
wit, now

Retention of these unspoiled 
woodlands for the enjoyment of the townspeople, and for 
the community and cultural purposes proposed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Lilly, will maintain the esthetic heritage of Falmouth 
for future generations.

Agricultural District B W=125 feet—F= 50 feet 
Agricultural District C W=100 feet —F= 50 feet 
Marine District W=100 feet —F= 50 feet 


or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On petition of Falmouth Planning Board. 


Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 1 as printed.

On petition of the Board of Library Trustees. 

Voted, that the Town does transfer from Regional Pub- 
lic Libraries—Reserve for Appropriation Account the sum of 
$23,763.70 to the Cape Cod Regional Library Account, said 
sum to be expended for contracted regional library services 
under the supervision of the Trustees of the Falmouth Pub- 
lic Library. 

The motion prevailed. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will appropriate from 


available funds the sum of Five Hundred ($500.) Dollars for 
the purpose of taking by eminent domain or purchase an 
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easement in a parcel of land now or formerly belonging to 
Pedro Garcia Santos and located on the easterly side of Gif- 
ford Street Extension, approximately 350 feet northerly of 
Brick Kiln Road and described as follows: 

Beginning at a point, said point located on the easterly 
property line of Gifford Street, a distance of 105.00 feet nor- 
therly of a stone bound; 

thence running South—76° 11’ 10” East, a distance of 100.00 
feet to a point; 

thence turning and running North —3° 48’ 50” East to a 
point;

RESOLUTION 


The Town of Falmouth is earnestly endeavoring to honor 
the State Water Pollution Control Board’s requirement to 
alleviate the pollution of Great Harbor in Woods Hole. To 
do so in a judicious manner the Town agrees with the State 
that any solution should be considered Phase I of a town- 
wide comprehensive plan and not treated in isolation as a 
separate problem. Having turned down one such compre- 
hensive plan by referendum (February 1971) and having 
authorized the expenditure of $65,000 (March 1972) for pre- 
liminary plans for another comprehensive plan with three 
alternative methods of disposal located at Otis Air Force 
Base, the Town believes it would be irresponsible not to await 
that study before making a final decision on the most effec- 
tive and economical way to solve Falmouth’s sewage violation. 


So that the State will know that postponement of a de- 
cision at this Special Town Meeting (October 30) is not de- 
liberate delay but a responsible act, Town meeting hereby 
requests the Board of Selectmen to call a Special Town 
Meeting as soon as the Town and the State have reviewed 
this particular plan, for the express purpose of voting funds 
to raise the violation in Great Harbor. By that time the 
Town will have all the pertinent facts necessary to make a 
definite choice of a long-range plan for a town-wide sewer 
system. 


Adopted by a unanimous vote.

To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


The Annual Town Meeting was called by Warrant for 
March 6, 1972 at 7 p.m. at the Memorial Auditorium, Law- 
rence High School; ninety articles were acted upon. The 
Selectmen were required to call one Special Town Meeting 
October 30, 1972 at 7 p.m. 

The Selectmen complied with the directives of the two 
Town Meetings. All road layouts and land takings voted by 
Town Meeting have been accomplished. All appointments, 
under the Board’s jurisdiction were duly made. As in the 
past it was necessary to screen prospective jurors and deter- 
mine eligibility. Public hearings were held regularly and 
daytime meetings averaged about nine each week and vari- 
ous other meetings were held and attended at night when- 
ever necessary, aS the Board of Selectmen is represented on 
a number of Town Committees. 

From time to time it is necessary to use the services of 
Town Counsel to represent the Town of Falmouth. In most 
instances the presence of one or more members of the Board 
of Selectmen is also required at Court Sessions. 

The vote of Town Meeting authorized the Selectmen to 
redistrict the Town, this has been complied with. The Town 
is now divided into seven precincts and it will go into effect 
on election day March 13, 1973. 

We have also been able to contact the State Department 
of Public Works and they have approved low bidder for the 
traffic light at Jones Road and Gifford Street. We feel quite 
sure the traffic light will be up and working by early spring. 

This past year has been one of accomplishments and 
progress, bringing an increasing knowledge of Town needs 
together. We believe that all who wish to do so have had 
full opportunity to express their opinion on all subjects. 

Most of the changes taking place in Falmouth result 
from population growth, and projection into the future indi- 
cates that this population growth will continue. | 

We would like to express our thanks to all Boards and 
Departments for their splendid cooperation.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board herewith submits its re- 
port for the Year 1972. 


The Personnel Board held 12 regular and 14 special meet- 
ings in addition to innumerable subcommittee meetings and 
informal sessions, due to its acceptance of greatly increased 
responsibilities. The Board took action on approximately 
200 requests for Personnel Actions, which covered promo- 
tions, step increases, retirements, resignations, appointments 
and reclassifications of positions. This figure is somewhat 
less than last year due to the new policy established of hiring 
Summer personnel under one Personnel Action for each de- 
partment or committee. 


For the 1972 Annual Town Meeting the Personnel Board 
submitted seven articles to amend the Salary Administration 
Plan, the major one being the article covering the extensive 
reclassification of positions covered under the Plan. The 
Board and its Personnel Consultants worked over a year in 
preparing the Job and Wage Classification Survey and in 
reviewing all the positions in the Town before submitting 
this article, which was voted on and accepted by Town Meet- 
ing Members at this Town Meeting. 


In March the Board reluctantly accepted the resignation 
of Mrs. Mary Wright, wishing her great success in her new 
position on the School Committee. Mr. Charles Murray was 
appointed to fill this vacancy. 


In April Mr. Daniel Botelho tendered his resignation as 
Chairman of the Board but remained as a member of the 
Board until such time as a replacement could be made. The 
Board, in accepting his resignation, moved to thank Mr. . 
Botelho for his great effort and leadership in working to 
have the Job Survey accepted. 


FLL 


Mr.. Vincent F. Ricci was elected to be Chairman of the 
Board and Mr. Samuel Vincent, Vice Chairman. The Board 
voted in April to accept the added responsibility of negoti- 
ating contracts for the Town with the unions of the Police 
and Fire Departments and the Department of Public Works, 
as requested and delegated by the Board of Selectmen. 


In July Mr. Brian McDermott was appointed to replace 
Mr. Daniel Botelho. 


In September the Board was fortunate in obtaining the 
services of Mrs. Alice K. Romano as Personnel Officer. Mrs. 
Romano has an extensive background in both personnel and 
negotiation experience and is a great asset to the Board in 
their expanding workload. 


In October Mr. Charles Murray resigned from the Board 
due to increased business pressures. The Board regretfully 
accepted Mr. Murray’s resignation, fully recognizing the tre- 
mendous amount of effort he had devoted to Town affairs 
and problems while on the Board. 


At the Special Town Meeting in October the Board in- 
creased its membership from seven to nine members and 
these new members will be appointed for January, 1973. Also, 
at this Special Town Meeting, the Personnel Board submitted 
five other articles to amend the Salary Administration Plan, 
one of which included a 5.5% pay raise for Town employees. 


In establishing goals for the Year 1973 the Board plans 
to submit a complete review of all existing personnel proce- 
dures with an objective in mind of establishing comprehen- 
sive Personnel Administrative Procedures for the Town of 
Falmouth by updating methods of record maintenance, leave 
policies, payroll procedures, assisting departments in admin- 
istrative techniques and seeking improvement in more effi- 
cient use of personnel.

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Barnstable County Health Department 
1972 Annual Report 


The year 1972 has been one of expansion and changes. 
Mary Susich retired as County Health Officer on January 
3lst and an acting administrator, Esther G. Howes, was ap- 
pointed until July 1st when she became County Health Offi- 
cer. There has been a replacement in the position of Junior 
Sanitarian. There are now four staff working with the State 
funded Handicapped Children’s Clinic. There has been a 
vacancy in one of the two Nurse Director positions since 
February. There have been reclassifications of 5 positions in 
order to bring salaries into line with current local and state 
guidelines. Four new positions had been requested but were 
not made available. 


The one Nurse Director has been able to provide consul- 
tation and supervision to some 64 public health nurses who 
work in schools and Home Health Agencies. Considerable 
emphasis has been placed on helping the professional ad- 
visory committees and the nurses in the Home Health Agen- 
cies so that standards of care and appropriate agency policies 
are available, and state and federal guidelines are met. Edu- 
cational programs have been provided regularly in order to 
improve quality of care and to provide for expansion of 
services; cooperative planning has involved the local chap- 
ters of voluntary health agencies. The development of more 
comprehensive school health services has been continued, 
for the third year in one town, and for the first year in an- 
other. This work has begun with a restatement of the pur- 
pose of health programs in schools, a request for a waiver 
of certain state regulations in order to implement a different 
program, and has led to efforts to identify children’s indi- 
vidual needs early, to develop systems of carrying out im- 
portant screening techniques, and to arrange coordinated 
planning for children with special health needs. School 
systems are being encouraged to look at the responsibilities 
of school nurses, and roles of school physicians, at policies 
pertaining to the administration of medication and treat- 
ment at school, at the differences and similarities in the 
processes in health services and in health education. 
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Medical Social Work emphasis this year has been directed 
towards the improvement of communication between the 
Department of Public Health, the Department of Mental 
Health, and the Department of Education in order to provide 
the best services possible to children with physical handicaps 
and other special needs. As the agency delegated by the 
state to recommend licenses to nursery schools, and as ad- 
ministrator of the Handicapped Children’s Clinic, the Barn- 
stable County Health Department is in a unique position to 
do this. Meetings have been held with the staff of the Cape 
Cod Mental Health Center, the Association for Retarded Chil- 
dren, local Home Health Agencies, public health nurses, local 
school nurses, and directors and teachers of the Cape Nurs- 
ery Schools. This has been done in an effort to help plan for 
children already in the Public Schools and those who will be 
future students. 


It has been necessary to add an additional Social Work- 
er to the staff this year to work with the Handicapped Chil- 
dren’s Clinic and as a result it has been possible to make 
pre-clinic visits to almost all of the new patients admitted 
to the Clinic. The Social Work staff have served over 120 
families in 1972 and as a result have become aware of the 
increasing need for a Family Service Agency on Cape Cod. 


‘The Social Workers have been active in many local and 
state planning groups and have taken continuing education 
courses throughout the year. 


The Handicapped Children’s Clinic staff includes four 
state funded positions; a physical therapist, a medical social 
worker, and two secretaries. Services now include not only 
orthopedic consultation and treatment, but pediatric assess- 
ment, and neurologic consultation and treatment including 
referrals to a Plastic Clinic and arrangements for hospital- 
ization and out-patient care at New England Medical Center 
and at Mt. Auburn Hospital. Children up to the age of 21 
years are seen when referred by their family physicians. 323 
children are now being followed, the majority have multiple 
problems involving the need for periodic re-evaluation, treat- 
ment, special equipment and surgical intervention based on 
their progress, development and age. It is now possible to 
provide progress reports to the family physicians and to the 
schools when indicated. The physical therapist also has 
provided much consultation to school nurses and physical 
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education teachers so that the special needs of these handi- 
capped children can be met at school, and so that no child 
will miss the opportunity of having appropriate physical 
education activities. She has assisted one school in an ex- 
perimental posture screening and remedial program, and an 
illustrated instructional booklet has been prepared for teach- 
er use. Scoliosis screening at appropriate age levels is now 
in effect in two school systems and could be developed in 
others. 


The Dental Hygienist has continued to provide dental 
health education and consultation service to parent groups, 
nurses, teachers and school programs. Motivating children 
to good oral health practice and educating the public in the 
prevention of dental disease must be done as long as dental 
caries continues to be a top priority public health problem. 


Direct services such as screening and topical fluoride 
programs were limited to pre-school children and Head Start 
programs. During the summer months fluoride clinics for 
children entering school in the fall were held in two towns. 


Plans to continue an epidemiological research study of 
tooth enamel to determine the fluoride content are pending 
for the coming year. This study will be conducted in the 
Barnstable School System in conjunction with the Barnstable 
County Health Department and the Forsyth Dental Research 
Center. 


Environmental Health Report: Inspections are being 
carried out as provided by the Massachusetts State Sanitary 
Code for eating establishments, swimming pools, recreational 
camps, tent sites, and local sewage systems. 


This was the year of the “Red Tide” which caused heavy 
economic losses to the shell fishing industry on the north 
shore but no fatalities. “Red Tide” refers to the presence of 
the organism, gonyaulax, which causes paralytic shellfish 
poisoning. In handling this situation we received excellent 
cooperation from the Boards of Health, Shellfish Constables 
and Police Departments. This is the first emergency that 
we can recall where an organization was formed in a matter 
of hours to cope with the situation. This should be further 
developed for emergency use in the future. 
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This year we have expanded our laboratory activities to 
include examination of shellfish and expanded chemical ex- 
amination of shellfish and expanded chemical examination 
of water and sewage. 


* * * 


The remodelling of office areas and of the Health De- 
partment laboratory has meant some inconvenience; the 
additional office space now provides more privacy and effi- 
ciency in operation. Additional office equipment and labor- 
atory equipment is planned for. 


In reviewing goals for this year we had given priority in 
strengthening staff and services in Environmental Health, 
and Medical Social Work and reclassification of staff posi- 
tions. We must continue this in the coming year also.

Gentlemen: 


The following brief summary is submitted covering the 
activities of the Cape Cod Planning and Economic Develop- 
ment Commission for the past twelve months: 


The Commission competed its Economic Base Study and 
is developing a Resource Management Program designed to 
improve the per capita income of the people in the County. 
The Commission is confident that by reducing unemploy- 
ment and underemployment many of the County’s social 
problems can also be solved. 


In order for the Commission’s recommendations to be- 
come effective, affirmative action by the individual Towns 
is required. The Selectmen of each Town were requested to 
include the following Resolutions in their 1972 Warrants: 


RESOLUTIONS TO ESTABLISH A POLICY AS RESPECTS 
THE USE OF 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY’S RESOURCES — ENVIRONMENTAL 
AND ECONOMIC 


Question #1 
OPEN SPACE VILLAGE SUBDIVISIONS 


Shall Town request the Planning Board to prepare a 
bylaw that will permit and encourage “Open Space Village” 
subdivisions? 


Question #2 
WATER QUALITY AND QUANTITY 
MANAGEMENT PROGRAM 


Shall the Selectmen of the Town be requested to notify 
the Barnstable County Commissioners that they approve the 
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County taking the required action to establish a “Water 
Quality and Quantity Management Program”, providing that 
the County Commissioners may appropriate not more than 
$700,000.00 for this purpose? 


Question #3 


CAPE COD JOBS DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL AND A CAPE 
COD JOBS DEVELOPMENT FINANCING AUTHORITY 


Shall the Selectmen of the Town be requested to notify 
the County Commissioners that they approve the establish- 
ment of a Cape Cod Jobs Development Council and a Cape 
Cod Jobs Development Financing Authority providing that 
the County Commissioners may appropriate not more than 
$150,000.00 annually for these purposes? 


The Commission has provided all Town’s Boards and 
Commissions with recommendations as follows: 


1. Resort Districts 
2. Protection of Mineral Resources 


3. Installation of Public Utilities underground 
in all new subdivisions 


4. A uniform Building Code 
5. Jobs Development Districts 


Also all Towns have been provided with recommenda- 
tions for the improvement of their public water supply dis- 
tributions, and waste water treatment designed to protect 
the environment. 


The Commission has provided twelve Towns with rec- 
ommendations for the management of solid waste. The 
Towns of Sandwich, Falmouth and Bourne did not partici- 
pate by their choice. The Commission is now engaged in 
developing a plan that, if approved, will remove all solid 
waste from the County for recycling and resource recovery 
in cooperation with the State. 


The Commission has undertaken to defend and protect 
the County’s interest in the Air Service Investigation con- 
ducted by the Civil Aeronautics Board. 


The Commission has undertaken to defend the County’s 
interests in the continuance of railroad freight service as 
the Trustees of the Penn Central Railroad Company have 
petitioned to abandon service to some of our Towns. 
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The Commission in cooperation with the State has estab- 
blished a Cape Cod Joint Transportation Planning Com- 
mittee for the purpose of improving all modes of transpor- 
tation for the movement of goods and people into and 
throughout the County. 


The Commission is preparing a land use plan. It is also 
further developing a resource management plan that will 
provide for the protection of the environment and for the 
uses of the County’s resources. 


The Commission has met each month throughout the 
Year and its Members have participated in scores of special 
committee meetings to develop policy and action recommen- 
dations for the Commission. 


COMMITTEE ACTIVITIES — 


Land Use Committee 
and 
Citizens Advisory Committee 
This Committee met on numerous occasions and devel- 
oped in detail the Commission’s proposal for Open Space 
Village Zoning districts and sub-division controls. 


Public Information Committee 


This Committee met frequently and provided an abun- 
dance of material to the County’s news media regarding the 
Commission’s activities and proposals. 


Otis Air Force Base Committee 


This Committee has been active in protecting the Coun- 
ty’s interests as respects the future use of the land in the 
Base area and its physical properties and equipment. This 
action was required when the United States Department of 
Defense announced planned changes in the Pies: and 
control of the Base. 


Economic Development Committee 
and 
Citizens Advisory Committee 


This Committee has been active with the help of its 
advisors in developing plans for Resource Management in- 
cluding recommendations for the creation of a County Jobs 
Development Council and a Jobs Development Financing 
Authority. 
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Legislative Review Committee 

A number of issues were dealt with as the session of the 
General Court neared its close. Legislation filed by the 
Commission for action 1973 will be under the guidelines of 
this Committee. 


Engineering Department Committee 

The Commission’s proposal that the County should have 
an engineering department was not met with favor by local 
officials and this issue was not pursued. 


Purchasing and Data Processing Committee 

CCPEDC’s recommendation that a County Purchasing 
and Data Processing Department be created for the purpose 
of improving the control of its purchases and the availability 
of its records was not approved by local officials and there- 
fore this issue was not pursued.

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Report of the Shellfish Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1972. 


A total of 17,650 miles were patrolled by me in both boat 
and car. I logged 86 first offense violators while examining 
permit holders and their catches. Three men had their shell- 
fish permits suspended for shellfishing in a closed planted 
area. All violators returned their catches to the shellfish 
grounds under my supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 
1,704 Family, resident 
317 Family, non-resident 
105 Commercial 
353 Family, residents over sixty-five years of age 


Project No.1 Quahaug Transplant 


I planted a total of 34914 bushels of quahaugs into the 
waters of Great Pond. One hundred and forty-two and one 
quarter bushels of mixed quahaugs (mostly seed) were re- 
moved from the flats and channel of Great Pond and trans- 
planted so they would not be destroyed by the dredging of 
the entrance. This project also kept our shellfishermen work- 
ing during the “Red Tide” crisis and our Family Areas were 
restocked. One hundred bushels of parent stock quahaugs 
were planted into the waters of West Falmouth Harbor, and 
193,150 seed quahaugs, size 3 to 5 mm were purchased from a 
laboratory and placed in a special raft. At this writing, all 
transplants are doing fine. 


Project No. 2 Shellfish Survey 

My shellfish report for 1972 has been completed. The 
following is a breakdown of the estimated bushels by known 
source:

Project No. 3 Oysters 


Oyster culture was limited this year due to the areas 
closed by the oil spill. Shells were planted in Wild Harbor 
River for the purpose of catching oyster seed. This practice 
was not successful this year, but merits a similar effort next 
spawning season. 


The 250,000 culchless seed oysters that I planted in 
Bourne’s Pond were buried with sand due to storms that 
changed the entrance. 


Project No. 4 Pollution 


Quissett Harbor is still closed to the taking of all shell- 
fish due to mercury found in the shellfish on December 2, 
1970. Tests still show that concentrations of mercury are 
present in the shellfish and sediment in excess of Federal 
Standards. The West Falmouth oil spill area is also closed 
to the taking of shellfish with the exception of scallops. 


Project No. 5 Pesticides 


I have estimated that over a million finfish along with 
blue claw crabs were killed in Great Pond this year. Pesti- 
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cides, knowing no boundaries, create an environmental haz- 
ard as they hitch-hike a ride in our streams from the cran- 
berry bogs into our estuaries, and once there, these pesticides 
become indiscriminate killers to marine life. I have brought 
this problem to the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fish- 
eries and the Cranberry people where they promised me that 
every effort will be made to correct this matter. Estuaries 
that have been a problem in the past will continue to be 
monitored for traces of pesticides by the Division of Marine 
Fisheries and the Cranberry Experimental Station. It is my 
understanding that a scientific paper will be published on 
this subject. I wish to thank all field men and lab people for 
their help and the townspeople for their patience with me. 


Project No. 6 Aid for Alewives 


Coonamessett Pond was stocked with herring this year 
by the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries at my 
request. This project is working out fine and large schools 
of young herring made their descent from their breeding 
grounds to the ocean. The Mill Pond run had to be dug 
out again this year to allow passage of the herring. I am 
in hopes that this run will come back. 


Project No.7 Salt Marsh 


An on the spot check of all applications for dredge and 
fill projects were reviewed by me and members of the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Marine Fisheries at the request of the 
Board of Selectmen. We feel that this works out well for 
both the Town and the State. 


At this time, I would like to report to the Town that the 
overall picture for next year’s scallop crop looks brighter 
than the past two years. We have a good set of seed in West 
Falmouth and Waquoit Bay. We also have a wonderful set 
of seed quahaugs around the town. I am not pleased with 
the soft shell seed clam population at this time because it 
looks as if we got a late set. I have requested the state pub- 
lic health agency to open the planted area in Green Pond 
to the taking of shellfish, but this request has been denied 
until further testing is completed. 


In mid-September 1972 the town’s shellfisheries were 
closed. The ban was imposed by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health prohibiting the harvesting of all shell- 
fish. This brought the delay of the scallop season on October 
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1. Scallop season opened here on October 15, 1972. This 
closure was due to the toxic “Red Tide” which appeared off 
the New England coast. “Red Tide” is caused by dinoflagel- 
lates, tiny one-celled creatures that have both plant and 
animal characteristics very dangerous to man. For the rec- 
ord, the dangerous phytoplanktons dinoflagellate which came 
with the Red Tide were never present in Falmouth waters. 


I have requested the Massachusetts Division of Environ- 
mental Health to consider the possibility of reopening a sec- 
tion of the oil spill area based on their field and lab findings. 
It is with great regret that the Federal Regional Food and 
Drug Administration did not answer my letter of May 24, 
1971 asking them for help in solving the mysteries of hydro- 
carbons derived from fuel oil spills and their effect on the 
human being. My test on June 6, 1972 while conducting a 
field survey with H. Arnold Carr on Marine Fisheries and 
Mr. Peter Harrington of Public Health for the presence of 
oil in Wild Harbor River and Wild Harbor River basin showed 
oil present in the sediment. A high pressure water hose was 
used for boring into the sediment. Heavy concentrations of 
fuel oil were observed on the water surface in the basin area 
of Wild Harbor. This oil was released when the water hose 
reached approximately two feet into the sediment. Similar 
borings were conducted throughout Wild Harbor River where 
only trace amounts of fuel oil were noticed. Based on the 
above facts, I requested the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health to keep Wild Harbor River, Wild Harbor basin 
and Herring River closed for the time being. The closures 
of all these areas as they stand now prohibits me from trans- 
planting clean shellfish into these areas. With any luck, we 
may soon have some of these areas open again. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries, the various town departments, the shellfishmen, 
and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their coopera- 
tion during the past year.

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


TO: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth

The following is the 1972 Annual Report of the Recrea- 
tion Committee of the Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


The year has been one of change for the Recreation 
Committee. A new member is David T. Adams elected in 
March for a three-year term along with the re-election of 
Barbara G. Burwell. In early July, Augustus T. Canty, the 
Director for over twenty-five years, suffered a stroke and his 
presence has been sorely missed. During the emergency, 
Walter Buguey took on extra duties until his resignation in 
the fall. With his teaching job, it was too much of a load. 
His position as Program Director was filled by John M. 
Jacobi. In December, Thomas J. Driscoll was hired part time 
to assist him. Without Mr. Canty’s “know how” we had 
clerical problems to cope with and felt the loss of continuity 
which Gus had provided during his many years of service to 
the community. His experience cannot be replaced. It is 
clearly evident that if the recreational needs of the Town 
are to keep pace with the growth of the Town, a year-round, 
full-time Recreational Director with expanded duties and re- 
sponsibilities is required. The Recreation Committee is com- 
mitted to achieve this goal in 1973. 


The Committee, which meets at least once a month at 
the Recreation Building, formulates policy and authorizes the 
varied activities at the Recreation Center. It is responsible 
for many of the programs conducted throughout the Town 
and on the Town’s playgrounds. In addition, the Committee 
allocates part of its budget to support sport and recreational 
activities not directly under its jurisdiction for the benefit of 
the townspeople. 


Over the years, the Recreation Building has been the 
focus for many community activities with facilities available 
to community organizations for meetings and other func- 
tions; the limiting factor being space. The increasing use of 
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the building both from our own programs and from com- 
munity demands inevitably complicate the scheduling. The 
Child Study Club Playschool, for example, now meets four 
mornings per week instead of two. To avoid conflicts four- 
teen days notice is requested for use of the building. Flexi- 
bility is desirable if the building is to be used to its greatest 
potential, but flexibility is difficult on short notice. 


The pool and ping-pong tables and the TV are in con- 
stant use. Recreational activities held at the Rec Building 
include: WOMEN’S PHYSICAL FITNESS, held every Tues- 
day evening and open to all women of the community, the 
fitness program has become a Steady diet for some with the 
average weekly turnout between thirty and forty. Under the 
guidance of Mrs. Audrey P. Moore, the group decides its own 
activities with exercises and volley ball being the most popu- 
lar. Mrs. Moore has also developed a WOMEN’S SOFTBALL 
team with play at the Falmouth Heights field every Tuesday 
during the summer season. Games included competition 
against the Town teams of Mashpee and Wareham. Albert 
Pacheco has been kind enough to coach for the past two 
years. A GIRLS SOFTBALL program has been active for a 
longer duration, meeting Saturday mornings throughout the 
spring, summer and into the fall with the Rec Program Di- 
rector in charge. Grades 3-8 age group are eligible. Other 
sports for girls have been GIRLS FIELD HOCKEY for Grades 
5-8 coached by Claire E. DeMello with play Saturday morn- 
ings during the months of September and October and 
GIRLS’ FALL TENNIS meeting twice a week, weather per- 
mitting. The Recreation Committee has tried to introduce 
GIRLS’ BASKETBALL but there has been little interest 
shown at the present time. JUDO which has started exclu- 
Sively for girls is now open to all of all ages. The club meets 
twice a week at the Rec Building and is a member of the 
Amateur Athletic Union and of the USJF and USJA. Richard 
A. Landry is the instructor with about 40 students. 


Another program directly under the jurisdiction of the 
Recreation Committee is the SUMMER RECREATION PRO- 
GRAM. This program is open to boys and girls, ages 8-15, 
and is under the direction of William Livesey with a staff 
of eight. In 1972, the program ran from June 27 to August 
23, Monday through Friday, 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon. Nearly 
400 children were involved. Last summer, the general pro- 
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gram was centralized at L.H.S. This year North Falmouth 
and East Falmouth playgrounds were also used. Sports of- 
fered included baseball, soccer, basketball, softball and group 
games. The initial attendance of about 135 decreased sharply 
as the Summer progressed, and the Recreation Committee 
intends to re-evaluate the general playground program. In 
contrast, the individual instruction courses were extremely 
popular and maintained a constantly high attendance. An- 
drew Baylock’s golf program was an immense success with 
over 100 participants divided into two summer sessions. And 
the tennis lessons conducted by Mr. Livesay and Mrs. Karen 
Plasse attracted as many as 95 boys and girls at the high 
school courts with East Falmouth drawing close to 40 young- 
sters at its height and North Falmouth nearly the same 
humber. Kathy and Marie Kirk directed the Arts and Crafts 
with about thirty children attending the class at L.H.S., 15 
at North Falmouth and an equal number at East Falmouth. 


SOCCER. The Recreation Committee is responsible for 
the Saturday morning SOCCER program which runs for 
eight weeks in the fall and is open to boys in Grades 3-6. 
This year with Walter Buguey in charge assisted by four 
able coaches, close to 200 boys signed up with play at four 
locations: Mullen-Hall, Teaticket, East Falmouth and L.H:S. 
With the boys divided into two age groups, the season cul- 
minated in an All-Star game against the champions, the 
Mullen-Hall team. 


BASEBALL. THE FALMOUTH YOUTH BASEBALL 
LEAGUE, better known as LITTLE LEAGUE is for 8-12 year- 
olds. This is a monumental program with approximately 
500 boys involved plus a willing and able volunteer staff of 
forty coaches, managers and officials. Again George Gaspa 
served aS umpire-in-chief and Nathan S. Ellis III as Presi- 
dent of the League. The League is made of 10 Major, 12 
Minor and 1 Peewee team, and this year became affiliated 
with the official Little League. The 1972 champions were 
the Dodgers coached by Mike Clarke. The All-Star team 
was beaten by Brockton South in the semi-finals of the 
official Tournament. The President for 1973 is Richard L. 
Corey. BABE RUTH LEAGUE is open to 13-15 year-olds and 
this league affiliated this year with the official Babe Ruth 
League. The local league is composed of eight teams spon- 
sored by the local enterprises and clubs. 136 boys partici- 
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pated. The League President is Leonard L. Costa. TEENER 
LEAGUE is for the 16-19 year-old age group. Albert J. Hol- 
comb coached about twenty boys in an 18-game series. Last 
year the team won the Cape Cod Teener League champion- 
ship. This year, after tieing for the championship, the team 
lost to Wareham in the playoffs. FALMOUTH COMMO- 
DORES represent Falmouth in the Cape Cod Baseball League. 
Trying for their fourth consecutive championship, the Com- 
modores finished the season in a four-way tie with Cotuit, 
Orleans and Chatham. In the play-off series Cotuit won the 
pennant. All home games of the forty-two game schedule 
were played under the lights at Fuller Field. These games 
are an outstanding attraction for Falmouth’s summer popu- 
lation, and the Cape Cod League has a national reputation 
as a collegiate baseball league. More than 175 Cape League 
graduates have signed pro contracts in the last ten years. 
Ninety-five of these are still active. 


MEN’S SOFTBALL LEAGUE: last summer five teams 
each played a five-game schedule with the Cape Verdean 
Club managed by Reg Andrade again the champions for the 
third consecutive year and winning the Roy Garcia Trophy. 
All games were played at the Teaticket field where the 
League is still attempting to get lights installed. 


BASKETBALL. FALMOUTH YOUTH BASKETBALL 
LEAGUE is open to boys in Grades 3-8. Coached by ten 
dedicated adult volunteers this program has taken hold with 
about 150 participants divided into three age groups. Play 
takes place on Saturday mornings at East Falmouth, Tea- 
ticket, the Intermediate School and the Rec gym beginning 
in December and running through the middle of March. 
The 1973 season is off to a good start for this highly popular 
new league under the Presidency of Winslow M. Weeks. 
SENIOR LEAGUE is for boys of high school age who are not 
members of the high school varsity. This year, under the 
direction of Walter Buguey, four teams played a varied 
Schedule using the rec gym. FALMOUTH MEN’S TOWN 
TEAM participates in the Cape Cod Basketball League. Al- 
bert J. Holcomb was director and coach for the 1971-72 
season. The schedule included ten home games played at 
the L.H.S. gym, and the team was champion of its division 
and runner-up in the Cape Cod League losing the champion- 
ship to Orleans. Jim Marlinski of the Falmouth team was 
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chosen the most valuable player of the Cape League. Arthur 
Roderick is the director and coach for the 1972-73 season. 


SKATING. FALMOUTH YOUTH HOCKEY LEAGUE of- 
fers an extensive program to the young lucky enthusiasts 
of Falmouth beginning the season in October and finishing 
in March. This year over 400 boys grouped according to age: 
Squirts (8-10), Pee Wees (10-12), and Bantams (12-14) and 
divided into four divisions with each division playing ap- 
proximately a twenty-game series with all boys participating 
on teams. In addition, the top players from the teams repre- 
sented Falmouth in competition with other communities. A 
Pee Wee and a Bantam travel team made credible showings 
in the New England and Massachusetts tournaments. The 
FARM LEAGUE is composed of beginners who are taught 
basic skills to equip them for team participation. A MIDGET 
division for 15 and 16 year-olds has been introduced for the 
1972-73 season. 


RECREATION FIGURE SKATING. As in the past the 
1972 figure skating program financed through the Recre- 
ation Committee and under the auspices of the FALMOUTH 
FIGURE SKATING CLUB was well attended. Held from the 
first week in November through March, 150-200 townspeople 
took advantage of the town ice time on Sundays with many 
taking the free instruction offered by a professional. As a 
result, 62 pins and badges were awarded by the Ice Skating 
Institute of America. The Committee believes the program 
is thoroughly enjoyed by the participants. 


FALMOUTH MEN’S SENIOR TEAM. Under the coaching 
direction of Russell C. Graham the team participates in the 
Cape Cod Amateur Hockey League, and finished second in 
the final League standing. The 1972-73 season is coached by 
David W. Kennedy and another highly successful season is 
anticipated. The team is composed entirely of Falmouth 
members and games are played either at the new Cape Cod 
Coliseum or at the Kennedy Rink in Hyannis. 


STREET HOCKEY LEAGUE. Initated this fall by Lyle 
Varney and Caesar Pena, about 150 boys divided into ten 
teams and financed and sponsored in part by Town business- 
men, play Saturdays with a twelve week season anticipated. 
High school age boys help with the coaching and refereeing. 
This new sport has gotten off to a good Start. 
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SAILING. Sailing was offered as an elective at the Inter- 
mediate School this year under the direction of Ricky Hill. 
The Falmouth Sailing Association is hopeful that it will be 
eventually an integral part of the school sports program and 
no longer in need of Recreation Committee funding. Fal- 
mouth participated in the Cape Cod Interscholastic Sailing 
Regatta which was extended to include an Indian Summer 
Regatta. About 100 young people took part. 


TOWN BAND. The Town now has an attractive perma- 
nent band shell, thanks primarily to the perserverence of 
Oscar Wolfe in charge of the concerts. With sixty-five 
musicians under the baton of John Pandolfi the ten concerts 
were attended by large and appreciative crowds. The con- 
certs are a great asset to Falmouth’s summer image. A band 
committee needs to be organized to assure the continuity of 
this popular program. 


1972 TOWN MEETING passed the Recreation Commit- 
tee’s Article to construct two tennis courts adjacent to the 
West Falmouth ballpark. These courts, thanks to the DPW, 
were completely very expeditiously and are in constant de- 
mand during tennis weather. 


The Falmouth Recreation Committee and the people of 
Falmouth owe a resounding vote of thanks to all the men 
and women — officers, managers, coaches, assistants, etc., 
who dedicate their time and efforts to demanding schedules 
to make the recreation program of Falmouth effective. With- 
out their willingness, loyalty, and expertise there would be 
no programs. 


The Recreation Committee’s responsibility is to develop 
programs responsive to the expressed needs of the com- 
munity. Our budget reflects community participation and 
the greater citizen interest the more extensive will be our 
programs. We are always open to suggestions from the 
townspeople whom we serve.

TO: The Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Each year it is the responsibility of the Watchman of 
the Warrant to review the action of the Town Meetings on 
all Articles. This review is made by the Watchman together 
with the Department Heads and Committees responsible, to 
insure recommended action has been initiated, is underway, 
and in many cases is completed. 


There were two Town Meetings in 1972: The Annual 
Meeting on 6 March 1972 with 93 Articles which required 
three evenings; and a Special Town Meeting on 30 October 
1972 with 29 Articles. 


Of the 93 Articles considered at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing, 62 were passed under the blanket vote. 29 more were 
held and 2 were subject to call. One of those, Article 8, is 
the Budget. The Budget this year had 216 items. I will not 
attempt to in any way check the Budget. The Finance Com- 
mittee and their Sub-Committee Chairmen receive each 
month from the Town Accountant detailed statements of 
the monthly budget expenditures. The Finance Committee 
does an excellent job as “Watchman” of the Budget, and to 
attempt to duplicate this effort would be an unnecessary 
waste of time and would require much background in- 
formation. 


I have reveiwed the Articles for both Town Meetings and 
grouped them according to the Town Department responsi- 
ble. Articles that were indefinitely postponed require no 
follow-up in most cases. 


BEACH COMMITTEE 

Article 44 A. Silver Beach, Land Purchase now owned 
by the Town. Settlement was made last summer. Two sums 
of $7,500.00 for one parcel with building and land, and 
$52,500.00 for the second parcel. 


Article 93 A. It was indefinitely postponed to restore 
any and all parking meters at Falmouth Heights. The Select- 
men, DPW and Beach Committee did, however, during the 
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summer, allow limited timed parking for patrons of Fal- 
mouth Heights businessmen. 


CHRISTMAS TREE LIGHTING COMMITTEE 

Article 51 A. Appropriation $2,000.00. I am preparing 
this report during the Christmas Holidays and the always 
beautiful Falmouth Green and Main Street is evidence that 
the Committee has again carried out its charge and made 
the most of the appropriation. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Article 48 A. The Commission has purchased 3 parcels 
of land from the conservation fund: The Baker property 
and two parcels at Black Beach. 


Article 81 A. This Article was indefinitely postponed. 
However, the Conservation Commission has advertised that 
anyone with those sand rights deeds come forward. Only Mr. 
EK. L. Wells, Jr. has appeared to discuss possible solutions. 
There are four parcels that the Commission would like to 
retain for conservation easement for the slope closest to the 
bog. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 

There were 20 Articles which the DPW has responsibility 
to carry out. The DPW, in Mr. Nathan Ellis III, has a most 
competent superintendent and administrator. His recall of 
action and the details underway on each of those Articles 
was brief, thorough and accurate. 


Article 12 A. Appropriation $65,000.00. $60,000.00 is to 
be used on new road to High School; $5,000.00 balance to be 
returned to the Town. 


Article 13 A. Appropriation $7,500.00. $6,000.00 spent on 
Sandwich Road; $1,500.00 to be returned to the Town. 


Article 35 A. Spencer Baird Road drainage completed. 
Article 36 A. Cape Codder Road completed. 
Article 50 A. West Falmouth Tennis Courts completed. 


Article 56 A. Land Taking Town Forest. DPW has com- 
pleted its part and plans are now in Selectmen’s hands. 


Article 60 A. Repair Little Harbor Road, Woods Hole 
and Pinecrest Beach Drive. Both complete. 
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Article 61 A. Metoxit Road Repair and Resurface is 75% 
complete. Will complete next spring. 


Article 64 A. Appropriation of $100,000.00 for road im- 
provements. 8 roads designated by DPW: 4 have had work 
done; 2 of the 4, Carriage Shop Road and Brick Kiln Road 
are 75% complete; Garnot Avenue and Grand Avenue South 
are partly completed. 


Article 66 A. The Town has purchased and is using the 
new vacuum sweeper. 


Article 67 A. The appropriation of $20,000.00 to update 
Town’s long-range water plans. Whitman & Howard reports 
about 90% complete. 


Article 68 A. The Town has not as yet received the 
final plans from Metcalf & Eddy, an Article in the October 
Special Meeting asked for an additional sum of approximate- 
ly $4,000.00 necessary before Metcalf & Eddy would complete 
and turn over to the Town final plans. This was denied. It 
seems at this time the engineers may be receptive to a com- 
promise agreement and will then turn plans over to the 
Town. 


“Article 79 A. Two roads of 5 were approved by the 
Town Meeting. DPW planning has been done and the layouts 
turned over to the Selectmen. 


Article 80 A. Sidewalk on Maravista Avenue funded by 
this Article is complete. 


Article 86 A. Shady Lane water main is complete. 


Article 88 A. Gayle Avenue water main. This Article 
has been held up with local problems. They may be cleared 
up in the next few weeks. 

Article 89 A. Narragansett Street water main. This 
water main is completed. 

Article 90 A. Teaticket Path water main. This water 
main is completed. 


LIBRARY TRUSTEES 

Article 53 A. East Falmouth Library parking lot is com- 
pleted. 
SELECTMEN 


Article 20 A. New Precinct Lines have been re-drawn. 
Seven (7) Precincts are recommended. The Selectmen sub- 
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mitted those to the State for review. One new State require- 
ment is that all voters be notified by mail of the changes in 
precinct lines, All of the Town Meeting Representatives will 
have to be re-elected except the Moderator and any members 
to the General Court. There will be approximately one repre- 
sentative for each 440 voters. 


Article 22 A. Jones Road, Gifford Street Traffic Light: 
bids were opened 11 December 1972. The State has been 
advised. 


Article 23 A. Repairs to the Dormer Roof at Town Hall 
have been completed. 


Article 25 A. The Band Shell is completed and was 
used this past summer for concerts. 


Article 27 A. This study for the parks and parking is 
completed and an Article is in the 1973 Warrant for con- 
sideration. 


Article 30 A. This Article was amended on Town Meet- 
ing Floor to include “After Holding Properly Authorized 
Meeting.” The Selectmen, after a visit to Boston and dis- 
cussion with the State, it was decided not to impose those 
restrictions at the present time. This past summer there 
were few complaints on power boats on the fresh water 
ponds. 


Article 32 A. It seems it is too early to begin to re-seed 
the West Falmouth area. The Shell Fish Warden in con- 
junction with the State will use monies appropriated under 
this Article as the environment improves sufficiently. 


Article 56 A. Land Taking of a Parcel of Land for Wa- 
tershed Purposes. The taking has been made. There is some 
question of financial settlement. The owner is not satisfied 
with the $30,000.00 appropriated by the Town. He has two 
years to accept or decline. He then may bring it into Court. 
The Selectmen can, however, ask for additional funds at a 
future Town Meeting if a more agreeable appraisal can be 
determined. 


Article 84 A. The Chatham Firm’s Permit to lease a 
part of the Town Dock for business was revoked in March, 
1972. Recently, the Selectmen and the Harbormaster have 
been concerned about derelects and squatters at the Town 
Dock in Woods Hole. The Harbormaster has published no- 
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tice that all vessels in non-operational status without per- 
mission, will be prosecuted as trespassers. The purpose is 
to keep the Town Dock open for active fishing vessels.

Article 82 A. Mr. Glen MacNary has obtained for the 
Town of Falmouth binding letters of intent that authorize 
the Town to use in perpetuity parcels at Otis Air Force Base. 
No money has been spent of the $2,500.00 appropriated. 


Article 83 A. Appropriation of $65,000.00 for the Waste 
Water Management Study. The Bauer Engineering plans 
were completed and submitted to the DPW around the 24 
of December, 1972. 


Articles 28 & 29. In October Special Meeting for the 
appropriation of $1,990,000.00 to construct Fay Road Plant 
and $100,000.00 to prepare final plans for the Otis plant were 
both indefinitely postponed. Now that the Bauer plans are

Band Shell Building Committee 


TO: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The first meeting of the Band Shell Building Com- 
mittee was held on March 31, 1972 at Town Hall. Mr. Oscar 
Wolfe was named Chairman and Mrs. Marina Andrews, 
Secretary. Fifteen meetings in all were held. The Commit- 
tee members met with Waterways Committee to choose a 
site for the Band Shell. A number of citizens were also pres- 
ent with ideas as to where the Band Shell should be built. 


The Committee met with the Board of Selectmen to 
present plans and specifications for the Band Shell. It re- 
ceived the complete approval of the Selectmen. Plans and 
specifications were put out for bid. No bids were received 
the first time. On May 23, 1972 they were put out again with 
a few changes. Four bids were opened in the Selectmen’s 
Office on June 6, 1972. The Committee rejected all bids after 
much consideration. This was done in the best interest of 
the Town of Falmouth (bids too high, insufficient funds). 


On June 13, 1972 Sealed bids were opened in the Select- 
men’s Office. Contract went to E. W. Hinckley Construction 
Company of East Falmouth, with the lowest bid of $15,488.00. 
The Committee members voted to inspect the construction 
every Friday until its completion. 


There were a few changes in the Band Shell: 
1. Storage area was enlarged. 


2. Safety railings were put in to insure safety of 
Band members. 


Committee members, Chairman Oscar Wolfe, Edwin Me- 
deiros and George Pinto donated material and services in 
the construction of the Band shell which meant considerable 
savings to the Town. 


Members of the Falmouth Garden Club were asked to 
help plan the landscape design. They proposed 100 Rosa 
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Rugusa plants on the sides and front of the Band Shell. 
These plants will be set in the spring. 


Dedication of the Band Shell was held August 10. 1972. 
All Committee members were present. George Pinto was 
Master of Ceremonies. Selectman Antone Mogardo cut the 
ribbon. Selectman John DeMello, Jr. and Selectman Richard 
Paine were also present. Approximately 2,500 people were on 
hand to observe the ribbon cutting ceremony and to hear 
the marvelous concert. 


The Town of Falmouth is fortunate to have a beautiful 
Band Shell and it is hoped that all townspeople will attend 
the concerts held each Thursday evening at the Town Ma- 
rina.

Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Falmouth 
Beach Committee for the year ending December 31, 1972. 


A comparison of receipts for the past three years is as 


follows:

The land-taking at Old Silver Beach was instrumental 
in alleviating traffic, and amounted to an increased revenue 
there of almost $5,000. more than the previous high year of 
1971. The taking was not finalized until late summer; at 
which time the previous owners accepted their check. It is 
the intention of this committee to do away with all the 
condemned buildings there, which have been thoroughly 
vandalized. 


An article has been inserted in the 1973 warrant for 
$1,500.00 to improve and remodel the concrete building into 
a warehouse. 


At Wood Neck Beach, one of Falmouth’s most pictur- 
esque beaches, fifteen hundred yards of sand were trucked 
there by the National Guard Engineers, doing duty at Camp 
Edwards. This vastly improved the blanket area of this 
popular beach. 


Continued vandalism at all beach buildings necessitated 
costly repairs. The roof at Surf Drive bathhouse has been 
thoroughly defaced by our future taxpayers. Prior to last 
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season’s opening day, all three buildings were painted by 
our staff, and have since been defaced. These acts of van- 
dalism should be reported, and/or discouraged. 


Swimming classes for all ages were again offered to all 
visitors to the Town of Falmouth. This year’s enrollment 
exceeded 2,300 children of all ages. Adult classes are also 
offered. These programs have resulted in producing many 
well-qualified young swimmers in the Town of Falmouth. We 
hope to continue this training, which is open to all residents 
and guests of the Town at no additional expense to the tax- 
payers. Falmouth’s eleven public swimming areas are staffed 
with forty-four lifeguards; all certified water safety in- 
structors. 


Swim meets this year, along with testing of our staff, 
was held at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy in Bourne; 
under the supervision of John Tulis, regional Head of the 
Red Cross, and the physical education staff of the Maritime 
Academy. A memorial plaque, donated by an anonymous 
donor, in the name of Robert E. Kendall, who served on the 
Beach Committee in the 1950’s now hangs in Falmouth Town 
Hall to record the yearly competition swim meets by Fal- 
mouth’s many young participants. 


The 1973 Town meeting will again contain an article for 
land taking by this committee. A study of area growth 
shows a sharp increase in development in the Maravista and 
Acapesket and Teaticket areas. The taking of 300 feet of 
beach front at Bristol Beach will greatly improve this beach 
in the future years. 


This committee will continue its attempts at maintain- 
ing and improving its present facilities, and to look forward 
at Falmouth’s future needs. 


We wish at this time to express our sincere thanks to our 
fine superintendent, and our staff for doing an excellent job. 
Also to the Board of Selectmen, Town Clerk, Town Account- 
ant, and various committees and departments for their full 
cooperation and support.

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Veterans’ Services 
Department for the year 1972. 


During the year, Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of World War One and Two, the Korean Con- 
flict and Viet-Nam were aided in accordance with Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Six World War One, Seven World War Two, One Korean 
and Three Viet-Nam veterans have died during the year in 
Falmouth. The widows and dependent parents were assisted 
in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial allow- 
ances, Social Security claims and Grave Markers. 


Sixty-One grave markers have been applied for. All have 
been received and emplanted. Suitable bronze markers and 
flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been 
taken care of during the year. | 


Thirty-One veterans and widows have been aided in 
making out their Income Statements. 


This office has processed over one hundred Viet-Nam 
applicants for the Massachusetts Viet-Nam Bonus, and has 
also aided the veterans for education and other matters con- 
cerning Veterans’ Benefits, such as home loans and pensions. 


As the Viet-Nam era of hostilities gradually decreases, it 
will be increasingly dependent on Veterans’ Services to in- 
form these new veterans of their benefits and to help in the 
care of their families. So, in years to come, the Department 
will gradually increase its aid to more and more veterans. 


Reimbursement by the State Department to the E. & D. 
fund is made for fifty per cent of all approved expenditures 
except Administration. 
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A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report; therefore it will not be repeated here. 


As the younger veterans are being discharged, this office 
has succeeded in placing thirty veterans on the apprentice- 
ship program under the G. I. Bill and many more have ap- 
plied for schooling on the college level. 


I have attended several seminars this past year along 
with many visits to the V.A. Contact Office. This has been 
necessary to keep abreast of the rapidly changing laws. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen 
and all Town Officials who have co-operated with this De- 
partment during the year.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth 


In 1972, the Falmouth Public Library has continued to 
increase its circulation and expand its services, the quality 
of its collection and the professionalism of its staff. As the 
leading public library on the Cape and the Islands, the Fal- 
mouth library enjoys direct state grants which support its 
regional services. Last year this financial support exceeded 
$40,000. In an effort to maintain its responsible leadership 
among libraries within the region and within the state, the 
Board of Trustees voted in August, 1972 to extend free library 
privileges to permanent residents of towns and cities in the 
Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System, and in No- 
vember agreed to extend this even further to include all 
permanent residents of Massachusetts. It is the hope of the 
Board that by taking this initiative, similar privileges will 
eventually be enjoyed by Falmouth residents in other areas 
of the state. 


In addition to offering the regular services of a public 
library, the Falmouth Library this year has attempted to 
expand these services to meet the demands of this com- 
munity with its growing and varied interests. The spring 
and summer months saw a poetry reading and a crafts ex- 
hibit at the main library, and an Artist’s Guild Fair at the 
East Falmouth branch. In October, Donald Fish presented 
some excellent slides of old Falmouth to a large and enthusi- 
astic audience. Falmouth children, many of whom enjoy the 
regular films and story hour on Saturday mornings, were 
delighted by a magic show held in late October. The library 
has been pleased by attendance at the bi-weekly films sched- 
uled at the main library. These films, obtained from the 
Boston Public Library and supported by regional funds, are 
excellent in quality and designed to appeal to a variety of 
tastes. This is the first year that a regularly scheduled film 
program has been offered and with such encouraging re- 
sponse, the library plans to continue to make them available 
in the coming year. 
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The Board of Trustees regrets that 1972 marks the end 
of a long and productive membership of its former Chair- 
man, Mr. Harry L. Crooks. In the 18 years that Mr. Crooks 
served as Chairman of the board, the Falmouth Public Li- 
brary has grown remarkably in size and stature. This growth 
is due in large measure to the direction and determination 
of Mr. Crooks. He leaves with the lasting respect and grati- 
tude of the people for whom and with whom he has served.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Increase in the use of the library during 1972 was ap- 
parent not only in our circulation statistics, but also in 
quantity, variety, and depth of reference work, in daily use 
of the reading room, and in increased attendance at library 
programs. 


The main library and its two branches circulated 18,913 
more items in 1972 from 1971 for a total of 229,385, a 9% 
increase over 1971. Continued residential development of 
the town is reflected in the 2,821 new borrowers who regis- 
tered during the year. 


The Reference Department handled 40-50 requests daily. 
Information needs of the community are not just of a liter- 
ary or historical nature, but primarily of a practical aspect, 
reflecting concern with self-development, and vocational 
and educational needs. 


In the Children’s Department a weekly pre-school pro- 
gram was initiated. The main library and East branch con- 
tinue to receive school classes. We hope to add a variety of 
foreign language books to the children’s collection next year. 


Service to the homebound is welcome, indeed necessary, 
to those persons unable to get out. Besides calls on 64 indi- 
viduals at home and visits to all nursing homes in town, a 
collection of 150 books is maintained at the United Church 
Homes, making a total of 1,777 books delivered. 


To further serve the handicapped, a federal grant pro- 
vided funds to add 50 titles to the large print collection. We 
have also provided talking-book machines to those with 
vision problems or otherwise physically handicapped. 


A new browsing area for young adults provides books of 
topical interest. We have acquired three young adult “pack- 
age programs” through the Regional Library System — on 
drugs, poetry, and sports. Two staff members were responsi- 
ble for selection of material of an adult package on consumer 
education to be dispersed throughout Eastern Massachusetts 
public libraries. 


The bi-weekly film programs reflect the community’s 
varied interests, whether they be travel, practical know-how, 
or cultural pursuits. Over 5,777 persons attended films in the 
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library and we anticipate the branches developing their own 
regular programs and the main library expanding theirs. 


To improve the library’s position as regional library serv- 
ing the Cape and Islands, a file of all current non-fiction in 
Cape libraries is maintained here. State funds provided more 
microfilm, tapes, and a new microfilm reader. New periodical 
subscriptions were mainly in the field or boating, art, auto- 
mobiles, and contemporary issues. 


At the end of the year, the library acquired a collection 
of 30 framed art pictures and 63 short 8 mm. films, all of 
which will be available to take out. We look forward to this 
diversification of the library collection, in which the public 
has expressed interest. 


The library will continue to expand and improve its re- 
sources, relying on cooperation with townspeople, schools, 
various institutions and other libraries.

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Report of the West Falmouth Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


1972 will be remembered as the year of the addition. 
The completion of the new wing of the West Falmouth Li- 
brary in August was cause for celebration. A gala open 
house was held to allow the community to see the end results 
of the building fund drive. Their generous donations, over 
$26,000, plus a pank loan, had made this much needed addi- 
tion possible. An historical exhibition composed of pictures 
and news items of old West Falmouth and our special collec- 
tion, the ship’s library of Capt. Caleb O. Hamblin and the 
Library of School District No. 5, 1839, added to the interest 
of the occasion. 


During the months of July and August, when the con- 
struction was going on, the library remained open as usual. 
Despite confusion, noise, and other drawbacks, the patrons 
seemed to enjoy the building process, were good humored, 
and when it was finished, were pleased with the results. 


The circulation figures for the year show a decline from 
9,873 in 1971 to 9,762 in 1972. The larger percentage of the 
decline occurred during the height of the building period, 
July and August, while other months showed an increase in 
circulation. However, the registration figures show a sharp 
increase over last year with a total of 505 families in 1972 
over 292 in 1971. The total number of books in our collection 
stands at 6630 with 236 titles added and 99 withdrawn. 


Our usual summer activities were curtailed by the con- 
struction taking place. Despite this our adaptable Program 
Chairman, Mrs. J. A. Posgay, managed to offer a variety of 
activities for the children. The science school again held 
classes, story hours for preschool age were introduced and 
all ages enjoyed two puppet shows. This fall, with more 
space available, a Saturday morning craft program was 
offered and continues to have a full enrollment. The story 
hours are still attended enthusiastically by the younger 
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group. Money raised by a book sale and a dessert bridge will 
aid future programming. All the children are enjoying their 
own cheerful reading section in the new wing. 


This fall we welcomed back the West Falmouth Pre- 
School who have their own large room with wash room 
facilities on the ground floor of the library. 


The West Falmouth Library, Inc., is administrator of a 
scholarship established to perpetuate the memory of Arthur 
F. Hennessey, Jr. of West Falmouth who gave his life in 
Vietnam in April 19, 1965. This Scholarship is awarded a 
deserving senior from the West Falmouth community who 
is seeking higher education. The recipient of $500 in the 
graduating class of 1972 was Marilyn Heubener of Old Dock 
Road. 


The adult community is not only enjoying a more spa- 
cious library area but is also making use of our large com- 
munity room with the newly added kitchen. In October a 
morning coffee was well attended by both old and new resi- 
dents of West Falmouth. A display of needlework aroused 
interest in the needlework clinic held each Thursday in the 
library. Under the leadership of Mrs. W. F. Auer, Mrs. John 
F. Austin, Jr., and Mrs. Stuart Harlow, Friends of the Library, 
a volunteer group, is being organized to encourage support 
and use of the library. 


The Board of Directors wishes to thank our Librarian, 
Mrs. Roger S. Tourtellot, and our Library Assistant, Mrs. 
George D. Harrison, who worked efficiently and cheerfully 
under most difficult circumstances during the greater part 
of the year. We would also like to thank the Many volun- 
teers of all ages who moved thousands of books and helped 
in many other ways during our year of the addition.

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Report of the Woods Hole Library

The year 1972 was a year of growth for the Woods Hole 
Library. Under the guidance of its President, Ann Martin, 
its librarian, Ruth Schleicher, its Board of Trustees, and 
friends, the library offered a variety of non fund-raising 
programs and fund-raising events which were enjoyed by 
many residents of the summer and winter Woods Hole com- 
munities. 


Mrs. Schleicher continued her trips to the Woods Hole 
School for book talks. She was very pleased that the classes 
from the school made regular and more frequent visits to 
the library. The library continues to house the book collec- 
tion belonging to the Children’s School of Science. 


Susie Steinbach presented several programs for the chil- 
dren at the library. Among these was a program on China 
for which she brought in many artifacts and a program on 
Hawaii. Perhaps the most successful was a family Christmas 
party featuring a Swedish Christmas and a program of music 
by the Falmouth Madrigal Singers and the Recorder Consort 
under the direction of Patricia Brown. 


In August, the library presented a memorial program 
for the late Padriac Colum. Herman Ward and three young 
poets read poetry and talked of their experiences and mem- 
ories of Colum. For many years the Woods Hole Library 
presented programs of Colum reading his poetry and it was 
through these that these young poets met him and were 
encouraged and inspired by him. 


Due to our very generous support from patrons and in- 
creased town aid, this past year the Board was able to make 
some of the necessary improvements on the physical plant 
of the library. The interior walls were painted, the exterior 
trim painted and we have had repairs made on the west wall 
and window of the library. 


The library sponsored several fund raising events. The 
most successful was our second annual plant sale. Many of 
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the nurseries, supermarkets, and individuals donated plants 
and the sale was enjoyed by many garden enthusiasts. We 
plan to continue this fun and profitable event. Mrs. Schleich- 
er was in charge of our winter and summer book sales which 
continue to be popular and profitable. 


This year we began the sale of colored postcards, repro- 
ductions from two of the Franklin Lewis Gifford painting of 
old Woods Hole which hang in the library. These were so 
well received that the Board is in the process of having two 
more reproduced. 


This year memorial gifts were given in memory of sev- 
eral long-time friends and supporters of the library, Prince 
Crowell, Mrs. Prince Crowell, Margaret Gigger, and Elizabeth 
Lutes. The Board is especially saddened at the passing of 
Herbert Ashmore who was serving on the Board and who for 
many years had helped the library. 


The Board of Trustees wishes to thank its librarian, Mrs. 
Schleicher, her assistant, Mrs. Miriam Caldwell, and Mrs. 
Martyna for another year of fine service. Especially we would 
like to thank them for their cooperation in trying a new 
Schedule. The library is now open six days a week. The 
Board takes this opportunity to express regret at the resig- 
nation of Thomas Stetson who for many years has helped 
the library in innumerable ways. 


The Woods Hole Library seems to have grown in several 
ways in 1972. Our memberships and contributions increased 
Substantially this year and thus we were able to make major 
improvements on the library itself. Furthermore, we were 
able to present many programs for both the summer and 
winter communities. More money was spent on new books 
and magazines. Circulation increased to 13,921 and we ex- 
pect a greater increase now that the library is open every 
day. The Board of Trustees looks forward to improving its 
services to the Woods Hole Community in the coming year.

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Report of the Dog Officer 


TO: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as Dog Officer 
for the Town of Falmouth for the year 1972. 


This has been a most satisfying year in many respects 
for this officer, due to the fact that there are more licensed 
dogs than ever in the Town of Falmouth. I have collected 
and turned into the Town Treasurer, more pound fees than 
ever and for which I hold receipts for. There are no claims 
against the county by the Town for losses of fowl or livestock 
due to dogs. 


In the performance of my duties I have logged 19,725 
miles traveled by car, aS everyone knows that the Town is 
growing more dense with all the new developments going in, 
that means more of the Town that I have to cover or answer 
complaints from. 


I have checked out 2,117 complaints dealing with dogs, 
returned 608 phone calls inquiring about dog laws in the 
Town, I have impounded 353 dogs, most of which were 
claimed by their owners; the others after 10 days of confine- 
ment were released to the Hyannis Branch of the M.S.P.C.A. 
I have been called upon to capture and release anything 
from squirrels, cats, birds, raccoons, plus several skunks. 


As far as this officer knows, there are no packs of wild 
dogs roaming the Town. However, there are some in Otis, 
and I hope with a little help from the military, that they 
will be disposed of before the packs get out of hand. 


I captured 5 dogs that were driving deer and of the 
5 dogs, 4 were claimed by the owners, and they were repri- 
manded by myself and the State Division of Fish and Game, 
and they were also warned as to what would happen if their 
dogs were picked up again. 


There were 3 cases of dogs killing fowl, and in each case 
the owners of the dogs were located and the owners of the 
fowl killed were paid for their losses. 
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I am pleased to report a substantial decline in the num- 
ber of dog bite cases reported to this department this past 
year, and I am sure the Board of Health is pleased also as 
this one aspect concerning dogs is quite a burden on that 
department, especially during the summer months. 


I can not thank the various Town departments enough 
for their assistance when needed the past year, but a special 
thanks should go to the Falmouth Police Department that 
handled many of my calls, especially during the nighttime 
hours, and I want to commend them for the manner in 
which they handled them.

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Report of the Harbor Master 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


With the cooperation of the Coast Guard and the Divi- 
sion of Motor Boats plus our own harbor patrols, we had the 
least amount of violations for boat operations in our harbors 
for the last four years. 


The Coast Guard by this department’s petition estab- 
lished a lighted buoy at the entrance to Megansett Harbor, 
and we have been assured that this lighted buoy will eventu- 
ally be replaced by a lighted beacon on the jetty in the near 
future. We have also petitioned the Coast Guard to estab- 
lish an adequate lighted buoy at Green Pond to replace our 
own light on the jetty which is lost in the maze of back- 
ground lights in the area. 


We are again plagued by the total disregard of people 
misusing the Town wharves at Woods Hole. We are in the 
process of bringing legal action against these individuals 
through Town Counsel. 


We rendered aid to 14 boats who suffered various mal- 
functions, and ordered removed two stranded vessels. We 
have one fishing boat sunk near the wharf in Woods Hole 
as of December 28, 1972, legal paper work on this has been 
completed, and the removal has been turned over to the 
Justice Department and the Department of Public Works, 
Boston. 


Mooring space in all of our harbors is getting critical, 
and we are now maintaining waiting lists. The expansion 
and creating by dredging of new mooring areas will become 
essential if we are to keep pace with the growth of the com- 
munity and the expansion of tourism. 


I wish to thank my assistants for their cooperation in 
the past year.

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Report of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket Steamship Authority 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Having completed a decade of service as a member of 
the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steam- 
ship Authority, I am pleased that this is the tenth consecu- 
tive report I am submitting which states that there is no 
deficit assessment to be levied on Falmouth taxpayers. 


At the outset, I wish to thank you for electing me to 
another term on the Authority’s board and for your con- 
tinued faith in my service as your representative. 


The Authority’s Income Statement for the year ended 
December 31, 1972, shows net income from operations to be 
$120,426.88. Interest income from invested funds is reported 
in the amount of $56,603.20. Total income, including interest 
was $177,030.08. 


Last year it was reported that the largest increase in 
demand for service occurred during the Spring and Fall off- 
season rather than during peak July-August season. This 
trend intensified as the year progressed. Summer business 
establishments and homes opened earlier than usual. Reg- 
ular peak weekends, such as Memorial Day, July Fourth and 
other holiday periods, brought record numbers. The Author- 
ity’s management, line personnel, fleet and facilities were 
pushed to the extremes. 


The comparative yearly figures reported here are based 
on one-way passage.

The Authority continues to take action to satisfy its 
mandate and to alleviate the condition of extended confron- 
tation with peak load demands. 
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Significant action taken by the Authority in 1972 dealt 
with the proposed service between Hyannis and Nantucket. 
Earlier in the year a contract for $38,760 was awarded for 
construction of a transfer bridge at Hyannis. Shortly after 
another contract in the amount of $375,250 was awarded for 
a new ferry berth in Hyannis. These projects and the neces- 
sary dredging of the harbor are moving along and it is 
expected service between the ports of Hyannis and Nantucket 
will be inaugurated in June 1973. 


Acquisition of a new ferry to replace the S/S NAN- 
TUCKET was also given a priority. The ferry advertised for 
in 1971 was rejected because the $6,454,845 bid price was 
considered beyond the line’s financing capabilities. These 
plans were held in abeyance. Meantime, enlargement of the 
M/V UNCATENA by 52 feet was completed and the vessel 
performed well during the remainder of the 1972 season. 


Late in 1971, the Authority also advertised for two 
smaller back-up vessels; a passenger ferry and a vehicle and 
passenger ferry. Bids for these vessels were received in 1972. 
They were set aside as a result of litigation. 


Another invitation to bid for a new ferry to replace the 
costly to operate S/S NANTUCKET was issued by the Author- 
ity. In September, 1972, a $3.8 million bid for a new ferry 
was accepted from Bellinger Shipyards of Jacksonville, 
Florida. 


The new vessel will be a 230-foot, diesel powered, 1,000 
passenger ferry capable of carrying 55 cars or 11 large trucks 
and 22 cars. Preliminary inspections, plans, and hull design 
testing have been completed and the keel was laid February 
2, 1973. This new ferry should be delivered to the Authority 
in May, 1974. 


Meantime, the Authority is seeking to sell the S/S NAN- 
TUCKET. However, the Authority feels a fleet of four ves- 
sels must be augmented by other freight carrying equipment 
to satisfy island needs. Law prevents freight from being 
carried from the Port of Hyannis. 


Collectively, the organized competitors (another service 
began in 1972 between New Bedford and Martha’s Vinyeard), 
and the smaller craft continue to drain larger and larger 
shares of revenue from the potential of the summer months. 


Arthur D. Little, Inc., research and consulting firm, com- 
pleted a study of rates, traffic demand, and related matters 
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in 1972. As a result of the findings, a change in passenger, 
auto and freight rates structure was announced in the Spring 
of 1972. This is the first rate change during my tenure. 


In light of present trends and future projections of 
needs, the Authority responded affirmatively to an oppor- 
tunity to purchase Tilton Lumber Company and the Sea- 
men’s Bethel property in Vineyard Haven. 

In November of 1972, the Authority members voted an 
operational budget for 1973 in the amount of $5,695,455. A 
$525,525 increase over the budget voted in 1972, the differ- 
ence shows the unavoidable increases in labor, equipment 
and general operational costs. 


The Authority continued to be aware of the need for 
« operation between officials and residents of areas served. 
In response to requests from families who have loved ones 
being cared for in mental hospitals and clinics on the main- 
land, the Authority members voted to adjust regular passen- 
ger fares. The island’s elderly have also been given con- 
Sideration through half-rate fares. The same will be pursued 
for Falmouth residents. 


The close of 1972 operations, also saw the close of an- 
other chapter in the Authority’s operational history. In 
December, the Line’s Commodore, Captain Walter B. Zelski 
Sr., retired after 42 years service. 


The Authority continues to suffer criticism from a vocal 
handful on Martha’s Vineyard. The majority of year-round 
island and mainland residents, however, manifest their un- 
derstanding and cooperation. Speaking for all. the line’s 
personnel, executives, crews and land-based staff — this 
understanding is greatly appreciated. It is the spearhead 
which helps the Authority people maintain yeoman service 
under trying conditions and thus achieve deficit-free opera- 
tion. I publicly thank both the citizens served and Authority 
personnel. 


I wish also to thank the Falmouth Police Department 
for its continued splendid cooperation and all other Fal- 
mouth officials who have shown the Authority their co- 
operation during the year. 

I promise, once again, to serve the Authority and the 
taxpayers of Falmouth to the best of my ability. 

I appreciate your cooperation and perception in Steam- 
ship Authority business.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


In 1972, the Board held eighteen regular and sixteen 
special meetings. There were eighteen hearings on sub- 
division plans, including one for rescission of an earlier ap- 
proval, and three sessions devoted to zoning articles to come 
before Town Meeting. Ninety-three other plans were en- 
dorsed by the Board as not requiring approval. The number 
of lots created by the subdivisions and other plans was close 
to seven hundred fifty. Members of the Board have met 
occasionally with other groups for various purposes. 


During the year, a number of changes in Board member- 
Ship took place. Mrs. Elizabeth B. Lindtner was appointed 
in place of Richard R. Paine, who resigned after being 
elected to the office of Selectman; Benjamin F. Moreland, 
Jr. was appointed to succeed Charles A. White, who had 
resigned; George R. Hampson was appointed to succeed 
Arthur H. Rapoza, Jr., who had resigned. Just after the first 
of the new year, as this report was being written, the Board 
was saddened by the death of John DeMello, its oldest mem- 
ber both in age and years of service on the Board. With the 
annual Town election less than two months away, no interim 
appointment will be made to fill this vacancy. 


The Board was provided with funds to engage a tech- 
nical consultant, and has done so, in the person of Charles 
A. White. Mr. White has been very helpful in analyzing and 
organizing the various plans that have come before the 
Board under subdivision control, noting potential drainage 
problems, zoning problems, etc. and making specific sugges- 
tions as to how such things might be resolved. 


In early summer, The Board decided that it needed to 
hold two regular meetings monthly for the purpose of pro- 
cessing plans. This, together with a change in subdivision 
regulations requiring filing of plans further in advance of 
these regular meetings so that more time would be available 
for their examination by the technical consultant, has made 
the work of the Board, as regards subdivision control, a little 
less onerous. In spite of this, the Board has still found 
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little or no time to devote to planning, per se, or to further 
work on the revision of the zoning by-law text and map, and 
still has required special meetings to resolve problems most- 
ly relating to subdivision control. 


The Board continues to be concerned over the cutting- 
up of former woodlands into house lots at an alarming rate, 
at noted in last years’ report. In an attempt to slow down 
this trend and to reduce somewhat the ultimate possible 
population density, the Board strongly supported an article 
at the October special Town Meeting which would have in- 
creased minimum lot sizes in all Agricultural districts zoning 
for 20,000 sq. ft. (AGB) to 40,000 sq. ft. by changing all AGB 
land to AGA. The article failed of passage, but was referred 
to the next Town Meeting, which will now be the 1973 an- 
nual meeting. In answer to one of the criticisms of that 
article, and to carry the ultimate density reduction a bit 
further, the Board is proposing to change all AGC districts 
(15,000 sq. ft.) to AGB (20,000 sq. ft.). The Board urges all 
citizens to give these two proposals firm support, because if 
the present rate of increase in the number of lots is not 
slowed, and the ultimate potential population density not 
somewhat reduced, in the foreseeable future, the Town will 
almost certainly find itself in serious trouble as regards 
water supply, waste and sewage disposal, and the need for 
an ever increasing tax rate to support the demands for 
schooling, services and protection resulting from over- 
population. 


In 1971, the provision in the Zoning By-law permitting 
multiple dwellings in the various zoning districts under cer- 
tain conditions was stricken out, the primary reason being 
the opinion that the resulting densities under the existing 
space formula were too high. The intent was merely to 
create a moratorium on multiple dwelling construction until 
a better density guide could be worked out. However, many 
citizens seemingly have objections other than the excessive 
density one, with the result that it may be very difficult for 
the Board to persuade the voters that some sort of provision 
to permit construction of multiple dwellings in the various 
districts under certain conditions should be reintroduced 
into the by-law. The Board believes that it is unrealistic, 
unreasonable and possibly legally indefensible to retain an 
indefinite moratorium (in effect a permanent one) on con- 
struction of multiple dwellings except in Business or Light 
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Industrial districts, as is now the case. This is one of many 
tasks or problems which the Board must face in the coming 
year. | 


It is expected that, prior to the 1973 Annual Town Meet- 
ing, the so-called “Summary Report’? with associated maps, 
as prepared by Community Planning Services, based on the 
“Comprehensive Plan — 1970”, will be available for general 
distribution. This “Summary” represents the thinking of 
the planning consultants, and does not necessarily reflect 
the opinions of the Planning Board. In some instances, the 
Board does not agree at all with the conclusions or recom- 
mendations of the consultants. There was some feeling that 
the “Summary” should have been revised, edited, etc. to 
reflect more clearly and definitely the attitude and recom- 
mendations of the Planning Board prior to its publication, 
but the majority vote was to present it to the public as 
originally written. The Board hopes that it will receive writ- 
ten comments from the citizens reflecting their agreement 
or disagreement with the various recommendations made 
in this “Summary”. 


It has been remarked by one or another Board member 
that the Board is always seemingly struggling to catch up 
with events and changing times and attitudes, and never is 
quite able to do so. A suggestion has been made that the 
Board ask for funds to engage a full-time professional Plan- 
ning Director, so that the Board will be able to do more 
effective “planning”. Not all members agree with this pro- 
position, but an article for this purpose will be in the 1973 
Annual Town Meeting Warrant. Another article will ask 
that the number of members on the Board be increased from 
seven to nine, allegedly to spread the work load and possibly 
get broader representation. Whether, if adopted, such change 
will produce these expected benefits, only the future can tell. 


The Board still has under advisement the proposed total 
revision of the text and map of the Zoning By-law, on which 
marathon hearings were first held in November, 1971. From 
the mass of material supporting, criticizing, suggesting other 
approaches to many details of the proposed text, it is prob- 
lematical whether or not the Planning Board will ever be 
able to put together an adequate and intelligible by-law 
which will be acceptable to enough people so as to be adopted 
by a Town Meeting. It is more likely that some of the more 
important changes will have to be brought about individual- 
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ly by amendments within the structure of the present by- 
law, aS evidenced by some of the articles in the warrant for 
the forthcoming Annual Town Meeting of 1973.

On September sixth we commenced our fourth year of 
operation with an enrollment of 538 of which 13 are tuition 
students from previous years. Our day school now starts at 
7:45 a.m. and ends at 2:20 p.m. At 2:20 p.m. the new Career 
Development Program starts and runs until 5:00 p.m. This 
program is designed to offer occupational education to the 
students of our five towns who are enrolled in their local 
high schools and are desirous of receiving training in various 
occupational areas. Because of the time limitations, the 
afternoon students will not receive the amount of training 
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that our full-time day students do, but we feel this program 
provides an opportunity for actual experience in a trade 
area allowing the student to decide whether he wishes to 
pursue the trade as a career. If this experimental project is 
successful, it will become part of our annual offerings. 


A new course in sheet metal was started this year in 
conjunction with our machine shop program in order to 
broaden the employment possibilities in this rea. In plan- 
ning for the future we have submitted two proposals to the 
Division of Occupational Education for their consideration— 
one in bricklaying and the other in distributive education. 
When they will be in operation will depend on when we re- 
ceive the PL 92-318 funds for the first year’s operating cost. 
We have in the past received funding for all new programs, 
and I feel sure that these programs will be treated in the 
same manner. : 


The Cooperative Program which was initiated last year 
has proven to be very successful and relieves any overcrowd- 
ing which might exist in the shop areas. When a student is 
judged proficient in his trade, he is placed on a job with an 
employer for the entire week he would ordinarily spend in 
his shop. This allows the student to receive twenty weeks of 
actual on-the-job experience and he is paid by that employer 
for the time he spends on the job. 


Once again this year the students at the Upper Cape 
were able to contribute many thousands of dollars’ worth 
of labor in various projects in the five towns, such as, build- 
ing a 200-foot bus loading platform; building guidance offices 
in a high school; working in police stations; remodeling a 
town library; many sign jobs; Christmas lighting work — 
just to name a few. The majority of these jobs included 
more than one department of the school. We are moving 
more and more each year to doing work for our five towns 
rather than the general public. 


Work continues on the grounds and each year our plumb- 
ing department adds additional sections to ou runderground 
sprinkler system. This past year, because of the restrictions 
on the use of water for irrigation, it became necessary to 
install an artesian well capabl eof delivering in excess of 
200 gallons of water per minute. This allows us to use our 
sprinklers whenever it is deemed necessary. We are also in 
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the process of relocating our soccer field in order to provide 
more areas for other sports, such as field hockey. 


The Regional School District, in the way of financial 
assistance in 1972, received $274,219.00 which represents our 
50 percent reimbursement of net operating expense, and the 
remaining 29 percent of $21,057.00 for the transportation re- 
imbursement for the previous year. Under PL 90-576 funds, 
the District received $1,443.00. the remaining 25 percent of 
a grant for salaries, and under PL 92-318, $2,800.00 or 25 
percent of a new grant for salaries and equipment. Also 
received was $516.81 for a Library Grant and $34,117.00 under 
PL 81-874 for Federally connected pupils. 


In addition to this money, the towns of Bourne, Fal- 
mouth, Sandwich, and Wareham were entitled to receive an 
additional fifteen percent of their Chapter 70 entitlement. 


Bourne’s fifteen percent amounted to $149,830.96 
Falmouth’s fifteen percent amounted to 178,874.54 
Sandwich’s fifteen percent amounted to 13,483.71 
Wareham’s fifteen percent amounted to 37,412.42 


It is important to note that these funds are sent directly 
to the communities, not to the regional school district, as an 
additional fifteen percent state aid given only to commun- 
ities who are part of a regional district. However, there is 
no requirement that the funds be used for the school budget. 


We have enjoyed a very successful year due to the co- 
operation of all the school personnel, school administrators, 
advisory committee members, and town officials in the Re- 
gional School District. Thanks and sincere appreciation 
should be extended to all those who have contributed equip- 
ment and supplies to be used in our program of studies. In 
a report like this I would be remiss if I did not thank our 
own School Committee for their unfailing cooperation and 


assistance.

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Report of the 
School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


1972 — FROM FOUNDATION TO FINISH WORK 

Your School Building Needs Committee pursued the task 
of overseeing the construction of the Falmouth High School. 
During the year the committee has conducted 17 regular and 
Special meetings dealing with an array of issues concerning 
construction of the new facility. Highlights of 1972 are 
enumerated below. 


Construction 

1972 opened with the general contractor just beginning 
steel erection and finishing concrete slabs and retaining 
walls. At the close of the year the building is better than 
80% complete with finish work progressing rapidly. 


Major Issues 


During 1972 your committee heard, deliberated and de- 
cided upon many issues, some of which follow: 


Insurance Coverage during construction — a multi-peril 
policy for the “completed value” of the structure was entered 
into with the Lawrence and Motta Agency. It was estab- 
lished that this type of policy provided the best coverage at 
the rate more favorable than a “progress reporting form 
method”. 


Hardware subcontract was awarded to Construction Spe- 
cialties, Inc., the low bidders, after establishing the ability 
of the company to meet specifications and time schedules. 


Exterior masonry materials and finishes were approved. 
A uniform fire clay blade with charcoal finish to blend with 
aluminum casements was the product selected. 


Science area cabinetry contract was awarded to General 
Fireproofing Company. 


Field house flooring materials were reviewed and a con- 
tract awarded to Powerlock Systems, Inc. for a versa-turf 
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flooring material. It is a poured-in-place urethane material 
which should provide a multi-purpose surface for many types 
of activities. 


Fire alarm system will be connected to the town system 
by the Falmouth Fire Department with the School Building 
Needs Committee providing the materials. 


Steel deliveries and erection problems were dealt with 
and your committee worked toward speedy solutions in order 
to avert delays in construction although, in the end, an ex- 
tension of one month was granted the contractor due to a 
steel strike and bad weather. 


Roofing specifications, procedures and materials were 
considered and a contract entered into with Construction 
Consultants, Inc. of Detroit, Michigan. This firm provided 
a thorough review of specifications and inspection of work 
while in progress. This method of supervising roofing was 
selected over standard roof bonding procedures which the 
committee felt are ineffective. 


Tennis courts were relocated to alleviate possible con- 
flicts between sports and to provide a better orientation for 
courts. 


Entrance drive and bus loop revisions were studied and 
changes made from initial plans to better accommodate ve- 
hicles. 


A resolution was unanimously passed asking town meet- 
ing to name the new facility Falmouth High School. 


An irrigation system for the athletic play fields was 
approved after consultation with USI de of the De- 
partment of Public Works. 


Interior furnishing specifications were contracted for 
from the Interior Department of Earl R. Flansburgh and 
Associates. 


Equipment specifications were detailed to the Falmouth 
Public Schools, specifically to the new principal of the new 
Falmouth High School, Peter Clark, and the school admin- 
istration’s business office. 


Metal locker contract was awarded to Sturdy Steel, Inc., 
the low bidder. 


281: 


Cabinetry contract was awarded to L. Vaughn Company 
under clause 3039M of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 


Carpet contract was awarded to Frank Higgins Com- 
pany, the low bidder. 


The position of Assistant Clerk of the Works, Building 
Manager, was accepted and the committee authorized the 
Superintendent of Schools to advertise the position and bring 
a recommendation of a candidate to the committee. The 
position was created in order to assist the clerk during the 
final stages of construction and to provide training for the 
individual who will have charge of the building operation 
and maintenance when the structure is turned over to the 
School Committee. 


Change Orders and Contingency Fund 

Your School Building Needs Committee has acted upon 
fifteen change orders during the year. The committee has 
Striven to keep change orders to a minimum. The change 
orders approved this year can be divided into two categories; 
those necessary to make improvements in the building, facil- 
ities and to correct unforseen situations; and those which 
adjust the amount of the general contract after an item 
which was originally carried as an allowance has been sub- 
contracted; i.e. carpeting, lockers, cabinetry, hardware.

In addition we brought suit against and removed a tres- 
passer from the Town dock in Woods Hole as well as several 
vessels which we removed at the request of the Harbor 
Master. 


Zoning cases continued to predominate in suits against 
the Town. 


Total operating cost of the Law Department was 
$13,296.81. The $13,296.81 cost included the retainer of the 
Town Counsel of $6,100.00; books and printing $130.00; trade- 
professional services $4,116.81; and legal services $2,950.00; 
including title searches, expert witness fees and bills from 
various attorneys for work performed.

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Report of the Tree Planting Committee

Gentlemen: 


An active tree planting program was carried on during 
1972. This work is done by Department of Public Works For- 
estry and Park Division personnel and equipment. 


Sixty-six large balled trees were planted along Falmouth 
streets and twenty-eight small two inch caliper trees were 
purchased and planted. Requests for these shade trees on 
Town accepted streets are made at the Town Hall office of 
the Department of Public Works. As required by General 
Laws, C.87 S.7, the applicant is required to sign a permit. 


Fall work included fertilizing and replacing guides or 
stakes on trees wherever necessary. 


The nursery off Gifford Street continues to flourish and 
work there was aided with the purchase of a (used) disc 
harrow and plow. 


The old nursery shed will be replaced with a new cement 
block tool shelter. Material has been purchased and the con- 
struction will be done by Forestry and Park personnel during 
the winter months. 


Three new members were appointed as representatives of 
the various participating boards and organizations that com- 
prise the Tree Planting Committee: Esther C. Tsiknas, Fal- 
mouth Garden Club; Selectman Richard Paine, Board of 
Selectmen; Commissioner George Fonseca, Department of 
Public Works. Russell Hartwell Brown continues as the rep- 
resentative of the Planning Board. 


We wish to thank the Department of Public Works for 
its cooperation and assistance in all phases of Tree Planting 
Committee work.

Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Fal- 
mouth Police Department for the year 1972: 


One promotion was effected in December of 1972 when 
Patrolman Don L. Price was promoted to the rank of Ser- 
geant from the promotional list of Civil Service eligibles. As 
the result of this promotion, Sgt. Richard L. Corey was trans- 
ferred from the line function to the position of Sergeant in 
Charge of the Detective Division. 


One loss took place in the Patrol Division when Patrol- 
man Francis P. Riordan requested, and was granted, a lateral 
transfer from the Falmouth Police Department to the Brock- 
ton Police Department. 


Mrs. Sue Carole Rogers was appointed as a School Cross- 
ing Guard for the Lakeview and Hamlin Avenue area. 


The educational program adopted by the Department, 
continues to be an incentive to line personnel. Numerous 
officers are in attendance at the Cape Cod Community Col- 
lege, and we are proud to report that one such patrolman 
having received his Associate Degree in Police Sciences at 
that Institution, is currently enrolled at Northeastern Uni- 
versity, thus furthering his education in the law enforcement 
field. 


Officer Robert M. Mangum Successfully completed his 
training at the Massachusetts State Police Academy, and Pa- 
trolman Larry G. Bennett completed a course of training at 
the Barnstable County Police School. 


It is gratifying to note that the number of complaints for 
the year shows a marked decrease, as does the number of 
arrests, making it evident that preventive enforcement has 
proven its merit. However, it is necessary to point out the 
degree of major crimes reported. 
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Armed robbery and homicide have shown a tendency to 
increase. Three armed robberies have been incurred and one 
of these has been solved. Two homicides were reported dur- 
ing the year, one of which has been solved. It is gratifying to 
report that a homicide which was reported in 1971, was also 
cleared in 1972. Investigation continues into the two remain- 
ing armed robberies and the one remaining homicide. 


The reduction in the number of juvenile arrests and 
complaints is attributed to the implementation of the Shee- 
han Report recommendations. It must be pointed out that 
the decrease in minor crimes is significant; however, the 
number of major crimes continues to rise, which indicates 
that continued effort must be expended in the area of juve- 
nile activity. 


The number of narcotics arrests shows a decline. Changes 
in existing laws which removes being present from the crimi- 
nal category has had an effect on the total number of ar- 
rests. Continued effort in the narcotic field is required to 
insure further reduction in narcotic activity in the Town of 
Falmouth. 


With reference to the motor vehicle statistics, it is ap- 
parent that there has been an increase in the number of vio- 
lations. Operating under the influence and operating to en- 
danger account for better than fifty per cent of the total 
increase. There were a total of three fatal accidents in 
which four persons lost their lives. The need for continued 
education of our young people and adults alike, cannot be 
stressed too highly, in order to preclude further statistics of 
this nature. 


Patrolman Elmer F. White has instituted a program of 
safety instruction for all school levels which has met with 
enthusiastic response and support. He has initiated a pro- 
gram of property identification in an effort to reduce prop- 
erty thefts. All data has been compiled and steps are being 
taken to initiate a program of bicycle registration. The pub- 
lic has responded admirably to each of these endeavors. 


The cooperation from various Town organizations has 
resulted in the procurement of Safety equipment, such as 
vests and belts for Crossing Guards, and ponchos and belts 
for their patrol boys and girls, has greatly contributed to 
their appearance and effectiveness by making them more 
visible in inclement weather, and by pointing out their avail- 
ability more readily. 
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A Safety Award Program was begun, and the resulting 
competition among the students from kindergarten to grade 
five, has been a source of great satisfaction, as evidenced by 
the green Safety pennants which are now displayed on the 
School flag staffs. These pennants indicate that all partici- 
pating schools were 100 per cent with no student injuries and 
no student fatalities for the year. 


Records indicate a total of one hundred eighty-seven 
bicycles were stolen during the year, most of Which were of 
the ten speed variety. Only a total of thirty-two have been 
recovered, which indicates that a bicycle registration pro- 
gram would be an asset to the Town.

COMMUNITY SERVICES and JUVENILE OFFICER 


In the capacity of Community Services officer, a liaison 
was established between the police department and com- 
munity service organizations. Meetings were attended with 
these Agencies and ideas exchanged with reference to exist- 
ing problems and potential methods of dealing with them. 


Tours of the Police Station have been conducted for 
School age children and young adults, with an eye toward 
providing them with an insight into the police function. 


Lectures have been presented to various groups and 
organizations on the problems of drug abuse, its reason for 
being, and possible solutions to the ever-prevalent problem. 


As Juvenile Officer, the program of drug education for 
eighth grade students at the Falmouth Intermediate School 
has continued. This program has proven beneficial to the 
Students, both on a physical and legal level, Classroom lec- 
tures have culminated in visits to the First District Court 
to witness actual “due process of law’ and the resulting 
penalties for drug abuse. 


A slight decrease is observed in the number of Juvenile 
arrests for the total year; however, attention is invited to 
the fact that the 1971 report of this Department reflected 
activity for only an eight month period from May through 
December; whereas, a full year is incorporated in this report.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


During the year of 1972 several changes in personnel 
came about for various reasons. John Mendoza was appointed 
aS permanent Fire Fighter on February 13 from a certified 
Civil Service list to fill the vacancy due to the resignation of 
Gerald Pine a year ago. Michael E. Ayers, Wayne G. Ferreira 
and Patrick P. Bishop, Jr. were appointed from the list when 
three additional men for the Department were approved in 
the March Town Meeting. Kenneth E. Marshall was ap- 
pointed Temporary Fire Fighter to fill a vacancy, to which he 
has now been appointed as permanent. 


On October 23 Retired Chief Ray D. Wells passed away. 
The Department recognizes the service rendered it and the 
Town of Falmouth prior to his retirement in 1955 after serv- 
ing the Town for thirty-six years as Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


On November 3, after a lengthy service-incurred illness, 
Lieutenant William H. Hewins passed away. Mr. Hewins en- 
tered the Department in November 1951 and was promoted to 
Lieutenant Inspector in April 1957, which position he held 
until his passing. The loss suffered will long be felt by his 
fellow officers and Fire Department personnel. Mr. Hewins 
served the Department and the Town faithfully, efficiently 
and conscientiously; and the example he set will long be 
remembered. 


The Fire Department extends to the families of these de- 
voted men sincere and deep condolences in their great losses. 


It is gratifying to know that the Town did not suffer any 
loss of life from fire this year. There were several occasions 
where this could have happened, but only minor burns were 
involved.

There was a Spell of false alarms. Four persons were ap- 
prehended, taken to court and convicted, or handled other- 
wise. The other false alarms remain under investigation. 


The school bomb scare problem has worked out well 
through the excellent cooperation of the school personnel, 
and I take this opportunity to thank all of those who have 
assisted in any way. 


Several men of the Department have been taking courses 
offered at the Cape Cod Community College. These courses 
are all connected with the Fire Service. The Department has 
also been represented when subjects offered at the Barn- 
stable County Fire School have been available. 


All the personnel were trained locally and also at the 
Fire School where live fire and actual smoke conditions were 
used. 


Several groups from the FOOS program of the schools 
were assigned to the Fire Department during the year. The 
boys assigned were very much interested and seemed to learn 
a great deal about the operation and maintenance of the en- 
tire department. All the boys were very well behaved in all 
respects and it is a pleasure to have them come in and learn 
what the Department has to do and how it operates. 


First Aid Classes for Standard and Advanced First Aid 
were held to keep all personnel up-to-date on their certifi- 
cates, as well as training new members joining the Depart- 
ment. John Justason, one of the Department instructors, is 
in charge of these courses. Mr. Justason also assisted in giv- 
ing First Aid courses to other departments and groups during 
the year. 


The Fire Alarm system has now come to the point where 
it must be expanded before any additional boxes or other 
equipment can be added. All circuits are now at their maxi- 
mum capacity. An article has been presented for considera- 
tion at the Annual Town Meeting. 


Two cases of arson are still before the courts and could 
be recalled most any time. One of the two cases was appealed 
to the Supreme Court after a guilty finding and sentencing 
by the Superior Court in Barnstable. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the mem- 
bers of the Citizens’ Band group and Salvation Army who 
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have given freely of their time in furnishing the Fire Depart- 
‘ment with food and emergency lighting during the year. It 
is greatly appreciated. 


All departments have again assisted us from time to 
time this year and the cooperation has been excellent. I 
thank everyone for their help and assistance.

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Report of the Conservation Officer 


TO: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my eighteenth (18) annual report as 
Conservation Officer for the year ending 31 December 19772. 
A total of eight hundred and ninety (890) sporting, hunting, 
fishing and trapping licenses were examined by me. Hunting 
pressure continues to drop as land that is huntable becomes 
more scarce. Development of large acreage has really cut 
into the remaining huntable land and the hunter is literally 
forced to hunt elsewhere. Fishing as expected, continues to 
show an increase in pressure, although the salt water fisher- 
man increases in large proportion yearly. We are now in the 
process of re-evaluating a number of ponds throughout the 
town for further development for increased fishing pressure 
and harvest. These ponds have not been reclaimed and other 
species of fish will have to be propagated. 


Ninety-one abandoned house cats, sixty-two skunks, 
eighteen woodchucks were disposed of. Twenty six raccoons 
were removed from summer homes and as in the past when- 
ever possible, all wildlife that is trapped, is released in other 
areas of the town. Raccoon, rabbit and skunks again were 
over-abundant; also the oppossom continues to expand along 
with the red fox. 


The annual stocking of our reclaimed ponds was com- 
pleted and approximately the same number of brook, brown, 
and rainbow trout were released, (41,900). The ponds are at 
flood stage due to the very heavy rainfall. In fact, they are 
at the highest level ever, to my knowledge. This is extremely 
welcome because our water table was very low and has been 
for some seven years. 


Approximately the same number of pheasant were re- 
leased prior to and during, the open season on upland game. 
Two hundred hen pheasant were released early in the spring 
in areas suitable for propogation. The native pheasant and 
quail broods took a beating with all the heavy rain as did 
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the ruffed grouse. Too much rain during nesting time and 
when the young broods first come off the nest, is dangerous. 


Twenty four Great Northern Varying Hare (snowshoe) 
and fifteen hundred quail (Bob-White) were released. The 
stocking program is a must, if we are to keep the populations 
at a peak suitable for hunting and to compensate for heavy 
losses due to natural predation, poor nesting seasons or heavy 
winter kill. 


Our Blue Geese, Snow and Barnacle Geese are producing 
very well and I am truly very happy with the success we are 
having. There are more waterfowl of all native species than 
I can ever remember in our town; the mute swan are holding 
their own also, and our control is more than adequate at 
present. From time to time, as acquired, other species of 
waterfowl will be introduced to our sanctuary ponds. 


The deer herd took a disasterous turn this year and one 
which I fear will be the end of the deer herd as we knew it. 
A known total of forty-two deer were killed on the highways 
by automobiles. Six deer were drowned after being harrassed 
by dogs, (and not wild dogs), and four deer were killed by 
hunters. 


The acquisition of Highfields and/or Beebe’s woods by 
Mr. & Mrs. J. K. Lilly was truly a blessing. I have long 
feared the destruction of this lovely and valuable tract of 
land and knowing that it is to be maintained and protected 
makes me very happy indeed. This property has great po- 
tential as a wildlife management area especially for deer, 
wild turkey and grouse propagation. This is a large block 
of land running practically contiguous to the town forest 
and this would make such management practices feasible. 
I believe that the two properties combined will yield about 
1200 acres of unspoiled, prime upland and woodland, with 
more than adequate fresh water available for wildlife of all 
types and species. 


Eleven hunting and fishing violations were recorded 
mostly juveniles, first offenders. Five arrests were made, 
two hundred and eleven investigations were completed and 
one hundred and ninety-three complaints were answered. 


Seven wetlands violations (Jones and Hatch Act) were 
turned over to the NRO officers for corrective action. Seven 
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violations were handled directly by our Board of Selectmen 
and the Conservation Commission. I attended nine wetlands 
hearings with the Selectmen and Conservation Commission, 
and conducted twenty-nine investigations of reported wet- 
lands violations. Under the new laws, rules and regulations 
with the Conservation Commission’s new powers, I do believe 
that much more progress will be made towards curbing the 
destruction of all wetlands. 


One Hunter Safety Course in firearms for minors 14% to 
18 years of age was conducted by me, and twenty-six young- 
sters completed this course. 


As my work load allows and weather permitting I am 
Still working with the FOOS program. Mrs. Donald Francis 
and her assistants are to be highly commended for this 
valuable approach to education. These youngsters constantly 
amaze me with their understanding of our ecological prob- 
lems, and their willingness to assist in helping to correct 
many of the problems. Their awareness proves that they 
are concerned and do want to learn about their environment 
in all of its aspects. It is indeed a pleasure to work with 
them. 


Falmouth keeps pushing merrily along with its land 
acquisition programs, how lucky we are to have so many 
fine people working on these valuable projects. It appears 
to me that the only major land acquisition remaining is the 
Washburn Island tract and I do hope that our town does 
acquire this lovely, useful and practically unspoiled island 
within lovely Waquoit Bay. 


The Coonamessett River Valley purchase is working very 
well, with plenty of water the river has made an amazing 
comeback. The cranberry bogs are being restored properly 
and Mr. Handy is doing a fine job. I hope that much more 
can be done with this area for it has such beauty and so 
much to offer for bird watching, horseback riding, and other 
related outdoor activities. The school children and their 
teachers put this area to good use, and maintaining the area 
at present poses no real problems. 


During the past summer and through Labor Day I found 
that it was much easier to patrol the Town Forest week-ends 
on horseback. Having my own horses and horse trailer to 
transport them makes for a nice patrol with my police radio 
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readily available in the truck. It is truly amazing what one 
can find while patrolling on horseback in the town forest 
and other areas throughout the town. 


A total of 21,101 miles were travelled in answering com- 
plaints, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer jacking patrols, 
pheasant, quail, hare and waterfowl releases, wildlife and 
waterfowl surveys, wildlife feeding, guided tours, trips to the 
State House, lecturing and waterfowl banding programs. In 
addition wetland inspections, investigations and patrols. 


My lecture programs continue to expand, it is an excel- 
lent media for keeping in touch with the citizens as well as 
keeping them informed as to how we are progressing con- 
servation wise. The year 1972 was a great year for Falmouth 
and its conservation efforts. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Selectmen, 
the Conservation Commission, the Shellfish Warden and my 
brother officers of the Falmouth Police Department. Also 
the citizens of our town for their continued confidence, as- 
sistance and cooperation. As in the past, it is indeed a 
pleasure to be working with you as well as for you.

1972 ANNUAL REPORT 
of the 
FALMOUTH FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Your Finance Committee submits its annual report of 
its activities for the year 1972. 

This was a year devoted primarily to following through 
on the major financial decisions and commitments made in 
the past two years by the Town. We are still seeking the 
best sewage disposal system for the Town, but should cer- 
tainly reach a decision on that historic topic during the 
coming year. At the other end of the pipe, a study is being 
made of Falmouth’s water system and development of a 
long-range plan for water supplies. Operational plans for 
the Town Disposal Area have been prepared so that Fal- 
mouth can comply with new State regulations and be in a 
position to take advantage of new disposal methods. 

Our new Falmouth High School is scheduled to open 
next September and should greatly decrease the overcrowd- 
ing in all of our schools. 

In addition to the Annual Town Meeting in March, there 
was a Special Town Meeting on October 30th which was 
called primarily to consider wage increases and fringe bene- 
fits for Town employees. Both union and non-union employ- 
ees received increases within the Presidential guidelines. 
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At the Annual Town Meeting $9,553,407.14 was appropri- 
ated from taxation. In addition, $195,348.19 was transferred 
from available funds and $54,966.74 was transferred from 
other accounts for various articles in the Warrant. The 
October Special Town Meeting appropriated $97,994.57 from 
available funds and transferred $29,741.95 from other ac- 
counts. 


Annual Town Meeting voted $75,000.00 into the Finance 
Committee Reserve Fund this year because there was a 
$296,427.00 balance of available funds in the Excess and 
Deficiency account. Last year there were no Excess and 
Deficiency funds available because the tax bills were so late; 
this year we benefitted from last year’s scarcity. 

Transfers from the Reserve Fund to the various Town 
Departments and committees totalled $73,980.27, leaving a 
balance of $1,019.73, which was transferred to the Excess and 
Deficiency account. 


The tax rate was set at $80.00 per thousand, just what 
it was last year. To help in holding the tax rate steady, the 
Finance Committee again for the third year in a row did not 
recommend any money be voted into the Stabilization Fund. 
The balance in the Stabilization Fund at the end of the year 
was $291,220.91. Perhaps we will be able to afford to put 
some money into this Town “savings account” next year. 

The Finance Committee held 40 meetings during the 
year. The average attendance was 13 members of the 15 
member committee, or 86%. The average length of each 
meeting was about 2% hours; this amounts to approximately 
1,300 man and woman hours of work. The many additional 
hours of subcommittee work have not been tabulated. 

In addition to serving on their own subcommittees, the 
members of the Finance Committee have represented the 
committee on: 


School Building Needs Committee 
Sewer Study Advisory Committee 
Computer Study Committee 
Disposal Area Committee 

Old Police Station Study Committee 
Personnel Board 


During the year three vacancies were created when the 
terms of Daniel V. Bartolomei and Jesse E. Torres, Jr. expired 
and when Barry G. Beale resigned. We gratefully thank 
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these men for their dedicated service to the Town on the 
Finance Committee. The vacancies were filled by Edward 
Nickerson, William E. Pires and Clayton W. Collins, respec- 
tively. 

The Finance Committee fights a continuous battle to 
hold down the tax rate. This year there was no increase in 
the property tax rate. Many large items of expenditure both 
in budgets and in Warrant articles are virtually uncontrol- 
lable. They represent such things as automatic Salary in- 
creases, increased charges for utilities, growing operation 
and maintenance costs for the basic services of an expanding 
Town: roads, water, schools, fire and police protection. The 
few areas that can be controlled must absorb all our attempts 
to keep total expenditures down. This type of economizing 
is often not really fair nor even very economical because the 
fixed costs are so much greater than the ones that can be 
cut. There seems to be no way to change this, however. Ap- 
parently we have passed the point where’ increased size 
brings economy to government. Frequently new housing de- 
velopments cost the Town more for services every year than 
the tax revenue they generate. If the Town’s expenses rise 
faster than its tax base, then the tax rate must rise unless 
the State or Federal governments give us massive new funds. 

The Finance Committee would like to take this oppor- 
tunity to wish the Personnel Board well as it assumes in- 
creasing responsibility for detailed job classifications and 
Salary administration. The Committee would also like to 
thank the many Town Departments, Boards and Committees 
for their generous cooperation and help in preparing 18- 
month budgets as the Town makes the change to the Federal 
fiscal year.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


TO: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Action of the Massachusetts Legislature in 1972 has 
strengthened the cause of communities interested in the 
conservation of their natural resources. Passage of the Wet- 
lands Protection Act provides stronger and more compre- 
hensive legislation to towns in the Commonwealth wishing 
to control the development of their coasts and wetlands. In 
addition to protecting wetlands, the broadened new law also 
includes beaches, dunes and coastal lands that are vulnerable 
to storm flooding, and thus offers a basis for reasonable 
management of a flood plain zone in coastal towns. Under 
the new law, increased authority for enforcing the State law 
was given to the towns. Hearings on applications for per- 
mission to alter coasts or wetlands now are held by Town 
Conservation Commissions. This places the Conservation 
Commission in direct contact with the land owner and offers 
an opportunity to solve problems to the mutual agreement 
and benefit of the owner and the Town. 


It is very gratifying to note that various gifts of con- 
servation land have been offered to the Town. Similarly, 
conservation easements have been proposed by individuals 
or developers wishing to protect wetlands for the future. 
Land acquisition by the Commission this year was limited 
to two parcels of beach and marsh at Black Beach in West 
Falmouth and a small marshy pond off Davis Road near the 
center of Town. The Commission will make every effort to 
acquire additional land at Black Beach as a long range pro- 
gram to preserve the beach and sand dunes as an aesthetic 
natural feature. Other small ponds or wetlands will be 
sought throughout the Town to provide neighborhood con- 
servation areas where waterfowl can nest and youngsters can 
see frogs and small animals in their natural environment. 


A proposal by the Penn Central Railroad Company to 
abandon the railroad right of way in Falmouth prompted 
Town Meeting members to pass a resolution declaring the 
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Town’s interest in obtaining the Falmouth portion of the 
right of way property for conservation, recreation and other 
public use purposes. Members of the Conservation Commis- 
sion have maintained liaison with Representative Richard E. 
Kendall and Senator John F. Aylmer in order to coordinate 
Falmouth’s plans for acquisition of the railroad property with 
Cape-wide plans. 


Management of the Coonamessett River Conservation 
property has progressed smoothly during the year. The sum 
of $93,750.00, half of the purchase price, was paid to the 
Town of Falmouth by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
under the self-help plan for acquisition of conservation land. 
The upland portion of the property has been left in its 
natural condition and will not be altered. Plans are in pro- 
gress to clear obstructions and install fish ladders in the 
river to enable fish to move through the area readily. 


On the cranberry bogs, a Sprinkler system was installed 
by the Handy Cranberry Trust, operator of the bogs, and two 
ponds were dug as reservoirs for the pumping system. The 
new irrigation system will eliminate the need for raising or 
lowering the water level in the river to flood the bogs during 
the spring and will allow continuous passage of alewives 
moving upstream to spawn in the ponds. 


Sand dug from the ponds was stockpiled and used in the 
maintenance of the bogs. Additional sand was trucked from 
the Town Disposal area and stockpiled around the bogs by 
trucks of the Rhode Island National Guard in a volunteer 
program of community service during the spring tour of duty 
of that unit at Otis Air Base. 


The disposition of sanding rights by the Town was dis- 
cussed with the affected land owners on several occasions. 
The Conservation Commission has proposed the establish- 
ment of conservation easements on buffer strips along the 
edges of the Town Conservation land in exchange for the 
removal of sanding rights from the deeds of the abutting 
property. Details of these negotiations are not yet settled. 


The Conservation Commission has welcomed cooperative 
programs with other Town organizations utilizing conserva- 
tion lands and facilities for educational or community serv- 
ice projects. The operations of the Recycling Committee at 
the Cranberry Shed on John Parker Road has become well 
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known and is highly successful. These volunteers are per- 
forming a valuable service to Falmouth and deserve official 
recognition by the Town. 


In a similar vein, the East Falmouth School has used 
the Conservation Area at Coonamessett Pond as an outdoor 
classroom to acquaint young students with the physical and 
biological processes that go on constantly in the environment 
around them. In support of these efforts, the Conservation 
Commission has ordered 2,000 tree seedlings which will be 
distributed through the School Department in April to young- 
sters wishing to plant and tend trees for the future. 


The Commission welcomed the appointment of Messrs. 
Kenneth P. Andrews and A. Robert Gunning as new members 
during the year. They were appointed by the Selectmen to 
fill the vacancies created by the resignations of Messrs. Fred 
T. Turkington and Francis L. Hankinson who had served 
Falmouth diligently on the Conservation Commission for 
many years.

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report as Forest Warden for the year 
1972: 


The total number of calls for the year decreased by 
thirty-eight from the previous year, resulting in negligible 
damage to the areas burnt in the Town. This is encouraging 
to a degree. 


Children with matches and firecrackers accounted for a 
large number of causes for the year. May I bring to the at- 
tention of all that the possession of firecrackers and or fire- 
works is illegal in Massachusetts, and anyone can be prose- 
cuted in court for possession, besides using, exploding or 
otherwise. Any violation of the General Law Chapter 148 — 
Section 39, carries a fine of not more than One Hundred Dol- 
lars or by imprisonment for not more than one month, or 
both. 


Parents should be very careful not to leave matches 
where children will have access to them, especially in the 
home. 


Several fires occurred in the Disposal Area which in- 
volved considerable time and money. Many changes have 
occurred during the year and hopefully the past problems 
have been cut to a minimum. The large brush area has been 
isolated and a large sand barrier has been made around and 
over this spot, which is now being used for other purposes. 
The availability of the Hyannis Sand and Gravel Company’s 
water reservoir has been a great asset to the Fire Depart- 
ment in emergencies, and the long timely hauling of water is 
not necessary. I would like to recommend a dry hydrant be 
installed in a central location underground to the reservoir 
where our engines could pump directly into the system, thus 
cutting down the wear and tear of costly hose. This should 
not be an expensive idea and could be added to from time to 
time as conditions warrant, being salvagable at any time. 
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May I take this opportunity to thank all of those who 
assisted the Department in any way this past year. It was 
greatly appreciated.

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Report of the Falmouth Council on Aging 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The second year of the existence of Falmouth Council 
on Aging was one of significant changes and a more confi- 
dent sense of direction. Mrs. Harry Henderson, Director of 
the Senior Center, found it necessary to submit her resig- 
nation on January 1st, 1972, due to family pressures. She 
had been with the council since its inception, and her serv- 
ices were sorely missed. We were fortunate to obtain the 
services of Rolla Williamson, an Air Force and business re- 
tiree. His salary was paid by funds allotted to the Emergency 
Employment Act. Through his efforts many more men were 
drawn into the programs, the bus trips were more diversified, 
and the programs continued to grow. Mrs. Elsie Perlot was ap- 
pointed publicity director, and “The Senior Scene” became a 
weekly column in the Falmouth Enterprise. Mrs. Perlot is 
also editor of the monthly bulletin “Senior Center Sound- 
ings”, and Fred Scarlotta is the co-editor. Their work was 
made possible and much easier by the purchase of a copy 
machine by the Council. 


On August 14th Mr. Williamson tendered his resignation 
and it was accepted with regret. We were unable to employ 
another director under the Emergency Employment Act as 
the program was without funds, but secured the services of 
Lt. Col. (ret.) Earl V. Flagg, recently retired from the United 
States Air Force, and who was agreeable to the same Salary 
paid to the former director. The position has been approved 
by the Personnel Board, and his salary, equivalent to an S-5, 
will be paid by the Council as a part of its budget. 


At present, the monthly attendance at the Senior Center 
averages around six hundred. The programs include lectures 
on all subjects interesting to the elderly, such as Social Se- 
curity, travelogues, the history of Falmouth, and health 
maintenance. There are classes in ceramics, water, oil and 
tinsel painting, burlay embroidery and sewing. There is a 
group making a friendship quilt containing 4200 squares. 
There are welcome parties, monthly birthday parties, card 
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days, and for the more active, a bowling team and square 
dancing. Vivian Spectre, Alice Marshall, Louise Harrison, 
Ruth Murphy, Freddie Stephenson and Shirley Wozena are 
volunteer teachers. Mrs. Isable Westell is chairman of host- 
esses, who are at the Center each day, and Mrs. Parl Ernst 
is the unpaid and dedicated assistant to the director. The 
Falmouth Nursing Association sends a nurse once a month 
to the Center for consultation and advice on keeping well. 
Mrs. Alice M. Maloney and Mrs. Henry Stommel are visitors 
to the shut-ins. 


Part time employment assistance is offered by the Center, 
and by maintaining a list of employment opportunities with- 
in the capabilities of the group, many have been placed and 
are well pleased with the results. Mrs. Millie Cherubini and 
Mrs. Helen Connor are employed as “grandmothers” in the 
cafeteria of the Intermediate School. 


The Seniors enjoy travel, and last year 496 took advan- 
tage of opportunities offered by the Center. There was a trip 
to the Amish country, to Hawaii, a foliage trip, 3 trips for 
shopping, one to see the Christmas lights, and a boat trip 
on the Island Queen donated by Charles Bardelis, and en- 
joyed by 150. 

Transportation is still the number one need for the 
elderly, and with this in mind the Council appointed a 
Transportation Study Committee, composed of Father Thom- 
as Lopes, Rev. Richard Crowell, Mrs. Rachel Demarest, , Mrs. 
Rita Kendall, Mrs. Richard Paine, Mr. Henry C. Tenney, and 
Earl V. Flagg. A Mini-Bus Fund was started at the Fal- 
mouth Bank & Trust, and at present is approximately 
$2,000. A questionnaire was sent to 2300 seniors, and the 
response indicated a valid need for the service, for shopping, 
medical and dental appointments, banking, and getting to 
the Center. The objective of the program is to provide free 
bus service for those seniors who are physically or financially 
unable to provide for themselves. Regular routes will be 
established, based on the results of the survey. The com- 
mittee is presently evaluating the cost figures presented to 
them, and a selection of a type of vehicle will be made. A 
decision will also be made as to whether leasing or buying a 
vehicle is more feasible. 


The Falmouth Council on Aging keeps in touch with 
other councils on the Cape, and with the Office of Elder 
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Affairs in Boston, in order to keep abreast of legislation 
affecting the elderly, and programs beneficial to our seniors. 


The Council regretfully accepted the resignation of the 
Vice-Chairman Rey. Stanley Johnson, who was one of the 
charter members of the Council, and Vincent Ignos was 
elected to take his place. Rev. Richard Crowell was appointed 
by the Selectmen to again bring the number to seven. 


The Council is grateful to all of the organizations and 
individuals in the community who have given their support 
to their objectives, both financially and in offers of their 
time and interest. We thank the Selectmen for their con- 
tinued cooperation, and the Finance Committee for their 
understanding of the needs of this program.

East End Cemetery

Dear Sirs: 


This Town Committee reports that the maintenance of 
the Free Burying Ground at Hatchville during the calendar 
year 1972 was considered satisfactory. There were no particu- 
lar items of major improvement or maintenance required. 


The general appearance of the area continues to improve 
with the growth of the cedar trees planted a few years ago 
along the south boundary. The cemetery memorial head- 
stones have not been damaged and only one needed resetting. 


This Committee in its meetings of November 17 and 
December 18 discussed the matter of its maintaining the 
combined cemetery areas of the Free Burying Ground and 
the East End Cemetery. This matter was presented to the 
Board of Selectmen who favored the idea. Authority for 
such action is contained in Town By-Laws, General Regu- 
lations 323, Town Meeting Votes 1886 and 1905, pages 62 and 
63 respectively of Town By-Laws 1971. The maintenance of 
the East End Cemetery area in addition to the Free Burying 
Ground area should require an estimated budget of $3,000.00 
for both areas. 


The calendar year 1972 appropriation of $1,900.00 was 
expended mostly for labor related to maintenance of the 
grounds and fences in the amount of $1,870.84. The unex- 
pended remainder of $29.16 was returned to the Town 
‘Treasurer. 


Because of the intention to maintain the combined areas 
of the Free Burying Ground and the East End Cemetery, the 
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Committee has submitted a Budget Request of $3,000.00 for 
the calendar year 1973 and a request of $1,200.00 for the 
period January 1, 1974 to June 30, 1974 to conform to the 
requirement of the new Fiscal Cycle Law distributed by the 
Finance Committee, Town of Falmouth.

To The Citizens of the Town of Falmouth and 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen 


The Town Information and Clerical Center, which was 
voted by the residents of the Town as a permanent secreta- 
rial service to Falmouth Town Committees and Boards at the 
last Annual Town Meeting, has performed many diversified 
duties the past year. The volume of business carried out by 
the Center has increased about 25 percent during the year. 
There are approximately 29 Committees and Boards with ap- 
proximately 132 chairmen and members being served regard- 
ing committee business and responsibilities; there are also 
town officials calling on the Center when the need of special- 
ized secretarial knowledge and skills are required. 


The regular services performed for the committees in- 
clude posting of meetings; sending notices, preparing and 
processing minutes of meetings, supervising evening secre- 
tarial personnel for chairmen and members; writing letters 
and reports; initiating systems to accomplish new tasks re- 
quired; and keeping record files of official meetings of such 
committees and boards. The Information Center endeavors 
to initiate also, the procurement of pertinent information 
from the United States Government and the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in order to aid the committees and boards 
in the accomplishment of their tasks set by the vote of Town 
Meetings and these agencies. This information includes re- 
gional information, future planning and development, eco- 
logy of Cape Cod environment, conservation, etc. One of the 
new responsibilities of the Center is the additional establish- 
ment, processing and execution of tasks involved with the 
Conservation Commission in its discharge of duties under the 
new Wetlands Protection Act under Chapter 141 Section 40 of 
the General Laws of Massachusetts. This will necessitate a 
large portion of technical assistance from the Center in the 
future. 
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The Center correlates and disseminates information on 
approximately 150 non-profit, civic and neighborhood associ- 
ations and organizations, such as officers, schedules of meet- 
ings, etc., as an additional informative service to the resi- 
dents of Falmouth, and publishes a list of these in the Civic 
and Business Directory each year. 


The personnel of the Town Information and Clerical 
Center and the Board of Selectmen appreciate the increasing 
cooperation of the many committees and boards which we 
have served during the year in making this Center a success- 
ful and forward-looking service to the citizens of the Town 
of Falmouth.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Enclosed herewith is the twelfth Annual Report of the 
Falmouth Department of Public Works. This report covers 
the operations of the Department for the calendar year 1972. 
This report includes the individual reports of the Director, 
Water and Sewer Division, Highway Division, Forestry and 
Park Division and the Engineering Section. 


During 1972 Mr. John Hughes, who has ably guided the 
Water and Sewer Division of the Department since before 
the formation of this Town Department of Public Works, 
retired as Superintendent of this Division. Mr. Hughes 
helped guide the development of the water system through 
a difficult period as the Town grew from a rural country 
Town to the rapidly developing suburban area that it is 
today. 


Mr. Bruce Pease, Assistant Superintendent of the Water 
and Sewer Division, died early in 1972. Bruce will be best re- 
membered, in addition to being a conscientious public ser- 
vant, for his quick wit and ready smile. Bruce Pease served 
28 years in the service of the Town of Falmouth. 


During 1972 Mr. John Pena was re-elected as Com- 
missioner of the Department of Public Works and continued 
to lead the Department in it’s efforts related to the continu- 
ing Town Sewer study. Mr. Pena also greatly assisted the 
Department in it’s selection of a new Water and Sewer Super- 
intendent to replace Mr. Hughes. 


Commissioner John Pena died Suddenly early on August 
26, 1972, hours after attending the second of a two consecutive 
night Sewer Study meeting. The Town lost one of it’s most 
dedicated, unpaid public servants with Mr. Pena’s death 
and the workingman lost his leader in the Sewer issue. John 
Pena served as a Commissioner of Public Works for the Town 
of Faimouth since March of 1962. 
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Mr. Manuel Rapoza was appointed jointly by the Select- 
men and the remaining Department of Public Works Com- 
missioners to fill Mr. Pena’s unexpired term until the Town 
elections in 1973. Mr. Rapoza has served on many Town 
Committees over the years and has been closely associated 
with the Board of Public Works and the Department’s ac- 
tivities since it’s beginning. 


In August, Mr. Richard Witt, formerly Superintendent 
of the Water and Sewer Division for the city of Lodi, Cal- 
ifornia, began his duties as Divisional Superintendent of 
the Falmouth Department of Public Works Water and Sewer 
Division. Mr. Witt, a former Massachusetts resident, has an 
extensive background of experience in the Water and Sewer 
utility field. 


During 1972, the major portion of the Department of 
Public Works Board’s attention was again focused on the 
Town Disposal Area and continuing Sewer Study problems. 
A factual outline of these problems will be found in other 
sections of this report. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes 
to take this opportunity to thank the various Town De- 
partments and Committees, our own Public Works per- 
sonnel and the people of Falmouth for their cooperation 
and assistance given to us during the year 1972.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR

To The Board of Commissioners 
Department of Public Works 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the operations of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works for the year 1972 and on the general 
conditions of the Works is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on each of 
the Divisions of the Department. 


Highways — The reconstruction and/or resurfacing of 
sections of Carriage Shop Road, Brick Kiln Road, Metoxit 
Road, Pinecrest Drive, Grand Avenue South, Garnet Avenue 
and Old Dock Road highlighted the Town’s road program. 


A new method of street reconstruction was tried in 
1972 whereby the existing pavement of the road to be re- 
constructed is ground up and re-used as a base for a new 
surface. This method appears to be quicker and less expen- 
Sive if used in areas where the old pavement is too rough 
for resurfacing and by ordinary methods would have to be 
torn up and disposed of. 


Roads done by this system were Carriage Shop Road, 
Metoxit Road and a porton of Brick Kiln Road, easterly of 
Sandwich Road. 


Bridges — As reported in 1970 and 1971, a number of 
highway bridges in Falmouth require repair to a varying 
degree. The Town is not applying enough repair money to 
these structures to properly maintain them. 


Subdivision Control — As a courtesy to the Planning 
Board, inspections of subdivisions for compliance to the sub- 
division control laws have been handled by the Engineering 
Section of this Department. On request, normally through 
the Planning Board office, the inspection is made, (some- 
times by construction stages), computations where necessary 
reviewed, and a detailed inspection report sent to the Plan- 
ning Board. This work involves about 20% of the Depart- 
ment’s top engineering personnel but is vital for proper sub- 
division control. 
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A very large proportion of the subdivisions inspected are 
rejected because of one inadequacy or another. Poor street 
drainage is the most common and most serious cause for 
rejection. 

Some of the subdivisions rejected lie in a semi-improved 
state for years, partially or completely built up with houses 
owned by families other than the original developer who 
has deserted the area. 


The home owners in these problem areas are many times 
either confused about the street’s status or unable to group 
together to complete the required work necessary to have 
the streets accepted by the Town. Some measure should be 
taken by the Town to correct these problem developments. 


Snow and Ice Control — 1972 was again a year involving 
little snow plowing activity although normal slippery street 
conditions occurred requiring sanding. 


Storms requiring snow plowing occurred on February 
6th and 24th. 


During the year all of the hired plow trucks and side- 
walk plows worked less than the 30 hours guaranteed; sub- 
sequently, $2,475.75 was paid to these contractors to com- 
pensate for the difference owed them. Without this guar- 
anteed minimum, the Town could not maintain a ready 
fleet to fight a serious storm. 


Even with the guarantee system, the Town has no wait- 
ing list of contractors desiring plow routes for their trucks. 
Each contractor who gives up a route leaves a hole that is 
increasingly difficult to fill. 


Falmouth Sewer Study — The following is a brief res- 
ume of important events during 1972 which relate to the ef- 
forts of various Town groups and the Falmouth Department 
of Public Works in the continuing Sewer issue. 


In reviewing the Sewer issue it should be kept in mind 
that the Town is now proceeding in two directions. Number 
one: the direction given by Article #28 of the August 18, 1971 
Town Meeting at which the Town voted $110,000.00 for Final 
Plans and specifications for a Woods Hole Treatment Plant 
at the Fay Road site and; Number two: a study sponsored by 
a private group, consisting primarily of the Association for 
the Preservation of Vineyard Sound, who having raised 
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money privately, published a brochure by a firm “Bauer En- 
gineering Inc.” of Chicago, dated February, 1972 relating to 
the “Living Filter’ method of Sewage Disposal. This group 
filed two (2) Articles into the 1972 Annual Town Meeting in 
an attempt to affect the direction of the Town’s Sewer 
Studies. 


Please refer to previous Department of Public Works An- 
nual Reports for events prior to January eri 9 Te. 


January 5, 1972 — The Falmouth Board of Public Works is 
advised that the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
appproves the “Anderson-Nichols and Co. Inc.” report (Woods 
Hole System). 


January 14, 1972 — Falmouth Board of Public Works 
authorizes Anderson-Nichols and Company Inc. to proceed 
with final plans and specifications for the Woods Hole Treat- 
ment facilities as authorized by the August 18, 1971 Town 
Meeting Vote under Article #28. 


February 25, 1972 — State Water Resources Commission 
advises the Selectmen that an Article being sponsored by the 
Association for the Preservation of Vineyard Sound in the 
March Town Meeting (Living Filter proposal) has not been 
approved by the State. 


March 2, 1972 — The State Department of Public Health 
advises the Falmouth Board of Public Works that the Town 
of Falmouth make no commitments regarding the “Living 
Filter” system at the upcoming Annual March Town Meeting. 


March 8, 1972 — The Town votes, under Article #82 of the 
Annual Town Meeting, $2,500 to acquire land at Otis Air 
Force Base for the construction of a Waste Water Treatment 
Plant. 


The Town also votes, under Artcle #83 $65,000 for com- 
prehensive preliminary plans for a Living Filter Waste Water 
Treatment System for the Town. Under this Article the Town 
meeting chose the Engineering Firms Bauer Engineering Inc., 
of Chicago, and Anderson-Nichols and Company Inc., of Bos- 
ton, to do the work. A condition stipulated was that the Otis 
land, described in Article #82, be available by May 30, 1972. 


March 9, 1972 — A hearing is held before the State Water 
Resources Commission and the State Department of Public 
Health on the use of the “Fay Road Site” for a Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant. 
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March 13, 1972 — Bauer Engineering Inc. submits to the 
Falmouth Department of Public Works a proposed “Scope of 
Work” for the Living Filter Treatment System comprehen- 
Sive plans. 


March 17, 1972 — Falmouth Department of Public Works 
requests the State Water Resources Commission to consider 
a delay in the Woods Hole Sewage Treatment Plant proposal 
as voted August 18, 1971) in light of the apparent new direc- 
tion now being taken by the Town (Articles #82 & 83 of 
March 1972 Town Meeting). 


March 22, 1972 — The State Water Resources Commis- 
sion “strongly recommends that the Town continue with the 
proposed treatment facility to serve Woods Hole”’. 


April 12, 1972 — A meeting is held with Bauer Engineer- 
ing Inc., Town officials and State officials on proposed plan- 
ning to be done by Bauer Engineering Inc. under Article #83. 
State agencies insist on broadening of the Scope of Engineer- 
ing Studies as proposed by Bauer Engineering Inc. 


May 25, 1972 — Governor Sargent and the Special Mili- 
tary Reservation Commission of the State of Massachusetts, 
who control State land at Otis Air Force Base, submit letters 
of intent to Mr. B. Glenn MacNary regarding the Town’s 
proposed use of Otis land for the Living Filter proposal. Mr. 
MacNary, president of the Association for the reservation of 
Vineyard Sound, has now been designated official represent- 
ative of the Falmouth Selectmen on the Sewer Study. 


June 7, 1972 — Town Counsel, Francis W. Keating, rules 
that the Letter of Intent from the State meets the condition 
as stipulated in Articles #82, and #83 of the March, 1972 Town 
Meeting and that the $65,000.00 appropriated for the study 
by Bauer Engineering Inc. may be expended. 


June 22, 1972 — The State of Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health approves the use of the Fay Road land for 
Sewage Treatment purposes. 


July 13, 1972 — Anderson-Nichols and Company Inc. sub- 
mit completed Contract documents and plans for review to 
the State Water Resources Commission on the Woods Hole 
Waste Water Treatment Facilities and related work. 


July 17, 1972 — Bauer Engineering Inc. submits a revised 
Scope of Work outline to the State agencies and the Town 
for review. 
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August 21, 1972 — The State Water Resources Commis- 
Sion approves the “Bauer” Scope of Work with some excep- 
tions. 


August 26, 1972 — Mr. John Pena, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, and Chairman of the Board of Commissioners 
when they acted as Sewer Commissioners, died suddenly 
Shortly after leaving a Sewer meeting on the evening of Aug- 
ust 25, 1972. 


August 28, 1972 — State Department of Public Health ap- 
proves “Bauer” Scope of Work as revised with one exception. 


August 30, 1972 — Anderson-Nichols and Company Inc. 
submit estimated costs of Woods Hole Treatment Facilities 
and related work (including repairs to the existing ae 
Hole system) to the Board of Public Works. 


Estimated total cost of the entire project based on 1973 
anticipated costs is $1,990,000.00. Net cost to the Town after 
estimated Federal participation funds are received is estima- 
ted to be $557,970.00. 


August 31, 1972 — Contract with Bauer Engineering Inc. 
is Signed by the Board of Public Works after approval by 
Town Counsel (August 29, 1972). 


October 26, 1972 — State of Massachusetts Water Re- 
sources Commission approves Contracts #1 and #2 as presen- 
ted by Anderson-Nichols and Company, Inc. regarding Woods 
Hole Waste Water Facilities. 


October 30, 1972 — Special Town Meeting — Article #28 
Submitted by the Falmouth Board of Public Works for a Bond 
issue in the amount of $1,990,000.00 to build Woods Hole 
Sewer Facilities and make repairs to the Woods Hole Sewer 
system. 


This Article was voted “indefinite postponement” by 107 
to 49 votes on the strong recommendation of the Town 
Finance Committee. 


Article #29 — Submitted by Mr. B. Glenn MacNary and 
others to appropriate $100,000.00 for plans and specifications 
for pumping stations and force mains from Woods Hole to 
the existing Sewer Plant at Otis Air Force Base. 


This Article was allowed by it’s proponents to be “in- 
definately postponed”. 
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November 1, 1972 — The Massachusetts Water Resources 
Commission was advised of the Town’s Action on October 
30, 1972. 


December 20, 1972 — Preliminary Waste Water Man- 
agement Study Engineering reports are received from Bauer 
Enginering Inc. for the Town’s review. Copies have also been 
submitted to the two State agencies for their review. 


The Town Dump — The following is a resume of impor- 
tant events during 1972, which relate to the Department of 
Public Works’ effort to convert the Dump operations, off 
Thomas B. Landers Road, into a properly operating Sanitary 
Landfill Operation conforming to the “Regulations for the 
Disposal of Solid Waste by Sanitary Landfill” adopted by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health on April 21, 
be! 


The events happening prior to January 1,,.1972,.are..re- 
ferred to in the Department of Public Works Annual Report 
oLeLOTL 


January 6-10, 1972 — Four Engineering firms are inter- 
viewed by the Board of Public Works and Disposal Area Study 
Committee prior to selecting Metcalf and Eddy, Engineers of 
Boston, to do a Sanitary Landfill study for the Town. (Met- 
calf and Eddy were chosen subject to Town appropriation of 
funds in March, 1972.) 


January 25, 1972 — Proposal from Metcalf and Eddy, 
Engineers, for Disposal Area Study received. They recom- 
mend $16,000 be requested by Department of Public Works 
at the March Town Meeting. Their proposal indicated “this 
figure shouid not be construed as an upset limit, it is presen- 
ted for budgetary purposes. In any case, the $16,000 figure 
would not be exceeded without prior approval by the Town”. 


February 10, 1972 — Mr. Paul T. Anderson, Regional 
Sanitary Engineer, Lakeville, Massachusetts, writes remind- 
ing the Town that no Sanitary Landfill Operation may be 
operated without approval of the State. He recommends 
Town appropriate funds to hire an Engineer to complete 
plans for operation. 


February 23, 1972 — Department of Public Works adver- 
tises for bids to eliminate 4.8 acre brush problem at the Dis- 
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posal area. Purpose is to eliminate the fire hazard at the 
Disposal area. 


March 6, 1972 — Annual Town Meeting, Article #68, 
$16,000 is appropriated for the Disposal Area study. 


March 23, 1972 — Department of Public Works Board 
awards Contract to Hyannis Sand and Gravel Company of 
Hyannis, to make limited improvements at the 4.8 acres (old 
brush area) at the Disposal Area, for $4,372.00 


May 9, 1972 — State Department of Public Health gives 
Falmouth a violation Notice on a number of State Health 
Regulations at the Disposal area. 


August 21, 1972 — Metcalf and Eddy informs the Town 
that additional funds (over $16,000) will be needed to com- 
plete the Disposal Area study. 


August 29, 1972 — Department of Public Works advises 
Metcalf and Eddy not to exceed $16,000 appropriation, as ad- 
ditional funds will have to be voted by the Town. 


August 30, 1972 — Minimum wage rates established by 
the Massachusetts Department of Labor and Industries for 
Sanitary Landfill Operation at Falmouth set at: Truck Driver 
at $6.33 per hour; and Machine Operator at $9.69 per hour. 


September 6, 1972 — Metcalf and Eddy, Engineers, 
advises the Town that they are stopping work on the Disposal 
Area project. 


September 7, 1972 — New Contract Documents drawn up 
by Metcalf and Eddy, Inc. for operation of the Disposal Area 
(previously advertised) are opened and read. Fifteen (15) 
bidders take out Specifications - only two (2) bidders submit 
propoals. 


Low operation bid of $136,000 per year is rejected. High 
bid costs appear to be due to excessive Labor rates established 
by the State. 


September 27, 1972 — Department of Public Works Board 
appoints Mrs. Charles McCane of Waquoit, to represent them 
on the Falmouth Disposal Area Committee. 


September 27, 1972 — Interim Contract for operation of 
the Town Disposal Area bids are opened to extend for mini- 
mum of three (3) months to maximum of six (6) months. 
Albert Lawrence of Falmouth was awarded the Contract for 
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$4,900 per month (winter hours). Effective beginning date is 
October 2, 1972. 


October 10, 1972 — Meeting held between the Board of 
Public Works and Metcalf and Eddy Inc. to resolve Contract 
cost over-run. 


As a result of this meeting the Department of Public 
Works Board agreed to try to increase the Contract amount 
from $16,000 to $20,000 by requesting the additional funds 
at a Special Town Meeting to be held on October 30, 1972. 
This new amount was agreed, by the Engineers, to be an upset 
limit for completion of the report as described in their origi- 
nal proposal. 


October 20, 1972 — Town Council rules there is no way 
to force the Engineers, (Metcalf and Eddy Inc.) to complete 
the Disposal Area Study for the $16,000 originally appropria- 
ted and he therefore suggests $4,000 additional funds be ap- 
proved. 


October 30, 1972 — Special Town Meeting refuses to vote 
additional funds for the Disposal Area Study. 


December 21, 1972 — The Director of the Department of 
Public Works submits two budgets for operation of the Dis- 
posal Area for 18 months to July 1, 1974. 


Budget Alternate #1 for contract operation for one (1) 
year beginning April 2, 1973 and then three (3) year contract 
beginning April 2, 1974. This Budget amount is estimated at: 
$136,700. 


Budget Alternate #2 for contract operation for one (1) 
year beginning April 2, 1973 and Town operation beginning 
April 2, 1974. This budget amount is estimated at : $233,050. 
(includes $142,000 for Capital Outlay equipment).

Each year requests from the Planning Board, developers 
and contractors to inspect new roads in subdivisions under 
bond and/or covenents to the Planning Board are becoming 
more numerous. Because of inadequate engineering and plan- 
ning in some instances, multiple inspections and reports have 
to be made. However due to more stringent regulations and 
requirements voted by the Board in regard to inspections 
etc. duplicate inspections during the latter part of 1972 have 
decreased. 


In August of this year this office purchased, with monies 
appropriated at the Annual Town Meeting, a Wang 700B 
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Programmable Calculator and Printout Writer. Which cuts 
the time of calculations to about one third the time previous- 
ly required. 


Also during 1972 this Division has started a program to 
define old road layouts which were not previously bounded 
out and replacing those bounds, on defined layouts, which 
have been destroyed or not set.

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HIGHWAY DIVISION; Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 


The Highway Division during 1972 continued the normal 
work of sidewalk resurfacing, drainage construction, recon- 
struction of streets, resurfacing of existing streets and seal- 
coating. The usual roadside mowing, street patching, road 
erading, guardrail repair and painting was carried on 
through out the year. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF STREETS: 

This year as part of the reconstruction of streets, a con- 
tract was awarded to Bell & Flynn Co. to pulverize, regrade 
and compact the roadsurface. The result of this reclamation 
process is a solid deep depth, uniform base of crushed ma- 
terial to which a Type I bituminous concrete surface was 
applied. With land becoming unavailable for disposal of old 
road surfaces, the reclaiming of existing roads seems to be 
more economical both from the stand point of reuseable 
material as well as time and cost for the transportation of 
materials. 


HERRING RIVERS: 


Herring rivers this year consumed quite a bit of time. 
Several storms completely blocked the entrances and chan- 
nels necessitating hiring of equipment to clear them. Trunk 
river was rebuilt with installation of a new 30” diameter 60 
foot length of aluminum pipe and the placement of stone 
to form a better jetty and channel. Although quite an effort 
was made to keep the rivers open reconstruction of the other 
jetties will have to be accomplished in the future to alleviate 
the shifting of sand from the beaches into the channels. 
Records kept this year show that 611 individual man hours 
and 230 equipment hours were needed to keep the herring 
rivers open. 


LITTERING: 


A problem as it is every year was compounded by the 
deletion of summer help from the division budget necessitat- 
ing the use of regular personnel normally assigned other 
duties. Litter was removed from the roadside on inclement 
weather days when work projects could not be worked on. 


STREET AND TRAFFIC SIGNS: 


Signs were made and erected as needed but not to the 
extent that the division kept ahead of the vandals. Due 
to vandalism in 1971 the sign blades were changed from the 
flat blade to the extruded type blade, making it harder to 
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bend or remove from the mounting bracket. It was noted the 
new signs were effective for a while but mounting brackets 
are now being broken or complete units being taken. 


DRAINAGE: 

Some drainage problems were corrected by the construc- 
tion of catch basins, leaching basins, manholes, connector 
pipes, and leaching fields. These improvements have in- 
creased the effectiveness of the Overall system. A number 
of improvements are planned for the coming year. 


BRIDGES: 

The wooden bridge over Bourne’s Pond will need exten- 
_ Sive repairs in the near future. Great Pond Bridge is in need 
of exterior steel replacement as is the bridge leading to 
Chapaquoit Beach and the Kel Pond Bridge. Investigation 
of the fishermans platform at Green Pond Bridge show de- 
terioration of the wooden stringers and decking. This much 
used platform should be repaired in the near future. 


EQUIPMENT: 

The new vacuum street cleaning machine acquired this 
year is a marked improvement over the old broom and ele- 
vator type sweeper. There is greater pick-up, more carrying 
Capacity and by far, less dust and less maintenance costs 
although the true maintenance costs can not be determined 
in such a short period with a new piece of equipment. 


The new wood chipper has increased the efficiency and 
reduced the man hours per mile cut. The number of trips to 
the dumping area greatly reduced and the chips can be stock 
piled for future use.

During the year John W. Hughes retired after capably 
serving the Town for twenty-one years as Water Superin- 
tendent. Bruce Pease passed away in April after serving the 
Town for twenty-eight years as Assistant Water Superin- 
tendent. 


At the Annual 1972 Town Meeting, funds were voted to 
conduct an engineering study and to prepare a report on the 
Town Water System updating the long range water plans. 


The Whitman and Howard Engineering Firm conducted 
an extensive field study and system analysis during the fall. 
The preliminary report recommends construction of an addi- 
tional storage standpipe, construction of a gravel-packed 
well, an electric pump for the Long Pond Pumping Station, 
additional test wells, and miscellaneous water mains. 


At the Long Pond Pumping Station, a new chlorinator 
and a chlorine residual recorder were installed. One ¥% ton 
pickup truck was purchased for field use. 


The contract for painting the interior of the Waquoit 
Water Tank was awarded in December. Painting will com- 
mence in the spring. Funds for painting the exterior of this 
tank are requested in the 1973 Water Division Budget. 


The program of installing remote-read registers is now 
well under way with seventy-nine installations completed. 


Funds were voted at the Annual Town Meeting for the 
Bauer Engineering Firm to study various alternatives for a 
Town Sewerage System. The preliminary report was com- 
pleted late in December.

Subjects of progress reports tend to become repetitious 
and often times overly discussed and tedious. The reports 
have, however, not only kept the residents of Falmouth ap- 
praised of the activities of the Division, but have served as 
good reference sources and are frequently used for informa- 
tive and useful purposes. The reports may even express criti- 
cism or present helpful recommendations from the various 
agencies of the State. 


Primarily, we wish to outline the progress of special ac- 
complishments during the year, and it is with this intent 
that the following is submitted. 


For record purposes, I would like to term 1972 as a very 
wet year. Heavy lush tree growth usually accompanies such 
seasons and this meant extra work for the Tree section of 
the Division. Additionally, the grass grew vigorously all sea- 
son, creating a hardship for the Park crews, particularly dur- 
ing the baseball season when ball park maintenance is con- 
tinuous. 


Park and School work is a program of continuous main- 
tenance, including fertilization, bed cultivation, lining of all 
ball fields for all sports activities, and litter cleanup. These 
routine chores have been reported each year and require no 
further explanation. 


The following subjects we consider worthy of interest 
and information to report. 


Dutch Elm: The perennial Dutch Elm Disease continues 
to infiltrate and reduce the elm tree population of our town. 
It is with regret that we report five elms fell vicim to the 
disease on our Village Green. The asthetic value of these ma- 
jestic trees cannot be measured comparably with that of 
churches and historic buildings. While it is possible to restore 
buildings, once an elm is diseased, it is irrevocably lost. 


The Elm Research Institute, along with private enter- 
prise, has advertized an elm cure fungicide known as “Beno- 
late”. This is being tested by both the Waltham Exprimental 
Station and the Shade Tree Laboratory at Amherst. Tree 
people are anxiously awaiting the results of these tests 
which will be made known in July. 
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Although the latest information indicates this fungicide 
will kill elm disease in a test plate, it does not protect a tree 
that shows more than 5% crown wilting or yellowing. 


The ground drench method also has proven ineffective. 
The main obstacle seems to be in the solubility of the ma- 
terial. Presently, the fungicide is soluble at two parts per mil- 
lion and will not penetrate well into the small tubes within 
the trunk. This results in incomplete coverage. However, there 
is some hope in the leaf spray. The manufacturer will en- 
deavor to improve the solubility so that it may be used as 
foliage spray. 


The Tree Division is willing to try this method since it 
does not harm (burn) the foliage. Even partial protection is 
a plus and worth trying. 


Ninety-two cultures were forwarded to the laboratory 
for examination during 1972. Results showed thirty-three 
confirmed cases on public ways and nineteen on private 
property. The usual legal notification and removal proce- 
dures were closely adhered to as directed by law. Removal of 
several trees will be advertised for bid, necessitated by a per- 
sonnel vacancy within the Division — that of “Tree Climber 
A’, explained later in this report. 


Spray Program: Spray policies continue with little basic 
change. Only one major change is explained in the section 
“Pine Looper” where much time was utilized spraying for this 
pest along scenic routes in all sections of the Town. 


Since there is little change in cycles, the spray program 
continued as in the past. 


. April and May — dormant spray for elm bark beetle 
. May — fruit tree spray for tent caterpillar 

. June — elm leaf beetle foliage spray 

. July to late September — Pine Looper spray ; 
. July to August — limited sprays for Japanese Beetle, 
poison ivy and other obnoxious weeds. By request 
through the Department of Public Works office. 
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Tree Take Down Plight: A substantial increase in the 
contractual fund will be reflected in the 1973 Forestry bud- 
get. Since the adoption of a Public Works Department, all 
tree take down, pruning and sanitation work has been hand- 
led by Town personnel; however, in 1972 a “Tree Climber A” 
vacancy occurred. Advertising and personal contact failed 
to attract applicants for this position. 
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Refusals were based on wages as established by the Per- 
sonnel Board for the position of “Tree Climber A”. The crit- 
icism and arguments advanced were based on the two and 
one-half years required to reach the third grade for this 
position, which even now is below normal climber pay on 
commercial levels. Taking into consideration that the Tree 
Division crew maintains approximately 200 miles of street 
trees, plus parks, municipal and school grounds, it appears 
vital to retain this position at any reasonable cost. 


Since the bucket truck is capable of performing only a 
partial job and is limited to one side of tree work and fixed 
heights, it becomes necessary to employ a climber who will 
use rope and sling for the hazardous height and take downs, 
in addition to the many other phases of tree work, including 
spraying (license required), grinding stumps, chipping and 
crowning street trees. These phases all require technical 
knowledge and experience. Hopefully the Personnel Board 
will re-evaluate its stand on this classification and relax the 
step rate barrier. 


Building Moving Permits: Selectmen issue permits when- 
ever a building is to be moved in Falmouth. They usually re- 
quest the Tree Warden’s recommendation and advice to eval- 
uate possible tree damage or other impasses along the pro- 
posed route. 


During 1972 a large number of permits were issued. 
Criticism appears to prevail when these permits are issued. 
We realize that building moving is necessary both for con- 
tractors and individual owners, and it is not our intention 
to cause hardship to movers. However, we feel that some ad- 
ditional guide lines should be established in order to insure 
amore coordinated operation and control to better serve the 
Town and public. 


a. The Fire Department must be informed so that fire 
trucks are aware of the proposed route. 

b. Police are asked to lead or guide in order to minimize 
traffic problems surrounding the moving operation. 

c. Telephone and electric companies are notified in order 
that their personnel may oversee their wire lines be- 
cause of the possibility of removing or lifting them to 
allow for clear passage. 

d. Public Works personnel are concerned with fences, 
rails, bridges, signs which are removed and often times 
not replaced, and road damage. 
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e. The Tree Warden is paramountly and naturally con- 
cerned about possible tree damage. | 


The purpose of this explanation is to inform the public 
of the complexities involving a moving operation and to rec- 
ommend certain laws that are effectively being used by other 
towns as well as to express opinions based on our past ex- 
perience. 


The following are listed for consideration: 


a. Buildings should not be moved during the months of 
June, July, August and through Labor Day, unless it 
is an emergency. 

b. A bond should be posted by contractors before a per- 
mit is issued. 

c. A maximum length, width and height should be es- 
tablished and all buildings should be cut back to with- 
in these measurements before a permit is issued. 

d. Evening moving should be encouraged. 

e. Permits should require all pertinent data, with signa- 
tures of all the respective agencies involved so that 
Selectmen can be assured that all obstacles have been 
cleared. Ony then should they sign a permit. 


Pine Looper: This pest has been particularly active for 
the past two summers and is responsible for the heavy dis- 
coloration of pitch pine throughout Barnstable and Plymouth 
Counties. In heavily infested areas trees will appear to have 
been scorched by fire and discoloration can be easily obser- 
ved. Injury from the Looper is capable of killing entire 
groves. Past records show Pine Looper outbreaks last three 
years before nature normalizes the pest. 


Pine Looper emerges early in July and is active until 
early frost. In early stages of attack, one has to merely shake 
a pine and the Looper will drop down on a silky thread. Later, 
they will feed on the needle clusters and stub the terminal 
until the tree is completely brown. If defoliation of the pine 
is not less than 50% and if there is no borer attack on the 
trunk, the pine May survive. 


We are convinced the Pine Looper rates as one of the 
top destructive pests seen on Cape Cod. 


Several insecticides are available for good control of this 
pest. Cygon and Meta-systrax “R” are considered excellent; 
also Sevin and Methoxychlor are widely used. 
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The Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources 
does not plan to spray to retard the pest, primarily because 
of a lack of funds and the usual opposition to aerial spray ap- 
plication. The result of non-spraying will allow nature’s way 
of pruning and weeding to prevail by allowing for the slower 
undergrowth of oaks to dominate. 


School Grounds Maintenance: Public Works sponsored 
Article 62 of the 1972 Annual Town Meeting requested the 
Town to transfer part or all of the maintenance responsibili- 
ty of all School property now under the Department to the 
School Department upon completion of the new multi-mil- 
lion dollar high school campus north of Brick Kiln Road and 
to include the annual cost of all School grounds maintenance 
as part of the School portion of the Town’s real estate tax. 
The Finance Commttee, however, recommended that the two 
Departments settle the problem without need for Town Meet- 
ing action, and this recommendation prevailed. 


The crux of the matter centers around a work load draft, 
worked out by the School, Public Works and Finance Com- 
mittee in 1965 which precisely spelled out the work and re- 
sponsibilities to be performed by the Park Division. Apparent- 
ly the old draft has been forgotten since School projects con- 
tinue to increase each year. The chores and requests are not 
anticipated by the Park administration, which results in 
depleting Park funds, stock and labor. 

It is this area that must be examined; perhaps better 
communication would clear some of these problems. Also, a 
complete review of the true work load now handled by the 
Park Division appears to be in order. Park budget figures re- 
veal that 50% of expenditures are for School grounds main- 
tenance; that there are 214 acres of school grounds as com- 
pared to 164 acres of Park grounds. This does not include the 
additional 100 acres that will soon be turned over to the 
Park Division at the completion of the new School complex 
and campus off Brick Kiln Road. 

A study committee is presently reviewing both the bud- 
get and work loads and will report its findings to the respec- 
tive departments. These facts should also be presented to the 
taxpayer to reveal a true picture of the Park and School 
operation. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

New Mower Sharpener: Of considerable expense to the 

Parks each year has been the repair, sharpening and main- 
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tenance of equipment within the Division. It has been the 
custom to have this work done by private enterprise. 


During the year a new mower sharpener was purchased 
and installed in our Gifford Street Garage and is presently 
in full operation. This will add a new phase to our winter 
work. Small engine repairs, mower sharpening and other 
useful repairs can now be accomplished by Park personnel. 
Repair of summer breakdowns will not be delayed and the 
crews will be better prepared to handle breakdowns in the 
field. This will reflect a substantial saving. 


West Falmouth Tennis Courts: Park construction crews 
completed grading and seeding around the newly constructed 
tennis courts in West Falmouth. This work included in- 
stallation of steps, shrubs and other planting, relocation of 
swings and other recreational equipment and developing 
parking area for court users. 


The courts proved to be extremely popular and were 
used extensively immediately after their completion and 
well into early December. 


Goodwill Park: Goodwill Park continues to be the most 
popular of Falmouth’s parks and is used extensively by civic 
and fraternal, scouting and family groups practically on 
a year round basis. 


During the year the parking lot was expanded and a 
small 75 foot area brushed back for picnic tables and grills 
to help absorb the overflow from the regular Park area. 


East Falmouth Library: Funds were appropriated last 
year to construct a driveway and parking area for the Li- 
brary. Park crews removed old, overgrown shrubs, re-ar- 
ranged the existing shrub bed and purchased new stock for 
complete planting of the front area. The result is an at- 
tractively landscaped setting for the newest addition to 
Falmouth’s Library system.

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Report of the 


Town Social Service Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Town Social Services Committee is gratified at the 
way agencies and individuals have responded to the social 
work services provided. A year ago the service was just 
beginning. After months of planning and interviewing possi- 
ble deliverers of services, the Committee elected to enter 
into a contract with South Shore Counseling Associates of 
Hanover. At the present time the Committee is in the third 
six-month period of that contract which is renewable at 
Six-month intervals at the same cost for a three year period. 
The Committee has the option not to renew, but it must give 
the Contractor thirty days notice of such action prior to the 
next renewal date. The Contractor provides 


1. Full-time social service (35 hours weekly) to be ren- 
dered by persons with Master’s Degrees in Social Work, 
(in Falmouth two half-time workers) 

2. Fringe benefits for the personnel consistent with those 
received by other employees of the Contractor, 

3. Back-up clinical services (psychiatric consultation, 
psychological testing to the extent the budget allows), 
and 

4. Psychiatric emergency coverage. 


The cost of the service is $7500. per six month period. 
It is available to anyone in the town who needs help with 
problems of marital relationships, parent-child relation- 
Ships, behavior and adjustment of children and youth and 
any others that influence one’s ability to adjust satisfac- 
torily. 


In their first full year of operation, the social workers 
received ninety-nine referrals. As it was predicted, the largest 
number came through the nurses at the Falmouth Nursing 
Association. It was long the contention of Mrs. Rita Kendall, 
the former Director of the Falmouth Nursing Association, 
that her nurses were being asked to help individuals and 
families with problems that required training in another 
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discipline, social work. The willingness of the Falmouth 
Nursing Association Board to grant use of its facilities to the 
social workers as a base has enabled two components of a 
comprehensive health care unit to work together closely. 
The location of the Falmouth Family Planning Service unit 
at the Falmouth Nursing Association building makes very 
good sense too since all three agencies are in easy touch with 
one another. 


Next in order of referral agents with the highest number 
were the Falmouth Hospital and the Department of Public 
Welfare. Self-referrals ranked at the same level, testimony 
that townspeople have heard of the service and are making 
use of it. The other referrals were distributed among such 
agencies as the schools, police, physicians, Falmouth Emer- 
gency and Referral Service, and Family Planning Service and 
came from other clients. When those who have used the 
service refer their friends, it is a positive indicator of the 
help received by them through the service. 


Most referrals were classified as family-marital prob- 
lems and difficulties in parent-child relationships. Follow- 
ing these two categories were those referrals for personal- 
situational problems and problems related to aging. The 
other one area of referral basis was the category of preg- 
nancies. 


For some problems the workers rendered but a brief 
service, either by telephone or a single visitation. Assigned 
to the two social workers, each working half-time, were 
forty-one cases. Another nineteen cases are pending at this 
time. It was agreed unanimously by the Committee that 
services would be delivered in the home if necessary. Thus 
some time is lost in traveling to the homes, but the gains 
in clients’ goodwill and their improved handling of problems 
overshadows anything else. 


Late in the fall the Committee approved the assignment 
of a student-intern from Eastern Nazarene College to the 
program to do field work under the supervision of the social 
workers and of our consultant from South Shore Counseling 
Associates who meets monthly with the Committee. The 
two workers are much interested in increasing the numbers 
receiving service and have begun several small groups. The 
Committee expects an expansion in this type of service in 
the coming year for it is a way to reach more people and to 
help others with similar problems. 
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The Committee made a presentation of its program to 
the Board of the Falmouth Nursing Association. Shortly 
thereafter the Board voted to grant the Committee the use 
of the room in the building with heat, light and custodial 
services provided for the eighteen month period beginning 
January 1, 1973. The Committee is indeed indebted, as is 
the Town, to the Falmouth Nursing Association Board for 
its generosity in providing suitable quarters for the service. 


In recent weeks the Committee has considered alternate 
ways of providing services. It has been invited to meet with 
the Falmouth Nursing Association Professional Advisory 
Committee to consider unmet needs as expressed by the 
hospital, nursing homes and nurses. Sometime early in 
January the Committee plans to visit South Shore Counsel- 
ing Associates to discuss with the executive director the 
possibilities of obtaining funds from sources other than the 
Town. It would appear that the work of the Committee in 
the months ahead will be devoted to this issue. In prepara- 
tion for it the Committee has submitted an article in the 
1973 Town Warrant requesting that the Committee’s mem- 
‘bership be increased to seven, to give more opportunity for 
community representation as consultation about social serv- 
ice needs continues. 


Finally the Committee expresses its deep appreciation to 
Mrs. Kendall for her leadership over the years pointing to 
the need for social services. Her resignation from the Com- 
mittee was acknowledged with deep regret. It unhappily 
accepted Eugene McLaughlin’s request to be relieved of the 
Chairmanship, an office he had held since the appointment 
of the Committee. It values the support given it by citizens 
of the Town and the Finance Committee.

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Report of the Board of Appeals 


Early in 1972 Mrs. J. Elliot Taylor was appointed to com- 
plete the three-member Board, replacing Mr. Manuel Aruda, 
who had resigned at the end of 1971. 


Late in the year, the Board and the Town were saddened 
by the death of Mr. Ray D. Wells, who, until his resignation 
in 1971, had served for more than a decade on the Board. 
Mr. Sidney L. Moore was appointed in 1971 to complete Mr. 
Well’s term. 


Under the Chairmanship of Harvey G. Clauson, during 
1972 the Board met 35 times and heard 75 petitions. To 
handle this number of hearings the Board has been fortun- 
ate in having the able assistance of its alternate members. 


39 requests for variances were granted. Most of these 
were concerned with undersized lots of record. 11 requests 
for variance were denied. 


Of the 12 Special Permits granted, 3 were for apartment/ 
conaominiums, where eligibility was established before the 
moratorium on multi-family buildings in residence zones was 
voted. In these cases the Board required density formulas 
which are under consideration but not yet adopted by the 
Planning Board. 


5 Special Permit applications were denied. 3 appeals 
from decisions of the Building Inspector were denied — the 
Board thus upholding the Inspector’s decisions. 5 appeals 
were withdrawn by the Applicants. 


On four occasions, members of the Board attended hear- 
ings in Superjor Court in Barnstable. 


Meeting time was changed to Monday mornings to ac- 
commodate weekend residents who wished to extend their 
Stays in order to attend hearings of interest to them — and 
the time has proved of convenience to all. 
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In its deliberations, the Board has used every effort to 
protect the public welfare while recognizing individual rights 
and interests.

Falmouth Ambulance Committee 
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Report of the Town Drug Abuse Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Three years ago at the 1970 Annual Town Meeting, the 
Moderator appointed a Town Drug Abuse Committee to 
establish a drug information and referral telephone service 
and to select and train a corps of volunteer open-line oper- 
ators. This action was taken at a time when an emergency 
existed. We were all alarmed at the growing use and abuse 
of drugs by youth in Falmouth, typical of youth behavior 
everywhere. An ad hoc committee of interested citizens and 
professionals, convinced of the seriousness of the problem, 
recommended the action taken above. The Town voted an 
appropriation of money to hire staff and to begin the service. 


In its first year the Committee coined the catchword, 
FEARS, which stood for the Falmouth Emergency and Re- 
ferral Service. As a vital part of this service FEARS oper- 
ated a HOTLINE, a familiar name in many communities that 
identified the telephone answering service. It offered to 
those in trouble with drugs or to their families and friends 
a ready reference for help, one immediately responsive to 
either talking the person down on the phone, arranging to 
meet with the person, going to where the problem was and 
assisting with finding appropriate referral sources. In those 
early days the thrusts of the program were providing infor- 
mation about drugs and handling situations that involved 
individuals who were on drugs or were about to explore their 
hidden wonders. The Committee realized the need to have 
on the staff people who had experience with drugs, who 
knew the trials associated with drug abuse, who would be 
accepted by those seeking help. The Community could tol- 
erate the programs, the responses, the individualities of the 
staff because there was a crisis and something had to be 
done and it was done. 


The Staff promoted the concept of a drop-in-center and 
the use of part of the upstairs in the Legion Building was 
granted to the Committee for its Hot-Line and drop-in 
center. It was ideally located because of its proximity to 
the high school, its nearness to the center of Town and its 
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location off the Main Street. However, its major drawbacks 
have been the lack of space to physically separate the tele- 
phone service from the drop-in-center with its need for a 
large room just for activities and some smaller rooms to 
meet clients on a one-to-one basis. 


Now in 1972 changes have taken place. Anxieties about 
drugs have lowered. Newspaper accounts, magazine articles 
and radio and TV programs are constant reminders of the 
lurking presence of the giant. It is the feeling of both staff 
and Committee that through the combined efforts in educa- 
tion by police, schools and FEARS and the use of Hotline 
for information, referral and counseling, the situation in 
Falmouth is no longer an emergency one. The work done 
today by staff is more preventative in nature. It is hoped 
that early intervention by responsive individuals to human 
problems can keep the drug problem under control. 


An interesting phenomenon but not a surprising one to 
the Committee and staff is the growing visibility of the root 
causes for drug use and abuse. From the very start as the 
Staff collected statistics about the nature of in-coming calls 
and the reasons why young people came to the drop-in 
center, it has become clear that taking drugs for many was 
a way to cope or escape from the realities of the immediate 
environment. Statistics clearly show that parent-child re- 
lationships, marital relationships, school difficulties, sex re- 
lationships are ever-present in the problems brought to the 
attention of the staff. 


The Committee feels that it is a legitimate expenditure 
of money to intervene wherever possible early enough to 
prevent the crisis situation from developing with drugs. So 
the staff tries to help each client to put his life together 
again. Sometimes it can be done through low-key counsel- 
ing trying to help the person use his own resources to solve 
the problem. For others the relationship centers on trying 
to break down resistances to traditional agencies so that the 
person can use the skills of others for rehabilitation. Until 
the barrier is removed no help reaches the troubled one. 


Thus the emphasis shifts for the Committee and the 
staff. The Committee feels the greatest asset of the service 
is its ready accessibility to anyone who desires to make use 
of it. It acts as the facilitator to get clients to other agencies 
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or back to families and friends. FEARS reaches groups that 
others can’t reach because of the image the young have of 
traditional agencies. Some young people see them as part 
of the problem and not the solution. The Committee strongly 
feels the need to continue to support the preventative role 
of FEARS and is pleased that the Town has allowed the 
Committee to function in this way. 


The Committee has approved the participation of staff 
members in community program development. They have 
had considerable involvement with groups that help to find 
foster homes for children in need of temporary or long-term 
care. They operated the summer coffee house for FEPY 
(Falmouth Ecumenical Program for Youth) and the Woods 
Hole Teen Center for a month this fall while the program 
was in transition from summer to winter activities. They 
are presently working on a proposal from the Courts to 
assist the probation officers with evaluations of youth placed 
in their care. Conversations have been held with the new 
principal of Falmouth High School in regard to ways to 
provide services to students once the new school is opened. 
Plans are now being formulated to offer an intensive self- 
help training session to key community deliverers of service. 


Since the beginning the Committee has availed itself of 
State funds by submitting proposals for programs. In this 
way the Committee has increased the amounts of money 
available to render service. FEARS is an approved and li- 
censed drug center by the State Department of Mental 
Health. 


In closing the Committee expresses public appreciation 
to its staff members for their dedication. As with any 
organization staff members come and leave. During the year 
the following people have rendered effective service: Robert 
Anderson, “Corkie”’ Dopierala, Gretchen Dopierala, Peter 
Folejewski, Benjamin Fuller, Evelyn McKinlay, Arnold Mor- 
gan, Richard Zuck. To these should be added the names of 
the volunteers who make up a Significant component of the 
service. Perhaps a quote from Dr. Montgomery, the prior 
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chairman and diligent supporter of FEARS, is a fitting end- 
ing to the article, “Hotline is a place to go or call for help, 
but it is also a place for people to go who want to be helpful 
in the community”. Many volunteers are people who have 
that need met through their service.

An additional 
fifty-four feet of bulkheading was installed in Falmouth 
Harbor at the north end of the Marina, correcting a badly 
eroded condition, and making available additional docking 
Space. The committee has provided Dockmaster Mate assist- 
ance at the Green Pond area and has completed plans for 
extending the existing dock at Green Pond Harbor. New 
accessible plastic water piping has been installed in two- 
thirds of the Marina, replacing the original leak-prone sys- 
tem, and protective stanchions have been installed at all 
lamp posts.

For as long aS most people care to remember, Christmas 
trees have lined both sides of Main Street in Falmouth dur- 
ing the holiday season. 


Within the last few years there have been fewer trees 
and their placement is somewhat irregular. Justification for 
this has been because of (1) compliance with a letter re- 
ceived on January 12, 1971 calling attention to a possible 
violation of the hanging of the hot-line to which the Christ- 
mas tree lights are attached, (2) the removal of many trees 
during the last number of years which supported this hot- 
line, and (3) a desire to raise the trees higher to eliminate to 
some extent vandalism. 


In general, Christmas decorations during the Christmas 
season have been looked upon very favorably by the people 
of Falmouth. Much of the credit for expeditious handling 
of these decorations on Main Street and on the Village Green 
should go to Mr. Joseph Figuerido and the men of the 
Department of Public Works. Without them the cost to the 
Village and Town would be considerably higher.

Falmouth Housing Authority 
Leased Housing 


During 1972 a proposal was submitted to the United 
States Department of Housing and Urban Development for 
a leased housing program to be administered by the Au- 
thority. The proposal requested funding for the leasing of 
70 dwelling units for low-income families. 


HUD approved the application and a contract effective 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1972 was signed. Imple- 
mentation of the program began in August and by November 
1st all 70 of the leases provided under the contract were in 
effect. 


The Authority has administered a leasing program, pro- 
vided for under Chapter 707 of the General Laws since 1971. 
Funds to support this program are made available through 
the Massachusetts Department of Community Affairs. At the 
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end of 1972, 35 leases were in effect under this program. 
Thus, at the beginning of 1973, a total of 105 dwelling units 
were occupied by low-income families of the Town, provided 
under the Leasing programs administered by the Authority. 
Under these programs, families are expected to pay no more 
than 25% of income toward rent. 


The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has received 
from the various Town Departments during the past year, 
and the efficient services rendered by the Town Information 
and Clerical Center.

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Report of the Tree Planting Committee

Gentlemen: 


An active tree planting program was carried on during 
1972. This work is done by Department of Public Works For- 
estry and Park Division personnel and equipment. 


Sixty-six large balled trees were planted along Falmouth 
streets and twenty-eight small two inch caliper trees were 
purchased and planted. Requests for these shade trees on 
Town accepted streets are made at the Town Hall office of 
the Department of Public Works. As required by General 
Laws, C.87 S.7, the applicant is required to sign a permit. 


Fall work included fertilizing and replacing guides or 
stakes on trees wherever necessary. 


The nursery off Gifford Street continues to flourish and 
work there was aided with the purchase of a (used) disc 
harrow and plow. 


The old nursery shed will be replaced with a new cement 
block tool shelter. Material has been purchased and the con- 
struction will be done by Forestry and Park personnel during 
the winter months. 


Three new members were appointed as representatives of 
the various participating boards and organizations that com- 
prise the Tree Planting Committee: Esther C. Tsiknas, Fal- 
mouth Garden Club; Selectman Richard Paine, Board of 
Selectmen; Commissioner George Fonseca, Department of 
Public Works. Russell Hartwell Brown continues as the rep- 
resentative of the Planning Board. 

We wish to thank the Department of Public Works for 
its cooperation and assistance in all phases of Tree Planting 
Committee work. Without this, we would be unable to func- 
tion and carry on a continuing program of beautifying the 
Town.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


It is perhaps timely to state that public education re- 
mains a legal function of the State. Massachusetts has 
delegated broad powers to local School Committees through 
legislative enactments and constitutional provisions. 


In our capacity as School Committee members we have 
acted as a policy forming board deciding questions about 
general education, determining and defining the duties and 
responsibilities of the school staff and passing upon large 
issues in school administration. We have placed the re- 
sponsibility for the execution of policy directly in the hands 
of the Superintendent of Schools. 


According to administrative code the regular meetings 
of the Committee are held on the second Tuesday of each 
month in the School Administration Building. It is frequent- 
ly necessary to call special meetings to handle the totality 
of business that comes before the Committee. 


Believing that the democratic operation of schools de- 
mands that the widest publicity be given to the action of 
the School Committee, the Committee keeps its meetings 
open to the public except in matters pertaining to personnel 
or other such matters that may be referred to it. The 
Committee has noted with pleasure the attendance at meet- 
ings by students, parents, staff, citizens and the press. Es- 
pecially noteworthy during budget hearings was the time 
commitment by Dr. Norman Starosta, the Finance Commit- 
tee representative. 


The reports which follow are revealing evidences of 
School Committee action and staff and student performances. 


In closing I wish to express my thanks to my colleagues 
for their trust in electing me chairwoman. I could ask for 
no higher honor than to represent the youth and the citizens 
in so important an area as education. Neither I nor anyone 
else could achieve any semblance of success without other 
Committee members equally dedicated to confront the issues 
openly and without a populace equally willing to discuss 
their concerns.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


If there is a single phrase which best describes this 
past school year in the Falmouth Public Schools, it is prob- 
ably “a year of searching.” 


Seen from the perspective of an entire year, rather than 
as the day-to-day activities or events, 1972 was a period in 
which your school system took some steps which could bring 
about important advances. During the year, an extensive 
re-examination was given to the instructional program. It 
appears that there was greater and more intensive staff in- 
volvement in the school system’s problem-solving and deci- 
sion making process in a serious attempt to upgrade the 
school system. 


With important advances being made to improve the 
system’s physical facilities as well as to alleviate the over- 
crowded conditions, the searching for better means of util- 
izing both the facilities and the anticipated, welcomed, avail- 
able space received much attention, discussion, and debate. 


Simultaneously, the planning for an eighteen month 
budget meant new ways had to be found to stretch the dollar 
both for the benefit of our 5,200 pupils as well as the tax- 
payer. | 


All of these factors have an element of searching in 
them. They involve uncharted areas. It is imperative that 
the search be continued for better types of instructional 
programs that will serve best the needs of children who will 
live in the Twenty-First century. 


As there will always be when one is searching in un- 
known areas, there were some dead-ends, frustrating experi- 
ences, and some disagreements. We should not let these 
disappointments cloud the fact that the searching also lo- 
cated ways to improve our schools. 


Falmouth has a strong tradition of providing quality 
education for our young people as well as a desire to further 
improve the school system. Much more searching remains 
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ahead and there will continue to be disappointments and 
frustrations in the process, but these challenges are also our 
opportunities. 


Members of the School Committee throughout the year 
are to be commended for their devotion to the cause of 
education and the many hours of personal sacrifice that they 
have made. This community owes them a debt of gratitude. 


Through the close cooperation of the School Committee, 
staff members, parents and students, we have maintained a 
Steady rate of progress to this present time where we have 
one of the best educational programs in the Commonwealth. 


The patrons of this community are to be highly com- 
mended for their continued support of education. 


The combination of these things means that our build- 
ings and programs are being designed to provide better and 
more convenient educational opportunities as well as to meet 
the needs of the future. 


And so it is that we look with pride on past and present 
accomplishments and with great expectations to the future. 
Let us welcome the fact that Falmouth is a community that 
respects its youth, cares about its children and searches for 
a better future for the school system and the town.

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SUMMARY STATEMENT OF THE SCHOOL 
DEPARTMENT BUDGET 


Attached herewith are the School Committee’s memo- 
randum of estimated expenditures and receipts, which con- 
stitutes the school budget for January, 1973 - June, 1974. 


It is strongly believed by the administration and School 
Committee that the budget for this 18-month period must be 
efficient, effective and provide for prudent spending. It is 
further believed that every dollar in the budget should be 
justified to the degree that citizens in the community com- 
pletely understand the expenditure program for the 18- 
month period. 


The figures are all based upon salary policy of 1972 and 
include salary recommendations of Mr. Albert Puzo for non- 
professional personnel completed in January, 1973. Negoti- 
ations with employees are continuing as required by law. If 
changes in the salary policy result from these negotiations, 
the School Committee will propose appropriate amendments 
to the budget. 


In preparing this budget, the School Committee has held 
eight public hearings (one at each school and one at the 
Administration Building) at which the staff presented their 
budgets in minute detail. Citizens were invited and partici- 
pated in these hearings. A new feature this year was an 
all-day budget work session on a Saturday in December. 


Subsequently the committee carefully reviewed each 
budget. Though the staff requests are toward improved edu- 
cation, the School Committee has nevertheless eliminated 
some $459,566 from department budgets. 


There are several major factors which are reflected in 
this budget. 


1. The eighteen-month budget is the greatest single factor 
contributing to budget increases. 


2. Falmouth High School is scheduled to open in Septem- 
ber of 1973 thus we are adding a new building which 
in itself is equivalent of 68% of our total present plant. 
Thus major increases are evident in the operation and 
maintenance of plant accounts and to lesser degrees in 
other areas within the budget. 
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. Utilities expenses have had dramatic increases over the 


year and are very unpredictable for the future and our 
budget reflects these increases. 


. General inflationary increases are evident in supplies 


and materials, transportation and health services ac- 
counts. 


. Reclassification of non-professional employees in order 


to relate with other town departments and personnel 
board policies has had an impact on non-professional 
salary accounts. Previously revised salary schedules in 
October 1972 are felt in this budget period also. 


. In addition the increase in non-professional personnel 
(custodial, cafeteria, clerical) to operate the new high 
school have a significant impact upon the budget. 


. The professional salary accounts are primarily affected 


by the impact of negotiated salary contracts, step in- 
creases and the addition of 19.1 professional staff 
members. 


Staff additions are related to increased pupil enroll- 
ment, maintaining pupil teacher ratios, the need to 
improve and expand special education programs and 
providing needed services in the special subject areas 
such as art, music, and physical education.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT ACTING 
AS THE COORDINATOR FOR ANNUAL REPORT MATERIAL 


To the School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


A year ago while trying to bridge the gap between two 
administrations, I reviewed the minutes of School Commit- 
tee meetings and selected a few examples of items of business 
that came before the Committee. I have done it again this 
year for two reasons. First, as a reminder to you on the 
Committee of some tangible evidence of your labors during 
the year and secondly to alert the citizens of the Town to 
the wide variety of transactions that come before a Com- 
mittee in the course of conducting its business. If anyone 
takes time to make a comparison with the list of a year ago, 
there will be found similarities, differences and even dupli- 
cations. Some items seem to appear annually such as the 
smoking issue. Others appear very rarely such as the deci- 
sion about how to place students in two schools. There are 
always items of business affecting personnel which usually 
require executive sessions by the Committee. 


I have divided the story into two parts. The first, which 
follows immediately is simply a compilation of representa- 
tive actions taken by the Committee. The second is a more 
detailed account of the larger issues facing the Committee. 


PART I — A COMPILATION 


1. Reviewed the budget through raising specific questions 
about non-professional staff additions, inventories of ex- 
pendable supplies, textbook purchase plans, capital out- 
lay expenditures, out-of-state travel, athletics, computer 
proposal and voted to approve the 1972 budget as modi- 
fied. 

2. Voted to award a contract to Honeywell, Inc. for five 
year lease of Honeywell 58 computer. 

3. Listened to a briefing by the Superintendent about the 
conflict of Falmouth-Out-of-School Program (FOOS) 
with the Department of Labor regarding the ages of 
children participating in programs with commercial busi- 
nesses where child-labor laws apply. 

4. Voted to notify E.R.R. (Educational Redirection and Re- 
cycling) of its intent to participate in a Title III project

- Status, that evaluations were being made according to

Held meeting with the Department of Public Works Com- 
missioner and attended by a member of the Finance 
Committee to discuss the maintenance of school grounds 
and the article in the warrant asking that this mainte- 
nance be taken over by the School Committee.

Voted to approve the course offerings at Lawrence High 
School for the coming year, but only after discussion 
about materials distributed to parents and about possible 
expansion of foreign language electives in German, Rus- 
Sian and Portuguese.

Voted to ask Selectmen to defer granting a Cable Tele- 
vision license until such time as a proper study can be 
made by the school and Town. 


Voted to continue the policy that prohibits smoking in- 
side Lawrence High School and allows smoking on the 
grounds in certain designated areas. 


Voted to award transportation contracts after several 
months of discussion stimulated by the need of the 
Town to conform to the wage rates established by the 
Department of Labor and Industries and by the neces- 
sity to readvertise the routes because of the new infor- 
mation. 


Accepted from Mr. and Mrs. Everett Mars the donation 
of a flagpole to be erected at “Guv” Fuller Field in 
memory of their son, Everett who died in an accident 
after a meritorious career in the U.S. Coast Guard. 


Voted to accept and adopt the new reporting procedures 
described by Raymond Kenney, Principal of the East 
Falmouth School.

PART Ii — HIGHLIGHTS OF THE YEAR 


This time of year, particularly January, the month that 
heightens the general depression that sets in after the 
holiday season and that brings the long, cold winter days 
and nights, is hardly the time to whip up enthusiasm for 
writing an annual school report. Particularly is this so when 
the task seems so formidable because of the size of the sys- 
tem in contrast to a decade or two ago. In 1962 the School 
Report was 30 pages long. Since 1969 the report has in- 
creased by 32 pages and last year it contained 70 pages of 
written material, tables and charts. You will note also that 
Donald Johnson, the Business Manager, further on in the 
report, compares the business operations of 1962 with those 
of 1972. The differences are startling and help emphasize 
the magnitude of the job of trying to reduce the story of 
the schools to a few pages. 


Since reference was made to last year’s report, I’d like 
to pick up with the theme of a year ago and look at it again. 
It was said that “change” was the most significant condition 
that pervaded the system. Changes in school committee 
membership, in administrative leadership both at the system- 
wide level and at the school building level, and in staff as 
affected by retirements and additions of new personnel, 
each, in its way, had the potential for altering profoundly 
the operation of the schools. 


It was further stated a year ago that the survival capa- 
bilities of the school as an institution depended upon several 
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factors. These included the Stability, adaptability and co- 
hesiveness of the remaining members; the heritage left by 
the departing personnel; the characteristics and qualities 
of their replacements; and the faith of the citizens of the 
Town in the institution and their active participation in 
activities affecting the schools. The prediction was implied, 
if not said, that if the ingredients were of high quality and 
were blended in the right amounts, the system would pass 
Safely through a difficult transition period. 


Today, as I write, the change process continues. The 
School Committee has added another new member, Mrs. 
Mary Wright. She was elected to fill the vacancy created 
when George Lebherz, the incumbent, chose not to run again. 
Mrs. Jean Brockhurst was returned to office for another 
term of three years. The change in the six member com- 
mittee is now one half rather than the one third of a year 
ago. 


At least one other change is ahead for the Committee as 
Dr. Mary Sears, the senior member of the Committee in 
years of service, has announced that she will not be a can- 
didate for a Committee post in March, 1973. Her decision 
will leave a large void in the Committee. Her years of ex- 
perience with Committee matters and her interest in legis- 
lative matters connected with schools and education are not 
easily replaced. 


To date the Committee has survived the losses in mem- 
bership and has assimilated the additions all the time con- 
tinuing its dedication and commitment to providing good 
education to the children and youth of Falmouth. 


Little more than a year ago the new Superintendent of 
Schools, Dr. Richard L. Sheely, stepped into the position 
vacated by Harry S. Merson who retired after 19 years as 
superintendent. Dr. Sheely brought to the community the 
visions and hopes of youth and the skills and experience of 
a man recently trained in education. He has spoken fre- 
quently in such terms as accountability in education, use of 
behavioral objectives in curriculum designs and in others 
that reflect the trends in modern management and admin- 
istration. The incubation period that follows a change in 
top level administration is usually long and it takes time to 
assess the products of the new system. 


There were also changes in building administrators re- 
ferred to in last year’s report. For Lawrence Cornell, Princi- 
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pal of the Mullen-Hall School, and Louis Fuccillo, Principal 
of the Intermediate School, this past school year was a full 
one. The overcrowded conditions at Intermediate School 
were alleviated somewhat by the transfer of 200 sixth grade 
students to the Mullen School. The new pupils taxed the 
facilities there to the fullest. Both principals are better 
known by the staffs in their schools and the expectations 
they have for each other more clearly defined. As time 
passes and rough edges are worn off, it is expected that both 
administrators and teacher groups will develop an accommo- 
dation to each other that will continue to benefit the chil- 
dren who attend the schools. 


Another administrative change is in the offing. Last 
February the School Committee, at the recommendation of 
Dr. Sheely, included an amount in the budget to hire a 
principal for the new high school scheduled to open in Sep- 
tember, 1973. Mr. Marshall, Principal of Lawrence High 
School, had announced his intention to retire at the end of 
the 1972-73 school year. The Committee felt the demands 
upon one man to run Lawrence High School with its large 
student body and staff and to plan for the opening of the 
new school was too heavy a responsibility. Peter Clark was 
appointed to the new position and has been busily engaged 
ever since with a variety of tasks associated with the new 
school. Later on in the report you will read about some of 
his duties and understand why knowledge and vigor are 
needed components in his personality. 


Last year we paid tribute to nine members of the staff 
who retired from the teaching profession. This year there 
were two teachers who decided to join the ranks of the re- 
tired. We want it known publicly they have not been for- 
gotten by their colleagues and we want it as a matter of 
record that the Town knows of their fine work over the years 
in Falmouth. Listed among the retirees this year are the 
following: 

Intermediate School 
Mrs. Mary B. Dolan, Physical Education 


Mullen-Hall School 
Mrs. Maxine Vardack, Kindergarten 


So much change took place in 1971 and changes still 
take place in 1972. The problems of managing a large school 
system mount in complexity. 
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Probably one of the single most shocking facts of life 
that faced the School Committee this year was the need to 
prepare an eighteen month budget. It is hard enough to 
predict anything a year in advance let alone adding another 
six months to it. In a time of ever-spiraling costs, of uncer- 
tainties connected with housing trends in the Town, and of 
demands to reduce expenditures for education, a School Com- 
mittee must stand ready to pay a price in time and energy 
to meet the children’s needs and rights to good education 
and the taxpayers’ rights to matching returns for dollars 
Spent and to consideration for reasonable appropriations. 
Oftentimes School Committees become scapegoats for towns 
and cities because of the amounts of money spent in the 
name of education. A School Committee is not. responsible 
for the numbers of residents, the numbers of new develop- 
ments, the numbers of children per family. Most factors 
like these are beyond its control. It knows about children 
now born and in attendance at school. It knows what the 
present buildings are like, what they can stand for traffic, 
and what they need for maintenance and operation. As a 
committee it develops ideas about what constitutes good edu- 
cation. It listens to administrators and teachers for other 
ideas that help it make the right decision about education 
for the Town. Unless one sits with a Committee regularly 
or is a member, one can not appreciate the dilemmas that 
beset members as they attempt individually to balance what 
is right and appropriate educationally against what is right 
and appropriate financially. Beyond this, when each mem- 
ber has reached some balance within himself, the six must 
decide together how the Committee as a body shall respond. 
My position as assistant superintendent affords me the 
chance to observe their agonies with the decision making 
process and to admire their fortitude, integrity and deep 
concern for those they represent — students and citizens. 


The Committee has worked hard to keep the eighteen 
month budget within reason. Within the report elsewhere is 
a summary statement of the School Department Budget. It 
contains a detailed breakdown of account codes and descrip- 
tions as well as showing the net operational cost of educa- 
tion to the Town and the anticipated receipts, both direct 
and applied. 


The complete budget is a mammoth three inch thick 
book of pages detailing expenditures in the minutest way. 
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A second issue of potential impact on the Town was the 
formation of a Regional School District Planning Committee, 
created at Town Meeting in March at the request of the 
School Committee through an article in the 1972 Warrant. 
The Planning Committee has three members including one 
from the School Committee, Mrs. Mary Wright. A similar 
committee was established in Mashpee. The two groups 
have met separately and jointly and it is expected a report 
of recommendations will be presented to each Town in 1973 
at a Town Meeting. 


A third highlight was the decision of the Committee to 
continue with open budget hearings in each of the schools. 
In this matter it would be my guess that no other commun- 
ity in the Commonwealth matches the tradition started here 
some years ago. At these open meetings, held in rotation in 
the buildings, the building principal describes his budget 
requests in terms of programs, materials and costs. At each 
place one or more administrators or specialists charged with 
system-wide services or concerns describes programs, func- 
tions and financial needs in much the same way as princi- 
pals. At least ten budget hearings were planned for the 
Committee in addition to meetings to carry on routine 
business. 


It is unfortunate that more citizens do not turn out to 
hear about education as it affects their children, but the 
meetings do provide a forum for School Committee members, 
principals and staff to talk informally with each other. I 
wonder sometimes if the Committee members are not over- 
whelmed by the immensity of the task — the meetings, the 
talk, the publications. Perhaps too many specifics make the 
budget incomprehensible. Maybe an evaluation of the pro- 
cess is in order. Time remains a valuable part of each one’s 
life. We who control time spent by others should see that 
it is used wisely and not squandered carelessly. 


Another milestone in the year past was the one marking 
the beginning of student involvement with the School 
Committee. Elected by the student body of Lawrence High 
School were five representatives to serve on the Student 
Advisory Committee to the School Committee. The Advisory 
Committee will meet bi-monthly with the School Committee 
to exchange ideas on educational issues that concern either 
of the two groups or both. At regular School Committee 
meetings one member of the Student Advisory Committee 
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can speak to or ask questions about each item on the agenda. 
The Student Advisory Committee will decide in advance its 
spokesman in each case. The Board will receive announce- 
ments of meetings including the agenda. Serving now are 
DeWitt Jones, IV, Robert Petrone, Andrea Powers, Arthur 
Robinson and Robert Sanders. To date they have represented 
the student body well. They have attended School Committee 
meetings faithfully and have had representatives at the 
budget hearings. Their responses to issues are well-thought 
out and presented succinctly. The School Committee is 
pleased with the new relationships and looks forward to the 
inputs that come directly from students. 


One other issue consumed a heavy portion of admin- 
istrative time, School Committee time, and time of citizens 
during the course of the year and particularly in December. 
As soon as the Town gave its approval to the building of the 
new high school, it became necessary to consider how Lawr- 
ence High School would be used once vacated. The School- 
Community Advisory Committee under the direction of Dr. 
Louise Wilson, accepted the request of the School Committee 
to study the problem of reorganizing the schools once the 
new school opened. This committee spent considerable time 
studying the options available for assigning students. Among 
the alternatives were the following: 


1. Use Lawrence High School for grades 7 and 8, create a 
new K-6 school in the Intermediate School and make 
other elementary schools K-6 


2. Use Lawrence High School for grades 7-8, Intermediate 
School for grades 5-6 and the elementary schools for K-4 


3. House all students, grades 5-8, in the two schools making 
two middle schools with the grade ranges of 5-8 


4. Use Lawrence High School for grades 5-6 and Intermedi- 
ate School for grades 7-8 


There may have been others, but these seemed to receive 
the greatest attention and support. 


At the regular School Committee meeting in October, 
after all the facts were in on the study, the Superintendent 
of Schools worked out a procedure to test the Suitability of 
each option for the Town. The advantages and disadvan- 
tages of each plan were reviewed followed by a comparative 
analysis of the alternatives for organizing the grades. Con- 
sidered in the comparison were such factors as influences 
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on pupils, programs, staffing patterns, uses of special per- 
sonnel, future enrollment needs, transportation, building 
utilization, and teacher-pupil-staff attitudes. On the basis 
of the analysis the Superintendent of Schools felt the most 
desirable alternative was the K-4, two 5-8, 9-12 grade organ- 
izational plan and he recommended that the School Com- 
mittee give serious consideration to adopting the plan. 


The School Committee raised many questions during 
the meeting and had the benefit of the inputs of citizens 
who attended that particular meeting. It was decided that 
the public should have more information about the whole 
issue and that there should be more discussions with staff. 
Presented subsequently to the Committee was a petition 
Signed by a thousand citizens registering opposition to the 
two 5-8 schools. 


At a day long institute in early December, the Town 
had its chance to discuss the alternatives in a large session 
and in a number of smaller group sessions. The feelings of 
the individual persons in attendance were relayed to the 
Superintendent and the general tenor of the meeting was 
noted. At its next meeting the School Committee voted to 
house grades 5 and 6 in the present Intermediate School 
and grades 7 and 8 in Lawrence High School. The Com- 
mittee replied to each participant by letter in a cover sheet 
attached to a summary report of the conference. The sheet 
read as follows: 


“Enclosed is a report on the conference based on the 
133 written comments turned in by individuals and by dis- 
cussion leaders aS summaries of their group discussions. It 
has been prepared jointly by Superintendent Richard L. 
Sheely and members of the School Committee after study 
of these comments. 


On December 19th, the School Committee voted that 
grades 5 and 6 will be housed in the Intermediate School 
and grades 7 and 8 in Lawrence High School next September. 
We believe this is the solution desired by the majority of 
staff and parents and that it can be educationally effective. 


The Committee considered the merits of the K-6 altern- 
ative but in our deliberation, we did not believe it to be the 
most effective plan for the following reasons: 


1. We believe children will develop a greater sense of unity 
and understanding if the grades are centralized at the 
oth or 6th grade rather than waiting until the 7th grade. 
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2. We would be creating a new elementary school in an 
area where enrollment is decreasing. Because of this it 
would not be a true neighborhood school and would re- 
quire drastic redistricting. This would not eliminate fu- 
ture redistricting which should be in the direction of 
growth — not away from it. 


3. Falmouth Intermediate School was not built as an ele- 
mentary school and would require some alterations, par- 
ticularly for kindergarten, thus leading to added cost. 


There is a strong current of opinion in the Committee 
that Dr. Sheely has rightly called our attention to the mid- 
dle school as an important educational development and 
that we should not lose sight of this as a future possibility. 
However, we have made no commitment at this time, be- 
cause there is presently little visible support among teachers 
and parents, and we believe that our energies must now be 
turned to the successful opening of our new high school 
and the 5-6 and 7-8 schools next fall. 


We have found your comments to be most helpful and 
plan to utilize them and the report further as we work 
with staff and community in organizing the 5-6 and 17-8 
school. 


We appreciate: very much your participation in the 
Intermediate School Conference and we look forward to your 
continued interest, involvement, and support in the deci- 
sions which lie ahead.” 


Thus the year ended with the promise of exciting days 
ahead as the new Falmouth High School opens and Lawr- 
ence High School and the Intermediate School are con- 
verted to serve new student populations. 


Perhaps of all events that happened during the year the 
one that will have a profund effect on the system was the 
announcement by Mr. Marshall of his planned retirement 
before the new school opens in September, 1973. Most 
changes are upon us before awareness of them has set in. 
We have time to contemplate this one. We can prepare to 
honor a man who has enjoyed a productive and influential 
career in education, totally dedicated to the welfare of 
youth. Parents, staff and students who have known him in 
some personal way understand fully how painful his retire- 
ment will be. I’m sure he will share the same feeling. 
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Perhaps his last paragraph in his last annual report 
conveys a message for us all. I use it to close this report. 


“This perhaps should be a longer, more detailed or per- 
haps even an historical report as it is my last report to the 
Town as Principal, but for more nostalgic reasons it is also 
the last report of Lawrence High School, a name that has 
meant so much to sO many generations of Falmouth people. 
The name Falmouth High may be more practical, but the 
Jong tradition of Loyalty, Honor and Service that has been 
the meaning of Lawrence High I Sincerely hope will be 
transferred in spirit to all the students who in the future 
will attend and graduate from Falmouth High School.”

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EXCERPTS FROM ANNUAL REPORTS OF PRINCIPALS, 
DIRECTORS AND SPECIALISTS SUBMITTED TO THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Each year principals, directors of programs and special- 
ists are asked to submit annual reports to the Superintendent 
of Schools. It is customary for the Superintendent to render 
an accounting of his stewardship of the schools to the School 
Committee at one of its meetings following the end of the 
year. He has to depend in part for the content of his mes- 
sage upon those who act for him in some capacity in the 
schools. 


It has also been customary in the last few years to have 
the Assistant Superintendent prepare a record of the school 
system’s operation to be included in the printed Annual Re- 
port of the Town. Besides containing such essentials as the 
School Committee’s report, the Superintendent’s report, age 
and grade tables of student enrollments, school calendar, 
high school graduation program and the like, it has included 
the reports as they were submitted to the Superintendent. 
At times the ideas contained within them have been lifted to 
place them in the context of an article that tries to relate 
the material from several sources to certain broad topics. 
For this year’s report, the latter approach is used. It may 
not be as smooth flowing as the author would like, but the 
intent is to weave together a story that typifies what hap- 
ens in schools. There are other and better ways to find in- 
formation about schools than reading this report. If one has 
children in school, they are a delightful source of informa- 
tion. Some of it, like flour, may need sifting before it is 
used. One can visit schools, but interpretations hastily formed 
are not without error because of the shortness of the visit 
and the lack of information about what preceded and what 
followed what was observed. One can talk with professionals, 
but, like reports, their ideas may be slanted or biased, usually 
unknowingly or unconsciously. Probably the single best way 
is to be in school for a long period of time and couple the 
observations with discussions with staff and children. This 
is not an ad for volunteers, but serving in such capacity does 
provide some good, solid data. 


The only redeeming feature of the excerpt approach is 
that the article will be shorter than if all the reports were 
printed as written. In other words, I have left some things 
out.

I shall try to draw from each report those words which 
touch closely upon my arbitrarily chosen list of broad cate- 
gories or headings. I apologize to my colleagues for taking 
away their sense of authorship, but I shall give credit wher- 
ever I can. 


CHILDREN AND YOUTH 


Since they are the reasons for school, let’s hear about 
them first and secondly about their programs. 


Lawrence Cornell, Principal of the Mullen-Hall School, 
as he writes about the kinds of activities offered in the 
School, says the following: 


“I have attempted to describe some of the changes and 
new programs that have taken place in the year. This is 
only the tip of the iceberg. In every classroom teachers are 
experimenting with new materials, new techniques, new ar- 
rangements of time, space and people. An atmosphere of 
interest, excitement and curiosity prevails. Students are 
brainstorming lists of creative writing assignments, calling 
Nantucket to find hickory poles for harpoon handles, writing 
Stories, making rings out of old silverware, counting, think- 
ing, drawing, talking, feeling, being .. . 


To what end? What is the purpose of all this? To make 
them what we want them to be or what they want to be- 
come? Gilbran wrote in The Prophet that of children, 


“You may give them your love but not your thoughts. 

For they have their own thoughts. 

You may house their bodies but not their souls, 

For their souls dwell in the house of tomorrow, which 
you cannot visit, not even in your dreams. 

You may strive to be like them, but seek not to make 
them like you, 

For life goes not backward nor tarries with yesterday.’ 


Toffler in Future Shock writes of transcience and throw 
away clothes and changing careers and people moving every 
two years, and I wonder how we can prepare people for that 
to prevent future shock.” 


Listen to what Miss Miriam Cooper, School Adjustment 
Counselor (Social Worker), experiences daily. 


““Why should I talk to you? Nobody believes anything I 
Say anyway.’ These words were my introduction to a nine 
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year old boy who had been referred to me for reasons of 
deviant behavior. It was my first interview with the boy. I 
introduced myself as someone who was interested in him 
and would like to help him if he felt there was some way we 
could work it out. The above quotation was his response. 
During this first interview he was sullen, most uncommuni- 
cative, kept his head down with eyes averted, and gave me 
yes or no answers which made it difficult to establish much 
of any relationship. It would not serve any purpose to give 
the details of further interviews except to say that eventu- 
ally, after many interviews, I was able to establish a fairly 
good relationship with him and was able to gain his trust 
enough so that I could communicate with him and actually 
do some counselling which did bring about some desirable 
changes in his behavior.” 


Miss Cooper ordinarily does not start off her report in 
this fashion, but the plight of this boy dramatically demon- 
strates the work of the school social worker. 


Martin Coyle, the Coordinator of the Cape Cod National 
Seashore Program, a program that gives every fifth grader 
a five day, four night experience of living and learning with 
his peers and teacher at a site at the Cape Cod National 
Seashore Park, uses some direct quotes from children, teach- 
ers and parents that express quite vividly their feelings about 
the program. 


“Some of the student comments are as follows: ‘Five 
days are not enough, I wish we had more time to explore the 
whole park.’ ‘I wish we didn’t have to go home tomorrow so 
we could have a Super Bowl pillow fight.’ Some of the teach- 
ers comments are as follows: ‘I never really knew these kids 
before coming down here.’ ‘The students seemed to have 
changed since we went to the seashore.’ ‘The students who 
seem to have done the best are the ones I have least ex- 
pected to.’ Parents comments are as follows: ‘This was his 
first time away from home and I thought he’d be homesick.’ 
‘’m not afraid to send him to summer camp now.’ ‘I wish 
he’d stop talking about what he did.’ 

Mentioned in another report was the concern for self- 
image development. The principal of the East Falmouth 
School, Raymond Kenney, is a strong advocate of this prin- 
ciple. He begins his annual report with these quotes, 


“‘T’m really not crazy over school, but sometimes it’s 
Tin:

‘I don’t like school now, but I will when I grow up.’ 


“I feel O.K. about school ...I can’t be perfect. I am 
trying my best.’ 


What are we doing? Where are we going? Questions we 
must all ask, questions we must all be able to answer with 
careful thought and planning. Our children, their future 
and ours, demand it.” 


A speech survey conducted several years ago turned up 
a Startling number of 600 students who needed speech ther- 
apy. Starting in September was a second full-time speech 
therapist to increase the services offered to children handi- 
capped in speech. Mrs. Patricia Schmidt, the new speech 
therapist, writes, 


“One of my biggest concerns is the fact that many 
teachers don’t realize how many children there are that are 
eligible for speech therapy. To do a good job, one must 
spend a great deal of time on each child, designing a pro- 
gram that will fit the needs of three or four children in a 
group at one time. It is very difficult when one has a case 
load of approximately one hundred children and a waiting 
list of fifty. My main point is that once a certain schedule 
has been devised, based on the needs of each child, the chil- 
dren cannot be haphazardly put in and taken out of speech. 
The children must be in a consistent program, not subject 
to the whims of the teacher or the activities of that day. 
This is not to say that I mean to be tyrannical about sched- 
uling and the like, but I definitely feel the teacher and 
therapist have a responsibility to see that the child is at 
therapy regularly and on time. This, I feel is another good 
reason for further education concerning the ‘hows and whys’ 
of. speech therapy. The school principal, I feel, can provide 
strong support on this issue in relationship to the general 
Staff.” 


The other therapists, Mrs. Louise Redican and Mrs. 
Carole Seller, concur with the above. 


PROGRAMS 


Oh, if we could only respond to each child’s plea to be 
known, to be heard, to be cared for, to be educated humanely 
and relevantly. Mr. Kenney writes that our children, their 
future and ours demand it. The following examples of pro- 
grams and activities show the efforts of the school to make 
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its responses to the pleas. They appear in no order of im- 
portance. The reader may arrange a list in any other order 
of priority. 


Mrs. Barbara Francis, Teacher-Coordinator for the Fal- 
mouth Out-Of-School Program (FOOS), has her hands on 
one program that answers some of the pleas. She writes, 


“The Falmouth Out-Of-School (FOOS) Program began 
its third year of operation with the same basic goals and 
organization. Again this year it is a completely voluntary 
program on the part of the children, parents, teachers, and 
directors. All of the sixth grade teachers and 322 of the 
sixth grade students and their parents have volunteered. 
The FOOS Policy Sub-Committee, composed of community 
members and school personnel, has continued to meet period- 
ically to discuss matters of policy and lend support to the 
program. 


The chief change this year was necessitated by having 
the sixth grades in both the Mullen-Hall and Intermediate 
Schools. My time has been divided into four alternating 
blocks of time in each school. This has several advantages. 
FOOS activities for the children are spaced throughout the 
year, seasonal activities are more evenly distributed and the 
increasing maturation of the sixth grade students during 
the year affects the choices they make for activities. 


Since one of the goals of the program is to give students 
a diversity of activities, they are encouraged each time they 
make choices to choose a different type of activity. To en- 
courage this diversity it is pointed out to the children that 
activities may be informally grouped into several categories. 
These categories are retail businesses, art and hobbies, math 
and science, food preparation and distribution, helping others 
and a miscellaneous group. 


Retail businesses and food preparation and distribution 
activities include a large number of businesses located in 
town. These groups are very popular with the students since 
it is a chance to see behind the scenes in a business and a 
chance to see and experience what happens in the world of 
work. Art and hobbies include such activities as sewing, 
pottery, scuba diving, photography, rug hooking, grooming 
dogs, and art appreciation. Math and science activities in- 
clude those activities which take place with various scien- 
tists, both in Woods Hole and with others who work for 
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local, state, and federal governments. Activities which are 
helpful to others take place in a nursery school, our public 
Schools and a nursing home. The miscellaneous group in- 
cludes studies about law enforcement, local public services, 
history, and various aspects of government. These cate- 
gories of activities indicate the diversity offered to the chil- 
dren in the program. There are 81 on the list from which 
they choose.” 


The School Art program under the direction of Joseph 
Downs has consistently over the years had great impact 
upon all students through grade eight and numerous boys 
and girls at the high school level who elected to enroll in 
the visual arts (photography) or general arts programs. Mr. 
Downs reflects on the year in his report by saying, 


“Falmouth’s School Art program has attempted to meet 
all those educational goals set up by federal, state, and local 
agencies for a humanistic approach to public art education. 
It is our strong desire to make learning through Art-educa- 
tion as significant as learning through any other subject 
area for Falmouth’s total school population. 


At the elementary level the art program has had some 
marvelous new projects, whose value to the learning 
process has been appreciated as a much needed incentive in 
stimulating new efforts and worthiness in children’s art 
work. One such propect was the ‘Mall Project.’ 


Basically it was an attempt to use children’s work to 
help some of the unsightly conditions which prevailed at 
Christmas time in an unfinished, partially occupied build- 
ing. Meetings were held between the various town commer- 
cial groups and the art director to identify the stores need- 
ing or wishing art displays, to determine funds needed and 
to identify the classrooms that would work on the project. 
All principals of elementary schools areas were advised of 
the project, and all gave support. Some stores and certain 
areas were not greatly affected by the offer because of con- 
ditions beyond our control. However, the Falmouth Mall had 
ample indoor area to accommodate the total project which 
included stained glass windows cut from black paper, with 
colored tissue glass effects. 


Because of the great amount of materials needed, we 
requested the Mall to buy the supplies; they agreed and 
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Falmouth’s 6th, 7th and 8th grades became involved in about 
three weeks of highly stimulated art projects, supported by 
a community group and witnessed by at least 90% of the 
total community — at a price we couldn’t afford to refuse.” 


It has been reported to you in other years that Fal- 
mouth’s social studies program in Grade 5 is based upon the 
Educational Center’s program called Man: A Course of Study 
(MACOS). During the year fifth graders explore the factors 
which make man human. It has proven itself to be a sound 
program, but requires continuous updating of staff and ori- 
enting teachers new to the grade who are unfamiliar with 
the approach, content and ideas. Mr. Coyle has searched 
for a follow-up program for sixth graders. This year in 5 
Classes the program called PEOPLE AND TECHNOLOGY 
(PAT) was introduced. He claims in his report, 


“PEOPLE AND TECHNOLOGY focuses 0n man’s tools, 
toolmaking and technology. The children trace the develop- 
ment of the whaling industry in Nantucket and how it 
affects three actual families, the building of the Volta Dam 
in Ghana and its effects on the various tribes and cultures 
uprooted by this construction, and finally the unit on pho- 
tography using the works of the noted contemporary black 
artist, Gordon Parks. If the sixth grade program meets the 
_ needs of the children, teachers, etc., it will be expanded and 
installed in more classes next year.” 


To do what Mr. Coyle suggests requires evaluation of the 
program with the 6th grade teachers involved this year and 
discussions with the other teachers at that grade level to 
secure their inputs and support. Both programs, MACOS and 
PAT, require that teachers follow the guidelines closely until 
they have developed sufficient expertise to begin to operate 
more creatively on their own. In-service training for staff is 
a must if the programs are to be successful. 


What do you do when the number of non-English speak- 
ing students begins to increase? John Oser, Principal of the 
Teaticket School, has a partial answer to that question as 
well as an answer for the students who have trouble learn- 
ing the basic skills. He states, 


“Over the past year there has been a significant increase 
in the number of Portuguese speaking students entering the 
school. As a result of this special need, a program for help- 
ing the non-English speaking students has been developed 
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at the school. Although it is still in its infancy, I feel that 
it is the beginning to a much stronger and more effective 
program to help those students who are entering into Amer- 
ican life for the first time. 


The Learning Center which was established at the begin- 
ning of this school year has been providing effective support 
to the classroom program by giving individual help to stu- 
dents who are having difficulty in their basic skills. The 
activities of the Learning Center are widening as the results 
indicate that children with reading difficulties are achieving 
good rates of progress.” 


Ronald Beck, Title I Director, has included funds in his 
budget for a staff member to teach English as a second 
language to these newly arrived residents. He is trying to 
Obtain additional funds to continue the program at the 
Intermediate School level. 


Mrs. Eleanor Conley, Director of Reading, and Kenneth 
O’Dea, Director of the summer reading program, speak more 
directly to the learning center concept as it worked in the 
summer school. 


“A multi-media reading center was established at the 
Teaticket Elementary School which offered pupils the oppor- 
tunity to improve reading skills through a variety of activ- 
ities including the use of reading machnes; tape recorders; 
film strips and loops; record players; typewriters; multi- 
level, self directing, self-scoring practice kits; multi-sensory 
teaching aids; and auditory and visual perceptual-motor 
training. These activities were supplemented with drama- 
tizations, choral reading and personal choice recreational 
reading. 


The reading center was staffed with one supervising 
teacher-director, three teachers and four teacher aides. 
Eighty-five pupils from grades one to five received a diag- 
nostic evaluation of reading needs and an individually pre- 
scribed program was planned to meet each one’s require- 
ments. Much emphasis was placed on self-direction and 
self-correction and students were responsible for maintaining 
progress charts (in so far as able, according to age and ma- 
turity). Pupils advanced according to individual abilities. 


Students’ progress was evaluated in terms of (1) acquisi- 
tion of new basic skills (2) improved fluency and confidence 
in skills already acquired and (3) growth in self-direction 
and personal responsibility for completing assignments. 
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A statistical summary indicated wide-spread gains in the 
skills of word analysis and word recognition while teachers 
reported positive growth in attitude toward learning and in 
personal initiative in the selection of reading activities. 
Parents who visited the center were impressed with the 
quantity of learning accomplished and many echoed the 
sentiments of one parent who exclaimed, ‘I’m ecstatic over 
his attitudinal change toward reading’.” 


The hope is that centers in each school modeled after 
this one can have the same effect during the year as it ap- 
peared this one had during the summer. 


The study of science always has intrigued students. This 
has been especially so as programs have moved away from 
having children just reading textbooks about science and 
scientists and listening to the teacher tell about it to having 
them act and think as embryonic scientists might. As Mrs. 
Grace Fraser describes the program at the elementary school 
level the principal objective is to develop “scientific literacy”. 
In her report she declares, 


“During the past several years, our science program has 
moved from random scheduling of science projects toward 
an integrated curriculum based upon the Science Curriculum 
Improvement Study (SCIS) conceptual framework. In this 
transition we have retained a child-centered, activity-ori- 
ented approach while facilitating scheduling of activities 
and handling of materials as well as clarifying goals to be 
achieved at each level. 


The program consists of a six-year course in the funda- 
mental concepts of ecology combined with a six-yeur study of 
matter and energy and their interactions. 


Development of SCIS materials has been the result of 
a decade of work by university scientists, developmental 
psychologists, educators, classroom teachers and thousands 
of children. Funding for development was provided by the 
National Science Foundation.” 


The program is spelled out somewhat specifically grade 
by grade as Mrs. Fraser defines it in the next several para- 
graphs. 


“In the first year, children care for aquatic plants and 
animals, raise seedlings, and investigate the properties of 
a wide range of solids, liquids and gases. Goals for this year: 
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To sharpen the children’s powers of observation, discrimina- 
tion and accurate description. 


In the second year, the theme is change, either as evi- 
dence of interaction or by the development of an animal or 
plant. Both units, Interaction and Systems and Life Cycles, 
require children to add the mental process of interpreting 
evidence to the earlier developed observational skills. 


In the third year, with the unit Subsystem and Vari- 
ables, children experiment with solid, liquid and gaseous 
forms of matter, make measurements and analyze results. 
In the life science unit, Populations, they study the inter- 
dependence of individuals and populations within a com- 
munity. 


In the fourth year, with the Environment unit, children 
consider some of the physical conditions that Shape an 
organism’s environment. In Relative Position and Motion, 
spatial relationships of stationary and moving objects are 
Studied with the help of ‘Mr. O’, a stick figure, who is every 
bit as egocentric as the children. 


In the fifth year, energy transfer is studied in the 
Physical Science unit; food transfer is studied in the life 
science unit, Communities. 


In the sixth year, the children build upon all their pre- 
vious learnings to study the various component cycles of 
Ecosystems. In the physical science unit Models: Electric 
and Magnetic Interaction, the children learn to construct 
analogs or models for systems which cannot be examined 
directly.” 


DeWitt Jones, an Assistant Administrator at Lawrence 
High School and the liaison person between the Omnibus 
program and the high school, has this to say about Omnibus, 


“OMNIBUS is one of the more exciting things to have 
happened at Lawrence High School this year. It is an ex- 
periment in community-based education. It is designed to 
meet the immediate needs of alienated and disenfranchised 
students, as well as the long range needs of schools and the 
community. The program has three major thrusts: 


1) to provide an educational program for 20-30 stu- 
dents who have dropped out or are on the verge of dropping 
out of school; this program consists of intensive counseling, 
tutoring, and an apprenticeship with an individual in the 
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community, all of which will develop the skills and self- 
image needed to become an integrated and useful member 
of the community; 


2) to provide experience and training for teachers-to- 
be from the University of Massachusetts and in-service 
teachers from Falmouth Public School System who want to 
bring together the needs of the educational system and the 
resources of the community and 


3) to provide a means whereby individuals in the com- 
munity can participate in the educational process, gaining 
recognition for their skills and becoming full and contri- 
buting teachers of their young people. 


The program has been successful although, as is true 
with an experiment, there have been some difficulties. Two 
of the students who were in Omnibus have already returned 
to Lawrence High School where they are performing satis- 
factorily. It is expected that the program will expand some- 
what for the second semester. The directors of the program 
are extremely gratified at the warm reception they have 
received from the School Committee and the entire com- 
munity which has been very cooperative.” 


The system as a whole will benefit from its involvement 
with Omnibus by being both a participant and an outsider. 
By looking from within and from without the system can 
relate this experience to that gained from the Falmouth 
Out-of-School program and can assess the value of com- 
munity-based education for returning youth to the main- 
stream of student and adult life. 


In recent months athletics has become a topic of inter- 
est to many. Questions are raised about costs, participation 
in the program, availability of activities to girls, and the 
value of interscholastic athletics compared to intramural 
programs. 


Like so many controversies there are no hard and fast 
answers. Often the adequacy of answers depends on one’s 
perception of the total problem. Earl Mills, Physical Educa- 
tion and Athletic Director, makes some points in his report 
that speak to the several issues. He writes, 


“Currently in the Falmouth School system there are 38 
coaching areas, ranging from the freshman to the varsity 
level, and including football, soccer, track, field hockey, ice 
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hockey, basketball, softball, golf, tennis, and baseball. There 
are more than 750 boys and girls involved in these areas of 
interscholastic athletics. 


If one were to attempt to measure the success of Fal- 
mouth’s program as so many do, by wins and losses, the 
program could be termed very successful. However, a better 
yardstick to measure by is the gains made by the boys and 
girls involved, in terms of the educational values, friend- 
ships, relationships with boys and girls from other schools, 
and the kinds of experiences that should be provided for 
youth at the high school level. 


During 1972, emphasis was placed on the intramural 
program at the intermediate level, in order to better prepare 
boys and especially girls for participation in interscholastic 
athletics at the high school. The emphasis on girls’ activi- 
ties brought its aim to fruition in the fall of 1972, with the 
largest turn-out of girls for interscholastic athletics in the 
history of the Falmouth school system. So great has been 
the participation that limits may have to be set. 


In the fall of 1972, a new era in interscholastic athletics 
began for Falmouth with its entrance into a new inter- 
scholastic league, the Southeastern Massachusetts Confer- 
ence. This conference extends from mid-Cape to Attleboro, 
presents better competition, better league alignments, longer 
traveling time, and more and varied activities. 


If, in the future, limits must be set on the number in 
interscholastic athletics, a strong intramural program will 
play a key role in providing boys and girls with athletic 
activities. Emphasis in intramural actvities will be on pro- 
grams for girls, such as gymnastics, swimming, golf and 
sailing, which will eventually expand into interscholastic 
athletics. 


The interscholastic athletic program at Lawrence High 
School is the most extensive and the most varied in the 
state. With this in mind, we must not stand pat, but must, 
through student, teacher, administrator and community in- 
puts, continue to expand our interscholastic program to take 
advantage of the many contributions such a program makes 
to boys and girls.” 


Mr. Earl Mills, as Director of Physical Education, con- 
siders the issues that affect that Department in these para- 
graphs. | 
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“The Physical Education Department, system-wide, is 
currently experiencing the common problems of the school 
system: Space and facility needs, increasing enrollments 
that affect class sizes, and changes in the nature of offerings. 


The direction of the total program is towards a con- 
tinuum of activities for grades K-12, planned for the needs 
and capabilities of the students. ‘ 


During the past year curriculum guides for the elemen- 
tary schools, grades K-5, were written and are now being 
implemented. As they are tried out, evaluation is done to 
determine the effectiveness of the activities, teaching tech- 
niques, and drills. 


Screening programs for scoliosis, for posture conditions 
that need attention and for motor difficulties of kinder- 
garten children are in their second year of implementation, 
and the working team of teacher, specialist, nurse, doctor 
and parent have brought their resources to bear to make 
these programs a very integral part of the offerings of the 
department. 


In order to assure that the elementary program does not 
end abruptly, with no relationship to the program at the 
higher school levels, the administration and staff are work- 
ing in cooperation with the Director of Physical Education 
to establish a curriculum guide for the intermediate school 
level, taking into consideration the differing and maturing 
interests of young adolescents. The emphasis in physical 
education is changing from fitness and team activities to 
individual and carry-over activities. 


At the high school level, the basic problems remain the 
ones of space and facilities. In spite of these problems, 
innovative programs are being tried in preparation for enter- 
ing the new Falmouth High School in the fall. Again, the 
emphasis is away from fitness and team activities and to- 
ward individual and carry-over activities. This year, boys 
and girls were allowed to elect activities and special credit 
was given for some participation in courses outside the 
school. Course descriptions have been written which indicate 
what to expect from the elected courses. When put together 
the course guides will provide to anyone interested the se- 
quence and kind of activities available in physical education.” 


Russell Marshall, Principal of Lawrence High School, 
has this to say about the last year for him and his students 
at the ‘old’ school. 
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“Enrollment in the high school continues to increase. 
This year we have made no changes that would affect the 
need for additional space or increase in personnel. This has 
meant a policy of holding the line a necessary one to adopt. 


I am including in my report the activities that I feel are 
worthy of note. In English students enjoy a wide range of 
course choices, classroom activity and relevant learning 
experiences. Basic course choices comprise college prepara- 
tory and communications levels, which focus on basic com- 
munication skills. About sixty percent of the students enroll 
in some phase of the college preparatory program. Heaviest 
enrollments in elective areas occur in courses in Film Study, 
Dramatics, Popular Cultures, Humanities, Philosophy and 
Literature. Groups produce short plays, and classes merge 
to attend lectures and performances and to visit cultural 
sites. Each student is urged to evaluate each of his courses 
in writing. 


We feel that we have an exceptionally good program in 
Visual Arts. We are practicing today new designs for to- 
morrow such as mini-course offerings for a larger group of 
students. These courses offer a greater variety of experi- 
ences. Another new approach to subject matter exposure 
for students that otherwise could not have had the oppor- 
tunity is meeting these students one evening each week and 
using their time during the week to develop their ae 
on an independent basis. | 


In the Studio Arts area offerings in jewelry and enamel- 
ing are both practical and popular with students. 


The academic year 1972 was a good one for the Foreign 
Language Department. Over 650 students and seven faculty 
members took part in a full program of language learning in 
the classroom and in extra curricular activities after school, 
in the evenings and during vacations. 


In the spring of ’72 the French Club, Spanish Club, and 
Latin students held banquets, put on plays and in general 
held activities for all language students. Some teachers and 
students were able to travel to France or Spain in order to 
enrich their study about the countries, the people and the 
languages. The trips were highly successful and added much 
to our program. 


In the fall, Spanish enrollment had increased so dra- 
matically that another teacher was added to the staff.’ Thus 
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we were better able to teach our students and work to 
attain our goals. More and more we have attempted to in- 
corporate the use of the foreign language in the classes 
and this year we have done so even more than before. With 
the addition and expansion of materials stressing the audio- 
visual techniques to be used in the courses, both teachers 
and students alike have found it easier to limit the use of 
English in the classroom. 


The Foreign Language Department foresees even a great- 
er enrollment, more course offerings and newer and better 
equipment for use in the move to the new school. We will 
attempt therefore to increase our teaching effectiveness and 
strive to obtain greater results in the years ahead. 


A moratorium on new courses was decreed for Lawrence 
High School Mathematics Department this year to facilitate 
more concentrated effort on desirable revisions and exten- 
sions of the curriculum for our first year in the new high 
school next year. Although this interrupted our ever-con- 
tinuing effort to improve and increase our formal offerings 
in mathematics, for next year we hope to incorporate worth- 
while changes to whet the mathematical appetites of stu- 
dents — particularly those at the extremities of the mathe- 
matical ability spectrum. The routine college preparatory 
courses seem to function quite successfully and we anticipate 
merely updating some methods and organizational arrange- 
ments in these. 


The mathematics laboratory, normally a focal point for 
much mathematical activity, functioned reasonably well 
despite the increased use of this room for classes in other 
subjects. Experimentation in the use of video tape for math- 
ematical education was conducted here and in nearby class- 
rooms. 


These reports give some indication of what some depart- 
ments consider worthwhile efforts on behalf of students. All 
departments of the school are dedicated to offering their 
best efforts to help students.” 


The Woods Hole School under the principalship of Mrs. 
Emma Barrow opened its doors this year to 4th graders, the 
first time since 1966. In her report she States, 


“As your educational staff, we are appointed guardians 
of Woods Hole School’s greatest asset — her children, which 
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we accept with pride and dedication. The demands of edu- 
cation in these days of challenge and change are many and 
varied, which we also accept with enthusiasm. 


Again, this year, we refer to Challenge and Change in 
American Education by James E. Russell where the impor- 
tance of the elementary school in the child’s life is strongly 
emphasized as the basis of all education. The foundation for 
learning is provided here as well as the foundation for the 
child’s self concept which will govern what he does with his 
life in the future. Our biggest job is recognizing the diversity 
required to satisfy children’s needs and to motivate each 
pupil for his best performance. 


The very competent full and part-time staff, both pro- 
fessional and non-professional, is helping pick up the op- 
tions that are open to us in a school system which does not 
impose a lock step order on its staff, but allows for differ- 
ences. The staff is dedicated to finding means of helping 
pupils be receptive to learning, improving behavior, finding 
creative ways to individualize instruction, truly educating all 
the children and arming each pupil with skills and infor- 
mation he can connect with something in the real world. 


Many options open as we move, explore and reach for 
new successes. Creativity and innovations, devoid of gim- 
micks and fads, are being encouraged and supported. We 
attempt to make the school a part of the community with 
the school enjoying an open relationship with the commun- 
ity. The instructional program makes use of foreign and 
domestic vessels that dock and depart at Woods Hole. The 
contact with our own and other peoples of the world helps 
to enrich and enhance our basic knowledge, understanding 
and appreciation for all cultures around the world which is 
a basic educational goal to achieve. Cultures and customs 
around the world are annual curriculum activities. Swedish 
customs were portrayed with goodies, music, dress and dance 
by a father and daughter combination. This has been an 
annual fete each year with each of the children as they went 
through the school. 


Special emphasis is also placed on this area during 
United Nations Week with local neighbors and parents ex- 
tending their knowledge, dress and performance in the study 
of various peoples of the world which helps to increase our 
knowledge and skills. 
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Local environment lends itself to nature study, beach 
projects in art and science and endless activities for first- 
hand marine life, which is a natural motivator, presently, 
and for life.” 


As we move from a small school to one ten times its 
size we can begin to sense what a school of over 1,000 pupils 
is like. Louis Fuccillo, Principal of the Intermediate School, 
has the difficult task of facilitating the operation of the 
school so that as many of the needs of the preadolescent and 
adolescent aged children are met. He puts it this way, 


“In September, approximately 220 students in Grade 6 
were transferred from the Intermediate School to the Mullen- 
Hall School. This impact of moving these children has 
helped a great deal at the Intermediate School this year, 
as we were able to give greater attention to the problems at 
hand which resulted from overcrowding. 


The English Department continued its intensive study 
and revision of the curriculum, working cooperatively with 
the high school English department to make for a smoother 
transition for children between the two schools. 


In Science the emphasis in the curriculum is placed 
upon scientific behavior and scientific thought. The pro- 
gram is developed in a sequence that makes it possible to 
teach the topics in reasonable depth and allows students to 
participate in laboratory experimentation and demonstra- 
tions. 


The staff is making great effort to meet the needs of all 
in Mathematics. Greater articulation between grades is un- 
der continuous study. Special programs are developed and, 
in many cases, individual attention is given to those children 
who are capable of going beyond. Several new books were 
ordered to meet the specific needs of groups at all levels. 


The Social Studies program at the seventh and eighth 
grade level is a two year continuous program which utilizes 
American History as its main theme. Students are taught 
awareness of their heritage, the relationships between past 
and present, and their rights and responsibilities as citizens. 
Opportunities are provided for each child to think, to par- 
ticipate, and to experience a sense of accomplishment. To 
achieve the goals a variety of teaching methods and materi- 
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als is used. Several magazines, periodicals, newspapers, and 
other kinds of paperback material with textbooks are used to 
fulfill our objectives. 


At the Sixth Grade level, in addition to retaining some 
classes taught as self-contained units, we are continuing to 
develop the team teaching concept with a group of five 
teachers. All sixth grade teachers participated in a reading 
workshop under the direction of Mrs. Eleanor Conley, Direc- 
tor of Reading. New teaching methods and techniques were 
developed in this worthwhile workshop. 


In the area of Woodworking, boys are given experiences 
and activities related to the industrial world in which they 
live. Emphasis is placed on the technological environment 
through design and construction of basic tools and materials 
and a study of their uses within the community. This pro- 
gram helps children to think of their own responsibilities 
in developing their potential in the natural environment in 
which they live. Thus, Industrial Arts help boys explore 
possible career opportunities. 


The Home Economics program at the Intermediate 
School provides special opportunity for girls to have experi- 
ences in food, nutrition, meal preparation, clothing design 
and making, food purchasing, and child care. Classes in 
homemaking help to prepare them for the many tasks which 
lie ahead for young women. This year the annual Christmas 
party given by the Home Economics class included the Sen- 
ior citizens, the faculty, and mothers and fathers of Inter- 
mediate School children. 


The Physical Education program at the Intermediate 
School had some major changes which were instituted by 
the staff and the school administration. A policy concerning 
appropriate dress for gym classes was adopted at the school 
with provisions for those pupils unable to buy the uniforms. 
Testing for scoliosis, curvature of the spine, was started this 
year and referrals to parents were made in cases where the 
screening test identified signs of possible trouble. 


For girls we are attempting to increase the variety of 
sports in the after-school program. This year we are offer- 
ing field hockey, basketball, gymnastics and softball. The 
department hopes to provide the student with a chance to 
improve skills, play with other students who enjoy the sport 
and to learn sportmanship through occasional games with 
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other schools. By offering more sports, it is hoped that a 
greater number of girls will take advantage of the program 
and participate for fun and for their own physical well- 
being. 


The boys’ after-school sports program is a low key opera- 
tion with every student being given an opportunity to par- 
ticipate. This has probably been one of the most successful 
programs at the Intermediate School. Time is devoted to 
the basic skills and to an intramural program which sees 
many teams playing each other within the school. Cheer- 
leading teams were developed by the girls to develop an 
‘espri de corps’ and to create greater cohesiveness within the 
school. All sixth grade students are given a chance to par- 
ticipate in after school activities, but at their own level. 


The Outdoor Classroom Program is now several years 
old and continues to be as effective as when it was begun. 
Members of the Falmouth Garden Club have continued to 
demonstrate principles of gardening and floral culture in 
the classrooms of our sixth grade. They have also given 
special programs about some of the many problems related 
to environment and conservation. Through the school year 
appropriate plant displays have been made and maintained 
within our school atrium. Everyone at the school has en- 
joyed the seasonal exhibits.”’ 


The program for teaching children how to read and to 
read after they’ve learned how absorbs much of the time of 
teachers. The Director of Reading, Mrs. Conley, describes 
the Falmouth program in these words, 


“The Falmouth Public Schools’ reading program is char- 
acterized by its variety and flexibility expressed in a persis- 
tent effort toward greater individualized, diagnostic, pres- 
Sscriptive teaching. 


Throughout the elementary schools reading is taught in 
a wide assortment of environmental settings including open 
and traditional classrooms, multi-aged vertical groupings, 
open space areas, a learning center, a mobile lab — not to 
mention utilization of closets, hallways and every conceivable 
nook and cranny where a tutor and pupils may work to- 
gether. 


While some upper elementary grades use a plan of 
grouping for instruction according to achievement levels, 
there is a decided trend toward cooperative or team teaching 
in all the elementary schools. 
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In order to achieve the goal of the reading program to 


provide each student growth in reading proficiency, regard- 
less of the style of classroom organization, four key strate- 
gies are encouraged and developed by the reading staff in 
partnership with classroom teachers: 1. individuate, 2. stim- 
ulate, 3. accommodate, 4. interrelate. The following point- 
by-point listing details some of the steps involved in imple- 
menting these strategies:

3. 


Individuate: a) Recognize the development levels of each 
child and locate his placement in a continuum of skills, 
b) Determine each child’s rate of progress and provide 
him with learning experience according to his ability to 
assimilate new information and make use of it, c) Pro- 
vide for each child’s unique and personal instructional 
needs. 


Stimulate: a) Provide a wide variety of instructional 
media, b) Appeal to all senses in learning. Let him: see, 
hear, feel-touch, smell, taste, and experience through 
action and interaction with others. 


Accommodate: a) Accommodate or adapt to the child’s 
learning style: Does he learn best through his eyes, ears, 
hands, or a combination of these? Does he need a struc- 
tured in-put or free exposure to a wealth of stimuli? Or 
designated periods of both depending on the purpose of 
the learning at hand? b) Accommodate to the child’s 
learning environment: Is it a flexible, complex structure? 
Is it a simple structure? Is it unstructured? c) Accom- 
modate or adapt to each teachers’ instructional style: 
Encourage each teacher to capitalize upon his/her talents 
in the teaching of reading. Help equip each teacher with 
manageable media which accommodates to the child’s 
learning status. Develop reading skills with a variety of 
organizational patterns. Through inservice, extend teach- 
ing skills and develop a variety of attractive teaching 
materials. 


. Interrelate: a) Integrate reading skills into the child’s 


total developmental program, b) Work closely with other 
resource personnel in an interdisciplinary team as follows: 
Counselor: for the child so distracted by his own inner 
thoughts he cannot attend to the task at hand 


Nurse: For the child who lacks energy, who may appear 
to have sight or hearing problems to be checked out; who 
may have developmental perceptual motor neblenis 
physiological in nature. 
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Physical Education: Exercises for the child who lacks 
coordination 

Speech Therapist: For the child whose reading problem 
is only one facet of a multiple language problem 


Psychometrist: To refine the diagnosis in order to pre- 
Scribe more effective programs 


Title One Staff: To extend support for the reading 
process in a variety of ways 


Art and Music: As they relate to the development of 
visual and auditory perceptual skills.” 


Field trips and camping experiences and all those things 
we dreamt about when we were in school now actually hap- 
pen. Mr. Cornell’s description of them typifies what happens 
for his children at the Mullen-Hall Schools and for others 
in the Falmouth Schools. 


“One hundred thirty-five sixth graders, as well as one 
hundred fifty-two students in grades, K-5, have spent two 
or three days and nights at Camp Lyndon, the Cape Cod 
YMCA. Their experiences, in addition to living and eating 
together, have included visiting the Glass Museum, Doll 
Museum, Fish Hatchery, Game Preserve, Lowell Holly Reser- 
vation, Sandy Neck, putting on talent shows and hiking in 
the Lawrence Pond area. Teachers, teacher aides, student 
teachers, counselors, other staff members, parents, high 
school and intermediate school students, and volunteers 
have accompanied the groups. 


This leads to the volunteer program in which a number 
of parents, secondary school students, college students and 
other community volunteers have performed a number of 
helpful duties including: 


1. Staying overnight with students in a boathouse, 

2. Driving to the Nutcracker Suite in Boston, 

3. Driving to the Mayflower in Plymouth, 

4. Helping students in a variety of projects in classroom, 

do. Taking students to their homes for projects such as 
cooking, 

6. Teaching film making, 

7. Playing piano for a Christmas assembly, and 

8. Teaching ballet to first and second graders. 


In addition to the Camp Lyndon experience previously 
described we have continued the National Seashore experi- 
ence for all fifth graders. Also, one hundred and thirty-one 
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of our students in grades 1, 5 and 6, have spent several days 
at the Beaverbrook Association in Hollis, New Hampshire, a 
program begun in November of 1971, and to be continued 
this year. In addition, one group of nineteen fifth grade 
students went camping and backpacking for five days in 
the Wild River area of the White Mountains in New Hamp- 
shire, and one group of forty students in grades, K-6, went 
to Camp Ponkapoag in Canton for a Sugar Maple experience. 


Those who go on these out of school experiences, includ- 
ing myself, see a great value in them and we are now ex- 
ploring other sites in Sturbridge, Massachusetts; Holderness, 
New Hampshire; East Topsham, Vermont; and Mystic, Con- 
necticut. 


Back inside the school we are celebrating the opening 
of our new media center (formerly the auditorium) which 
was scheduled for September but which actually occurred in 
December. The full carpeting, the brightly colored walls, 
new drapes, furniture and new lighting make this a desira- 
ble room for any number of purposes. The cooperation, work 
and patience of Elizabeth Douthart and the efforts of Romeo 
Lafond, Donald Johnson, Robert Hinds, and the entire main- 
tenance crew are greatly appreciated.” 


Each school has an instructional media center except 
Woods Hole. There are trained librarians in charge and they 
are responsive to both student and teacher who search for 
books, magazines, filmstrips and the like that relate to the 
curriculum under study. At the Intermediate and High 
School levels there are audio-visual specialists who can 
render assistance to teachers who need help with using 
technology in the classrooms. Those of you who remember 
the conditions in the Hall School auditorium when it was 
used as a meeting place should stop by to see it as a media 
center. You will be amazed at the transformation. Take a 
peek at the gymnasium as well. 


Out in East Falmouth the principal is looking for an- 
swers to those questions he posed — What are we doing and 
where are we going? His answers follow: 


“Reflecting on the first question brings to mind general 
categories of our effort; self-image, individualization, and 
self-discipline. Each classroom tries to provide support for 
these three areas in a way that fits the style most comfortable 
to the teacher. We are always most ready to agree that the 
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success we have promoting these modes of learning varies 
from class to class, but in each case we hope that a sincere 
effort is being put forth. 


Some specific items that we would offer as examples of 
our efforts would have to include the new reporting process 
in grades two through five. Giving children opportunities to 
evaluate their own work we feel enhances self-image, estab- 
lishes individuality in performance and measurement, and 
promotes self-discipline, both socially and academically. 


The use of teacher aides, Title I personnel, reading spe- 
Cialists, and a learning disabilities teacher helps to provide 
individual help and friendship to those children who might 
need personal attention. Almost all of the materials used in 
our school are geared to promote individualization; Man: 
A Course of Study and the Family of Man units in social 
Studies, the SCIS materials in science, SRA kits in math- 
ematics, and Scholastic pocket books in reading are a few 
specific items. 


The second question requires the use of our crystal ball, 
a very individualized piece of equipment. To look ahead we 
sometimes must look back. Not too long ago children ob- 
tained their information from direct experience—helping 
with family chores, working with neighborhood and ethnic 
groups, and participating in community affairs provided the 
practical background of their education. School provided the 
vicarious experience—books extended their horizons. It trans- 
ferred them from their immediate world to unknown places, 
revealed magical fantasies, and trips to distant planets. 


Today’s children live in an information-rich situation 
provided by the world of media — television, movies, comics 
and radio. Their total experience is a loaded vicarious en- 
vironment. It doesn’t supplement direct experience; it is 
the world. They watch live while men walk the surface of 
the moon; fantasy is presented in living color with talking 
creatures. In the past, through books and other methods, 
the school could control the cognitive domain (knowledge). 
Now the media they encounter out of school controls it. 


Our affluent society has made the world of children 
less involved in their survival. Their roles are to come to 
school and learn, with little or no other responsibility. They 
no longer work to help the families make it on the farm, or 
in the shop. Very often even home chores are eliminated 
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by modern conveniences. Most schools provide little oppor- 
tunity for collective or joint endeavor in which students can 
take responsible, interdependent action that will affect their 
immediate world. They are information-rich and action- 


poor.” 


Not all that is new is adopted and all that is old thrown 
away. Marshall Douthart, Principal of the North Falmouth 
School, has a “show me” type attitude that makes him want 
to weigh the evidence on both sides aS new and different 
approaches to education are discussed. His report states the 
issues as he sees them. 


“The past few years have seen many new and innovative 
changes in all aspects of teaching. The current trend to- 
wards individualized instruction and the broader freedoms 
given students to govern and plan for themselves have pre- 
sented interesting and often controversial contrasts of phi- 
losophies between the old proven methods and the new look 
in education. 


The old implies a disciplined classroom with emphasis 
on a core curriculum stressing the basic skills of the 3 R’s 
using, primarily, textbook oriented materials. 


The new embellishes a more formal classroom relying on 
life experiences and manipulative devices that lend them- 
Selves to exploration and individualized instruction in order 
to develop the skills area. 


To say one is better than the other is as far fetched as 
Saying man can live on fish alone. Taking this as a cue, we 
at North Falmouth have successfully implemented programs 
designed to bring out the best of both methods. 


We are basically skills oriented While at the same time 
promoting within the child a sense of personal worth, a 
polite and respectful attitude towards others, and an aware- 
ness of the world around him. The goals for our kinder- 
garten children state this in another way. Their rules are 
(1) be happy, (2) be a friend, and (3) be a learner. 


Our skills instruction is done in small reading and 
arithmetic groups, individualizing within these groups where 
and when necessary. We have an ambitious science pro- 
gram which provides for a wide variety of classroom explora- 
tion and investigation, enabling children to accumulate ex- 
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periences and ideas which advance their thinking from the 
concrete to the abstract, and helps them to relate scientific 
concepts to the every day world. 


We have carried on several other interesting programs 
this year. To mention a few, grade four students wrote and 
produced four original plays that were enjoyed thoroughly 
by everyone. 


North Falmouth Elementary School now has its own 
version of the Caldecott and Newberry book awards thanks 
to a program started this year. Awards are given at the end 
of the year for the best picture book and the best story at 
each grade level. 


Square dancing was another very important and popular 
program. Over 200 children participated and an exhibition 
group performed in other schools. 


Another vital program carried on at this and other 
schools was Officer White’s Safety Program. He visited the 
school sveral times during the year to promote safety con- 
cepts. 


These and other programs in art, music, and physical 
education have helped to provide a variety of experiences 
for our children. 


It is often difficult to assess and report the progress 
of each child in both affective and cognitive domains. We 
are continually trying to improve in this regard and feel 
that we have made a start in a report card being developed 
by the faculty and parents. It is our hope that it will be 
ready by the fall of 1973.” 


Programs without people are sterile. The teachers along 
with support personnel, aides and volunteers bring them 
alive. It is not possible in a report such as this to pay tri- 
bute to each individual who, in some way, has enriched 
life’s experiences for children during the past year. 


In my opinion there is a greater interchange between 
school and community in Falmouth than is found in most 
places. It is a condition to be cherished, for the children 
who grow-up in this nurturing environment are the better 
for it. 
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Special Services Personnel 


It may have been evident from the opening comments 
by students, teachers and parents that in spite of all that is 
done for children in Falmouth there remain some who need 
more special attention. There are handicaps that influence 
children in adverse ways, that make learning difficult for 
them. There are conditions of time and place, events and 
demands, that work unfavorably upon children. Such chil- 
dren require a staff of specialists to intervene, to change 
the course of events and to help them cope with handicaps 
and adverse conditions. Without the means to cope there 
can be little hope for any of them. 


The special pupil personnel staff of the Falmouth School 
System has considered seriously the needs of the student 
and have made some suggestions. The following comments 
reflect the concerns for children. 


First, Mrs. Barbara Banus, who joined the staff this 
year as school psychologist (developmental learning special- 
ist), reviews her role. In her report she states, 


“On September 18, 1972 I joined the Falmouth school 
Staff. Over the past two years, I have been a consultant to 
the schools from the Barnstable County Health Department. 
In 1970-71 I gave the course on Developmental Evaluation 
and Stimulation for kindergarten teachers and other school 
personnel; in 1971-72 I coordinated the efforts of the staff 
to use the newly developed Falmouth Kindergarten Screen- 
ing Test (FKST). 


In October 1972 all children entering kindergarten were 
given the revised FKST in order to determine developmental 
problems which might interfere with their learning. At this 
time, test results have been reviewed and procedures imple- 
mented for follow-up, in-depth evaluations. In line with 
both medical and educational guidelines, approximately 25% 
of the kindergarten class was tentatively identified as hav- 
ing developmental, educational, medical or psychological 
problems. By the end of January 1973 a core committee, 
consisting of the assistant superintendent, director of guid- 
ance, director of reading, school psychologist, school psy- 
chometrist, supervisor of elementary physical education, 
speech therapist, and nurse, will begin planning programs 
for the kindergarteners needing special services. 
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In addition to coordinating the FKST, I have spent 
many hours in elementary school classrooms observing stu- 
dents who have been described as immature, behavior prob- 
lems and slow developers. The purpose of the observation 
is to evaluate the child in his normal school setting. This 
complements other formal testing. Following the observa- 
tion, a conference is held with the teacher and written 
recommendations are made to the school principal and other 
appropriate school personnel. 


In analyzing this approach to helping the student and 
teacher, several problems become evident. (1) By the time 
children enter third grade they are aware of visitors in the 
classroom and frequently modify their behavior. In most 
instances the teachers say Johnny was so good today. He’s 
not usually like this. In other words, I do not see the prob- 
lem behavior. This occurs less often in the open classroom 
setting than in the traditional classroom setting, probably 
because of the freedom of movement. 


(2) As soon as teachers know that this informal observa- 
tion is available, requests for it are numerous. By the 
Christmas vacation 24 informal observations have been re- 
quested at Teaticket School, twelve in Mullen-Hall, one at 
Woods Hole and none at East Falmouth or North Falmouth. 
(Because of the quantity of requests the director of guidance 
and I decided that I would serve as a consultant to the In- 
termediate and High School guidance counselors. They, in 
turn, work directly with teachers and students.) Once I’m in 
the classrooms teachers frequently say, ‘Please watch so and 
so, too.’ The quantity of these referrals has increased to the 
point where they are becoming unmanageable since the total 
time required for good observation and follow-up ranges 
between one and four hours. 


(3) Once the children are identified, it is often difficult 
to obtain help for them. Some of the children need play 
therapy, some need psychiatric and/or family counseling, 
some need small structured group learning situations and 
some need individual learning situations. Although a child 
may be referred to the Mental Health Center, the report 
that is returned to the school frequently requires interpre- 
tation to make it useful to the classroom teacher in plan- 
ning the educational program and the Mental Health Center 
staff cannot provide ongoing services for all children and 
families.

(4) The problems do not always lie with the children 
themselves. Sometimes the type of classroom is detrimental 
to the child. For example, the open classroom does not meet 
the needs of all children any more than the traditional 
classroom is beneficial to all children. Some teachers ac- 
knowledge this fact and are ready to transfer students to 
other classes; others insist that their classroom is the best 
for the child. 


In order to meet the needs of individual children, the 
value of the varied educational settings and procedures 
needs to be reassessed in line with child development prin- 
ciples and behaviorial management approaches. As one 
teacher said, ‘We need to review our textbooks on child 
development periodically.’ 


I would go beyond this and include a self-analysis by 
the teacher of his attitude toward children, his overt and 
covert behavior toward children and a real questioning of 
his desire to work with the children (or individual child) in 
his classroom. For example, many teachers have verbalized 
a concern about the child’s development of self-esteem and 
development of responsibility. This is contradictory to the 
teacher behavior of hollering at children across the class- 
room or singling out the defects of a child. It is also contra- 
dictory to require children to clean up and put things away 
while keeping his own desk messy. In other words, the model 
which the teacher is providing for the student is not con- 
gruent with his expectations for the student. 


For the most part teachers have been receptive to sug- 
gestions on the management of children. However, I have 
not pursued changes in teacher attitudes or behaviors which 
are necessary to insure success. To do this effectively, I 
recommend intensive inservice programs which would in- 
corporate videotaping of classroom teacher-pupil behavior, 
role playing and discussions of research pertinent to teach- 
ing students at different developmental stages (the latter 
is particularly important to teachers who have vertical class- 
room groupings).” 


From grade six through grade twleve Falmouth provides 
a comprehensive guidance and counseling service for stu- 
dents, teachers and parents. Robert Berquist, Director of 
Guidance, explains the service in these following paragraphs, 
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‘During the past year pupils in Grade 6 through 12 who 
have had difficulty in meeting educational, social or occu- 
pational needs have had the opportunity to work with pro- 
fessional counselors. Those below grade 6 have received 
assistance from the Guidance Department only on a time- 
available basis. 


Addition of a fourth counselor at the intermediate level 
has reduced the pupil-counselor ratio to a more satisfactory 
figure — 320/1. Consequently, services to those pupils and 
staff members have been more readily available. Assignment 
of a counselor primarily to the Mullen and Hall Schools has 
enabled 6th grade students therein to receive services similar 
to those available at the Intermediate School. In addition 
to a caseload of 6th grade pupils, the new counselor has 
worked with teachers at different grade levels providing 
special assistance for those who work with handicapped 
students. The counselor has also worked with selected pupils 
at the Intermediate School who were in need of specialized 
assistance. 


While it may seem that the newest addition to the staff 
has performed a variety of tasks, the primary role was to 
help children better understand themselves and subsequently 
pecome better adjusted individuals. Helping students at 
this level is certainly more effective and beneficial to the 
student and the system than waiting for further develop- 
ment of problems in high school or later in life. In fact, the 
goal of the Falmouth Public Schools should be to provide 
guidance services for boys and girls at the earliest possible 
time. Prevention of problems which interfere with one’s 
learning, and the effectiveness of the classroom teacher in 
dealing with all students, should place high on a list of 
priorities. | 


Illustrative of the type of work which counselors per- 
form is the student with serious adjustment problems who 
received counsel from the guidance staff resulting in pro- 
gram changes and referral to an outside agency for clinical 
assistance. With additional aid from a teacher and the 
counselor, the pupil is now functioning more effectively in 
a regular classroom. Another student whose family did not 
understand the desirability of one receiving a high school 
education was about to drop out of school, but his coun- 
selor’s intervention with the parents precluded such action. 
Cases with which counselors become involved range from the 
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pupil who has difficulty doing his homework to the pupil 
who feels that the only solution to his problems is suicide. 


Many of the problems, regardless of severity, which stu- 
dents have are compounded by a poor self-image. In an 
effort to help students better understand themselves and 
Subsequently develop a more positive self-image, counselors 
have been conducting group counseling sessions. Such meet- 
ings with small groups of students have proved to be pro- 
ductive and warrant further development of the program. 
Larger classroom groups are also meeting with counselors 
to learn more about the decision-making process. Results 
from this project are not yet conclusive; however, in addition 
to learning how to make better decisions, one should gain 
more self-confidence and respect for others through the 
group interaction. 


Satisfactory student adjustment is the counselors’ pri- 
mary function, but such adjustment is not limited to one’s 
social interactions. A student’s adjustment to academics, 
career planning or educational planning may also involve 
the counselor. Since approximately two-thirds of the grad- 
uates of the Falmouth Schools seek further education coun- 
selors must spend considerable time and possess knowledge 
of a variety of opportunities if students are to acquire the 
type and level of education for which they qualify. One 
Student might require, or be interested in, a program which 
is highly academic, while another may function most effec- 
tively in one which requires considerable development of 
manual skills. 


Dissemination of career information is another area in 
which counselors have been active. They will become more 
involved with the advent of an occupational resource center 
which they will develop in the new high school. Establish- 
ment of the center, utilizing federal funds, results from the 
fact that some students, for too many years, have graduated 
from high school lacking an understanding of the world of 
work. The goal of the guidance department, in conjunction 
with other school and non-school personnel, is to assist stu- 
dents to become knowledgeable about opportunities in the 
labor market. This can be achieved by utilizing information 
in print, film and tape form, speakers in selected areas and 
the expertise which counselors possess. In addition, plan- 
ning is now in progress to enable students to have hands-on 
experience both in school and in the community in selected 
occupations.” 
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The word psychometrist may be a new one for readers of 
reports such as this one. Schools have used the services 
provided by such a person for a long time. Without my try- 
ing to clarify the distinction among names, roles and func- 
tions let Mrs. Penelope Bornhold describe her activities, 


“The main function of the school psychometrist is to 
test children. The tests used are individual intelligence tests, 
tests for auditory and visual-motor perception, and a rather 
general achievement test. Most children are referred for 
testing because they are experiencing academic difficulty 
and their teachers want to know why. In a few cases their 
academic achievement was adequate, but their behavior was 
disruptive to normal classroom activities. 


In the past year 273 children were tested individually. 
Twenty-six children tested were enrolled in Special Educa- 
tion classes and, by law, must be reevaluated regularly to 
help determine their correct placement. Approximately 60% 
of the 247 children enrolled in regular classes were eval- 
uated while in grades kindergarten through three. Tl feel 
that this early identification of specific learning problems 
leads to early institution of remedial measures and gives the 
children a better chance for later successes and fewer irre- 
parable academic deficiencies. Another 14% were tested in 
grade 6 where adjustment to a new and different school 
environment produces its own academic and social diffi- 
culties. 


After the tests are given and a diagnosis reached, reports 
to the principal and teacher usually recommend referral to 
another special service within the school system. The child 
with suspected medical or physical problems is referred to 
the school nurse. The perceptually handicapped child is 
referred to teachers of learning disabilities programs, mem- 
bers of the reading staff in some schools and Title I staff 
in other schools. Children with definite or suspected emo- 
tional and social problems are referred to the guidance staff 
at Lawrence High School, to the guidance staff or school 
adjustment counselor at the Intermediate School, to the 
school adjustment counselor at Mullen-Hall, North Fal- 
mouth and Woods Hole Schools, and to the Title I director 
at Teaticket and East Falmouth Schools. Some disturbed 
children are referred to the Cape Cod Mental Health Center 
where they receive treatment. Children who score in the 
mentally defective range on the intelligence tests and who 
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show other signs, developmentally and academically, of re- 
tardation are usually moved from regular to special class- 
rooms or programs. Several such placements were made in 
the past year. Occasionally in testing, speech defects are 
discovered in children who are not receiving therapy. This 
oversight is quickly corrected. With the addition of a second 
full-time speech therapist this fall very few unnoticed prob- 
lems have been found since September. 


Because I have only a brief contact with the individual 
child and little contact with whole classes I do not see the 
daily, monthly, and yearly gains made by pupils. Nor do I 
obtain satisfaction from seeing, first hand, remedial pro- 
grams implemented and teachers’ frustrations reduced. How- 
ever, my rewards come when I talk to individual teachers 
and hear them rave over changes in pupils which have 
resulted from an improved understanding of the child’s 
problems and needs, and/or Special programs recommended 
on the basis of test results and observations. 


Occasionally, a sense of frustration arises when, in Oc- 
tober, I received a referral on a child who was tested in 
April. I then wonder where the breakdown in communica- 
tions has occurred and how many of my recommendations 
are not being acted upon. 


I feel that individual testing, as an integral part of the 
overall educational program, has led some children into 
programs which will help them to realize a greater measure 
of academic and social success.” 


Through the reading department teachers for students 
with learning disabilities are provided. Although not all 
Schools at this time have trained staff to provide the serv- 
ices, there are programs at the Teaticket, East Falmouth, 
North Falmouth and Intermediate Schools. Mrs. Conley 
Speaks briefly here about them. 


“The previously established learning disabilities pro- 
grams continue to be highly successful. At the Teaticket 
School most pupils gained between two to three years growth 
in reading levels after one year of instruction. Seven pupils 
from grades two and three were phased out with an average 
gain of 2.6 years after periods of remediation ranging from 
five to sixteen months. At the Intermediate School striking 
growth in skills at the end of one year of instruction was 
evidenced in many pupils. 
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One very disabled seventh grade boy, virtually a non- 
reader when he entered the program, gained 4.5 years in 
silent reading comprehension while an eighth grade girl 
tutored for two months gained two years in silent reading 
comprehension. One sixth grade boy gained 3.4 years in 
listening comprehension while several pupils gained between 
3.8 to 5.5 years growth in word recognition, visual memory 
and the association of sound and symbol. The students’ ap- 
preciations of their achievements were reflected in com- 
ments such as, ‘It’s about time!’; ‘I’m breaking it up!’ (pro- 
nouncing a multi-syllable word); and ‘May I please come 
back again?’.” 


Speech is another handicap that gets in the way of 
learning and adjusting. Beginning therapists also have their 
problems. I thought you might like to read what Mrs. Pa- 
tricia Schmidt said in her report. 


“Although I do not have a great many years of experi- 
ence behind me, I feel the experiences I have encountered 
do allow me to make certain judgments. I still remember 
what college suggested the ‘ideal speech therapist’ should be, 
as well as what the most ‘effective therapy situation’ con- 
sisted of. It was a euphoric picture created for us, some- 
thing akin to the ‘tooth fairy’ image. Somehow we saw our- 
selves as the healers of all and any speech problems, appre- 
ciated and loved by one and all. It, unfortunately, just 
wasn’t so. Student teaching and clinical practice gave us 
a taste of what lay outside, but we were still, nonetheless, 
cushioned and protected by our supervisors and advisors. 
Although left to our own devices to some extent, we still 
had the comfortable knowledge that we had something or 
someone to fall back on if things got rough. 


I’m sure everyone, when in training, encounters the same 
thing. But for me, the shock of reality was even more bitter, 
because I am a special. As our profession is still relatively 
young, many people do not understand, or rather misunder- 
stand what we do. It is to be expected however, something 
I have come to realize through doing. I am sure I will en- 
counter it regardless of where I go; it is a part of the pro- 
fession. However, that does not mean we should neglect 
making an effort to be understood. We would only be cheat- 
ing ourselves. Rather, I feel an active program should be 
instituted to educate all members of a working team about 
the type of services a speech therapist offers. I have stated 
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below some objectives I, as a speech therapist, feel are im- 
portant in conducting a speech therapy program. They are 
also personal goals that I would like to see come about in 
the Falmouth School System. 


A. Make Fully Known the Services Offered by the Speech 
Therapist 
This can be accomplished by: 
1. formal and informal meetings with staff 
2. explanations of what a speech defect is, types of 
problems, numbers involved, etc. 
3. parent conferences 
4. more interaction with other specials 
9. providing individual attention or a team approach 
in working with children (which is presently being 
done at Teaticket School) 


B. Develop Better Communication With Staff and Parents 


1. A more standardized means of referral and feedback: 

standard referral forms 

results given back to teacher and/or parents 

follow-up, progress reports 

developing programs for use of carry-over in class- 

room or at home 

€. more outside communication with doctors, den- 
tists, etc. concerning special cases 
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A great many of these things are being done within the 
School system now, but I feel a more unified approach would 
be beneficial.” 


Perhaps it is fitting to close out this section with some 
comments from the School Physician and Consultant Psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Frank Egloff. 


“In 1971, we began the experiment of having the School 
Psychiatrist also perform the duties of the School Physician. 
As expected, there were very few calls for specifically med- 
ical disabilities; so, with the combined budget, we were able, 
in effect, to increase substantially the psychiatric services. 
From the previous level of one day every other week, we 
were able to move to one day each week. The general focus 
of the psychiatric services remained the same — offering at 
least a one-visit consultation to anybody whose problem is 
primarily connected with the school system. Mostly this 
involved teachers and principals, but also a number of stu- 
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dents and an occasional parent. In June some leadership 
was provided for the Administration’s two-day ‘Edgartown 
Retreat’. 


Since the spring, and increasing markedly in the fall, 
substantial time was spent in the evaluation of children in 
the special education program. The Monday night seminar, 
which ran through the spring, was not started again in the 
fall — in order to free more time for other activities, but 
also to provide an open year in which to assess its previous 
usefulness. 


The specific role of School Physician was called upon 
very little (as noted above). Some effort was needed to ex- 
plain and coordinate the new scoliosis screening program 
(particularly with the medical community). 


In the coming year, as the Falmouth Nursing Associ- 
ation takes a closer look at how many children are unable to 
arrange for physical examinations (especially those in the 
athletic programs) we will have to consider the need for 
some expenditure of funds in that direction. That is, we 
may have to purchase some physician time directly to per- 
form such examinations in the school. 


On the whole, from my perspective, the combination of 
the two budgets into one job has been a successful experi- 
ment. It has provided a closer liaison with the school ad- 
ministration and a greater flexibility in focusing attention 
and funds where they’re most needed — the psychological 
aspects of successful school adjustment. 


Also the development of our School Health Steering 
Committee (with representatives from State and County as 
well as local physicians) has proved to be a good idea which 
we should make more use of in the future.” 


Special Education 


In the light of Dr. Egloff’s remarks about evaluations for 
children needing special classes or programs it may be 
appropriate to comment briefly about the trends in special 
education for the future. Effective September 1, 1974 Chap- 
ter 766 will govern and regulate education for children with 
special needs. It is the purpose of this act to 
1. provide for a flexible and uniform system of special edu- 

cation program opportunities for all children requiring 
special education, 
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2. provide a flexible and non-discriminatory system for 
identifying and evaluating the individual needs of chil- 
dren requiring special educaton, 

3. require evaluation of the needs of the child and the 
adequacy of the special education program before place- 
ment and periodic evaluation of the benefit of the pro- 
gram and the child and the nature of the child’s needs 
thereafter, and 

4. prevent denials of equal educational opportunity on the 
basis of national origin, sex, economic status, race, reli- 
gion, and physical or mental handicap in the provision 
of differential education services. 


In carrying out the intent of the law it is mandatory 
that 


1. no child shall be assigned to a class without an evalu- 
ation, 

2. the child and program shall be evaluated no less often 
than annually, 

3. the child shall be reassigned if the program fails to bene- 
fit the child, 

4. no school age child with special needs shall be refused 
admission to or continued attendance in public school 
without the prior written approval of the department, 
and 

5. no child who is so refused shall be denied an alternative 
form of education approved by the department. 


There is a step by step procedure to follow in evaluating 
and placing a child in a program that meets his special 
needs. The new regulations will require better evaluations, 
more contact with teachers and parents, and a greater 
amount of paper work, important for use as back-up support 
for recommendations for educational programming and for 
submittal to the State for reimbursement purposes. At the 
present time all programs approved under the Division of 
Special Education are 50 percent reimbursable. The formula 
and method for determining financial allotments from the 
State are to change when the new law takes effect. 


Mrs. Banus in her report explains, 


“A third responsibility of mine is in the area of special 
education. After visiting the four special education class- 
rooms and becoming acquainted with the teachers, students

and classroom settings, several recommendations were made 
to and accepted by the school administration. The 750 
class for children unable to adjust emotionally was trans- 
ferred from the second floor of Mullen School to the base- 
ment at the request of the teacher and myself because 
it was disruptive to surrounding classes and because 
the room was shared with a special education resource 
teacher. An aid was placed in the 750 class because of the 
extremes in the behavior of the five students which could 
not be managed by one person. The special education re- 
source teacher in Mullen was given direction in choosing the 
children with whom she was to work and the type of service 
she was to provide. Supervision is being continued by the 
Director of Reading and myself. 


A recommendation was made to the School Committee 
to hire a teacher for children with rather severe learning 
problems because of the increasing number of these children 
attending school in Falmouth. It is anticipated that this 
class will be established during the winter of 1973. 


The special education classroom in Teaticket is now 
being used to provide an evaluation setting for a child who 
has shown minimal progress in his three years of public 
school. This was initiated because of the difficulty in getting 
a thorough differential diagnosis for the child. However, the 
idea itself is being evaluated for its use in the other schools. 


One of the biggest problems in the school’s special edu- 
cation program is in obtaining differential diagnoses of the 
children’s handicaps. The procedures for obtaining medical- 
psychiatric workups is gradually being determined through 
the health-education committee which meets weekly (Direc- 
tor of the Falmouth Nursing Association, school physician, 
assistant superintendent, director of guidance and the school 
physician-psychiatrist). 


A sixteen week inservice program for the special educa- 
tion teachers and their aids was implemented in December 
1972.” 


It is my impression at the present time, having sat in 
many sessions where the information was collected and put 
together for children in special programs, that it will become 
necessary to assign the task of coordinating special educa- 
tion in all aspects to some one individual who will have the 
time to do what is required.

Administration 


The value of good administration to the system is an 
issue that can generate much heat but shed little light. The 
Town Goals Committee saw fit to include “providing admin- 
istration and direction that will contribute to good learning” 
aS one of four basic requirements to implement the major 
goal of the system. In a sense the teacher acts as an admin- 
istrator in the classroom, the principal within his building, 
and others in the central office for programs or for system- 
wide operation of services. At some time or other we all 
play the administrative role. The true value, then, of the 
role is determined by how we play it and what results from 
our efforts. 


This part of the report enables me to present to you the 
principal of the new Falmouth High School. Since joining 
us he has been busily engaged with activities concerning 
the new building. He sums up his work in these words and 
offers some thoughts for the future. 


“The fall has been spent in four major activities: 
working with the architects to develop interior layouts and 
furnishing specifications; working with department heads 
to formulate equipment lists and specifications ; creating and 
cutting the 18-month budget; and general orientation and 
administrative responsibilities. 


The interior layout was completed in December. The 
writing of bid specifications will take place in January. 
Equipment specifications were organized in October and 
November and typed in December. They will be put out to 
bid in January. 


Creating the budget for the new school which incorpor- 
ates such design features as open space, house plan, media 
center and central interaction area and field house was 
complicated by the movement to fiscal year budgeting which 
necessitated an 18-month transition. Furthermore, early 
statements had led many to believe that the new schools, 
with more than twice the space of Lawrence High School, 
plus new design features, would require no new additions 
to the staff except for increased enrollment. Consequently, 
a Significant amount of time was spent attempting to develop 
programs which came close to meeting the intent of the 
statement. Because it is a new building of considerable pro- 
portions and because it will be added to the already existing 
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buildings, it obviously will cost the Town more to operate 
the new high school and proportionately more to operate 
all the schools together. 


General orientation and administration included meet- 
ing staff and students, working on program development 
with several departments, and isolating with the faculty the 
problem areas within school procedures which needed revi- 
sion. This last effort was carried out as part of in-service 
jointly planned with Russell Marshall. 


Another major effort was coordinating the work of the 
Steering Committee, a group of faculty focused on problem- 
solving for the new building. Two committees from the 
1971-72 school year reported on student needs and on school- 
community involvement during non-school hours. The Media 
Center Task Force made important inputs on the design of 
the media center. The House Plan Task Force recommended 
creating the houses around philosophical and program vari- 
ations rather than attempting to develop three identical 
sub-schools. Furthermore the group urged the development 
of as many teams as possible as a starting point for house 
formation or alternately within broad house definitions. The 
Scheduling Task Force recommended the use of a modified 
modular schedule so that classes might meet for varying 
lengths of time. The Unscheduled Time Task Force re- 
viewed the Open Campus program at Lawrence and recom- 
mended alterations for the new high school. 


The next year, it should be stressed, is not the last year 
of transition. In fact it will be the first year in which ideas 
about the new building can actually be tested and revised 
under actual conditions. Nor, contrary to the hopes of a 
hard pressed staff, will the year spell the end to problems; 
just the end to old problems, of space and of coordinating 
of overlapping sessions. Among the new problems are ad- 
justments to the new organization and the coordination of 
new roles and responsibilities. 


Within three or four years the transition should be com- 
pleted, offering numerous opportunities for interdisciplinary 
courses, for half and quarter year courses, courses taught in 
many cases by teams which are making curricular and space 
decisions for themselves. The school will hopefully by then 
incorporate a network of support groups for students to 
enable them to help each other adapt to and succeed in the 
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least Scheduling, guidance, intramural] sports and forms of 
involvement in decision making will reinforce the house 
notion.” 


Each discipline has its own pet “dirty” words. There are 
times when the word computer takes on that connotation. 
Especially is this true in a year of change over from Inter- 
national Business Machine record room equipment to more 
sophisticated Honeywell Computer system. Donald J ohnson, 
the Business Manager, speaks about problems with this con- 
cept and about other Services which he administers. 


“COMPUTER is a term which has been used often in 
this our first year of automating many of our management 
services. The word has been said in anger, frustration and 
occasionally with pride to describe a piece of hardware, re- 
lated systems and programs which are being developed to 
Support the operation and Management functions of the 
Falmouth Schools. The potential usefulness of this tool is 
immeasurable, but the initiation of an idea, programming, 
development of data and systems, training and understand- 
ing of people are time consuming, tedious processes fraught 


assisted us with this endeavor and to all who have patiently 
borne with us through this trying time. The future should 
bring us some rewards and satisfactions in dealing with 
the management functions of a large and expanding system. 


TRANSPORTATION SERVICES this year have been 
modified somewhat. A controversy over contract renewals 
early this year resulted in the establishment of a basic hour- 
ly driver wage of $3.10/hour by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industries in accordance with General 
Laws Chapter 149, Section 26 and 27. Final contract awards 
included the addition of one more town operated lease bus 
bringing to two the number of large lease school buses 
operated by the Town. 
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regular day school routes. These vehicles have proved in- 
valuable and are in almost constant use to support a wide 
variety of program demands. 


A significant fact is that standees have been virtually 
eliminated on regular runs without the addition of any 
vehicles through better scheduling of vehicles and use of 
special purpose vehicles for overloads. 


An extremely productive driver training and licensing 
program has been instituted by Robert Murray, Trans- 
portation Supervisor. Enrollment in classes taught by Mr. 
Murray has totaled 16 and 7 have successfully completed the 
requirements of the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Ve- 
hicles and received licenses as school bus drivers. The pro- 
gram is a continuing one and 3 more of the 16 are almost 
ready for licensing. This program should prove very bene- 
ficial to the school department, local contractors and the 
children who ride our buses.

MAINTENANCE—the often forgotten department with 
a staff of five has been diligently pursuing the task of main- 
taining our buildings. The tasks are too numerous to men- 
tion but range from cabinet and shelf construction to major 
renovation projects. 


Highlighting the accomplishments this year were: 

a. The completion of the Mullen-Hall School media cen- 
ter renovation 

b. Rebuilding the bus walk at the East Falmouth School 
which was done by the Upper Cape Cod Regional 
Vocational School Carpentry shop students 

c. Painting the complete interior of the East Falmouth 
School o 

d. Exterior painting of the Field House and Teaticket 
School. 
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Looking toward the future the maintenance department 
needs expansion and the assignment of a staff person in the 
business office to coordinate and directly supervise the cus- 
todial and maintenance functions for school plants with an 
original value of approximately $20,000,000.00. 


NON-PROFESSIONAL, STAFF —the School Committee 
has authorized a thorough study of job descriptions, classi- 
fications and salaries for the non-professional staff. This 
Study is in the final Stages of completion and review by 
Albert F. Puzzo, Personnel Consultant, with whom the School 
Committee contracted to accomplish the task. It is hoped 
the project coordinates school department personnel classi- 
fications and salaries with those of the Personnel Board as 
well as provide equitable standards of employment and sal- 
aries for non-certified personnel. 


The study has included approximately 50 different jobs 
covering 146 employees of the school department. 


BUSINESS OFFICE—perhaps the greatest impact of a 
rapidly growing and complex educational enterprise is borne 
by the women who make things tick in the business office 
of a school department. There are five girls working in the 
business office. We seem to be constantly snowed. In fact, 
in order to make better utilization of computer time and 
the business office we have a 12 noon to 10 p.m. shift manned 
by one girl working five days a week. 


In wondering about the magnitude of our problems we 
looked back ten years to see what has made things so differ- 
ent. This is what we found for comparative information for 
the years 1962 and 19792.

In many ways we are progressing toward modifying our 
work processes and Keeping up-to-date, but it is a never 
ending task since for many years we have not developed 
the systems fast enough to cope with the growing school 
population, staff, programs, management requirements and 
accountability. 


We are on the verge of major breakthroughs in organi- 
zation and systems. I am sure our capable and dedicated 
business office staff can service this transition period ana 
continue to provide the working standards necessary to sup- 
port the Falmouth Public Schools.” 


A department that offers valuable service to all schools 
is the Instructional Media Center. Among the many activi- 
ties of the Director, Romeo Lafond, is one that required his 
involvement with cable television. At the Superintendent of 
Schools’ request Mr. Lafond has assumed a key role in the 
community to assure that the Town generally and the school 
specifically receives suitable service from such an installation. 


Odds and Ends 


Falmouth does provide other types of programs and 
services, some for children before they attend school, others 
during the summer months or during evening hours. Not 
much time can be devoted to them in this report because 
they are more limited in scope than the regular day pro- 
gram. As people talk more about community schools, they 
will see that all activities are part of a total effort to make 
education a life-long, round-the-clock reality for all people. 
They will realize that education goes on in places other than 
School buildings and at times other than the traditional six 
hours of day time allocated to it. 
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A few comments from those responsible might help to 
understand the concept better. Mr. Marshall reports about 
the Evening School. 


“The Evening School, I feel, grows in its contribution to 
education in Falmouth. I feel strongly that we are offering 
excellent courses of interest to the people of the Town. We 
need to know more of what townspeople want and expect 
from Evening School. 


This year we offered for the first time a class in small 
engines at the request of some people in town. The offering 
resulted in setting up two classes where both men and wom- 
en are learning the basic facts of small engines and what 
is necessary to know to keep them running. We will offer 
a Wood Shop Class and a course in Investments the second 
term. 


The first term classes enrolled 274 persons.” 
Curtis McKee, Director of the Summer School reports, 


“The 1972 Summer Session enrolled 187 people ranging 
in age from six to sixty-two in a variety of programs that 
spanned the artistic, the academic, and the skills fields. 
Heavier enrollments in credit courses such as Algebra I and 
English were the products of closer working relationships 
between regular and summer sessions, as well as increased 
demand from summer residents who successfully achieved 
credit for these courses at private and public secondary 
schools throughout New England and the Middle Atlantic 
States. Falling enrollment in crafts, such as needlecraft 
and woodworking and none in photography, may be ac- 
counted for by oversaturation in other extension programs, 
or simply by failure to reach the proper potential enrollees. 
The summer session employed 16 teachers, one teacher aide, 
an administrator, and a full time secretary at a net cost 
to the town of just over $3300, approximately $17.60 per 
student, including all books, supplies and salaries. As even 
closer relationships are drawn among all programs in Fal- 
mouth, Summer Session enrollments could easily reach 500 
without incurring substantially greater cost to the town.” 

Miss Martha Hurley, Director of Adult Basic Education 
(ABE), explains that program. 


“Adult Basic Education was molded, so to speak, by 
President Lyndon Johnson: the program serves non-English 
persons, school dropouts, persons with a limited education 
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who wish to better themselves economically and socially, 
persons interested in obtaining a high school diploma by 
way of the General Educational Development Test and 
persons wishing to become United States citizens. 


The basic philosophy is to help people become better 
people through education. 


Adult Basic Education has enjoyed six years of operation 
in Falmouth. Three hundred twenty-one persons have par- 
ticipated in our program. It is suggested that no more than 
ten to twelve persons are enrolled in one class. We have 
gone over that number, however. Classes are held in Lawr- 
ence High School on Monday and Thursday evenings from 
7:00 p.m. to 9:30 p.m. 


Registration involves an interview with the co-ordinator, 
assignment to a specific class, testing by the teacher. Health 
interviews are conducted by our registered nurse. Students 
may register at any time during the year.” 


Title I which is a federally funded program through the 
State Department of Education has provided money to oper- 
ate both winter and summer programs. Ronald Beck, Direc- 
tor, speaks about the two. 


“The Falmouth Title I winter program provides for 
supplementary instruction in the Teaticket and East Fal- 
mouth Elementary Schools. This supplementary instruction 
consists of speech therapy, testing (for perceptual and emo- 
tional problems), reading and math assistance, child guid- 
ance, individual specialized programming and home visits. 
There are also several after school clubs run with the assist- 
ance of high school volunteers. One group of these young- 
sters from the high school gave a Christmas party for many 
children in the Teaticket School, complete with a Santa 
Claus, lollipops and hundreds of decorated and rebuilt toys. 


The program operates with the complete cooperation 
and involvement of each building principal and there are 
constant meetings evaluating individual children’s programs 
and the overall Title I program.” 

In the summer the program emphasis is somewhat dif- 
ferent as reflected in Mr. Beck’s comments. 

“The Title I Summer Program in Falmouth was an in- 


tensive program run for 90 children between the ages of 
four (4) and nine (9) from the Teaticket and East Falmouth 
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areas. Children were selected based upon teacher and Title 
I staff recommendations. The program consisted of a point 
system where children were given points for desired be- 
haviors. These points were given each day and every Friday 
the children would take a trip to the Title I Store to trade 
their points earned for prizes which consisted of books, rec- 
ords, educational games and puzzles. The children looked 
forward to their trips to the store and the ways that they 
tried to figure out how to spend their points were truly 
ingenious. Some would immediately spend all points earned, 
some would figure out how to get a prize and save some 
points for the following week and a few would save their 
points for weeks to get more and larger prizes at one time. 


There were field trips twice a week to every interesting 
site within twenty (20) miles of Falmouth. Children also 
had specialists teaching them physical education, art, drama, 
speech and there were two parent-child picnics at Goodwill 
Park. 


Because of a teacher-pupil ratio of five to one, learning 
through good experience and an experienced and dedicated 
staff, program attendance was better than 95%, indicating 
that the children truly enjoyed the program.” 


Mrs. Banus shows how the school reaches out to help 
the community with its preschoolers. 


“My final responsibility, which is in line with the early 
identification of children with handicaps is providing serv- 
ices to the local preschools, day care center and pediatri- 
cians. Two developmental evaluations have been requested 
by the day care center to help determine the children’s 
developmental status and consequent educational experi- 
ences at the center. In addition, I attended two fall meet- 
ings for the local preschools in the capacity of child develop- 
ment consultant and liaison with the public schools. 


Local pediatricians have requested that the Denver 
Developmental Screening Test be taught to their office 
nurses and the public health nurses. Through early identi- 
fication of problems, we anticipate that parents will become 
aware of their children’s problems prior to school entrance 
and that they will seek help early in the child’s development. 
This course will be initiated in January 1973.” 

Concluding Thoughts 


Perhaps the concluding remarks of some of the authors 
of annual reports might be the most appropriate way to end 
this summary. Mrs. Francis of FOOS, 
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“I would like to express thanks to all of the citizens who 
have been so generous with their time, interest, and effort. 
Without the activity directors and drivers the program would 
not continue. Thanks are also due to the sixth grade teach- 
ers who adjust their programs so the children are able to 
participate and to the administrators who have been so 
helpful and cooperative. 


It would require much more space than is available for 
this report to describe the unusual and rewarding experi- 
ences the children are having in the FOOS Program. The 
responses of the children and their parents indicate that 
the FOOS Program is providing an interesting and exciting 
educational experience which is looked forward to eagerly 
and is giving the students an opportunity to spread their 
wings in the world beyond the classroom.” 


Mr. Coyle of the Seashore program, 


“We are currently working towards a long range, im- 
proved program including more staff and program evalu- 
ation. In the past, we have relied on student teachers from 
Bridgewater State College, students from the high school 
Future Teachers Club and community volunteers. These 
people are all to be commended for the fine job they accom- 
plished. However, if we are to provide continuity we must 
develop a more permanent staff and on-site living accom- 
modations.” 


Mrs. Fraser of Science, 


“Adherence to the philosophy of the program runs the 
entire spectrum from going through the minimum motions 
to enthusiastic and imaginative use of the materials. The 
outlook is optimistic, however: rarely a week goes by with- 
out an enthusiastic report of some exciting discovery in a 
classroom. It seems unlikely that these units could ever 
become routine or dull as long as kids retain their individ- 
uality and curiosity and as long as teachers enter into the 
spirit of exploration and discovery. On the other hand, 
these units will not work if children are not encouraged to 
develop their skills of observation, communication, and prob- 
lem-solving. Nor will they work if the children expect to be 
entertained as spectators rather than finding their satis- 
faction in active participation in problem-solving situations. 
These skills and attitudes cannot be fully developed in a 
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short. period of time, but the dividends to be reaped by 
patiently working toward their increase should pay off in 
many areas beyond the science program itself.” 


Mr. Downs about Art, 


“Tt is reassuring to realize that the various talents and 
devotion to educational goals by the art staff are so strong 
that we can over-come our own differences and help guide 
education aims t2wards a positive future.” 


Mrs. Banus, about Children with Special Needs, 


“Tn summary, the needs of children in the public school 
are overwhelming. Every classroom has at least two children 
with some type of physical, emotional or learning problem 
and, more likely, there are at least five, six or seven stu- 
dents in this category. There is not adequate school person- 
nel to work individually with all teachers and children. 
Therefore, I strongly recommend that the school psycholo- 
gist devote increased time (possibly up to 50% time) to 
working with groups of teachers so that they may work more 
efficiently with students. This service should be provided 
every year because of the turnover in school personnel and 
changing needs of students.” 


Mrs. Schmidt of Speech, 


“Let me say in conclusion, that although there are many 
problems that confront us, I have found this to be a very 
progressive and open-minded school system. All the people 
I have come in contact with seem eager to do their best for 
the children and are very concerned with their welfare. 
They are true professionals in every sense of the word and 
most of these people have honestly tried to understand and 
aid me with my program. This is very rare and very much 
appreciated.” 


Mrs. Conley of Reading, 


“Looking ahead into 1973, as we move in the direction 
of greater flexibility of classroom management (‘open class- 
rooms’), inservice training and cooperative planning become 
more of a necessity than ever before. As we personalize in- 
struction, we offer pupils numerous opportunities to engage 
in individual pursuits, to be involved in shared learning in 
any number of changing partnerships according to the area 
of interest and to participate in a variety of groups of di- 
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verse membership depending on purpose. Hence, we create 
a very intricate organizational structure. Frequently the 
term ‘unstructured’ is applied to an open classroom. How- 
ever, in reality, there is very complex, flexible structure 
which places greater demands on all involved in the educa- 
tional process, particularly in the area of reading.” 


Miss Cooper, School Adjustment Counselor, offers some 
suggestions to parents about raising children. 


“One evening recently a colleague of mine and I were 
discussing our respective jobs and the question arose, ‘What 
do you find are the most common mistakes made by par- 
ents?’ Let me at once reiterate what I said in my last year’s 
annual report. I do not subscribe to the all too popular 
notion that it is always the fault of the parents when chil- 
dren are in trouble. At any rate, I am still concerned that 
it is fashionable today to hold parents responsible for all 
maladjustments of the young. Knowledge and insight on 
the part of the parents help in many ways to alleviate, but 
it cannot prevent all difficulties from arising. With under- 
standing on the part of the parents, the relationships be- 
tween the two generations can improve and communication 
in its true meaning can be achieved. My friend and I dis- 
cussed for over two hours some of the mistakes we felt 
parents may unwittingly make. Everyone makes mistakes 
— errors in judgment, actions based on false premises, lack 
of knowledge and understanding when it is needed most, 
incorrect information, etc. Parents are human beings and 
even though well-intentioned can make mistakes. I will 
list a few of the more common ones we discussed. 


1. Unrealistic expectations: this can cause difficulty for 
the child because he is unable to live up to them. It 
makes the parents oversensitive to the point of feeling 
guilt that by omission or commission on their part they 
have caused the problem. There are so many other in- 
fluences outside of the family operating on the children, 
many of them quite beyond the control of the parents, 
that it is unrealistic for them to assume blame uncondi- 
tionally for the resulting behavior and thereby reproach 
themselves. 


2. Discouragement: many parents become discouraged be- 
cause they find traits in their children such as Sselfish- 
ness, stubborness, lying, stealing, etc. They are often 
shocked to the extent that they punish severely instead

of trying to get at the reasons for such behavior. This 
punishment can result in the destruction of a child’s 
faith in himself to become an acceptable person. 


3. Over-permissiveness: the parents demand very little of 
the child for fear of frustrating him. Some may allow the 
child to do anything he pleases at home and in the com- 
munity, and this carries over to the school situation 
where such behavior is disruptive in a classroom. It also 
leads to a feeling on the part of a child that considera- 
tion of other people is unimportant and therefore he has 
no obligations. 


4. Over-protection: my child can do no wrong; it is the 
fault of the other child; it is the fault of the school. I 
think this speaks for itself and therefore needs no 
further clarification. 


5. Non-consistency: if there is one thing that a child un- 
derstands, it is consistency. He becomes confused when 
something is condoned today and is condemned tomor- 
row. Some parents may offer too many choices when the 
child is not ready to make decisions. Some threaten, 
some punish, some relent, some reward, and there is no 
consistency involved. This results in confusion in the 
concept of judgment and the child will have difficulty in 
learning the true meaning of responsibility. 


6. Non-acceptance of child as he is: this occurs rather fre- 
quently when another child or a sibling is held up as an 
example. This leads to discouragement of the child and 
may make him detest the example. Each child has his 
interests, his personality, his potential — and they may 
not measure up to the parents’ expectations. Children 
know when their parents are disappointed in them and 
they sense it keenly. They become frustrated and it could 
easily prevent them from developing their best selves. 


In general, the above so-called mistakes are the most 
prevalent, even though the parents may have the best of 
intentions for their children. The very best parents make 
mistakes, but it is the kind of mistake, not the number, that 
matters. Most parents have a firm determination to do the 
right things for their children. Some principles are adopted 
conscientiously, but then followed mechanically. Flexibility 
(not inconsistency) is desirable in developing an under- 
Standing of the children and themselves as parents. Faith 
in the children and in themselves will help them to relax 
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and enjoy life more. Mistakes can be made along the way 
without fear of doing much harm if knowledge is backed 
by understanding. 


Children naturally need love from the home, but there 
are times when a little honest anger is appreciated. I can 
cite one case where a child was brought up in an atmos- 
phere of, ‘if you can’t say anything nice, don’t say it.’ There 
came an occasion when the child misbehaved in that he 
stayed out very late one night. His parents became upset 
and very worried. When he finally arrived home the concern 
of both parents was expressed in a tirade of honest anger 
toward the boy. He was not hurt by this. Instead he was 
amazed and said, ‘Gosh, I didn’t know you cared that much.’ 


Indifference is an entirely different situation and this, 
of course, is most destructive to any meaningful relation- 
ship between children and parents.” 


And now the principals with their concluding remarks. 


Mr. Douthart of the North Falmouth School, 


“One of the major areas of concern to us at North Fal- 
mouth is the tremendous growth in population over the past 
year in an already crowded school district. Since October 1, 
1971 our enrollment jumped by 60 children, an increase of 
14% over the previous year. The average increase prior to 
this has been between three and four percent per year. If 
this trend continues, and all indications seem to point to 
this, we will be using every room to capacity with little or 
no room for future growth. To alleviate the problem some 
short and long range goals might include redistricting of 
the area served, an addition to the school and/or a new 
school in the Hatchville-Waquoit area to relieve the pres- 
Sure on this school and the East Falmouth Elementary 
School. 


On the whole this has been a very productive year ac- 
complished only by the cooperation and professional attitude 
of our entire working staff.” 


Mr. Kenney of East Falmouth School, 


“In the glamour of our sophisticated, informational, and 
educational technologies, we often fail to appreciate the 
reality in our every day lives ... Too often we no longer 
look carefully, listen intently, or yield to our innate sense 
of wonder. 
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We must help to learn, to hear when we listen, to see 
when we look, to ask questions, and to realize that good 
questions are better than brilliant answers.” 


Mr. Oser of the Teaticket School, 


“With all that has been done, there is still a long way 
to go to more fully realize the educational opportunities in 
and out of the school. For this reason, I consider the most 
important challenges to the staff and parents alike in the 
year ahead are to cooperatively seek a better understanding 
as to the way the children in our school learn best, to pro- 
vide the kinds of educational experiences that would com- 
plement the pupil needs that are identified and to work 
together in a closer partnership to make education important 
and necessary, especially in the eyes of the children.” 


Mrs. Barrow of the Woods Hole School, 


“Our instructional job is not without limits and boun- 
daries — not simple and easy, but a great challenge. We 
are proud of what we do. We insist that we are not satisfied 
to stand as we are, but want to push out to wider borders 
for maximum growth and greater successes with each in- 
dividual. 


We acknowledge with grateful appreciation the advice 
and cooperation of the school administration, all personnel, 
volunteers, parents and friends, and the dedication of the 
School Committee.” 


Mr. Cornell of the Mullen-Hall School, 


“There have been many changes in this school in the 
last two years. I believe that people are prepared for change 
by undergoing change. But in the sheltered school environ- 
ment we can control the change. Coming back from Christ- 
mas vacation and finding the teacher has rearranged the 
furniture is not as traumatic as going home and discovering 
a parent missing through death or divorce. Going to New 
Hampshire or Wellfleet and living for a week in a new 
environment is not the same as going home and discovering 
the family has to move permanently. Backpacking for five 
days in the mountains is not the same as traveling across 
Europe with pack. Starting eight different FOOS activities 
in a year is not the same as starting eight different careers 
in a lifetime. (See Toffler).

But do these school experiences prepare young people 
for a future none of us can fully understand? They may. I 
believe they help, but can anyone be sure? Can we influence 
the future? Can we teach our students to influence the 
present and the future? 


R. D. Laing in Knots writes, 
‘They are playing a game. 
They are playing at not playing a game. 


If I show them I see they are, I shall break the rules 
and they will punish me. 


I must play their game, of not seeing I see the game.’ ” 


What do you say? I’m going to say PEACE which is the 
closing that Mr. Cornell used at the end of his report, which 
my friends at Hotline use all the time and which treaty 
was just signed today as I finished this document. It per- 
mits me to lay it to rest and you may say, PEACH.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen, herewith, submit their report 
for the year ending December 31, 1973. 


The Town is two-thirds its way through the eighteen 
months transition period from a calendar year to a July 1 to 
June 30 fiscal year, and for this reason there will be no final, 
end of the year financial report. This transition has been 
running smoothly, and we anticipate no major problems in 
the remaining months. This transition period did cause a 
sharp increase in the tax rate for the 18 month period. This 
was caused mainly by a 12 month cherry sheet from the 
State in an 18 month period, an increase in the school budget 
to allow for summer salaries in 1974, and two years assess- 
ments. 


All road layouts have been processed and all town meet- 
ing votes carried out. We do have a number of court cases 
outstanding and we hope that these will be heard and dis- 
posed of soon. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare has 
finally found other quarters, although we anticipate a court 
suit on the back rent owed to the Town. 


Major changes have been made in Town Hall to better 
utilize the space. This work has been done by the students 
of the Upper Cape Regional Vocational-Technical School. 
The students have done an excellent job for the Town of 
Falmouth, and we should like to thank them, their super- 
visors and the administration of the school for their co- 
operation. 


We would also like to express our thanks to all Boards 
and Departments for their cooperation this past year.

The upcoming year is going to be a new experience to 
the taxpayer because he will start paying his real estate 
taxes twice a year.

The committee 
consisted of Herbert H. Kornbliet, Chairman, John DeMello, 
Arthur H. Rapoza, G. Campbell Lawrence, William R. An- 
drews and Richard R. Paine. Specifications were written by 
the Board of Assessors and put out to bid. Only one revalu- 
ation company bid within the appropriated amount, and 
that was Whipple-Magane & Darcy Inc. of Andover, Mass. 
The Board of Assessors hope to award this contract in the 
very near future in order that the work commence, so that 
it can be finished by March, 1976, and implemented at that 
time.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON MARCH 5 & 7, 1973 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON MARCH 13, 1973 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School in Fal- 
mouth, Massachusetts, on March 5, 1973 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. 
to act on the articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were:

Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer 
for the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:20 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 
186 announced as present and a quorum declared, the neces- 
sary number to constitute a quorum being 129. 


The invocation was offered by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. James 
E. Gleason, Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


The following resolution was offered by G. G. Whitney, 
dive? 


RESOLUTION 
WHEREAS John DeMello, a resident of our town for almost 
80 years, served the town in numerous capacities for some 
60 of those years, and 


WHEREAS during much of that time he was a member of 
the Planning Board from 1928 until his death in January, a 
span of 45 years or only four years short of this board’s life- 
time, and 


WHEREAS he served, in addition, as a member of the Fi- 
nance Committee and a member of the Board of Fire Engi- 
neers which helped to build our present professional fire- 
fighting organization, and 


WHEREAS he almost single-handedly kept baseball as a 
summer spectator sport alive in our town by serving as 
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chairman of the town baseball committee and president of 
the Cape Cod Baseball League in the 1930’s and ’40’s, and 


WHEREAS he served as a representative on the school build- 
ing needs committees that were responsible for construction 
of the East Falmouth, Teaticket, and Intermediate Schools, 
as well as this high school in which we are now gathered, 
therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED that this town meeting recognize the 
many civic contributions of John DeMello by adopting this 
resolution and causing it to be published in the records of 
the meeting, and that a copy be sent to his family with the 
Sympathy and best wishes of this meeting.

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REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Falmouth Personnel Board herewith submits its 
report for the Year 1973. 

The Personnel Board met and held 12 regular and 13 
special meetings. With the increased responsibilities of labor 
negotiations it was necessary for the subcommittees to hold 
many meetings to successfully resolve the three contracts. 
The Board took action on approximately 348 requests for 
Personnel Actions, which covered promotions, step increases, 
retirements, resignations, appointments and reclassifications 
of positions. 

For the 1973 Annual Town Meeting the Personnel Board 
submitted six articles to amend the Salary Administration 
Plan. Two of these articles were to update and refine the 
Plan and three reflected negotiation contracts with the 
Unions. The other was to increase wages for employees and 
additional fringe benefits. 

In January Mr. Joseph Montle, Mr. Robert Tribou and 
Mr. William Banks were appointed to the Board to bring it 
to its full strength of nine members. 

In February the Board accepted the resignation of Mr. 
Montle with regret and Mr. Harold Stanek was appointed to 
fill this vacancy. 

In June Mr. Samuel Vincent was elected Chairman of 
the Board and Mr. William Banks, Vice Chairman. 

In July Mr. Raymond Knispel tendered his resignation. 
The Board accepted it with regrets as Mr. Knispel had been 
a valued member with his dedication and service to the 
Town. 

In August the Board accepted the resignation of Mrs. 
Audrey Martin as Secretary with reluctance. Mrs. Martin’s 
services had greatly aided the Board in their work. Mrs. 
Joan Clifford was selected to replace her. 

In 1974 the Board will continue to strive toward better 
communications between the Town of Falmouth and its 
employees and the establishing of comprehensive Personnel 
Procedures.

Under the Chairmanship of Harvey G. Clauson, during 
1973 the Board met 19 times and heard 100 petitions. To 
handle this number of hearings the Board has been fortunate 
in having the able assistance of its alternate members.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We are now two-thirds of the way through an 18-month 
fiscal year. The change was mandated to bring the Town 
into alignment with State and Federal budget practices. 
The transition has gone very smoothly, thanks to the co- 
operation of the various Town Departments, Boards, and 
Committees which had to prepare budgets for the 18-month 
period. The fiscal year will now run from July 1 to June 30. 

In the future, Annual Town Meeting will be appropri- 
ating money for the full year in advance rather than almost 
three months into the fiscal year as it had been doing. In 
fact, it will be possible to hold Annual Town Meeting a few 
weeks later in the year and so postpone the work of prepar- 
ing and studying the Warrant articles to a less busy time of 
year. 

During this “18 month year” the Town has not em- 
barked on major projects. The new Falmouth High School 
has been opened and is a source of pride to all as well as 
giving much needed space to the whole school system. A 
study of the Town’s water system and comprehensive plans 
for updating and expanding it have been completed so that 
action will be possible at whatever scale and speed the Town 
decides to vote. No action has been taken on what to do 
with the water after it has been delivered to consumers and 
then turned into waste water. It is more difficult and much 
less popular to build a sewerage system than a water system, 
but it is just as essential to the health and safety of our 
growing Town. 

At the Annual Town Meeting in 1973, $16,163,370.21 was 
appropriated from taxation. In addition, $982,134.00 was 
transferred from available funds and $32,350.62 was trans- 
ferred from other accounts for various articles in the War- 
rant. The sum of $434,584.00 was transferred from the 
Federal Revenue Sharing Funds Invested Account for Fire 
Department Salaries and Wages. This was a new Account 
with an uncertain future and unclear guidelines for spend- 
ing it, so it seemed unwise to use it for new or expanded 
Town services. The sum of $100,000.00 was voted for the 
Stabilization Fund which had received no increases for sev- 
eral years. Annual Town Meeting also voted $10,551.15 into 
the Excess and Deficiency Account from two earlier articles. 
The balance in the Excess and Deficiency Account is now 
$354,933.19. There is $58,521.38 in the Finance Committee 
Reserve Fund. The Town should arrive at the finish of this 
lengthy fiscal year in fine financial shape. 
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During the year, transfers from the Reserve Fund to 
the various Town Departments and committees totalled 
$41,478.62. The March 7 Special Town Meeting voted to 
raise and appropriate $29,623.00 for wage increases for the 
unionized Fire Fighters. 


The tax rate was set at $86.50 per thousand for the first 
twelve months (January to December, 1973). This was a 
raise of $6.50 after two years at $80.00. Prices and demands 
for Town services are rising faster than valuations as Fal- 
mouth shifts from a resort toward a residential economy. 

The Finance Committee held 30 meetings during the 
year. The average attendance was 12 members of the com- 
mittee, or 80%. The average length of each meeting was 
about 2% hours; this amounts to approximately 900 man 
and woman hours of work. The many additional hours of 
subcommittee work have not been tabulated.

Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Fal- 
mouth Police Department for the year 1973: 


The Department received two (2) resignations from 
patrolmen during the year; Daniel A. Ferrie, effective De- 
cember 22, 1973, and Robert M. Mangum, effective January 
5, 1974. 


The educational policies implemented by the Depart- 
ment continue to produce evidence of their effectiveness. 
Thirty-one summer patrolmen spent a total of forty-eight 
hours engaged in classroom study and lectures. Experts in 
the various fields of law enforcement were contacted and 
encouraged to conduct extensive lectures and seminars. The 
firing range facilities of Otis Air Force Base were made 
available to this Department and firearms training was 
conducted at that facility. The effectiveness of this exten- 
sive training became increasingly evident as the summer 
progressed, as there was a marked increase in the rapport 
between the citizens and these summer officers, and their 
professional decorums brought praise from those with whom 
they became involved. 


The School Crossing Guard program was revised slightly 
with the opening of the new high school; however, this pro- 
eram continues to function efficiently. 


It is gratifying to note that the total number of arrests 
effected by the Department during the year have decreased; 
but it must be pointed out that crimes against the person 
and crimes against property are steadily on the rise. Such 
major crimes as homicide, conspiracy to murder, man- 
slaughter, armed robbery and rape of children are prime 
examples of such crimes. Arrests have been made in all of 
these categories. 


1973 brought the implementation of the new laws with 
respect to persons under the influence of alcohol. Under the 
new law, persons intoxicated are taken into protective cus- 
tody and no arrest is recorded. Contacts are then made 
with the Detoxification Center in Pocasset, and this Agency 
then proceeds with its programs to aid these persons. Under 
the new law, a total of 382 persons have been taken into 
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protective custody. Prior to the inception of the law, 172 
arrests were made for drunkenness. 


Once again, the number of narcotic violation arrests 
has shown a decline. It must be pointed out, however, that 
incidents involving narcotics reveal that hard drugs are 
most prevalent. 


This Department recorded a total of 1162 motor vehicle 
accidents which were investigated by the police. Of these, 
four were fatal accidents resulting in the loss of five lives. 
Accidents reported to the Department, but not requiring 
police investigation totalled 115. Arrests for operating under 
the influence have risen. There were eighteen accidents 
involving pedestrians and fourteen accidents involving bi- 
cycles. Motor vehicle violations requiring citations and sum- 
monses increased substantially during the year. 


The number of motor vehicles reported stolen continues 
to show a marked increase. 


The Safety Program initiated last year continues to 
expand and develop. State laws relative to the operation of 
bicycles and mandatory bicycle equipment have been passed, 
and the registration program is currently under way. Officer 
Elmer F. White, Safety Officer, has enlisted the aid of ex- 
perts in the field of safety and a Series of lectures and film 
presentations have been conducted at the local elementary 
schools. 


Statistics of the Detective Division indicate increases in 
the areas of breaking and entering, larency over $100 and 
larceny less than $100. Collections on checks have risen 
from a total of $9,004.70 in 1972 to $27,098.41 in 1973. Also 
resolved was the theft of a $7000 coin collection. Both of 
the subjects arrested in this instance have jumped bail of 
$25,000 each. 


The Falmouth Police Department would like to express 
its appreciation to the various Town Agencies and to the 
citizens of the Town for their continued cooperation with 
their law enforcement agency.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Following is the annual report of the Chief of the Fire 
Department for the year 1973, together with pertinent 
statistics: 


The year 1973 was a busy one, but real heavy losses 
were at a minimum. 


There was no loss of life due to fire this year, which is 
of utmost importance. Several close calls did occur with 
people being burnt, either from fire or explosion, and for- 
tunately all have either recovered or are recovering at this 
time. 


We noted this year that the Department did not receive 
a call for fires involving Christmas trees or decorations. The 
public is commended for taking whatever precautions they 
may have taken to eliminate this particular type fire. It 
proves it can be done if time, thought and common sense 
are used — not just at Christmas but at all times. 


Fires caused by children and matches can be kept at a 
minimum if all steps and precautions are taken — by not 
leaving the devices around where children have easy access 
to them. An increase is noted rather than a decrease in 
this type of fire, and I do request that all make a special 
effort to try to cut down the number of fires from this cause 
during 1974 and in the future. I am-convinced it can be 
done with a little effort and thoughtfulness. The depart- 
ment does not like to see anyone burnt, especially a child. 


An increase in false alarms was noted and the necessary 
steps have been taken to eliminate a good many of these, 
wherever possible. In fact, two of the most frequent loca- 
tions where false alarms originated, since making the changes 
requested, have had no false alarms to date, making it most 
encouraging. 


The new Fire Alarm Console and the additional circuits 
have been installed and are working satisfactorily. During 
the changeover, there was no interruption of signals for 
any section of town. The old alarm board and equipment 
was given to the New England Fire and History Museum in 
Brewster, aS there was no trade-in value obtainable. The 
museum will have it on display and working on a limited 
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basis at a future date. Money was saved for the Town by 
this method of disposal, as the museum transported all the 
equipment at their expense. 


Two retirements were taken this year on service-con- 
nected injuries. Captain Edward Marks, Jr. retired on Au- 
gust 10, and Fire Fighter Joseph Costa on June 30. An 
examination has been requested to fill the vacancies by 
permanent appointments. John Justason was promoted to 
Lieutenant after being certified by Civil Service on Novem- 
ber 25. 


Two retired members of the Fire Department passed 
away this year, — Fred Fish who served from 1926-1957, on 
March 8, 1973; and Ernest Hatch who served from 1922-1944, 
on August 1. 


Several of the men have continued taking fire depart- 
ment related subjects at the Cape Cod Community College. 


A chain link fence has been erected along the side and 
rear of the station parking area at East Falmouth. Loam 
was removed and stockpiled by the D.P.W. and packed gravel 
put in to enlarge the area, removing the firemen’s cars from 
the highway and private property. The area will be further 
improved when conditions warrant. 


Again this year the Department had several groups of 
boys from the school FOOS program. The boys have been 
shown the operation of the Department, and all appeared to 
have enjoyed their tours. All have been very well behaved 
and we are pleased to have had them assigned to this 
Department. 


The Companies were drilled both in town and at the 
Barnstable County Training School. Special courses were 
held at the School on various Fire Department subjects. Six 
men attended the New Hampshire training course on Sep- 
tember 22 and 23. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the 
departments that have assisted the Fire Department in any 
way this past year.

REPORT OF THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Following is the annual report of the Ambulance Com- 
mittee for the year 1973: 


National and Statewide interest in improving Emergency 
Medical Service has resulted in many changes in ambulance 
care. Massachusetts Ambulance Law goes into effect on 
January 22, 1974. 


One phase of the law requires ambulance services to be 
licensed by the Department of Public Health; and Falmouth 
has been complying with this requirement for several years. 


The Ambulance personnel have heretofor been required 
to have first aid training, but under the new law the attend- 
ants must take an approved course in emergency care, such 
as the Emergency Medical Technician 81-hour course. 


Falmouth has four men who have completed this course 
and one, Robert E. Williams, has passed the National test. 
Eight others are now attending E.M.T. classes either locally 
or at Cape Cod Community College. All members are re- 
quired to take this course by July 1, 1977. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Health is mak- 
ing an effort to make cost-sharing arrangements between 
local, state, and federal governments for training ambulance 
personnel. 


There are also plans to coordinate on a regional basis 
communications centers, ambulance services, hospital emer- 
gency services, law enforcement and fire units and emergency 
operations centers to facilitate hospital transfer of patients. 


The number of responses by the Falmouth Ambulance 
for emergency ambulance service increased by 21.9% in 1973 
— from 599 in 1973 to 730 this year. 


There were 107 responses to Highway accidents and re- 
ports on same were forwarded to the Federal Highway Safety 
Program as required. 


Mutual Aid was requested twice, by Bourne, for emer- 
gency transfers.

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REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen

Enclosed herewith is the thirteenth Annual Report of the 
Falmouth Department of Public Works. This report covers 
the operations of the Department for the calendar year 1973. 
This report includes the individual reports from the Director, 
Water and Sewer Division, Highway Division, Tree Warden, 
Park & School Grounds Maintenance Division, and the Engi- 
neering Section. 


During 1973, Albert W. Lawrence was elected to fill the 
unexpired term of John Pena who died in 1972. Mr. Lawrence 
brings to the Board extensive experience in the field of con- 
struction and of solid waste disposal. 


Manuel Rapoza, who has capably filled John Pena’s 
Commissioner post until the annual election in 1973, did 
not choose to run for election to the Board and was instead 
appointed by the three Commissioners as an official advisor 
to the Board of Public Works in matters pertinent to water 
and sewer issues. 


Mrs. Charles McCane was appointed in March of 1973 as 
the Board of Public Works’ official representative of the 
Falmouth Recycling Committee. Mrs. McCane is a retired 
head of a Maryland girls’ school and is a graduate of Rad- 
cliffe College and the Catholic College in Washington, D.C. 


The Town Disposal Area and continuing Sewer Study 
problems again, as in 1972, required the Board’s attention. 
Information regarding both of these issues will be noted in 
other areas of this report. 


In June, the firm of Whitman & Howard, Inc. of Boston 
published a comprehensive engineering study on the Town’s 
water system. Funds for this study were authorized by the 
Town in the 1972 Annual Town Meeting. This computer 
oriented study pointed out a number of weaknesses in the 
water system as it exists today and improvements which 
would be required by the Town to accommodate the Town’s 
growth up to the point of full population saturation anti- 
cipated to be in the year 2020. Phase I of this study relating 
to present needs of the Town amount to the estimated cost 
of 2.5 million dollars. The Board of Public Works has re- 
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quested a Special Town Meeting in order to raise funds for 
these needed improvements. A Town Meeting is scheduled 
for January 8, 1974 to consider the request.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
by NATHAN S. ELLIS 


To The Board of Commissioners 
Town of Falmouth 
Department of Public Works 


The annual report of the operation of the Department 
of Public Works for the year 1973 and on the general condi- 
tion of the works is respectfully submitted. 


This Annual Report covers the calendar year 1973 where- 
as the working budget of the Department extends an addi- 
tional six months. Since the report and the budget no longer 
coincide, the programs in the report may appear in some 
instances to be out of balance with prior years. One obvious 
example of this unbalance is in the sidewalk maintenance 
program where much of the work covered in the budget is 
planned for the spring of 1974 and will therefore not reflect 
in this report. 


Included as part of this report is a section on each of 
the Divisions of the Department. 


At the request of the Falmouth Board of Selectmen, this 
report has been reduced in size over past years in order to 
help lower the cost of printing. 
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BRIDGES 


Eel Pond Drawbridge — During 1973, the firm of Randall 
and Colcord Engineers, Inc. was retained to plan and draw 
specifications to refurbish the steel lift bridge in Woods Hole. 
Funds in the amount of $50,000. have been set aside for this 
work which is planned for the spring of 1974. 


Church Street Bridge — This old wooden railroad bridge 
carries automobile traffic over the one-time railroad right 
of way now used by the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and 
Nantucket Steamship Authority as a parking lot. A struc- 
tural failure found in one of the main carrying timbers of 
the bridge caused it to become necessary for the Department 
of Public Works to make emergency repairs in the fall of 
1973. A new center support of concrete and timber was con- 
structed at a cost of $4,066. Since the repairs were of an 
emergency nature, the Commissioners, on December 15th, 
requested that the Steamship Authority, which is the sole user 
of the old railroad area, share with the Town in the repair 
costs. As of January 1, 1974, an answer from the Authority 
has not been received. 


SNOW & ICE CONTROL 


1973 proved to be an average year for snow removal work 
Since all of the hired plowing units exceeded the guaranteed 
thirty-hour minimum. Storms requiring plowing occurred 
on February 11-12, February 16-17 and March 22-23. 


FALMOUTH SEWER STUDY 


The following is a brief resume of important events 
during 1973 which relate to the continuing sewer study. 
Please refer to previous Department of Public Works Annual 
Reports for events prior to January 1, 1973. 


January 31, 1973 — Bauer Engineering, Inc. sent the 
Board of Public Works fifteen copies of its report, “Waste- 
water Management Engineering Report”, for the Town of 
Falmouth. 


March 8, 1973 — The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Water Resources Commission gave tentative approval to the 
Bauer Report, conditionally upon certain changes being 
made. The Water Resources Commission did not approve 
the spray irrigation system or the single sewer force main 
to the Otis Air Base plant. Their letter points out that the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health must also ap- 
prove the report and that under new Federal and State 
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requirements an environmental impact report must be pre- 
pared and approved prior to beginning construction plans. 


April 25, 1973 — A meeting was held by the Division of 
Water Pollution Control in Boston to discuss the Bauer Re- 
port. Representatives of the State Board of Health, Bauer 
Engineering, Inc., Anderson and Nichols, Inc., Town officials 
and the president of the Association for the Preservation of 
Vineyard Sound were present. 


June 1, 1973 — A meeting was held by Commissioner 
William J. Bicknell of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health regarding Falmouth’s sewer problems. This 
meeting was attended by various State officials and B. Glenn 
MacNary of Falmouth. Officials of the Town were not invited. 


July 27, 1973 — The Falmouth Department of Public 
Works complained to Commissioner Bicknell of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health on the holding of 
special meetings without inviting official representatives of 
the Town to attend. 


September 14, 1973 — Upon receiving xu reply from 
Commissioner Bicknell, the Falmouth Department of Public 
Works wrote to Governor Francis Sargent complaining about 
the State’s handling of the Falmouth sewer problems. 


October 2, 1973 — Commissioner Bicknell apologized to 
the Falmouth Board of Public Works for not answering the 
Town’s complaint and stated that future meetings will in- 
clude the proper Town officials. 


At the close of 1973, the Town of Falmouth was still 
waiting for the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
to comment on and/or approve the “Waste Water Manage- 
ment Engineering Report” by Bauer Engineering, Inc. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 


The following is a resume of events in 1973 which relate 
to the Department of Public Works’ effort to convert the 
dump operations off Thomas B. Landers Road into a properly 
operating Sanitary Landfill operation conforming to the 
regulations adopted by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health in 1971. 


December 29, 1972 — State Department of Public Health 
gave Falmouth a violation notice on a number of State 
Health Regulations at the Disposal Area. These violations 
concern: (1) Town not having an approved State plan; (2) 
insufficient shelter for equipment; (3) lack of designated 
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hot load area; (4) lack of detachable fire extinguishers on 
equipment; (5) lack of first aid supplies; and (6) lack of 
daily log of operational information. No violations were 
noted on the handling of refuse. 


January 18, 1973 — Engineers from Metcalf and Eddy, Inc. 
indicate that $2,600. in additional funds will be needed to 
complete the engineering study of the Disposal Area. $16,000 
was originally appropriated. 


January 19, 1973 — The Falmouth Department of Public 
Works requested that $2,600. be added to the 1973 budget for 
Metcalf and Eddy’s increase in costs. 


March 1, 1973 — Metcalf and Eddy engineers sent a com- 
pleted copy of “Disposal Area Study” to the Town. 


March 5, 1973 — William Bonito Construction Company 
was awarded the contract to operate the Disposal Area from 
April 2, 1973 to October 1, 1974 for the sum of $120,000. 


April 24, 1973 — Metcalf and Eddy, Inc. submitted a copy 
of “Disposal Area Study” to the Massachusetts Board of 
Public Health for its approval. 


December 11, 1973 — Two engineers from the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health, Lakeville Office, along 
with a representative of Metcalf and Eddy, met with the 
Director at the Falmouth Disposal Area to review the site 
and the Metcalf and Eddy report. 


January 2, 1974 — The Falmouth Department of Public 
Works officials met with Massachusetts Public Health offi- 
cials in Lakeville to review the Disposal Area Study with 
Metcalf and Eddy engineers. Some changes in the study are 
requested by the State.

Additional elevations and details were furnished to the 
Beautification Committee’s representative for a study and 
improvements to the old Town Hall site and the adjoining 
parking lots. 


Daily requests for new house numbers were received and 
assigned. This office reminds those who do not know their 
number to please call or drop in and one will be assigned. 


The Assessors’ maps were brought up to date as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1974 and a good start has been made on plotting 
1973 transfers and subdivisions. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and re- 
quests by other Departments, committees and individuals 
have been answered and/or complied with. 
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More stringent regulations and requirements were voted 
by the Planning Board relative to the drainage and road con- 
struction of new ways in subdivisions. The cooperation of 
engineers and land surveyors has made the inspection of 
said ways for the Planning Board easier for this Depart- 
ment. 


In May of 1973, this Division moved upstairs to new and 
more spacious quarters. I would like to congratulate the 
Upper Cape Regional Vocational School students for the 
fine work they did in its construction. 


Also during 1973, this Division has continued a program 
to define old road layouts which were not previously bounded 
out and replacing those bounds on defined layouts which 
have been destroyed or not set.

HIGHWAY DIVISION by Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 


The Highway Division during 1973 continued the normal 
work of drainage construction, resurfacing of existing streets, 
sealcoating, sidewalk maintenance and construction. The 
usual street patching, road grading, painting and repairs of 
guard rails and posts was carried on throughout the year. 
The mowing of roadsides suffered this year, because of more 
pressing work for the machine and lack of sufficient per- 
sonnel to carry out the operation. Storm drains and systems 
were cleaned with frames and grates adjusted where needed. 
It is a policy of this Division to smooth out gravel roads with 
the road grader when not engaged in other work. Roads not 
accepted by the Town, but periodically graded, are becoming 
more difficult each year because of low overhanging branch- 
es over many of these roads. It is the responsibility of the 
property owners wishing these roads graded to trim back 
the growth so this work may be done without damage to 
Town owned equipment, i.e., broken lights, antenna and glass. 
The same situation occurs when these roads have to be 
plowed during winter storms. 


HERRING RIVERS 


The herring rivers this year have needed periodical 
maintenance as in previous years. A retaining wall con- 
structed on both edges of Fresh River and the dredging of 
the channel by private contractor has greatly improved this 
river. It is noted that some dredging early next year will 
have to be done to the inside entrances of some rivers as 
shoaling has greatly decreased the depth of the channels. 
The time spent on the herring rivers this year was 124 man 
hours and 273 equipment hours. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


The major project for the Division this year was the Chapter 
90 New Construction of Gifford Street Extension, (Brick Kiln 
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Road to Falmouth High School parking areas). This coming 
year it is planned to extend this road to Locustfield Road. 
Other projects completed this year include Randolph Street, 
Eel River Road and North Bourne’s Pond Road. 


BRIDGES 


Great Pond Bridge: New guard rails, posts, plastic coated 
chain link wire and miscellaneous hardware were installed 
on both sides of this bridge for a total length of 308 feet. 


Church Street Bridge: A cracked carrying beam neces- 
sitated the installation of an additional beam to reinforce 
all carrying beams. This work has greatly strengthened the 
bridge structure and deck timbers. 


Bourne’s Pond Bridge: Repairs were made throughout 
the year, replacing deck timbers as needed. The carrying 
timbers are in need of replacement because of water rot, 
there is no holding strength when nailing the deck timbers. 
This bridge is safe for vehicular traffic at or below the 
posted capacity of 4 tons. 


STREET AND TRAFFIC SIGNS 


Street and traffic signs were made and erected as needed. 
As old type traffic signs are removed, the new type signs 
are installed. As noted in previous reports, vandalism is still 
the largest factor of damaged or missing signs and posts. 


LITTERING 

Littering this year as in previous years is a year round 
operation, but with insufficient personnel, the roadsides are 
cleaned only as time and conditions permit. It is my belief 
that if loads were covered, less of the larger items would be 
found on the roadsides. 


DRAINAGE 

Drainage corrected this year is noted in the resume of 
this report. This construction has eliminated many of the 
water problems and is an improvement to the overall drain- 
age system.

WATER and SEWER DIVISION by Richard T. Witt, 
Utilities Manager 


At the Annual 1973 Town Meeting, the Board of Public 
Works sponsored articles for implementation of the Whit- 
man and Howard Master Water Plan Article 66, requesting 
funds for Phase I of this project, was voted indefinitely post- 
poned. 


Article 70 requesting funds for Fire Hydrant Improve- 
ments resulted in a $10,000 appropriation. Thirteen obsolete 
fire hydrants were replaced under this program and seven 
additional fire hydrants have been purchased for installation. 


The interior and exterior of the Waquoit Elevated Water 
Tank was painted during the summer. 


One one-half ton pickup truck was purchased for use 
in the field, and a one-ton truck with a utility body was 
ordered to replace our water service crew truck. Bids were 
opened in April for this vehicle and we are still awaiting 
delivery. 
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A replacement for the altitude valve at the Woods Hole 
Standpipe has been purchased and will be installed early 
in the spring. 


One 10-inch insertion valve was installed in the 10-inch 
water main at Route 28-A and Wing Road. This valve was 
installed in the charged line without shut-down or disrup- 
tion of service and fire protection. 


The remote-read water meter program is progressing 
with four men now trained to make installations and with 
a total of 238 installations during 1973. 


During 1973, 658 fire hydrants were inspected and re- 
conditioned as required. We presently have one man as- 
signed full time to this maintenance program. 


The Board of Public Works has sponsored Article 24 for 
the Special Town Meeting to be held during January 1974, 
requesting funds for the implementation of Phase I of the 
Town Master Water Plan. 


Funds for continuation of our fire hydrant maintenance 
and replacement program and for a storage security area 
will be requested in Articles to be presented at the 1974 An- 
nual Town Meeting.

TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS 
by Joseph Figuerido, Division Head 


The 1973 progress report has been condensed wherever 
possible adhering to demands for conservation of materials 
and energy. 


Dutch Elm: Although elm disease continues to infiltrate 
Falmouth’s elm population with serious consequence, only 
a very faint glimmer of hope is appearing as a result of new- 
ly developed antibiotics which attack the fungus that causes 
Dutch elm disease. 
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Five elms on the Village Green having symptoms of 
Dutch elm disease were treated by Lowden’s, Inc., tree spe- 
Cialists in Dedham, with use of the widely advertised anti- 
biotic, Ceratocide. In addition to developing Ceratocide, the 
firm also developed a systemic method of application with- 
out pressure which makes it relatively safe to use and also 
helps protect the environment. Lowden’s hesitates to call 
their antibiotic a cure and currently refers to it as a control. 


Of the five treated with the antibiotic, one elm responded 
favorably and indications are that it will survive. 


Falmouth’s elms were also foliar treated with Benolate, 
a fungicide recommended by the Elm Research Institution, 
as a cure for Dutch elm disease. Three methods of applica- 
tion were recommended, i.e., bole or trunk injection; drench 
or ground soaking; and, foliar, or crown spray. Falmouth 
used the foliar spray during peak beetle activity; however, 
results are inconclusive since this approach is in experi- 
mental stages. Encouraging data has been received from 
the Institution and will be fully reviewed and analyzed at 
our annual conference in Amherst. 


Culturing: During the year, elms growing along Town 
ways and/or within 200 feet of a public way were inspected 
for wilting, also identified as “flagging”, in the crown of 
the tree during July. Trees showing any symptoms of disease 
were immediately cultured and the samples forwarded to 
the Shade Tree Laboratory in Amherst. The results were 
dismaying but not wholly unexpected. Of the fifty-seven 
cultures taken, thirty-one were identified as confirmed di- 
seased cases on public ways; twenty confirmed diseased on 
private property; only six cultures were sterile. The usual 
removal procedure was followed for the diseased trees. 


Storm — 1973: On July 15th, a serious “twister” storm 
uprooted many large trees in the Woods Hole section. The 
storm apparently originated on the westerly side near Pen- 
zance Point, veered easterly through School Street toward 
Church Street, continued into Little Bay and out to the 
sound. Although the storm was of short duration, damage 
was extensive and required emergency work from several 
tree crews and utility company personnel. Clean-up and 
sanitation work in this area alone required several days. 
Storm damage was evident throughout the Town, and al- 
though minimal in comparison with the Woods Hole area, 
cleaning and removal of debris was a time consuming project. 
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Spray Program: Spring and summer spray programs 
continue, closely following the peak pest cycles which remain 
stable in character from year to year. 


Four major spray programs during 1973 were: 

(1) Dormant spray for elm bark beetle (carrier of 
Dutch elm disease) during April and May. 

(2) Elm leaf beetle spray in June and second generation 
in July. 

(3) Fruit tree spray and tent caterpillar during April 
and May. ; 

(4) Late summer sprays for Japanese beetle, oak skele- 
tonizer and Nantucket tip moth. 


Several miscellaneous sprays are also included in our 
regular program. These are aimed at woodtick, obnoxious 
weed, poison ivy, holly minor and others. 


Tree Climbers: Trained and experienced tree climbers 
are a scarce and vital commodity in tree take-down opera- 
tions. In order to function properly, rope use knowledge and 
proper pruning techniques common to the various tree species 
are essential. As of this writing, this Division is without a 
“Tree Climber—A”’,, since qualified applicants for this posi- 
tion are attracted by more lucrative wages offered by private 
enterprise rather than the Town. 


Park and School Grounds: Park and School grounds 
maintenance are closely inter-related. Sixty percent of the 
Division’s summer work is budgeted to lawn and grounds 
maintenance, which includes shrub care, fertilizing, liming, 
irrigation, cultivating of beds and the constant mowing 
operation into late fall of the season. The remaining forty 
percent of the Division’s work is allocated to construction, 
repairs, seeding, sodding and litter work. 


The Division’s “litter pollution” program is extensive 
and instead of being on the wane because of the nation’s 
focus on ecology, it discouragingly continues to increase. 
Major sources of this “pollution” include the Town’s thirty- 
two parks, all school grounds, Fuller Field (especially after 
all athletic contests or field day activities), constant care of 
the high school parking lots, Central Park in Falmouth 
Heights which is particularly heavy during summer months, 
Goodwill Park, and household litter discarded in Park con- 
tainers. It is noted here that at least one-third of this 
Division’s litter problem is attributed to school grounds. 
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Major School Projects Completed — 1973: Mullen School 
Playground area was regraded, top dressed with loam and 
seeded by private contract and also utilizing Park personnel. 


Parking lot at the Administration Building in Teaticket 
was graded and oil applied twice. 


Drainage problem at the Morse Pond School was effec- 
tively corrected with the installation of a manhole near the 
Little League diamond. Steps were installed on the bank of 
the west side entrance using railroad ties. Shrubs will be 
planted in this area in the spring. 


East Falmouth School parking lot was stone dusted and 
hopefully, this area will be further improved by oil applica- 
tion later during the year. 


The Little League baseball field was re-sodded and re- 
clayed during the fall at the request of the School Admin- 
istration. 


Falmouth High School: Controversy regarding the qual- 
ity of the soil used at the site of this new complex continues 
as of this writing. Soil analysis tests indicate that inferior 
material was used and is certainly not comparable to accepted 
standards. 


Since lawns are the result of the quality of material used, 
one can only expect an inferior final project considering that 
buried tree stumps, large stones, woody material, clay, sand 
and gravel composition constitute the major part of the 
topsoil used. Woody material will retain excessive moisture 
and introduce fungus disease, and even termites. Hard-pan 
clay is evident in some areas. This will prevent rain from 
penetrating into the soil and also reduce the amount of 
oxygen, which is basic for root development, thereby result- 
ing in thin and weedy turf. | 


Function and quality were major factors in the design 
and construction of the new high school complex. Certainly, 
adequate funds were made available for this purpose. None 
the less, the seventeen acres of school grounds that must be 
maintained by this Division fall short of these requisites. 


Massachusetts is noted for its lawns, Village Greens and 
spreading trees. Moderately cool temperatures and ample 
rainfall provide excellent growing conditions; however, lawn 
cannot grow without proper soil conditions. Considering that 
future maintenance of this acreage will be prohibitive, it is 
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my opinion that the Town would be remiss in accepting a 
product of such inferior quality. 


Goodwill Park: The Park continues to attract large num- 
bers of organizations, family groups and individuals for use 
of picnic and playground facilities as well as to enjoy the 
natural beauty of the woodlands. In order to maintain con- 
trol and an orderly flow of visitors during summer months, 
permits are issued for use of the Park. The swimming and 
beach area at Grew’s Pond becomes increasingly popular 
and is protected by a lifeguard under the supervision of the 
Town’s Beach Committee. 


Tennis Courts: Maintenance of the Town’s tennis courts 
is under supervision of the Park section of this Division and 
includes courts located at the various schools. Courts may 
be used by the Town’s people according to their availability 
and rules posted at the courts. 


Winter Work Program: Major projects under this pro- 
gram include the removal of snow and ice on sidewalks in 
various sections of the Town in conjunction with the High- 
way Division, and the arrangement of the Christmas display 
on the Village Green (and other displays prior to the energy 
crisis). Figurines used on the Green are maintained and 
repaired by Park personnel. 


Care and repair of lawn mowers and other equipment, 
sharpening of all mowers, erecting and removing of bleach- 
ers at Fuller Field, tennis court and net repairs, pruning 
and clearing parks with the Division’s large rota brush 
cutter, and work in the Town Forest are also included in 
the winter program. Maintenance and repair of recreation 
and picnic equipment is also done during winter months. 


In conclusion, the work summarized above comprises the 
seasonal activities of the sections of the Division. Other 
related programs are the fall tree planting program, main- 
tenance of the Town Nursery and six miles of Town Forest 
roads which must be kept open at all times. Routes for 
building moving permits are traced to best protect our road- 
side trees. Tree surgery and repairs are done wherever 
vandalism and automobile accidents occur. School bus runs 
are cleared and trees are trimmed to prevent street light 
and sign obstruction. Time and knowledge is also applied 
to scouting pests for residents and advising them of the 
control of these pests.

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REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


TO: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report as Dog Officer 
for the town of Falmouth, for the year 1973. 


The past year has been the busiest of the six years that 
I have been dog officer. I have traveled 21,836 miles patrol- 
ling the town and have answered 3,417 calls and complaints; 
a good number of these calls were for lost dogs, which were 
uncalled for if the animals were restricted which is required 
by our Town Dog Laws. 


There were 411 dogs picked up and impounded, and 18 
of these were broken out of the kennels, which resulted in 
quite a bit of damage to the kennels and required several 
man hours of labor to repair. There were 2 dogs caught in 
the act of chasing deer and one was claimed by its owner 
at which time he was reprimanded and was told what to 
expect if the dogs was caught again for the same reason. 


Thirty-seven certified copies of the Town Dog Laws 
were handed to dog owners. I received many complaints of 
barking dogs which were taken care of in the proper manner. 


This year, a greater percentage of the impounded dogs 
were turned over to the M.S.P.C.A. due to the fact that the 
holding time for dogs was reduced from 10 days to 5 days. 
All pound fees collected have been turned into the Town 
Treasurer, and for which I have receipts for. For all dogs 
turned over to the M.S.P.C.A., the town will be reimbursed 
by its county. 


There are more dogs licensed this year than ever, due to 
the fact there are new roads and developments. In one 
instance alone, I counted 28 houses on one street and 21 
families had dogs. This past summer, countless hours were 
spent watching the beaches, especially weekends. There- 
fore, the other parts of town did not get the service they 
deserved. I regret to say the dog situation in Falmouth is 
getting to be too much for one man to handle, and I hope 
with the help of the Selectmen, the Personnel Board, and 
the Finance Board, that somehow a way can be found to 
add an Assistant Dog Officer to this department this coming 
year. 
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There were fewer dogs killed by cars than past years, 
and the same holds true in dog bite cases. This Spring, 
there is going to be held a Rabies Clinic, which occurs every 
2 years. Rabie shots are required by law and every dog 6 
months or older has to receive these shots. Failure to do so 
could result in a $50.00 fine. This date, time, and place of 
the clinic will be announced in newspapers and over radio 
Stations. 


My thanks go to the Selectmen for their expert advice 
when needed, and also to the Falmouth Police Department 
which took care of many complaints they received.

The Watchman of the Warrant herewith submits his re- 
port covering 100 articles of the March 5 Annual Town Meet- 
ing and four of the Special Town Meeting on March 7. 


This year, as has been the case over the past several 
years, the Watchman, together with Town Department Heads 
and Committees, was responsible for reviewing articles acted 
on by the Town Meetings. 


Of the 100 articles considered at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing, 80 were passed by the single blanket vote. The budget, 
Article 8, is customarily held until the closing of the meeting 
to accept budget changes as a result of voting action. Again, 
as in the past,'I will make no attempt to review the 209 items 
in the budget. I rely with confidence on the Finance Com- 
mittee whose Sub Committee members review each month 
the departmental expenditures as listed by the Town Accoun- 
tant. 


The Finance Committee as usual does an excelient job 
as “Watchman” of the budget and to duplicate this effort 
would be an unnecessary waste of time and would require 
much background information. 


The following articles from both Town Meetings are 
grouped by departments who are responsible. Articles indef- 
initely postponed in most cases require no follow up. 
BEACH COMMITTEE 

Article 62. Repairs to beach building on Quaker Road, 
North Falmouth completed. 

BEAUTIFICATION COUNCIL 

Article 53. Voted to postpone to next town meeting. 
This article has a favorable recommendation for the January 
8, 1974, Town Meeting at a cost of $73,500.00. 

CHRISTMAS TREE LIGHTING COMMITTEE 

Article 55. ‘Appropriation of $2,500.00 As usual, the Fal- 
mouth green was splendid with its Christmas scene. Because 
of the Energy Crisis, it was decided to forego the usual trees 
and lights on Main Street. 

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Article 56. Bowman Farm property completed. 
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Article 57. The Commission has purchased additional 
parcels from the Conservation Fund. 
PUBLIC WORKS 

Article 12. Chapter 90, Gifford Street. Contract will be 
let by the State Department of Public Works when sufficient 
funds are available. Project, at present, 6000 feet is about 
$6000 short. Article 25 or the special Town Meeting of January 
8, 1974, will ask $60,000 to complete this project. 

Article 13. Chapter 90, Maintenance work completed. 

Article 13A. Gifford Street pump installation complete. 


Article 21. Worcester Court sidewalk, west side, com- 
pleted. 


Article 27. No action. The State funds called for to 
Support this article never materialized and the Article was 
rendered useless. 


Article 65. Sidewalks, Brick Kiln Road, Gifford Street 
east to Sandwich Road on north side completed. 


Article 67. Rebuilding major town streets. Clinton Ave- 
nue, complete. Much of the remaining work still pending. Eel 
pond Bridge repairs hopefully to be contracted for by town 
meeting. All roads listed will not be taken care of due to 
limitations of funds. 

Article 68. Replace Road Grader, complete. 

Article 70. Replace some obsolete hydrants, complete. 

Article 71. Drainage Clinton Avenue between Allen 
Avenue and Shore Street completed. 

Article 87. Water main on John Parker Road, completed. 

Article 88. Accept roads on Betterment Act, completed. 

Article 89. Road acceptance of the three voted com- 
pleted. 

Article 90. Harden Randolph Street, completed. 

Article 97. To rededicate the playground at West Fal- 
mouth and inscribe a boulder on the site, completed. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Article 63. $18,000 to provide new console at central 
headquarters to accommodate new High School. Specifi- 
cations opened by Selectmen on April 20, 1973. Contract 
awarded to L.W, Bills Company on April 25, 1973. Installation 
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was expected to be completed by Chief Peck by the end of 
November. 


SELECTMEN 


Article 10. $1,000 to be paid to Falmouth Hospital for 
residents unable to pay for care. No action has been taken. 


Article 18. Restoration of Legion Hall. No action as yet 
under this article. Repairs have been made to one damaged 
column with money from Insurance Recovery Fund. 


Article 19. Sale of land and building in Teaticket to 
V.F.W., completed. There will be a proposed amendment, 
Article 27, in the special Town Meeting of January 8, 1973 
to remove the restriction from the Deed, should the V. F. W. 
cease to use it. 


Article 20. Fund to defray expenses to provide facilities 
for training and employing mentally retarded and handi- 
capped residents. Article 5 of the special Town Meeting will 
assign supervision to the Selectmen. 


Article 25. Demolishment of dilapidated houses. Select- 
men have asked for bids on 2 houses. One is located on Cen- 
tral Avenue and one is on Route 28, East Falmouth. 


Article 28. CATV seems to be stymied again. A Superior 
Court hearing on the bill for a Declaratory Judgement 
brought by ten Falmouth Residents against the Selectmen 
and Mass. Cablevision, Inc. The case challenges Mass. Cable- 
vision’s license issued by the Selectmen. The case should be 
heard in non-jury session of Superior Court in January, 
1974. The CATV Committee is in high gear, however, and 
have almost completed specs if and when a new license is 
issued. 


Article 30. Complete reevaluation of the Town bids have 
been received by the Selectmen. All are in excess of the 
appropriation. It is hoped by the Selectmen that they will 
arrive at a solution and get underway early in 1974. 


Article 38. Land taking for beach and Conservation 
Pro tanto payments have been made to Mr. Botelho and 
Mr. Gessner. The Bristol family has accepted the town 
appraisal and payment. 


Article 64. Medical expenses and loss of pay to police- 
men and firemen. As of this writing, only $57.00 has been 
expended. 
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FALMOUTH SOCIAL SERVICES COMMITTEE 

Article 54. Two additional members have been ap- 
pointed to the Social Service Committee: Mrs. Margaret Mc- 
Cane and Mrs. Narja Pendleton. 

WATERWAY COMMITTEE 

Article 81. Shore protection and dredging project is now 
being worked out with the State. 

Article 82. Town Waterways project: $40,000 is being 
used this winter so as not to interfere with summer navi- 
gation; namely, in Green Pond and Wild Harbor. 
FALMOUTH RECYCLING COMMITTEE 

Article 98. Establish and fund this committee. Members 
appointed by the Moderator: Virginia Valiela, Chris Wood- 
ing, Harold B. Sears, Kenneth L. Smith, Donald Flescher. 
The great success of this Committee I am sure is reported 
on in detail by the Chairperson.

Waterways Committee 
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REPORT OF THE SHELLFISH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1973. 


A total of 15,875 miles were patrolled by me in both car 
and boat. I logged 81 first offense violators while examining 
permit holders and their catches. Six men had their shell- 
fish permits suspended for shellfishing in a closed planted 
area and having seed quahaugs on their possession in open 
areas. All violators returned their catches to the shellfish 
grounds under my supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 
1,945 Family, resident 
208 Family, non-resident 
363 Family, resident over sixty-five years of age 
54 Commercial 


Project No. 1 Quahaug Transplant 

I planted a total of 2,090 bushels of parent stock into 
the waters of Great Pond. Some 150,000 seed quahaugs per- 
ished due to fish and waterfowl feeding activity. On October 
4, 391,000 seed quahaugs, size 2 to 5 mm, were purchased 
from a laboratory and placed in a special raft, a wire mesh 
covering for protection against waterfowl and fish. At this 
writing, all transplants are doing fine. 


Project No. 2. Shellfish Survey 


My shellfish survey for 1973 has been completed. The 
following is a breakdown of the estimated bushels by known 
source:

Project No. 3 Oysters 


Twenty-nine bushels of parent stock oysters were placed 
on a raft in hopes that their spawn would be cast into the 
waters of the Sippewissett Marsh area. I have now trans- 
planted these oysters into the waters of the oil spill area. 


Efforts on oyster culture included the planting of 180,000 
culchless seed oysters, size averaging 14 mm of hatchery 
Spawned crassostorea virginica, for a future family fishery. 
This program is also doing fine. 


Project No. 4 Pollution 


Quisett Harbor is still closed to the taking of all shell- 
fish due to mercury found in the shellfish on December 2, 
1970. I shall request the State Public Health to test this 
area again in the spring. 


I requested the State Public Health people to test qua- 
haug samples from Falmouth Inner Harbor for mercury 
levels in an effort to utilize this resource in my relay and 
reseeding projects. It is apparent in reviewing the appended 
analysis sheets that is area cannot be utilized for such a 
program. All samples collected showed concentrations well 
above the .5 mgll standard, so stated the State Public Health 
report. 


Project No. 5 Pesticides 


At this time, I wish to thank the Cranberry Industry 
and Massachusetts Marine Fisheries task force who con- 
ducted a research project directed towards determining the 
effect on the water and marine animals, when good agri- 
cultural practices are used on insecticide treatments on the 
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bogs adjacent to the Coonamessett River. For example, on 
July 26, 1966 my records show that water samples were taken 
from Coonamessett River and sent to our State Public Health 
Laboratory and also to the Cranberry Experimental Labora- 
tory in East Wareham. The lab reports revealed that chlori- 
nated hydrocarbon chemicals such as Dieldrin and Lindane 
were present along with organic phosphorus chemicals such 
as Parathion and Caseron, a weed killer. The aforemen- 
tioned concentrations in this water course are as follows: 
Dieldrin—28.2 ppm, Lindane—1.54 ppm, Parathion—14.7 ppm, 
Caseron—.004 ppm. I mention the above analysis because this 
task force with the cooperation of Mr. Handy, who leases and 
operates the cranberry bogs from the Town Conservation 
Commission, has taken steps to avoid, as far as possible, any 
pesticides from being introduced into the Coonamessett 
River and Great Pond. The results of their efforts were 
greatly appreciated because the results throughout three 
tests were 0.23 ppm of Parathion found in finfish and 0.17 
ppm found in clams. I am in hope that a study of phyto- 
plankton and shellfish larvae be continued along with past 
studies to enrich our knowledge of very low concentrations 
of pesticides being introduced into this water course. 


Project No. 6 Aid for Alewives 


Coonamessett Pond was stocked with herring this year 
by the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries. 


The year 1973 was very good in so far as the reopening 
of closed areas is concerned. The request to the State Public 
Health to consider the possibility of reopening a section of 
the oil spill area was granted. On August 6, all of Fiddler’s 
Cove, Rand’s Canal and Megansett Harbor were reopened to 
the taking of clams and quahaugs only. The Town also re- 
ceived permission to plant shellfish into West Falmouth 
Harbor and Herring River at Old Silver Beach. The diminish- 
ing supply of shellfish stock to transplant for propagating 
the above mentioned areas is becoming more acute. I lean 
to the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries to fulfill 
my obligation in obtaining shellfish in order to plant these 
stricken areas. 

At this writing, the reopening of a section of Green 
Pond will be granted by the State Public Health in the very 
near future. 

The predation from waterfowl feeding activity on shell- 
fish and their dropping in along our shorelines is becoming 
more acute. Let’s hope this problem just “flies away”. 
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I wish to report to our townspeople that the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health has determined that a 
portion of the shellfish area in Little Harbor at Woods Hole 
may now be opened for harvesting shellfish during a period 
from November 1 to May 1. This seasonal reopening was 
made possible by the U.S. Coast Guard’s effort in installing 
holding tanks on their vessels and tieing their vessels sta- 
tioned here and their buildings into our town sewage sys- 
tem. Private homes were also tied to our sewage system; 
making it a unanimous effort to clean up Little Harbor. This 
area has been closed to the taking of shellfish for some 
twenty years. I wish to thank the Federal Government, 
namely the U.S. Coast Guard, for their efforts in making 
this opening possible. The personnel stationed here have 
given me their fullest continued cooperation and have shown 
pride in their achievements. 


I sincerely wish to thank our Board of Selectmen, the 
townspeople, the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, 
the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries, and all other 
agencies who throughout the years have devoted their work 
and wisdom to make our environment a little more useful.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION OFFICER 


To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 


I herewith submit my nineteenth (19) annual report as 
Conservation Officer for the year ending 31 December 1973. 
A total of one thousand three (1003) sporting, hunting, fish- 
ing, and trapping licenses were examined by me. Hunting 
pressure increased considerably this year after declining 
steadily for the past few years. I attribute this to the high 
cost of food, and scarcity of work. There was a considerable 
increase in fishing also, both fresh and salt water. 


Fifty-four abandoned house cats, ninety-six skunks, 
eleven woodchucks were disposed of. Eleven raccoons were 
removed from summer homes, and as in the past whenever 
possible, all wildlife that is trapped, is released in other areas 
throughout the town. Skunks are creating many problems 
due to an over-abundance of this species. Squirrel (grey) 
raccoon, fox (red) and appossum continue to increase in 
numbers. 


The annual stocking of our reclaimed ponds, and rivers 
was completed, 31,000 brook, brown and rainbow trout were 
released. The ponds are at extreme flood stage as they were 
last year. Due to this high water we were able to take aerial 
photographs and film our flood plain while the water was at 
its peak and no leaves on trees. Both salt and fresh water 
flood plains were photographed, a long overdue project, but 
at a most opportune time. These pictures will be extremely 
useful in determining flood plains at high water and during 
the drought years. This will protect the builder as well as our 
community. 


A total of 1812 cock pheasants were released throughout 
the town and state owned land, along with 955 quail and 10 
snowshoe hare. It is becoming much more difficult to stock 
areas that are subdivided for development and limiting the 
huntable areas. Eventually most hunting will be on the State 
Public Hunting grounds. Again, the native birds took a brutal 
beating during incubation period due to the very heavy rain- 
fall. Our Blue geese and Snow geese are slowly increasing. 
This year I was able to release six snows and four blues, free 
flight birds and mated. It is against the law to hunt these 
two species at any time. Canada geese and Canvasback ducks 
are doing extremely well, and very much in evidence through- 
out the town. 
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The deer heard is practically non-existent and it is 
doubtful if they will ever increase enough to warrant hunt- 
ing. Highways take more deer than the hunter. Eleven deer 
were killed by automobiles, four were drowned after being 
driven to water by house dogs. The unrestrained dogs are 
very hard on wildlife, however the deer take the brunt of this 
punishment. 


Now that Mr. and Mrs. J. K. Lilly have cleared the legal 
entanglements of the Beebe Woods property and are in the 
process of reevaluating its usage, I feel that much can be 
done in that area for wildlife propagation, but not for hunt- 
ing. In any event, it is a lovely and most useful area and we 
are indeed very fortunate that it can be preserved and pro- 
tected. 


Twenty hunting and fishing violations were recorded and 
again mostly juveniles, first offenders. Seven arrests were 
made, one hundred ninety-six investigations were completed, 
and three hundred sixteen complaints answered. 


Fifteen wetland violations (Chapter 131 Sec. 40) were 
handled through the Conservation Commission and Board 
of Health, along with Selectmen. Eighteen wetland hearings 
with the Selectmen and Conservation Commission were held. 
I conducted thirty-eight investigations of wetlands violations. 
A number of these will wind up in court as the dates are 
called. As of March, all building permits must be processed 
through the Board of Health Agent, myself, and the Shellfish 
Officer. The area has to be physically inspected to ascertain 
if wetlands are involved, and if so, permits cannot be issued 
to build until such time as a hearing is held with the Select- 
men, Commission and citizens. As of this writing I have in- 
vestigated 526 areas that building permits had been applied 
for. This work is time consuming, however it is a great help 
in solving problems before they arise. 


Our land acquisition program is rolling along at an ac- 
celerated pace and thanks to the people involved, making 
great progress. Except for a few small parcels, we now own 
the entire Coonamessett Valley, the five mile river from 
Coonamesset Pond to route 28. In the future our citizens will 
realize just how important in all aspects this purchase is. In 
most cases it protects our valuable water supply from water 
pollution caused by over-development. 

Due to constant patrolling of the Town Forest on week- 
ends there was very little activity in that area. Our protection 
of the watershed is a must — more so now than ever before. 
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A total of 23,218 miles were traveled in answering com- 
plaints, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer jacking and 
dogging patrols, pheasant, quail, hare and waterfowl releases; 
wildlife and waterfowl surveys, wildlife feeding during in- 
clement weather, guided tours, trips to the State House, lec- 
turing, waterfowl banding programs. In addition inspection 
of all building permit lands, wetlands inspection, and patrols. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Selectmen, 
Conservation Commission, Shellfish Officer and my brother 
officers of the Police Department. Also, to the citizens of our 
town for their continued confidence, assistance and coopera- 
tion a thank you. As always it is a pleasure to be working 
with you as well as for you. This year 1973 was truly a most 
progressive year for all conservation efforts in our commu- 
nity.

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REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


TO: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


We feel that 1973 has marked an increased public aware- 
ness of the need to preserve open space in Falmouth, in 
Spite of a continuing high rate of land sub-division and 
building construction. Improved wetlands legislation by the 
Legislature has given towns the power to control the develop- 
ment of their coast lands. Improvements in the Zoning By- 
laws recommended by the Planning Board have led to larger 
lot sizes and increased emphasis on open space as an integral 
part of sub-division planning. Proposed flood plain zoning 
is a further step toward conservation of our shore lands and 
protection of unsuspecting buyers of the shore front prop- 
erty from storm damage and flooding. 


The changing attitude toward open space conservation 
is exemplified in the increased number of gifts of land and 
conservation easements offered to the Town. At year’s end 
conservation easements on two substantial parcels of wood- 
land are under negotiation and several others of lesser size 
are under consideration by the owners. Gifts of land at 
Silver Beach were received from the Dahlborg heirs and 
C. T. Cahoon, and land at Bristol Beach, Falmouth Heights 
was given by the Bristol and Fuller families. Nearing com- 
pletion is the transfer of an unparalleled gift by Mr. and 
Mrs. J. K. Lilly, III of 400 acres of “Beebe Woods” for con- 
Servation and additional acreage for numerous other civic 
purposes. 


Additional conservation land was acquired through other 
means. The old Bowman farm in West Falmouth, already 
owned by the Town, was transferred by Town Meeting action 
to the custody of the Conservation Commission. Forty par- 
cels of tax delinquent land totalling over 50 acres were taken 
off the list of property proposed for public auction and will 
be heid for conservation use. The larger parcels range from 
1 to 21 acres in size, but many are small lots in heavily 
populated neighborhoods that will be kept as natural green 
areas. 


Realizing the need for coordinated planning of land 
acquisition, members of the Planning Board and Conserva- 
tion Commission have formed an ad hoc Land Acquisition 
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Committee that will meet informally with interested persons 
from civic organizations or other Town agencies to outline 
objectives for open space allocation. Areas designated as 
desirable for open space will be presented to Town Meeting 
for purchase or taking by eminent domain. 


Efforts by the Conservation Commission and Salt Pond 
Area Bird Sanctuaries, Inc. to preserve the sand dunes and 
wetlands at Black Beach were set back in June with the 
unauthorized bulldozing of sand dunes and filling of wet- 
lands by one land owner in violation of the Massachusetts 
Wetlands Protection Act and the Town Zoning By-law Wet- 
land Regulation. This irresponsible action forced the Con- 
servation Commission to conclude that purchase or taking 
by eminent domain would be necessary to safeguard this 
unique area against development by private owners. An 
article to this end has been placed in the Warrant for the 
1974 Annual Town Meeting. 


A program of erosion control was begun on Town owned 
land at Black Beach. Rocks hauled to the beach by a 
former owner were placed along the beach at its lowest 
point. About 600 feet of snow fence was erected behind the 
stones to arrest the wind erosion of sand. Preparations were 
made for Christmas trees to be collected by Boy Scouts in 
January to be staked into the beach behind the snow fence 
to aid in building up the sand dunes. This program will be 
expanded as more beach land is acquired. 


Operation of the Town-owned cranberry .bogs on the 
Coonamessett River has gone smoothly under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Arthur Handy. Yield of berries rose from 653 
barrels in 1971, and 1,890 in 1972 to 2,645 in 1973. During 
1973, an important experiment in joint fisheries manage- 
ment and cranberry growing has been conducted on these 
bogs under the direction of fishery biologists from the Mas- 
sachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries working in conjunc- 
tion with Town Shellfish Warden, George Souza, and per- 
sonnel from the Cranberry Experiment Station and Ocean 
Spray Corporation. The purpose of the experiment was to 
determine whether and how insecticides could be adminis- 
tered to the cranberry vines effectively without damaging 
the aquatic organisms in the river and downstream in Great 
Pond. A preliminary report from the joint study group states 
that successful results were obtained and suggests that the 
procedures developed on the Coonamessett River will be 
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adopted by cranberry growers on other rivers in this region 
to minimize harmful effects experienced in the past. 


Preliminary negotiations have been completed for the 
purchase of 12 acres of cranberry bog and 10 acres of upland 
on the Coonamessett River upstream of the presently owned 
bogs. Purchase is contingent on approval by Town Meeting. 
An article for this purchase will be heard at a Special Town 
Meeting on January 8, 1974. 


During 1973 the Conservation Commission has enjoyed 
the cooperation of the Falmouth Recycling Committee in 
their operations at the cranberry shed on John Parker Road. 
Mr. Duane Sawyer has attended many meetings of the Com- 
mission as liaison with the Recycling Committee. 


Mr. Winthrop E. Mange, Conservation Representative of 
the Falmouth Rod and Gun Club, has attended Commission 
meetings regularly and has been extremely helpful in dis- 
cussions of land acquisition and other planning matters. We 
appreciate having his advice and dedicated support. 


A singular honor was awarded in 1973 to this Commis- 
sion and a personal honor was given to our senior member 
emeritus. The Board of Supervisors of the Barnstable Con- 
servation District presented plaques to Dr. Alfred C. Redfield 
for his individual acomplishments in Conservation and to 
the Commission “For its outstanding contribution in the 
field of conservation”. We are greatly honored with this 
group award and are particularly pleased that Dr. Redfield 
was given recognition for the valuable service he has given 
to the Conservation Commission and the Town.

REPORT OF THE RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Recycling Committee is pleased to report a success- 
ful year since becoming an official part of the town in 
March, 1973. The Committee has one hourly employee who 
works every recycling Saturday. He is assisted by 6 to 9 
volunteers in the morning, and by 2 in the afternoon. An 
average of 150 households bring in recyclables on a given 
recycling day. 


Total tonnage processed in 1973 was 282 tons (106T 
glass, 22T metal, 154T paper). Comparison with 1972 figures 
showed a 56% increase in glass tonnage, 52% increase in 
metal and 5% in paper. Total expenditures to Dec. 19th 
were $1423. Payments received to date were $2791 which 
was 96% more than expenses. 


The Committee has encountered no problems in truck- 
ing, staffing or markets. The glass and metal markets are 
Steady; prices for paper are rising. 


The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the co- 
operation received from the Selectmen, the Conservation 
Commission and the Dept. of Public Works.

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REPORT OF THE HARBOR MASTER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Growth in boating throughout the town is increasing 
at such a rate that we are like sardines in acan: I dread the 
thought of a major storm and its consequences on this large 
fleet which, if history is our guide, we are bound to have 
happen sooner or later. We are mooring boats in such den- 
Sity and close proximity to each other that severe damage 
will occur. This situation forces us to yield to the insatiable 
demand of the boating public for mooring space; practices 
of good seamanship are no longer the prime standard. 


Waterfront residents, who for years have enjoyed the 
tranquil solitude of these waters, are now annoyed by the 
literal explosion of people on their formerly Silent, placid 
ocean. Once this tranquility was occasionally pierced by the 
screech of a gull ora fog horn. An occasional storm spiced 
and broke up the humdrum of the day. This oceanic pastoral 
scene is now replaced with the screech of two-cycle engines 
aimlessly moving a flotilla of boats in most instances to 
nowhere, and all, of course, at full speed. 


This is called recreation, and the state legislature in its 
wisdom recognizes this and has created a division to provide 
rules, access to the water, control, etc. for all the citizens 
of the Commonwealth who are pleasure bent on these waters. 
This division is funded by taxation or registration fees to 
assure that its conditions are met. 


The shorefront property owner, to ward off what he 
considers an invasion of his domain, fights back with peti- 
tions to stifle any 8rowth or expansion of marine facilities 
(private or public, however orderly) that in most instances 
would only give better control to otherwise deplorable con- 
ditions. The same geographical space now required to anchor 
one boat can provide four moorings at a wharf. These same 
waterfront dwellers now bombard the department and your 
office with complaints about recklessness. In almost every 
instance this complaint is embellished with the complain- 
ant’s extreme concern for the culprit’s good health, loss of 
life, and “unless SOMmebody does something one of these 
reckless people may get killed.” The complainant offers. 
advice on how to stop all this, with such simple solutions as 
“put up signs, close the area for boating.” They continue: 
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“It disturbs the shellfish ... When I was young we did it 
differently . .. The habits of the road are now on the 
water...” and this goes on and on. It all comes down to 


one unmentioned solution: Let the guy run his boat in 
someone else’s neighborhood. 


The above paradox is also growing year by year. Now 
with the energy crisis we may have time for a breath of 
reflection, a breathing spell, to reorganize our attitudes and 
priorities, to homogenize our wants and distastes into a 
sensible program presented to the people who make the 
rules, write the laws, and govern US, and that is our legis- 
lative state representatives. If the noise of outboards, water 
skiing, or plain recreational boating is objectionable, these 
are the people to complain to, since they are the ones who 
in their wisdom established the division of recreational boat- 
ing and vehicles, who in turn control the waters of the 
Commonwealth. Harbormasters are simple minions of a 
past era, who operate under ancient laws based on ancient 
ships and practices, all subject to the whims of political 
organizations. But we try to preserve what little we have 
left with dignity. 


Vandalism and theft still plague our buoys and lights 
which we maintain for the safety of the boating public, in 
various harbors. The Coast Guard established, in response 
to our petition, a lighted buoy at the entrance to Green 
Pond which has been a great help to the local fleet. This 
completes our six year lighted buoy program and we now 
have a government-lighted aid to mark the entrance to 
every harbor in the town from Nantucket Sound to Buzzard’s 
Bay. 


Through official channels and the courts, we removed 
four derelicts from our harbors at no cost to the town. 


I have forwarded my request, approved by you, for a 
year-round part-time dockmaster at Woods Hole, to the 
personnel board for salary administration, and will then 
forward to the Finance Committee for funding. 


I would like to bring to your attention the need for 
fueling facilities at Woods Hole, which are critical. Fuel can 
only be dispensed at one location, requiring going through 
the bridge into Eel Pond, thereby causing more aggravation 
to traffic by its frequent opening. There are at present no 
wharves in the area where such fueling facilities could be 
established. In view of this, the harbormaster would seri- 
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ously consider allowing a fuel barge of nominal size to be 
moored in Great Harbor for the convenience of the inhabi- 
tants and transients. 


I wish to call to your attention the fine cooperation 
this department has received from the Police, Fire, and 
Highway Departments when their assistance was needed. I 
Wish to thank all my assistants and deputies for their help, 
and special mention should be made for the assistance given 
by the clerical staff of Edward’s Boat Yard in Waquoit in 
administering the mooring registration program in that area. 


Even though I have been retired from the Coast Guard 
for fifteen years, each season gives me the Opportunity to 
help boats in trouble. This year we assisted twelve boats in 
various difficulties, however, one rescue is noteworthy be- 
Cause of its humorous ending. During an October storm, 
with winds up to 40 knots from the Northeast, we were di- 
rected to a vessel in distress by a Coast Guard helicopter. 
On arrival we found the vessel with a damaged mast, broken 
rudder, disabled engine, wallowing dangerously in the seas 
with four people on board. Upon completion of towing them 
to safety, the captain came over to thank me, and in passing 
noted: “Things were so bad out there that I went down 
below four times and poured myself a stiff drink, but every 
time I came back up, things just didn’t look better.” 


We will therefore look at the future with sobriety.

The 1973 season started with the death of Falmouth’s 
long-time beach director James J. Kelly. His leadership and 
dedication will be sadly missed by all who had the oppor- 
tunity to work with him on the beach programs, covering 
more than twenty years. 


Named as new Superintendent of Beaches was Bruce 
Mogardo, who had worked as Mr. Kelly’s assistant and Head 
Life Guard. Mr. Mogardo is a life-long resident of Falmouth, 
and a teacher of Physical Education in the Falmouth school 
system. 


Beach receipts this year have again reached an all time 
high, showing an increase of $40,000. over four years ago. 
This, plus better beach accessability for Falmouth residents 
and guests, has been most gratifying. 


A new warehouse to be used for storage has been com- 
pleted at Old Silver Beach. The building is all concrete, and 
has excellent multi uses. All the wooden dressing rooms and 
toilet facilities have been demolished and removed. A trans- 
fer of one building, which was salvageable, to the D.P.W. 
Park Division for use as a tool shed in Goodwill Park has 
been completed. , 
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Wood Neck Beach. The Rhode Island National Guard 
has again helped the residents of Falmouth by supplying 
men and trucks to transport some 1500 yards of sand to 
Wood Neck Beach. 


At Falmouth Heights, where conditions have greatly 
improved, new lights have been installed over the parking 
area. 


The land-taking at Bristol Beach, adding some 300 feet 
of beach frontage, was completed; although no work has 
begun at the site as of yet. It should be one of our top pri- 
ority projects for this coming year. 


Falmouth swimming classes have again been successful, 
with an enrollment of 1,930 pupils of all ages being instructed, 
and fourteen hundred being certified by John Tulis, Regional 
Director of Water Safety Programs on Cape Cod. The swim 
meets were held at the Mass. Maritime Academy pool. 


The lifeguards in Falmouth performed roughly 1500 
Services to and for swimmers. These services include ma- 
' jor rescues (one resulting in a death), minor pullouts, 
portuguese-men-of-war bites, and many minor cuts and first 
aid services. The staff performed in an exemplory way in 
carrying out these services. 


This committee wishes at this time to express a sincere 
thanks to our new superintendent and his staff for a job 
well done. And a sincere thank you to the Board of Select- 
men, Town Clerk, Town Accountant, and their Staffs; and 
all those people who directly and indirectly have helped us 
through a successful season.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen

The following is the Recreation Committee’s submission 
for the 1973 Town Report: 


Recreation in the town of Falmouth saw a wide variety 
of changes and innovations in 1973. Only three of the seven 
persons on the Recreation Committee at the end of 1972 
were still serving six months later. William Soares and 
Chairman A. Harry Thomas completed their terms and chose 
not to run again. Lawrence N. Perry and William Dougherty 
were elected to fill their positions. George Creighton and 
David Adams resigned during the year and Theodore Amaral 
and Dorothy Peterson were named in their places. 


John Jacobi continued in his position as the Recreation 
Center Director until June, when he resigned. On June 4, 
Falmouth’s first town-wide Director of Recreation, Richard 
A. Sherman, arrived to fill the position approved and funded 
at the 1972 Town Meeting. The creation and filling of this 
position culminated several years of determined work by 
the Committee. Later in June, Bradford Shufelt was selected 
from a large number of applicants to assume the position of 
Recreation Assistant, working primarily in the Recreation 
Center. 


Despite these personnel changes, the Committee con- 
tinued to serve as the policy making body for public recre- 
ation in the town. Meeting at least once each month, the 
Committee reviews and authorizes policies, programs, and 
activities presented to them by the Director or interested 
citizens. In addition to programs directly under their con- 
trol, the Committee also distributes partial or complete 
funding for a number of programs which are organized and 
managed by other groups. (Little League, Youth Hockey, 
Town Band, etc.) The Committee does maintain an active 
interest in these groups, however, and communicates fre- 
quently and openly with the directors of such programs. 


1973 saw the continuation of nearly all programs which 
had been offered in the past, as well as the introduction of 
a2 number of new ideas. The Recreation Center remained 
the focal point for many leisure time activities. Such groups 
as the Child Study Club, Diet Watchers, Manter Hall Sum- 
mer School, Falmouth Extension Group, Stamp Club, Roger’s 
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School of Dance, and numerous others continued to meet in 
the Center. New activities included painting and drawing, 
a craft workshop, guitar lessons, senior citizen square danc- 
ing, gymnastics, a Christmas film show, golf lessons, and 
others. All were well received and attended. Special events 
such as the Junior Outlook Club’s annual Fair, bake and 
rummage sales, auctions, church activities, and scout func- 
tions were held throughout the year. Pool, ping-pong, tele- 
vision, weightlifting, and basketball continued to be very 
popular “drop-in” activities at the Center. Women’s exer- 
cise classes, co-ed and ladies’ volleyball, and judo and karate 
retained their strong followings. 


Several new programs beyond the building were also 
well received. Ballroom dancing was offered at the Mullen- 
Hall School with amazing success; over thirty adults and 
twenty-five high school students showed up week after week. 
A New England Patriots chartered bus trip was organized 
and twenty-six persons enjoyed a day at Schaefer Stadium. 
Tennis lessons for adults and children were offered in the 
summer and fall, with over 200 adults and fifty youngsters 
taking part. An indoor tennis program was announced in 
December and over seventy-five people signed up for lessons 
at the Seacrest Hotel’s new courts. 


The Saturday morning boys’ soccer program grew to be 
one of the largest and most popular of the Committee’s 
Offerings. Over 200 boys, under the guidance of five very 
capable coaches, turned out each week throughout the fall. 
Also under the direct control of the Recreation Committee, 
the Summer Recreation Program provided a variety of recre- 
ational opportunities for boys and girls aged eight to fifteen. 
Tennis and golf lessons, arts and crafts instruction, and a 
variety of athletic activities were provided to approximately 
300 youngsters under the leadership. of William Livesey and 
a Staff of nine. The eight week program was offered in 
North and East Falmouth and at the Lawrence School. 


Baseball and softball continued to attract a strong fol- 
lowing of adults and youngsters. The Falmouth Little League 
provided organized play for approximately 500 boys, aged 
eight’ to fifteen, on ten major, eleven minor, and one pee- 
wee team. Late in the ’73 season a Falmouth All-Star team 
captured the Southern Massachusetts District Champion- 
Ship. Richard Corey, re-elected league president for the 
1974 season, was assisted by nearly fifty volunteer adults, 
serving as managers, coaches, and officials. 
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The Babe Ruth League fielded eight teams, each spon- 
sored by a local club or enterprise. Under the presidency 
of Leonard Costa and guided by twenty-five volunteers, 135 
boys aged 13 to 15 participated. The Falmouth entry in the 
Teener League, coached by Gary Pena and Chris Jenks, 
provided competition for eighteen local young men in the 
16 to 19 age group. The Falmouth Commodores, the town’s 
representative in the Cape Cod Baseball League, failed to 
qualify for the play-offs for the first time in several years, 
put still provided many evenings of top-notch baseball for 
over 6000 spectators. Three Falmouth players were on the 
team’s roster for the ’73 season. 


The Men’s Softball League fielded five teams, and ap- 
proximately one hundred local men took part. Games were 
played at the field adjacent to the School Administration 
Building in Teaticket. A women’s team played in the Barn- 
stable Amateur Softball League for the first time, and also 
participated in the State Slo-Pitch Championships. Twenty 
local women were involved. 


In basketball, Falmouth continued to show an avid inter- 
est in two leagues: one for boys in grades three to eight 
and one for men of the community. The boys’ league at- 
tracted approximately 200 youngsters, and, under the leader- 
ship of Lonnie Perry and Richard Fillipetti, became affiliated 
with the National “Junior Pro” Basketball Association for 
the 73-74 season. The men’s league played weekly and of- 
fered an enjoyable “night out” for over sixty local men. The 
Falmouth town team, “The Netmen,” participated again in 
the Cape Cod Amateur Basketball League and played their 
home games at the Lawrence School gymnasium. 


Hockey and figure skating strengthened their positions 
among the most popular recreational activities for Fal- 
mouth residents. The Falmouth Youth Hockey League pro- 
vided fun and competition for nearly 400 boys between the 
ages of eight and sixteen. Directed by president Ralph 
Vaccaro, over 130 adult volunteers made this program possi- 
ple. The men’s hockey team again played in the Cape Cod 
Amateur Hockey League; fifteen local residents represented 
Falmouth in competition at the Cape Cod Coliseum and an 
additional fifteen turned out to participate in practice. 


The figure skating program, presented in cooperation 
with the Falmouth Figure Skating Club, offered free ice 
time and lessons to approximately 350 beginning and inter- 
mediate skaters. 
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The Town Band, under the invaluable organization of 
Oscar Wolf, performed weekly throughout the summer, with 
an average attendance of about 1500 per concert. These 
performances continued to be among the most popular op- 
portunities for an enjoyable evening of summer recreation. 


Unfortunately, it would be impossible to list and thank 
each of the people who have devoted their time and efforts 
in helping to make Falmouth Recreation what it is today. 
An educated estimate as to the total number of volunteers 
involved in the various programs would be about 250. With- 
out their generous assistance, many programs could not 
exist. 

A recent tally indicates that between 1500 and 2000 
people utilize the Recreation Center each month. Another 
3000 annually participate in programs beyond the Center, 
but sponsored or subsidized by the Recreation Committee. 
A splendid spirit of cooperation and assistance has been dis- 
played toward recreation by every town committee and de- 
partment, especially the Schools and Public Works. An 
example of this cooperation was the agreement made last 
year with the School and Public Works Departments to 
center all scheduling and permits for use of school and park 
fields in the Recreation office. 


The Committee and its employees have worked through- 
out the year to provide “something for everyone” in leisure 
services. This same ideal will be the guiding rule for the 
coming year.

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REPORT OF THE 
CHRISTMAS TREE LIGHTING COMMITTEE 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth 


Fortuitously, during the latter part of October, the 
Christmas Tree Lighting Committee met, and after a lengthy 
discussion regarding the lighting of the Village Green and 
Main Street, decided that inasmuch as there were parking 
meters on Main Street which made the insertion of the pipe 
rods in the meter poles impossible, that it would be both 
costly, if not impossible, to place Christmas trees here. — 


Lighted Christmas trees have lined Main Street during 
each holiday season since 1954, but this is the first time the 
Selectmen have installed meters during the holiday season. 
During the last two years it has become impossible to line 
both sides of Main Street, inasmuch as many of the elm 
trees have been removed and, as mentioned in a previous 
report of this Commiitee, wiring could only be placed on 
certain parts of the utility poles. This has been objected 
to by New England Telephone Company in a previous year. 


Alternative holiday displays were discussed, with the 
possibility of placing a tree on the lawn of the main Library, 
Yuletide decorations in front of the Town Hall area, and in 
other locations. It was not until a number of weeks later 
that a request from the President of the United States cur- 
tailing lighting was received. In compliance with this energy 
crisis and the curtailment of Christmas tree lighting, the 
Christmas Tree Lighting Committee appeared vindicated in 
its decision to eliminate a goodly portion of this custom. 
Many Cape Cod towns and other towns throughout the 
United States curtailed, and some even eliminated, display 
lighting: a measure adopted nationally for the duration of 
the energy crisis. 


This justifiable action enabled the Christmas Tree Light- 
“ing Committee to expend funds for capital improvements; 
namely, replacements of several figurines previously stolen 
or vandalized. During the current lighting, which also fea- 
tured a reduction of the lighting of the large tree on the 
Green, items, most notably the Christ Child and candles, 
were stolen. 


Again, it would be remiss to not mention the excellent 
_ job the Department of Public Works Park Division, under 
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the supervision of Joseph Figuerido, has done in making the 
displays on the Village Green attractive and meaningful dur- 
ing the holiday season.

REPORT OF THE 
TREE PLANTING COMMITTEE 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth 


Final 1973 meeting of the Tree Planting Committee was 
a field trip during which the members reviewed and in- 
spected the progress and accomplishments of the year. 


Tree Planting Program: Shade trees, planted along Town 
accepted ways, are planted according to their availability, 
in order of application, weather conditions and depending 
upon the work load of the Tree Division of the Department 
of Public Works. Actual preparatory work and planting of 
all trees is done by Tree Division forces. 


Application for shade trees may be made at the Admin- 
istrative Office of the Department of Public Works, Town 
Hall. Applications are reviewed by the Committee in early 
fall. 


Thirty-one shade trees were planted during the planting 
season in various sections of the Town. These trees were of 
the larger stock grown in the Town Nursery. Maintenance 
and cultivation of these trees, both while in the Nursery 
and after planted along Town ways, is a continuous program. 
The Committee, however, expects that individual property 
Owners whose requests for trees are granted will cooperate 
and aid Town forces by watering and otherwise encouraging 
the growth of trees planted along Town ways abutting their 
property. 
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Utility Shed: Although the Committee is pleased and 
satisfied with the number of trees planted this year, the 
program was curtailed because funds and manpower were 
allocated to its major project: construction of a new utility 
shed, 16’ x 24’, to replace the log cabin which had deterior- 
ated over the years and was razed in 1972. 


The new building is of cement block construction with 
an asphalt shingled “A” type wooden roof. This building 
will be used, as in the past, to house tools and watering 
equipment for use in the Nursery. 


Nursery: During the year we were able to heavily treat 
the Nursery area with a six-inch application of peat which 
was given by the Department of Public Works. This ma- 
terial was worked into the top soil to replace soil lost 
by the constant balling of plant stock dug and taken away. 
Also, a crop of rye was planted in the spring in some of 
the unplanted areas and was plowed in the fall. 


A lining out stock of twenty red maples was added to 
the existing stock at the Nursery. To date, approximately 
250 young whips are presently growing in the Nursery and 
will be re-lined (spread out and root-pruned) this spring. 


It is satisfying to have a healthy and comparatively large 
stock on hand for future use and beautification of Town 
ways.

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Report of the 
Barnstable County Health Department 


There has been increased service in all program areas. 
The stimulation and challenge of change has led us to the 
need to assess and review existing programs and to modify 
our efforts and then expand in other areas. 


The addition of a new position, laboratory technician, 
has enabled the staff in environmental health to carry out 
more procedures — testing of more water samples, milk sam- 
ples, shellfish samples, and to offer more time in consul- 
tation to health agents. The community is asking for more 
information about the immunization and recommendations 
for travellers, for the elderly, for children, and for infor- 
mation and reassurance about insect-born diseases and food- 
borne disease outbreaks. This year the threat of mosquito 
born eastern viral encephalitis was high-lighted, but no cases 
occurred in this area, and a tick-borne disease rarely occur- 
ring in humans was reported in a neighboring area. Less 
dramatic but of continued importance is maintenance of the 
tuberculosis register and guidance in the epidemiological 
follow-up of 8 newly diagnosed cases. The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health has provided a part-time nurse 
epidemiologist for the control of venereal disease in the 
County. She shares office space with us. Participation has 
continued in a research study of the content of fluoride in 
tooth enamel in certain children who do not drink fluor- 
idated water. Priority has been given to education, eval- 
uation and to some fluoride treatments for pre-school and 
primary children. A college premedical sophmore spent an 
intersession extern period with us, observing the work of 
various disciplines. Two physical therapy senior students 
had a field placement experience in public health practice. 
The students in the Upper Cape Regional Vocational Tech- 
nical School program for licensed practical nurses each ob- 
served in the Handicapped Childrens Clinic as part of their 
pediatric experience. The summer sanitary inspector was 
a junior student majoring in public health. 
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In cooperation with the Cape Cod Community College 
Nursing Program a project has been initiated at the college 
and supported by sizable’ grants’ from two private sources. 
This project.is a health:resources center to be available at 
the college for the use of health career personnel for their 
own continuing education as well as for use in patient 
teaching. + . 


Supervision and monthly educational programs are pre- 
sented to the 63 public health nurses in the county, and sev- 
eral workshops have been presented to health agents: Con- 
Sultation to schools has been offered as requested, for the 
assessment of health services, and in planning for the im- 
plementation of Chapter 766 law. 


. The staff of the Handicapped Childrens Clinic has re- 
designed records and some procedures. There are now more 
than 300 children under care — a few with minimal but more 
with multiple handicaps. Communication has been stressed 
with the referring physician, parents, and schools, the Mass- 
achusetts Rehabilitation Commission and many social agen- 
cies. Assistance to preschools and schools is being offered, 
as special plans are being developed by schools for children 
with special needs as required by September 1974. 


In the area of medical social work, data collection has 
begun with an epidemiological approach. Considerable ef- 
fort is being made to analyze the extent of resources avail- 
able to children and to the elderly. Coordination and con- 
Sultation services are being provided for agencies preparing 
for and providing health care services at home. 


Staff are encouraged to participate in their own pro- 
fessional association activities and with health related agen- 
cies, Such as the Comprehensive Health Planning Area Coun- 
cil, Nurse Directors Committee, Southeastern Massachusetts 
Family Planning Council, Cape Cod and Islands Committee 
of United Cerebral Palsy, Heart Association, Cancer Society, 
Lung Association, Associated Boards of Health, advisory com- 
mittees of Home Health Agencies. 


We wish to acknowledge the fact that the new laboratory 
and the new equipment, the re-decorated office areas, and 
twice as much space have contributed to high morale of the 
staff.

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REPORT OF THE 
FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The year of 1973 was a period of continued growth and 
expansion of the services and activities provided by the 
Council on Aging. Significant increases in attendance at 
Senior Center activities indicate that the programs and 
courses conducted are of the type that appeal to a broad 
segment of the Senior citizens of Falmouth. The Senior 
Center staff has remained unchanged except for the resig- 
nation of Mrs. Isabelle Westell as head of hostesses. Mrs. 
Sarah Cronin has accepted this volunteer post. Lt. Col. 
Earle Flagg has continued as the director of the center and 
Mrs. Pearl Ernst as program chairman. The Council on Aging 
maintains close relations with the Executive Office of Elderly 
Affairs to keep abreast of current legislation and develop- 
ments that are of interest to senior citizens. Representatives 
of the State office have periodically visited the Senior Center 
and commended the Council on Aging for the excellence of 
the Falmouth program. 


The Senior Center, a multi-service center, has offered 
several new programs this year. A wood carving class taught 
by Vincent Zavorkas, a counseling service conducted by 
William Murray on Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and a water 
color painting course taught by Rhea Zwilling. In addition, 
the regular courses in oil painting, rug braiding, sewing, 
ceramics, burlap embroidery and quilting continue to be 
offered. Birthday parties, bazaars, rummage sales, square 
dances on the last Friday of every month at the Recreation 
Building, the 2nd annual picnic at Otis Air Force Base (at- 
tended by 150), a golf program at Otis Air Force Base and 
Falmouth Country Club (at reduced rates), are among the 
Special events. In addition, McDonald’s bus took Seniors on 
a tour of Cape Cod 7 times and furnished lunch to them. 


The outreach activities of the Center have included re- 
assurance telephone service, visits to nursing homes and 
the shut-ins. The “Senior Center Soundings” edited by Elsie 
Perlot and Fred Scarlotta has achieved a monthly circu- 
lation of over 1400. The Senior Center has maintained a 
list of employment opportunities and has placed several 
members in permanent, productive positions. 
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Travel has continued to be one of the favorite activities 
of the Falmouth Seniors. Trips to Williamsburg, Bermuda, 
Desert of Maine, 1000 Islands, Montreal, Warwick, Rhode 
Island, and to the LaSalette Shrine, were conducted, as well 
as five Boston day trips. In addition, Mr. Charles Bardelis 
donated a round trip to Martha’s Vineyard on the Island 
Queen for 200 senior citizens. In all, over seven hundred 
seniors participated in travel programs offered by the Center. 
Attendance at the Center has increased to over 725 per- 
sons per month using the facility or taking part in programs 
offered. The Falmouth Nursing Association continues to 
send the District Nurse to the Center each month where 
health and nutrition counseling is provided. Elderly citizens 
in each of the housing areas also receive this service once a 
month. 


The Council on Aging has conducted initial planning 
with the Cape and Islands Home Care, Inc. with the inten- 
tion of providing congregate meals for the elderly and the 
handicapped. Preliminary plans call for feeding fifty people 
per day the noon time meal. It will be conducted at the 
Recreation Building. The cost of the meal will be propor- 
tional to the individuals ability to pay. It will be a well- 
balanced, nutritional, hot meal. A program of “Meals on 
Wheels” is still in the planning stage. 


The transportation committee of the Council on Aging, 
organized in 1972 to study the transportation needs of the 
senior citizens, began operation of a Mini Bus service on 
May 9, 1973, with a Mini Bus donated by Harvey Clauson’s 
Chevrolet and Olds, Inc. This service operates on a dial-a- 
ride feature and was an immediate success, confirming the 
committee’s estimate of the needs of the town’s senior citi- 
zens. Al Lawrence was the first driver and through his 
efforts fifteen service stations donate five gallons of gasoline 
regularly to the Mini Bus. Due to personal reasons, Mr. Law- 
rence left in July and a second driver, John Seay, was hired. 
In 1973, the Mini Bus had traveled 12,000 miles, all in Fal- 
mouth, and given 3081 rides to senior citizens, free of charge, 
and received a donation of 975 gallons of gasoline. The sen- 
ior citizens and generous Falmouth residents continued to 
donate to the Mini Bus Fund which was turned over to the 
Town Treasurer for disbursement by the Town Accountant. 


The Council on Aging gratefully acknowledges the sup- 
port it has received from organizations and individuals, both 
in finances and the donation of time and talent, all of which 
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has contributed immensely to a successful year of operating 
the Senior Center and its programs, and we appreciate the 
continued encouragement of the Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee.

‘REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of aRelechmcn 
Town. of Falmouth : rR 


“In 1973, as in the past, the Falmouth Public Library has 
continued to dedicate itself to being a vital part of the. Fal- 
mouth community. Once again, there has been a considerable 
increase in circulation and extensive use of all library facili- 
ties. An excellent variety of library programs such as weekly 
films, guest speakers and special children’s activities con- 
tinues to draw support from groups of all ages. 

In May, the Board of Library Trustees voted to award 
annually a $100 scholarship to a graduating senior who has 
shown a desire to pursue librarianship as a career. It is the 
hope of the board that such a step will encourage students 
toward library education. 

The Falmouth Public Library, as other libraries, has, 
unfortunately, been affected by the recent reduction in federal 
funding. As the regional library for Cape Cod and the Islands, 
Falmouth has in the past enjoyed substantial support from 
state and federal funds. The board has been seeking measures 
by which to encourage support of the federal programs and 
legislation designed to alleviate this problem. 

The trustees have long recognized that the parking situ- 
ation at the main library is sorely inadequate. In reviewing 
specific proposals and blueprints for new parking facilities, 
brought to our attention by the town Beautification Commit- 
tee, the library board concluded that any decision regarding 
improving the parking situation could not be made without 
considering the matter of expansion. As the operation of all 
the libraries becomes more complex, and the demands on the 
main library become greater, the need for more space and 
more efficient equipment become inevitable. With this in 
mind, the Board of Library Trustees plans, in 1974, to consider 
the problem in greater detail in an effort to help the library 
better meet the needs of a growing Falmouth community.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


In 1973 adult reading interests and informational pur- 
Suits took on a shift in emphasis reflecting, of course, the 
changing times. People are seeking information, not only 
facts and data, but also ideas and the products of man’s en- 
deavors. 

Requested were books and articles on alternate life 
Styles, especially in the sense of “do-it-yourself” projects 
emphasizing self-sufficiency, and, lately, Information on 
Solar energy, wind power, and other means of coping with 
the energy crisis. In the area of self-analysis and changing 
family patterns, most requested were books like Viscott’s 
“Feel Free”, “Open Marriage” and especially Harris’ “I’m 
OK - You’re OK” which is entering its third year on reserve. 
People are looking for answers to things that aren’t explained 
readily, as shown by the resurgence of requests on UFO’s 
and on the occult and astrology. Biography continues to rate 
high, especially lives of presidents and national figures. (It 
is interesting to note that biographies of men are read by 
both men and women, but biographies of women, eg. Hell- 
man’s excellent “Pentimento”’ requested primarily by women.) 

Personal narratives like those of Anne M. Lindbergh 
and Robertsons “Survive The Savage Sea” reflect interest in 
human behavior in times of crisis. For high school students 
there is far less emphasis on reading lists, book reviews, and 
literary criticism and more questions on the social sciences 
and matters of a vocational and practical nature. Material 
for debates on current issues is “hot”. 

Other subjects in demand: Eastern religions; police and 
crime (fiction and nonfiction); the open classroom and the 
middie school; quilting, candlemaking, and batik replacing 
Macrame and leatherwork. As for serious fiction the works 
Of Doris Lessing were rediscovered and new fiction by Deld- 
erfield, Wouk, and Vonnegut were among the library’s “best 
sellers’. 

Significant additions were made in the areas of car re- 
pairs, boating, foreign language records, large print books, 
and new magazines on the theatre and business. We supported 
community organizations such as the Nursing Association 
and League of Woman Voters by purchasing books relevant 
to their programs. 

Books and services to children were offered with their 
creative and informational pursuits in mind. Classes in the 
East Falmouth School and Mullen School visit the public 
library weekly. Special treats which drew hundreds of children 
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REPORT OF THE WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen ~ 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The general growth of the West Falmouth Library in 
1973 was encouraging to both its professional staff, Mrs. 
Roger Tourtellot, Librarian, and Mrs. George Harrison, Li-— 
brary Assistant and the Board of Directors. The more fre- 
quent use of the library as a place to browse and study was 
very gratifying. A gain of 82 families with an estimated 
potential of 246 borrowers shows the increasing importance 
of the library to the community. The quality of financial 
support has shown substantial growth also. Our circulation 
exceeded 10,000 in 1973. The 6,710 titles available were 380 
over the 1972 total. These were supplemented by 620 books 
from the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library system 
and the McNaughton rental service. 


The library was most happy to participate in a Books 
for Brotherhood Program inaugurated by The National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews, Inc. Pupils in the fourth, 
fifth and sixth grades of the North Falmouth School were 
encouraged to enter an essay contest with books stressing 
brotherhood as their source. We were very proud to learn 
that Brian Holmes, a fifth grade student, had been selected 
the winner from all the participating fifth graders in the 
state. 


The number and variety of activities taking place in 
the meeting room made it evident that the library was be- 
coming a community center. Our very capable Program 
Chairman, Mrs. Frank Scarito, provided the children with 
an interesting choice of activities throughout the year. 
There were classes in macrame, needlework, creative drama, 
and country dancing as well as the popular weekly movies 
in the summer. The Science School was well attended. 


The volunteer group, the Friends of the Library, under 
the leadership of Mrs. W. F. Auer, and Mrs. Otis K. Dewan, 
has had a most constructive year. They have provided 
needed help to the librarians and the program chairman, 
sponsored an evening bridge, book sale, and a neighborhood 
coffee. One of its most successful new endeavors was a 
Halloween parade, party, and costume contest for the young- 
er children of West Falmouth. They also assisted in the 
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Pre-School Christmas party hosted by the library, contri- 
buting the Christmas tree and candy canes. Their needle- 
work clinic is a year old and thriving. Through their fund 
raising efforts the Friends helped the library to buy a film 
projector. Increased activity is planned for next year. 


Improvements continued on the physical plant. Thanks 
to a capital outlay appropriation from the Town of Fal- 
mouth, the dome over the original building was insulated 
resulting in a considerable saving of heat. The Board 
granted XEROX Corporation a license to operate a coin- 
operated copier in the library for community use. 


The library continues to administer the Arthur F. Hen- 
nessey Scholarship Fund. Based on actual need, scholarship 
and mature outlook, the choice by the committee of Keith 
Harrison was unanimous. 


At a special meeting of the West Falmouth Library 
Corporation in August new by-laws were presented and 
accepted. To them was added a third purpose of the Cor- 
poration, namely to house and administer documents and 
artifacts pertaining to local history. Mrs. Andrew Bunker 
was appointed Archivist. The Board was increased to include 
the chairmen of the Program and Membership Committees 
and a member from Friends of the Library.

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REPORT OF THE DEVELOPMENT AND 
INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 


TO: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The objective of this Commission is to establish a more 
Stable tax base and to increase employment opportunities 
for Falmouth residents. 


The Commission scheduled 22 meetings this year. We 
have met with the New Bedford Executive Director and in- 
spected their Industrial Park. It is considered a good example 
of a Town controlled park. 


The Commission is studying the assets and liabilities of 
private vs. municipal ownership for our Industrial Park. At 
this time, we are inclined towards recommendation of a 
Town owned park to insure control by the Town Meeting. 


We have had representatives of State agencies at our 
meetings to review possible State or Federal assistance in 
financing a Falmouth Industrial Park. 


Further, we have reviewed in some depth the recommen- 
dations of the Planning Board and are in agreement in most 
areas. 


We have had four requests for assistance in location or 
relocation of light industry but have had no suitable sites 
available. 


At the present time, we are cataloguing existing indus- 
trially zoned areas to determine their Suitability. We are 
Supporting the extension of the Industrially Zoned Area on 
Thomas Landers Road. An Article for this extension will be 
in the Warrant for the 1974 Annual Town Meeting. 

Conferences were held with the Principals of ORE and 
we assisted them in their recent efforts to expand their light 
industrial zone. 

Our Commission feels that in 1974 it Will work more 
closely with other Town Committees and Boards to balance 
our objectives with the short and long term goals of the 
existing resort industry.

spring made it necessary to mow and rake more often. For 
this reason, fertilization will be minimal this coming year. 
With very careful and frugal management, we believe that 
our budget will carry us through to the end of the new 
fiscal year in June. 


Several inspections during the year revealed considerable 
damage to some of the old stones by unknown persons 
cleaning, rubbing and marking with crayon. Some Revolu- 
tionary War markers were uprooted and thrown aside by 
persons rubbing stones where the markers interfered. Al- 
most all of the older stones are relatively thin slate and 
marble, and while this material was used because it is easy 
to inscribe, it also results in weakness and some of these 
older stones, further deteriorated by weather exposure over 
long periods have been broken by pressure against them. 
For this reason, the committee decided to follow the ex- 
ample of a growing number of cities and towns, notably 
Boston and has erected signs prohibiting rubbing of stones 
pecause of their condition and the damage being done. It 
is regretted that this action had to be taken because of the 
inconsiderate and irresponsible actions of a few. 

There were nine interments in 1973. 

All citizens are welcome and are invited to visit this 
historic cemetery where most of our earlier inhabitants are 
buried and to treat this Old Burying Ground with the respect 
due the departed.

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REPORT OF THE 
WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


The Selectmen 
Falmouth, Ma. 


I respectfully submit the following report for 1973 as the 
Falmouth Member on the three-member Woods Hole, Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority. 


This is my 11th annual report to the Selectmen and for 
the 11th successive year, I can say that there need be no 
deficit assessment on the communities served by the Author- 
ity. A more complete financial statement will be forwarded 
to the Falmouth Selectmen in the near future as soon as 
independent certified public accountants complete their an- 
nual audit. 


The year began with hope based largely on past success- 
ful years. It soon clouded with WOrTy as grave signs appeared 
and we took action to keep the operation sound while meet- 
ing the increased responsibilities placed upon the Authority. 


The year ended with the Authority incurring a net ope- 
rating loss of $7,485.02 — far less than that feared at mid- 
year as the SSA (1) fell victim to the unprecedented inflation 
which beleaguers the nation and (2) felt the heavy impact 
of early season cold, wet weather, which held down tourism. 


Cost control measures, coupled with the return of good 
weather, reversed the financial trend and enabled the Au- 
thority to complete the year close to the break-even point. 
But there were weeks when it appeared a deficit in the range 
of $300,000.00 was inevitable. 


Last June, the Authority’s income from service was 
‘$135,000.00 below the mark set in June 1972. Through July, 
the downward trend continued until the close of that month 
Saw the Authority’s income was down $239,000.00 as against 
figures for the previous July. Members and management 
worked for the break-even point and, in all probability, would 
have reached it had the nation not Suddenly been plunged 
into “the energy crisis.” Since that announcement, would- 
be travellers have stayed close to home and conditions since 
have been such as to cause deep worry to all businesses, 
employees and communities with ties to the tourist industry. 


The Steamship Authority is unlike most every other 
business or industry in a free economy. It is charged by law 
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to give priority to serving this area of the Cape and the 
Islands, providing year-round daily service for permanent 
residents and businesses while meeting the growing demands 
of vacationing American families. At the same time, the 
Authority must keep faith with its bondholders whose invest- 
ment makes it possible to provide service without continual 
public subsidy. 

This charge, by law, compels the Authority’s Members to 
conduct the Authority’s affairs openly, to welcome public 
participation and, importantly, to keep alert to the various 
pressures weighing on the public. The Authority is affected 
by the general economy. 

As a major employer and major purchaser, the Authority 
is a vital part of Falmouth’s economy, playing a role that it 
hopes translates into constant betterment in the lives of the 
communities and families it serves. 


We are aware that it is this “partnership” between the 
Authority and the public that spells success or failure for 
the very concept of the Authority and, by law, must still 
meet a heavy costly year-round responsibility that falls on 
no private competitor. Such unregulated, unorganized com- 
petition can luxuriate in the off-season months, leaving it 
up to Authority vessels and crews to meet the continuing 
needs of the area. 


The Members of the Authority were pleased during the 
year when the Massachusetts Legislature and the governor 
showed understanding and passed new laws which limit 
further inroads by competition. Competition will remain 
heavy — but a limit has been drawn. Within that limit the 
Authority must continue to prove itself without taxpayers 
having to make up for losses traceable in large part to un- 
fair competition. 

The Town of Falmouth and the Steamship Authority 
should consider ways and means to strengthen the partner- 
ship. There are many ways, but one is in traffic control. 
Congestion mounts because drivers unfamiliar with the area 
aren’t directed properly by existing road signs. Small, direc- 
tional signs (to Falmouth and the Islands, to Woods Hole, 
etc.) need not clash with the sedate mood we prefer as 
permanent residents. Such a system of signs could be of 
benefit to town and traveller alike and, hopefully, the idea 
will be pursued at no cost to the Town of Falmouth. 

1973 began with two major undertakings: 


1. Hyannis service as all dredging, paving and new con- 
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struction was completed by spring to begin service from 
Hyannis to Nantucket. 


2. In February, 1973, the keel was laid for the new $3.8 
million motor vessel Nantucket at the Bellinger Ship- 
yards in Jacksonville, Florida with delivery date set for 
May list of 1974. On October 27, 1973, the new Nantucket 
was launched and it appears that all schedules are be- 
ing met. She will replace the old S/S Nantucket, now 
named the S/S Naushon, which is for sale as is the 
48-year-old steamer, Nobska, but it is the Members’ 
fervent hope that the beloved Nobska can be retained. 
She is so much a part of the region’s history, is one of 
the few steamships still in service in American waters 
that Members are making every effort to keep her in 
the Authority’s fleet. 


1972’s operations ended with a net operating income of 
some $120,000.00 plus some $56,000.00 from invested funds. 


1873 was different because of inflated costs forced on 
every business, family and community government across 
the nation and because of bad weather in the early summer. 


Two other factors were present: unregulated operators 
competed heavily for passenger traffic during the normally 
lucrative summer months and the Authority had resisted 
changing rates in the past but it was necessary to raise rates. 
This decision was reached to seek a very modest increase in 
freight rates. Such rates had increased phenomenally in all 
other transportation sectors, but the Authority had been able 
to hold its freight rate increases to a mere 2.3 per cent from 
1952 to the summer of last year. No one could point to the 
Authority as an inflation-maker; still there were protests 
from the Islands (mainly Martha’s Vineyard) which had to 
be respected and answered, which consumed more time and 
money. 

The proposed freight rate increases were made even more 
modest and the Authority, in meetings with the Massachu- 
setts Truckers Association, was able to obtain a guarantee 
that these smaller increases would not be passed along to 
consumers but would be absorbed by MTA. I do not have 
final figures at this writing but the increases (effective Oct. 
22) were so modest as to have very little effect on the year’s 
income. 

Looking ahead at Cape Cod’s economy based on tourism 
and the late 1973 emergence of a fuel crisis casts a long 
Shadow into 1974 for most businesses, each community and 
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each resident. A continued shortage of gasoline could dis- 
courage family travelling, with severe impact on the economy 
of the Cape and the Town of Falmouth, including the opera- 
tions of the Steamship Authority. 

This much is known: 

1. Our fuel supply is adequate but costly #6 fuel oil 
(needed for the old Nantucket and the Nobsaka) is 
most difficult of all fuels to obtain. 

2. Fuel costs to the Authority might well triple over 1973 
costs. : 

3. Evidence is everywhere that motorists have already 
curbed their driving and unless the supply of gasoline 
is assured to every driver, this summer could see few 
vacationers who had to drive a considerable distance. 

4. We have encouraged bus operators to assist us without 
much help from the communities served. 

The Authority’s plan is to bend every effort to encourage 
Massachusetts families to look once again to the Cape as 
their vacationland rather than the Rockies or Florida or the 
Maritimes. If the campaign succeeds, Falmouth and the 
entire Cape will continue to be a haven for tourists. 

I wish to thank the Selectmen for placing their faith in 
me as Falmouth’s representative on the important Steam- 
ship Authority. I thank each of you for your cooperation. I 
thank the Falmouth Police Department also for the splendid 
way it cooperates with the Authority as it always has in the 
past, particularly on Memorial Day, 4 July, 1 August and 
Labor Day. 

And I hope that my report for 1974 shows that through 
understanding and “partnership”, adversities are overcome 
and that each working family, each business and each com- 
munity by then is planning for the future with the optimism.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


In 1973, the Board held twenty-five regular and sixteen 
special meetings. There were twenty-nine hearings on sub- 
division plans and two sessions of hearings on zoning articles 
to come before Town Meeting. Ninety-seven other plans 
were endorsed ‘Approval Not Required” and thirty-four pre- 
liminary plans were considered. The number of new lots 
created by the subdivisions and other plans was approxi- 
mately six hundred and fifteen; the number last year was 
near seven hundred and fifty. 


The 1973 Annual Town Meeting voted overwhelmingly 
to upgrade all areas previously zoned Agricultural “B” (AGB) 
to Agricultural “A” (AGA) thereby increasing the minimum 
lot area from 20,000 to 40,000 sq. ft., and to change all land 
previously zoned AGC (15,000 sq. ft.) to AGB (20,000 sq. ft.) 
as recommended by the Board a year previously. In spite of 
this step towards decreased density, there were already in 
process (and hence protected against zoning changes) a 
number of subdivision plans showing some 270 lots under the 
former, denser zoning. Several plans of subdivisions have 
been disapproved by the Board, and appeals from such deci- 
Sions have been taken to Superior Court. 


The Board has placed in the Warrant for the 1974 An- 
nual Town Meeting an article which will put an end to sub- 
mission of plans of subdivisions or applications for permits 
for uses which would violate proposed zoning changes once 
they had been legally published. Another Board sponsored 
article would exclude future residential subdivisions and cer- 
tain other uses from the undeveloped areas now zoned Agri- 
cultural; if adopted, it would thereafter be necessary to 
change the Agricultural zoning to one of the Residence 
Classifications before a subdivision or certain other resi- 
dential type uses could be created in an area. 


The Board is also proposing to change the nature, though 
not the effect of Historical District Zoning, so as to super- 
impose the present architectural control in Historical Dis- 
tricts on the underlying “use” zoning. A companion article 
proposes to expand this revised Historical zoning to parts of 
various of the Town’s Villages. 


Prior to the January, 1974 Special Town Meeting, in 
response to prodding by the Federal government (H.U.D.) 
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the Board had prepared a proposed Flood Area zoning article. 
The article was referred by Special Town Meeting to an ad 
hoc committee to make its report on the whole subject of 
flood area designation, zoning and control at the 1974 Annual 
Town Meeting. 


Town Meeting voted $4,000.00 to pay a Planning Director 
for the balance of the fiscal year (to 30 June, 1974) and au- 
thorized the Board to include in its 1974-75 budget continu- 
ing funds for this purpose. This will, we hope, give the Board 
the professional assistance to get abreast of its statutory 
duties. The Board is moving its office into an adjacent, newly 
finished area, to make room for such a director and to 
accommodate the many citizens attending hearings. 


Because of the continuing and increased pressures, the 
Board has been unable to get back to a broad revision of the 
zoning by-law text, as recommended in the 1970 Compre- 
hensive Plan. As predicted last year, some of the recommen- 
dations for revision of the by-law are being accomplished 
piece-by-piece. It is expected that the hiring of a director 
will free the Board of administrative duties and give it the 
necessary time to up-date and implement the master plan. 


One of the unresolved problems still facing the Board, 
and the Town, is how to resolve the “apartment-condomini- 
um-multiple dwellings”, issue. Since 1971, multiple dwellings 
have not been permitted in other than Business or Light 
Industrial districts, although a few such have been author- 
ized in the interium by the Board of Appeals, either through 
successful appeals for variances or as a matter of right under 
provisions of the enabling statute. There are places and 
situations in which the existence of multiple dwellings would 
probably be better for the land and the neighborhood than 
development of a single dwelling subdivision, provided that 
densities, siting and architectural design could be controlled, 
to the greater benefit of the land and the Town. A clear 
distinction, by definition, should be made between a condo- 
minium and an apartment building. Permits for any such 
multiple dwellings should only be issued after a public hear- 
ing and pursuant to specific design controls, and not as a 
matter of right subject to a fixed formula as had been the 
case between 1966 and 1971. As a corollary to this, the Board 
is inclined toward the opinion that dwelling uses are gen- 
erally incompatible with uses permitted and commonly found 
in districts zoned Business or Light Industrial, and in the 
future should be prohibited. 
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The Board wishes to express its appreciation to the 
many Town Boards and Committees who have assisted it.

Department for the year 1973. 


During the year, Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of World War One and Two, the Korean Con- 
flict and Viet-Nam were aided in accordance with Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Seven World War One, Seven World War Two, One Ko- 
rean and One Viet-Nam Veterans died during the year in 
Falmouth. The widows and dependent parents were assisted 
in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial allow- 
ances, Social Security Claims and Grave Markers. 


Twenty-five grave markers have been applied for. All 
have been received and emplanted. Suitable bronze markers 
and flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have 
been taken care of during the year. 


Twenty-seven Veterans and widows have been aided in 
making out their Income Statements. 


This office has processed over one hundred Viet-Nam 
applicants for the Massachusetts Viet-Nam Bonus, and has 
also aided the Veterans for education and other matters con- 
cerning Veterans’ Benefits, such as home loans and pensions. 


As the Viet-Nam era of hostilities has ceased, it will be 
increasingly dependent on Veterans’ Services to inform these 
new Veterans of their benefits and to help in the care of 
their families. So, in years to come, the Department will 
gradually increase its aid to more and more Veterans. 


Reimbursement by the State Department to the E. & D. 
fund is made for fifty per cent of all approved expenditures 
except Administration. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services 
is listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report; therefore it will not be repeated here. 


As the younger Veterans are being discharged, this office 
has succeeded in placing twenty veterans on the apprentice- 
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Ship program under the G. I. Bill and many more have ap- 
plied for schooling on the college level. 


I have attended several seminars this past year along 
with many visits to the V.A. Contract Office. This has been 
necessary to keep abreast of the rapidly changing laws. 


LOUISE R. HENNESSEY

She was awarded a Certificate of Appreciation 
for valuable and meritorious services from the 
Veterans’ of World War One.

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REPORT OF THE 
TOWN SOCIAL SERVICES COMMITTEE 


To the Board of Selectmen and to the Residents 
of the Town of Falmouth 


548-0533 


The number above is the one to call when Falmouth 
residents are troubled by problems arising from marital 
difficulties, disturbing parent-child relationships or personal- 
social situations that are distressing. The call brings to 
families professional assistance at no cost, a resource pro- 
vided by the Town through an appropriation to the Social 
Service Committee. The Committee has an authorized mem- 
bership of seven citizens appointed by the Town Moderator 
to serve for a year at a time. Since the program’s inception 
in 1971 the Committee has insisted that the program have 
a distinct family counseling focus, that the delivery of serv- 
ices help individuals and families to solve their own prob- 
lems without forming dependent attachments to the workers, 
and that the service reach into the homes rather than serv- 
ing only those who are willing or able to make visits to an 
office. 


The Committee has contracted with South Shore Coun- 
Seling Associates of Hanover, Massachusetts, (a private, out- 
patient, comprehensive mental health facility licensed by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Department of Public 
Health) to provide two half-time social workers and the 
necessary supervision for the workers and administrative 
Services to keep the program operative. The contract with 
the agency is a six month renewable one for a three year 
period with termination possible at the end of any six month 
period if one or the other parties so states thirty days in 
advance. 


The Committee has watched the service become an inte- 
gral part of the social service network that provides help to 
Falmouth residents. Until this year the same two workers 
have responded to the referrals which came from individuals 
as self-referrals and from other agency representatives who 
refer appropriate cases for attention. The first break in the 
team roster came this year when Ruth Bullock decided to 
pursue a graduate program in social work. She was replaced 
by Nancy Copeland. Catherine Pare’ continues to serve the 
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community so that the equivalent service of a fulltime 
worker is provided. 


Although one person may be the initiator of the referral 
for family counseling, the use of the term family implies 
that more than one benefits from the intervention. Thus 
the statistics that show 148 referrals to date since the pro- 
gram began in no way reflects the total number reached by 
the service. It is safe to estimate two to three times that 
number came under the umbrella of the service. Each social 
worker on a half-time basis can carry an active case load of 
clients that approximates 12 to 15. Further study reveals 
that 8 to 10 visits by the social workers are necessary on the 
average to help a person or family develop the strength to 
manage the problem without the regular assistance of the 
worker. Some few cases demand much longer periods of 
intervention. Others are of shorter duration. With a service 
‘restricted by numbers of personnel and hours available for 
consultation and counseling, the decisions to add new cases 
or to drop others are difficult to make. If the service is to 
respond to community needs it must continue to provide 
help to new clients. Consultation help from the parent 
agency assists the workers in making the appropriate de- 
cision. 

About 3 of 5 referrals come from the Falmouth Nursing 
Association, the Falmouth Hospital, the Department of Public 
Welfare and the Police Department. The trend towards 
self-referrals is growing which could indicate that others 
in the community are learning of the service and are not 
hesitant to make referrals to it. 


Family problems know no age limits. The workers see 
the elderly as well as the young. Usually the focus is a 
family one which keeps the service in line with the original 
plan for its direction. 


During the calendar year, 1973 the Social Service Com- 
mittee met fifteen times. Over the last three months of the 
year the Committee has increased its meeting schedule to 
a bi-weekly one. It has continued the practice into the 
first two months of 1974. In the Articles of the Warrant of 
1973 the Committee requested the Town to authorize an 
expansion of the Committee from 5 to 7 members so that 
broader representation from the community could have a 
voice in the determination and direction of program. The 
Moderator responded by appointing Ruth Burrough, Mar- 
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garet McCane, and Nadja Pendleton. The first named was 
unable to serve and was replaced by Alan Buchsbaum. The 
Committee was pleased with the new members since they 
brought to meetings training and experience in many fields 
of social work including needed services for the elderly and 
the sick. 


Although the Committee looked ahead to an enlarged 
committee, resignations of Norma Holt and Eugene Mc- 
Laughlin were accepted with regret. At this writing the 
Committee is looking to the Moderator for additional ap- 
pointments to increase the Committee to its authorized 
membership. 


Probably the most significant issue for the Committee 
during the year was to respond to the explanation included 
by the Finance Committee in the Articles of the Warrant for 
the 1973 Annual Town Meeting under Article 54 which was 
the Social Services Committee expansion article. The Fi- 
nance Committee wrote, “We hope and expect that this en- 
largement will enable the Committee to coordinate all of 
its various activities with those of other service groups (Clin- 
ics and Nurses, Drug Abuse Committee, Council on Aging, 
and the School Guidance programs). The Committee should 
be sure that available services are not being duplicated and 
Should determine an explicit list of priorities among social 
needs and the appropriate responses to them. Otherwise 
this expanding area of Town concern will outgrow the sup- 
port that is generated by specific programs effectively fo- 
cussed on clearly seen problems.” 


The task set before the Committee was a monumental 
one. The concern of the Finance Committee is a legitimate 
one. The Town does provide money to several agencies that 
are concerned with health, education and social welfare 
needs of the residents. Agencies such as the schools, the 
Nursing Association, the Council on Aging, the Cape Cod 
Mental Health Center, Falmouth Helpline (Hotline) and the 
Social Services Committee all receive monies in varying 
amounts. There is always the possibility that duplication of 
services will exist. 


It is important to add that there are other public and 
private agencies both in and outside Falmouth, that provide 
Social services at no direct expense to the Town. Included 
among these agencies are the Falmouth Hospital, the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Home, the Day Care. Center, the County 
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Health Department, Children’s Protective Services, Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, and Cape Cod Alcoholism Inter- 
vention Rehabilitation Unit. 


To make an assessment of all of these services to deter- 
mine type of service rendered and degree of overlap is a 
long range project. The Social Services Committee did begin 
an exploration of the problem by inviting members of the 
fore mentioned agencies to join with it in an exploration of 
unmet needs. Key people from the agencies spent one or 
more meetings with the Committee reviewing their own serv- 
ices and identifying unmet needs. 


Throughout all of the discussions the need for coordi- 
nation of services appeared. In spite of the many different 
programs operating the fact that there were unmet needs 
continued to surface. Included among the needs were the 
following: 


1. help with family and personal problems for senior 
citizens 

alcoholic patient in a post hospital situation 
supportive and chronic care facilities 

reasonable housing 

transportation 

additional home maker services at reasonable costs 
group sessions for mothers who share common prob- 
lems of child care 

8. coordination of existing services 

9. more social workers for community service. 
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The Social Services Committee finds it tempting to rec- 
ommend meeting these needs through the addition of more 
personnel, but it is reluctant to do this without spending 
adequate time to develop a realistic and sound plan. 


It has made a beginning by meeting with representatives 
of Falmouth Helpline. It will continue to engage in co- 
operative endeavors with other committees. It does encour- 
age its workers to reach out to other agencies in order to 
avoid duplication. 


In closing the Committee wishes to clarify several points. 
It interprets duplication of services to mean two or more 
agencies rendering services to the same client without 
realizing the fact exists. It does not believe that because 
several agencies state that they provide family counseling 
that there is a duplication of services. It prefers to believe 
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from its study thus far that the need is so great that several 
agencies are needed to meet it. It also believes that agencies 
provide services in unique and different ways. Some offer 
a professional service, others provide assistance through the 
use Of helping relationships provided by concerned people 
who are volunteers or non-professionals. 


The Committee believes one of its immediate goals is to 
find that blend of the two types of services that makes it 
possible to reach more residents who are in need and to 
provide it in the right amount, at the right time and by the 
individual appropriately trained for the type of problem 
presented.

1973 SUBSTANTIAL COMPLETION AND OCCUPANCY 
OF THE NEW FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 


Your School Building Needs Committee is pleased to 
report that the Falmouth High School construction project 
is 99% complete. 


During 1973, your committee has conducted 21 meetings 
while pursuing the task of supervising the completion of the 
Falmouth High School. Highlights of 1973 are enumerated 
below. 


Substantial Completion 
July 2, 1973 


Academic Building was accepted except for the mechan- 
ical functions and certain other areas which were excluded. 


September 6, 1973 

The locker room and auditorium sections of the building 
along with the mechanical systems were accepted. The 
Town assumed operational costs for the building as of this 
date. 
October 18, 1973 

The Field House and spaces related to it were accepted. 


Bids and Contracts 1973 


During 1973 your committee supervised bidding proce- 
dures and awarded contracts in the following areas:

Building Plant Manager 
In cooperation with the School Committee, the School 


Building Needs Committee authorized action on filling the 
position of Building Plant Manager. 
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During the final stages of construction, the Plant Man- 
ager acted as the Assistant Clerk of the Works and assumed 
plant operational responsibilities for the building when the 
building was accepted as substantially complete. 


Mr. Joseph Montle was hired on February 6, 1973 to fill 
the position of Building Plant Manager. 


Change Orders 


During the year, your committee processed change orders 
numbered 18 to 35 to the General Contractors contract. The 
net addition to the contract was for $43,966.72. 


Opening the New School 


Classes commenced on September 6, 1973 as scheduled, 
although not under ideal conditions as many of the sub- 
contracts were not complete and some portions of the 
building were not available. Throughout the fall of 1973, 
Subcontractors continued to work in the building so that 
now, early in 1974, the building is 99% operational. 


Occupancy 


Supplies and materials were moved to the New High 
School during the summer. Falmouth National Guard Serv- 
ice Battery of the 211th Field Artillery Battalion contributed 
vehicles and manpower as a part of their summer field train- 
ing July 2-13, 1973. The Department of Public Works High- 
way Division also assisted by moving shop equipment. The 
regular School Department staff and equipment also par- 
ticipated in this immense task. The School Building Needs 
Committee wishes to express its appreciation to all who 
assisted in opening the new school. 


Problem Areas 


Some major areas of concern which the committee has 
and is diligently pursuing in order to complete this project 


in the best interest of the town include ; a Satisfactory solu- ~~ 


tion to landscaping, in particular, the finishing of the athletic 
field; expediting shipment and installation of equipment 
and furnishings; completion of general contractor and sub- 
contractor punch lists; establishing priorities for purchases 
of remaining equipment; and arriving at a satisfactory and 
workable solution to the Industrial Arts facilities. 


Regionalization 


Your committee heard and considered a presentation of 
the proposed Falmouth-Mashpee Regionalization Plan pre- 
sented by the Regional District Planning Committee. 
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Retirement 

It was with regret that the School Building Needs Com- 
mittee noted the retirement of Miss Mary Sears who had 
served with us from March of 1952 to March of 1973. We 
wish her well in her retirement.

On September fifth we commenced our fifth year of 
operation with an enrollment of 548 of which 5 are tuition 
students from previous years. Our regular day school now 
Starts at 7:45 am. and ends at 2:20 pm. Again this year 
we are operating our school until 5 p.m. in order to offer 
occupational education to as many students in our five-town 
district as possible. Our afternoon program is designed to 
give a wide variety of experiences in as many fields as pos- 
Sible. Because of the time limitations, students that attend 
from 2:20 to 5 p.m. will not receive the amount of training 
as do our full-time day students, but the guidance directors 
of the five towns and the Upper Cape Regional feel it is a 
program which offers many opportunities for actual ‘“hands- 
on” experience. It is a good program, but because of the length 
of the day, fatigue on the part of both the instructor and the 
students does pose somewhat of a problem. In an effort to 
help with this problem, some students in the five towns are 
given released time but in the majority of cases the student 
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is in school from 8 a.m, to 5 p.m. Monthly in-service programs 
in the five towns are the cause of high absenteeism on those 
particular days because the students are returned directly 
to their homes from the sending schools. 


The Cooperative Program is now in its third year, and 
it is proving to be very effective in both alleviating the crowd- 
ing in the shops and in providing the students with actual 
on-the-job experience and an opportunity to earn money 
while attending school. 


Our proposals for funding of a new Distributive Edu- 
cation program and a Masonry program were approved, and 
both are in operation. In order to house these two new pro- 
grams, the students in drafting, carpentry, electrical, plumb- 
ing, metals, and painting and decorating programs all par- 
ticipated in the construction of the two areas. At the pre- 
sent time we are preparing to teach automobile radiator re- 
pair in conjunction with our auto body program. 


At this time we have reached our saturation point as 
far aS numbers of students and programs are concerned. Be- 
cause of the current trend in local population growth, the 
School Committee and the Administration are investigating 
methods of serving more students of the district. 


This year, as in past years, the students have contributed 
many thousands of dollars’ worth of labor in a variety of 
projects on town-owned property and for non-profit organi- 
gations in our five towns. We are depending more and more 
on municipal and non-profit organizations for our outside 
job training. The students benefit from this work not only 
in the experience of doing the job but by the donations the 
various organizations provide toward our scholarship fund. 


Because of the need for more classroom space, a class- 
room which had been made into offices for the guidance 
department by the student body has been reconverted to a 
classroom. The guidance operations have moved to the bus- 
iness office area and a new area in front of the school was 
constructed for the district business office. The soccer field 
which was relocated in an effort to provide more space for 
our intramural and our interscholastic sports was completed 
and used for the first time for the opening day of school 
in September. 


The Regional School District, in the way of financial 
assistance in 1973, received $331,701.00 which represents 
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our 50 percent reimbursement of net operating expense, and 
$90,335.00 for the transportation reimbursement. Under PL 
92-318, the District received $21,678.00, the remaining monies 
for the grants for distributive education and masonry. Also 
received was $549.37 for a library grant and $22,151.00 under 
PL 81-874 for Federally connected pupils. 


In addition to this money, the towns of Bourne, Falmouth, 
Sandwich, and Wareham were entitled to receive an additional 
fifteen percent of their Chapter 70 entitlement. 


Bourne’s fifteen percent amounted to $145,210.17 
Falmouth’s fifteen percent amounted to 84,978.95 
Sandwich’s fifteen percent amounted to 15,665.42 
Wareham’s fifteen percent amounted to 43,816.50 


It is important to note that these funds are sent directly 
to the communities, not to the regional school district, as an 
additional fifteen percent state aid given only to communities 
who are part of a regional school district. However, there 
is no requirement that the funds be used for the school budget. 


At this point in the 18-month budget, we are operating 
within overall budget levels. It is hoped that it will be pos- 
sible to cut down in some budget items in order to take care 
of the anticipated shortages in such items as heat, power, 
and transportation. 


I would like once again to thank my fellow school com- 
mittee and advisory board members as well as all personnel 
who are employed by the school district for their excellent 
work and their willingness to do what must be done in order 
to have up-to-date, on-going programs. For a regional dis- 
trict to be successful, all of the feeder schools must work 
together for the good of the students. We have been most 
grateful for the cooperation and help given to us by the 
schools in our regional district. The elected officials and their 
Staffs within our five towns have always been willing to help 
in any way they can. With this type of community involve- 
ment the school committee and the administration can keep 
well informed as to the direction occupational education must 
take in order to keep pace with the continually changing 
technologies and employment opportunities.

“It is important that you know that collectively 
as members of the School Committee and individually 
as citizens of the community that we have apprec- 
iated your efforts over many years to provide quality 
education to the youth of the Town. More than that 
we feel that by your honest and friendly relation- 
Ships with students you have become a visible model 
for all adults to emulate in their relationships with 
youth. More individuals with your empathy for and 
understanding of youth would reduce the so-called 
generation-gap to a minimum. 


“You have served faithfully and well and the 
Committee commends you for your dedication. You 
are SO very right when you said in your letter that 
Falmouth has been your home and its people your 
friends. Your humaneness made forming lasting 
friendships easy for everyone. It is a quality so in- 
frequently found, and, when it is, one to be cherished. 
The Town of Falmouth was indeed fortunate to have 
a man who possessed this quality in limitless amounts. 


“It is understandable then that we accept with 
deep regret your request to retire and we appreciate 
your thoughtfulness in giving us lead time to find 
the person to fill the shoes of Russel] Marshall.” 


Falmouth School Committee 


Mr. Marshall retired as of June 30, 1973 after 44 
years of service to the youth of the Town. 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


School Committees would probably rank fairly low in a 
popularity contest. Especially would the fact be true if the 
poll was taken at budget time. In most communities school 
committees are responsible for the expenditure of large sums 
of money. These costs are reflected in the tax rate and 
place a heavy burden on the property owner. Your Commit- 
tee is quite conscious of the need to keep expenditures within 
the town’s ability to pay. It recognizes there are residents 
who can ill afford to pay higher taxes. Yet the Committee 
finds that the number of students enrolled in Falmouth 
schools continue to increase and the cost of all that the 
schools use — people, materials and services — also rise at 
alarming rates. 


To find the happy balance between support for good 
education and reasonable costs to the taxpayer plagues the 
Committee through all its decisions. It is convinced that 
some method other than the property tax must be found to 
pay for education at the local level. It believes that the 
State Legislature and State Department of Education must 
take active leadership in the matter. 


Until another method is devised, the Committee will 
ask its administrators to justify budget requests and provide 
detailed evidences of the need for the expenditures. 


The most important task facing any school committee 
is to hire a Superintendent when it loses one. Most com- 
mittee members never participate in the selection process 
during their career on a committee. Some Falmouth Com- 
mittee members have gone through the process twice in a 
three year period. The experience taks it toll in time and 
energy. The Falmouth Committee has met in public meet- 
ings with citizens who opposed its decisions. It has received 
petitions from residents who found school programs or Com- 
mittee actions to their dislike. It has listened to the despair 
of citizens who expected more from the new high school 
than it was able to produce in its first year. It has partici- 
pated with other members of the School Building Needs 
Committee to push for completion of the high school build- 
ing. It found itself in a debate with the Finance Committee 
on Town Meeting floor over the need to increase its member- 
ship from six to nine. As a body it has spent a most difficult 
year, one unmatched by Committees in recent years. 
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Yet throughout it all, it has remained steadfast to its 
task. It has responded calmly to community demands and in 
its wisdom acted with the best interests of students in mind. 
It has kept in touch with students from the high school by 
meeting regularly with them. It has negotiated a good con- 
tract for the town with the Falmouth Educators’ Association. 
It has remained as a policy forming board and encouraged 
administrators to develop appropriate guidelines and regu- 
lations to implement the policies. 

Now that Town meeting and Town elections are nearly 
here, the Committee looks ahead to a new era. Nine mem- 
bers will sit and deliberate, rather than six. The conditions 
that led to unrest in the system have quieted. It is the hope 
of the Committee that it can pay more attention to education 
in the months and year ahead than has been possible in 
recent years. It wants community involvement and support. 


Perhaps the most pleasant happening of the year was 
the increased interest shown by the community members 
when Committee actions touched them. Citizens attendance 
at School Committee meetings has grown. The Community, 
the Committee and the Schoo] System all stand to benefit 
when people become concerned about what happens to them. 
It is when apathy sets in that all three are in trouble. The 
Committee sees no sign of that dread disease. For that it is 
thankful.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and to the Citizens 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


Over the past three years I saw myself as a kind of 
historian for the Falmouth School system describing events 
and activities to be included in the Annual Town Reports. 
With my appointment to the position of Superintendent of 
Schools I have become a part of the history of which I write. 
Of course that was true before but to a lesser degree. I shall 
try to recount for this year the significant developments in 
the system as I have seen them. 

In the interest of brevity as requested by the Selectmen 
I shall reduce the total amount of material to be included 
in this report to a compilation of important School Com- 
mittee actions, to reports by building principals, to assertions 
made by program directors and my own reflections about 
the past and my hopes and concerns for the future. In the 
overall report you will find statistical tables showing detailed 
accounts of expenditures for schools, and estimated receipts 
to the town on account of education, membership of students 
by ages and grades, school enrollment by grades and schools, 
post high school plans of graduating seniors, graduation 
program for the class of 1973 and student, staff and room 
data for use in the future. 


PART I—A Compilation of School Committee Actions 
Perhaps no other body of elected officials met as fre- 
quently as the School Committee did during the calendar 
year 1973. Fifty one School Committee meetings were at- 
tended by the members. This number does not include the 
91 School Building Needs Committee Meetings scheduled 
through the year. The average is about 6 meetings per month 
and when it is known that school vacation periods other than 
the long summer one are usually free of scheduled meetings, 
the number averages out to about two per week. A willing- 
ness by citizens to serve on a school committee requires 
commitment to our young people, endurance to withstand 
long evenings of sitting and discussing and a high level of 
sensitivity coupled with emotional control in order to listen 
to the demands of educators, parents, students, and citizens 
in regard to education and yet to be unaffected by rumors, 
remarks and retorts that have no substantive basis. 
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The listing of committee actions which follow is pre- 


sented here to give the public an inside look at the many 
and varied problems that are brought to the Committee’s 
attention during the course of 51 meetings. Not all actions 
can be listed. A study of School Committee minutes is much 
more telling.

Approved a revised fund-raising policy statement for 
the schools.

Adopted the recommendations of the job and wage classi- 
fication study as completed by Albert Puzzo, consultant, 
who had done a similar study for the Town Personnel 
Board. 

Voted to change the district boundary lines for attend- 
ance at the North Falmouth Elementary School in an 
effort to relieve crowded conditions at that school. 


Heard a group of parents from West Falmouth who pre- 
sented a petition to the Committee in opposition to the 
redistricting vote taken at a prior meeting. 

Listened to a presentation of a proposed administrative 
reorganization plan for the new Falmouth High School. 
Held an open meeting with the Falmouth Educators’ 


Association to discuss matters of mutual interest. 


Approved the use of the new Falmouth High School for 
the Barnstable County Teachers’ Convention. 


Accepted the bid of Educational Coordinates to provide 


Falmouth High School with a modular schedule.

Approved the recommended policy and guidelines of the 
Superintendent of Schools for handling requests by par- 
ents to have children attend elementary schools outside 
of their districts. 
Discussed with the Superintendent the ways by which 
the Superintendent and Committee could work together 
effectively. 

Voted to have the Recreation Committee schedule the 
use of school playing fields from July 21 to Labor Day 
on a temporary basis for this year and to evaluate the 
program for a future policy statement. 

Sent letters of appreciation to the National Guard, the 
Department of Public Works and to the Beach Com- 
mittee for assistance provided the School Department 
in moving supplies and equipment during the summer 
months to the schools in preparation for school opening 
in the fall. 

Rescinded its earlier action in regard to school starting 
and closing times and. approved new times as recom- 
mended by the Superintendent.

Voted to dedicate the football game on Thanksgiving 
Day to Ernest Economides, a recent high school grad- 
uate who devoted so much of himself to working with 
the youth of the Town and who lost his life in a tragic 
motor accident. 

Approved recommendations for saving fuel during the 
energy crisis. 

Began budget development sessions. 


PART II — Reflections and Hopes of the Superintendent 


The pinnacle of my career in education was reached on 


June 16, 1973 when I actively assumed the position of Super- 
intendent of Schools in Falmouth. Although the School 
Committee officially voted my appointment in April, it was 
not to take effect until October 1 when Dr. Richard Sheely’s 
resignation date was reached. Circumstances dictated an 
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earlier assumption of responsibilities than was orrein ally 
intended. 


I accepted the appointment with humility, grateful i 
the Committee for its consideration of my candidacy and for 
its confidence in entrusting to me such a responsible position. 


I shall endeavor to provide the leadership that will en- 
able the system to continue to provide good education to its 
Students and to help the community to realize the educa- 
tional goals it has set for the system. 


In recent years as writer, collector and editor of infor- 
mation to be included in the annual school report, I have 
emphasized the theme of “change”. This year of 1973 brought 
no slackening to the movement. The fact that changes take 
place at an ever increasing pace is one of the constants of 
life today. One goal is to accept that fact, learn to live with 
it, and turn it to the advantage of the schools and its pupils. 
Before so doing it is important to identify the changes so 
that they can be recognized and understood for what they 
are. The process of looking at specific changes helps to dis- 
pel fears about them and makes it possible to know their 
directions and thus plan for their effects. 


In this report I would like to touch upon a few of the 
changes that have taken place in 1973 or will be taking place 
in 1974 that I see influencing the direction of education in 
Falmouth. 


Change in Central Office Administration 


I’ve already mentioned a very major change when I 
spoke about the transfer of the superintendency from Dr. 
Sheely’s hands to mine. Associated with a transfer in office 
is the winding down of one administration and the starting 
up process of the new. It takes time for staff to adjust to 
the new order. There is a certain amount of anxiety created 
during the transition period and the worries are felt more 
keenly by new staff members who were hired under the 
policies and expectations of the former administrator. Until 
feelings of security are fostered by the tone and climate 
established by the new administration, there exists a period 
of possible unrest. Fortunately the change in office came 
during the summer months, so that by school opening in the 
fall the newness had worn off and working relationships with 
the Committee and the principals were established. 


., It was necessary to appoint an assistant superintendent 
to fill the position I left. It was my recommendation to the 
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Committee that the appointment go to Robert Berquist, 
Director of Guidance. I had worked closely with him since 
he came to Falmouth and knew first hand of his competence 
in working with staff members on the pupil-personnel team. 
His broad administrative experiences with schools, programs 
and people were ones I was looking for. In addition he was 
known to the staff and to the community. I was pleased 
that the Committee approved my recommendation. 


Now there were two of three administrators in the cen- 
tral office who were new to their jobs. The only mainstay 
was the business manager, Donald Johnson. Again it takes 
time for a team to learn to work together. We have been 
doing just that since September, but more time is needed 
before the operation will run smoothly. It is an example of 
another change that is taking place and that has its effects 
upon Committee and staff. 


Changes in School Committee Membership and Structure 


Perhaps more significant and pervasive changes are the 
ones that have occurred on the School Committee or about 
to happen. Dr. Mary Sears, a long time member of the 
Committee, chose not to seek reelection for an eighth term 
in March. Mrs. Kathryn Paine was elected to fill that posi- 
tion. 

With the addition of Mrs. Paine four new members had 
been added to the Committee within a three year period. 
This change has emphasized the need for a policy handbook 
for use by Committee members so that a new member can 
become quickly acquainted with the new role. This need will 
take on even more importance in the months ahead because 
of the vote at the recent special Town meeting which in- 
creased the membership on the Committee from six to nine. 
Three new members will be elected in April, 1974 one for 
a one year term, one for a two year term, and one for a three 
year term. 

Each year Town elections fill two positions on the Com- 
mittee. This year there are the possibilities that as Many as 
five new members could take office or as few as three. What 
ever happens at election time the Committee will change in 
numbers and may alter policies that affect education. For 
the Committee and for the central administration staff there 
will be weeks and months ahead of learning about each 
other and understanding what the new goals and expecta- 
tions may be. | 
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Changes in Staff Through Retirements 

_ Sometimes changes add people such as described above 
in regard to the School Committee. Other times changes 
take people away. Every year staff members choose to leave 
the system to teach or to work elsewhere. These moves are 
expected and made without fanfare. When retirements take 
place, the losses are harder to take. 

The year 1973 saw the retirement of Russell Marshall, 
principal of Lawrence High School. He had announced his 
retirement to be effective upon the opening of the new high 
School which meant that he would remain at Lawrence High 
until the class of 1973 graduated. For health reasons he 
was forced. to request the Committee to relieve him of that 
assignment earlier than he intended which the Committee 
regretfully granted. 

Lucille Ogden, Business Department Leader and teacher, 
retired after serving the Town for 30 years. Jessamine Wil- 
liams, an elementary teacher at the North Falmouth Ele- 
mentary School, retired after six years of service in Fal- 
mouth. 


Let it be known by all who read this that their talents: 
dedication and good work are missed by their friends in 
education. Changes of the magnitude embodied in the num- 
ber of years of their faithful service cannot go unnoticed. 


While on the subject of retirements, I’d like to-mention 
two others that ‘did leave the system without as much as a 
word of recognition. I’m reminded of the first by the ap- 
pointment of a new school attendance officer. Augustus 
“Gus” Canty had that important position for years. He car- 
ried out his assignments inthe quiet, efficient and friendly 
manner that made him such a popular man in the com- 
munity. His school friends were distressed when they learned 
of his illness which prevented him from continuing in the 
role. 

Several years ago Rita Kendall retired from her position 
at the Falmouth Nursing Association. Although ‘she was not 
an employee of the school system, her name was synonymous 
with school health. I know of no other person in the com- 
munity who was so loved and respected in her work. 


Changes in Grade Allocations of Students to Buildings 

It may be hard to think of buildings and changes in 
assignments of students to them as being of any ereat 
Significance. I believe that housing the over 900 seventh 
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and eighth graders at the now Lawrence School (the old 
high school) was an important move for them and the staff. 
After many years of overcrowded conditions at the Inter- 
mediate School, the staff and students had elbow room for 
programs and events not possible before. I also believe that 
the painting and other improvements to the building gave 
them a good feeling as they commenced the year. 


A central school for fifth and sixth graders is not neces- 
sarily an oddity, but for the year 1973 the opening of the 
Morse Pond School (former Intermediate School) was an 
unusual event. It brought together under one roof over 800 
students who were coming from the four elementary schools 
into a central unit and it was the first experience of this 
kind for all of them. From now on only one grade will enter 
as a new student body each year. The upper grade will 
have had the year of experience in the building. Couple the 
arrival of 800 or so new students with a new staff composed 
of those who chose to come there from the elementary 
schools, augmented by the sixth grade teachers who taught 
at the Intermediate School or at the Mullen-Hall during the 
past year, and completed by staff members hired as new 
comers to Falmouth there exists the potential for exciting 
times. Now, add to this mixture, a new principal from out- 
of-state and the real impact of change begins to assert itself. 


Other less dramatic changes took place at the elemen- 
tary schools. I’m sure to those directly involved the return 
of kindergarten classes from out-of-school sites to the East 
Falmouth and Teaticket School was a special event. The 
removal of the fifth grades from the elementary schools 
opened these facilities to permit smaller class sizes and 
different uses for classroom spaces. Probably those at the 
Mullen-Hall School were most affected by the change be- 
cause they lost not only their fifth grade students but also 
the 200 or more sixth graders that attended the school dur- 
ing the 1972-1973 school year to relieve the overcrowded con- 
ditions at the Intermediate School. 


Opening of the New Falmouth High School 


I would be derelict in my duty if I did not include the 
changes that took place with the opening of the new Fal- 
mouth High School. All that was said about the other build- 
ings in town happened only because there was a new high 
school. I’ve heard much about the problems of the 1,600 
students at the high school and I am in sympathy with the 
concerns, but I cannot overlook the benefit which came to

the 3,700 other students in Town who for the first time in 
years were in buildings that were less crowded. 


Let me comment briefly about the new building. The 
high school principal in his report later on will speak to 
some of the issues that confronted him when it opened. 
There has been ample coverage by both newspapers of the 
problems. There were factors that made the year a very 
difficult one. Any one factor by itself would have made for 
difficult times, but when, by coincidence, they all happen at 
the same time, then the consequences defy ready and quick 
solutions. 

The building has great potentiality. It will take time 
for the staff, students and community to learn how to use 
it. In.spite of the problems of this first year, the adminis- 
tration and teaching staff have learned a great deal about 
how to use open space, how to use the instructional media 
center, how to schedule students, how to offer options that 
are relevant to student needs. They are beginning to ad- 
dress themselves to making better use of the house concept. 
More activities are being offered for the community so that 
the movement toward a community school will begin to 
take place. There is concern about the behaviors of students 
and efforts are being made to epee them develop responsible 
behavior patterns. 

I’m impressed with the special facilities in science, math- 
ematics, art, music, shops, home economics and business. 
The community has every right to have high hopes for what 
the school can do for its youth. I’m of the opinion that time 
will prove that the designers of the educational program 
and the architectural structure were on the right track. I 
think it significant that the school received an award as 
one of only six high schools in- the entire country to receive 
a design citation this year. The awards are jointly sponsored 
by the American Association of School Administrators and 
the American Institute of Architects. | 


Relationship with the Falmouth Educators’ Association 


At the time I became Superintendent there were com-: 
munication problems with the Falmouth Educators’ Associ- 
ation over violations of the contract agreement between the 
Association and the School Committee. One of my first 
goals was to improve relationships with the Association. The 
Officials of the Association were also Willing to find resolu- 
tions to the difficulties. Although throughout the year the 
relationship has been cordial both parties realize the need. 
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to’ work within ‘the Contract that was bargained ‘in’ good’ 
faith. Perhaps the most: serious-situation facing both sides 
concerned the reorganization plan of the administrative 
order. at the high school. The new principal recommended 
an organization that included three housemasters, a student- 
community affairs administrator, and three curriculum chair- 
man in the areas of mathematics, and sciences, humanities 
and careers. It was recommended that. the administrative 
assistantships and ‘the department leaders positions as they 
existed be eliminated. The School Committee approved the 
plan for the new high school. 


The Association initiated a grievance which at this 
writing has been heard by the American Arbitration Asso- 
ciation. A finding should be rendered in March or April. 


Until there is a final resolution of this problem there are 
no doubt currents of unrest that affect the morale of the 
high school staff if not of the system. 


Unforeseen Changes 


Many of the changes described to this point were pre- 
dictable. There are several others that have appeared on 
the scene without much advance warning. The energy crisis 
that brought shortages and price increases to bear upon 
school operation was probably the most serious condition 
that faced us. The need to change school opening and clos- 
ing times because of the return to daylight savings time 
was disruptive to schools and families. Recent legislation. 
that mandated programs for children’s special needs and 
bilingual education and provided access to equal educational 
opportunities for all will have far reaching effects upon 
school systems in the years ahead. 


Much that has been written describes events of the 
past. Events of the past continue to influence the present 
and the future. For me the days ahead will be occupied 
with the continuing search for answers that will fit the con- 
ditions as they will exist. Some solutions from the past are 
perfectly appropriate for the here and now. One great 
problem is the unpredictability of the future. It is possible 
to find answers to questions and solutions to problems. It 
is much more difficult to know the right questions to ask. 
It is with that thought that I approach the anniversary of 
my appointment. I hope that I can find the right questions 
that will set the system and the community to the search 
for answers that will begin to bring harmony, stability, 
strength and direction to our educational endeavors. 
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- “My experiences from the: past suggest..some directions’ 
forthe future. In the :year ahead I plan to allocate: my: 
time and energies and that of my’ staff. to defining these 
issues so. that solutions for them can be found. 
High School ? Rep orends: 

-.,The need to help:administration and staff. at the high. 
school to continue to respond to community expectations 
while at the same time providing students with the necessary 
Skills, attitudes and understandings to permit them to func-: 
tion effectively in an ever changing society remains high 
on my list. It sounds like a cliche’ to speak of generation 
gaps, but they do exist. The difficult. task of the school is to 
Keep a foot in both worlds, the one that you and I grew up: 
in and the one your children and mine face now. 


Middle School 


Another goal will be to assist the staff and student bodies 
at the two middle schools in their search to establish unique 
and separate identities from the elementary schools and 
from the high school. Somewhere in between the two ends 
we must find the organizational patterns, the teaching styles, 
the emotional requisites for teachers who work at the mid- 
dle school level, the types and varieties of learning experi- 
ences best fitted for the age groups, and the communication 
network with parents to help them feel secure and comfort- 
able during critical stages of their children’s growth and 
development processes.

Student Behavior 


It is a goal of mine that we can establish within limits 
Standards of acceptable student behavior. I like to think 
that the greatest amount of freedom exists for all under 
reasonable rules and regulations. We must guarantee every 
child his inherent rights to a good education. In turn we 
must remain optimistic about our chances of helping stu- 
dents who take longer to become self-disciplined and self- 
motivated. We remain for some the only place and hope to 
achieve that goal. We must not fail in our efforts to find or 
try new and different ways to accomplish the task. Above 
all, we cannot turn away from the problem. 


Curriculum Continuity 

I have heard for years now, at least since we have had 
study committees in town looking at various segments of 
our school problems, that we need continuity in our curricu- 
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lum areas. There should be evidences that all teachers and 
students are striving for the same goals at the elementary 
school level even though the materials and teaching tech- 
niques may vary from room to room, grade level to grade 
level and building to building. There also should be a climb- 
ing ladder developed in the system that permits an easy 
ascent to the summit. The building blocks should contain 
the same ingredients so that they will fit together nicely for 
any child as he or she progresses through school. This state- 
ment in no way implies standardization of curriculum. It 
does imply a system-wide acceptance of broad and specific 
goals. The need to establish these in each curriculum area 
is a high priority one as is the need to break down artificial 
barriers between subject fields. 


Children With Special Needs 

With the growing emphasis on providing total school 
experiences for all children with special needs, I feel the 
system must find ways to improve the already extensive 
services available. Chapter 766 of the General laws Man- 
dates this. The cloudy picture in regard to financial re- 
imbursement for the program makes predictions for the 
immediate future rather difficult. I would see ahead more 
programs for children with special needs as we improve and 
increase our identification and prescriptive services. I see 
a greater need for in-service programs for teachers to help 
them work effectively with these children. I continue to 
see the classroom teacher as the most influential person in 
education. 


Equal Opportunity / 

Again, because of legislation, schools will begin to open 
its programs to members of all sexes, colors and creeds. More 
effort will be spent in filling staff positions at all levels with 
members from minority groups. I can remember when most 
elementary principals were women. Today in the state men 
are in the majority. The new legislation should help to 
reverse the trend. Similar changes will take place in pro- 
grams that up to now were largely segregated as far as 
enrollments. were concerned. More time and money will be 
spent on girls in interscholastic athletics and in intramural 
programs. Traditional offerings in business courses, indus- 
trial arts and home economics will be affected. 


Certification of Teachers 


The new certification law establishes provisional and 
permanent certification. It will change the practice used in 
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Massachusetts for many years. It should help to improve 
the quality of teaching in the State. It does not interfere 
with the evaluation process carried on. by the local systems 
in regard to its teachers. It is too early to tell what the im- 
pact of this legislation willbe, but. we will need to begin to 
prepare for it. 


Options in Schools 


_. As we have come to understand and to act upon the 
knowledge that people are different, one from another, we 
find ourselves providing many more options than ever before. 
I personally am not always sure that what we do in the 
name of a new practice necessarily is all that good. Neither 
am I convinced that what we have done in the past is all 
that good either. We need to know what from the past 
works and what from the present trends works and then to 
blend the two to make for us what seems desirable. This 
process is a trial and error one. It requires inputs from Staff, 
parents and students. If we are to offer options we need to 
have them for all, if possible. I see a large task ahead that 
relates to studying options. Included in the study would be 
what we mean and intend by open or closed classrooms or 
schools or education. 


These are but a few of the many critical areas. I call 
upon the school and the community for help in phrasing 
the right questions about these issues and pointing us all 
in the directions to find them.

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SUMMARY STATEMENT OF THE 
SCHOOL DEPARTMENT BUDGET 


Attached, herewith, is the School Committee’s memoran- 
dum of estimated expenditures and receipts which constitute 
the school budget for the period July 1, 1974 - June 30, 1975. 


In these times of spiraling inflation and rapid change, 
we have endeavored to compile a budget which adequately 
but modestly supports the existing educational programs and 
facilities within the Town of Falmouth. 


New programs include High Intensity Reading Centers 
at two elementary schools, a planned revision in the social 
studies curriculum and required changes in the Special Needs 
Program as mandated by Chapter 766 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws. 


Professional staff increases have been carefully computed 
on pupil-teacher ratios based BooU projected enroliments 
within each school. 


Professional salaries are based upon existing contractual 
commitments and existing salary policies which provide a 
5.5% increase in professional salary schedules and normal 
step increases effective September 1, 1974. 


Salaries are based upon an adjustment in the salary 
schedules of 5.5% effective July 1, 1974 and the granting of 
normal step increases. These schedules should coincide with 
the Town of Falmouth Personnel Board policies and schedules. 


No amendments to this budget should be necessary on 
account of salary negotiations since present contracts were 
negotiated for a two year period, the School Year 73-74 and 
the School Year 74-75. 


The School Committee requests the sum of $6,770,497. be 
provided from July 1, 1974 to June 30, 1975 for the operation 
of schools. 


The School Committee proposed that the monies be pro- 
vided as follows:

Total $6,723,646. $124,707. $6,848,353. 


A detailed listing of Applied Revenues, as well as direct 
revenues, On account of education is shown in “Estimated 
Receipts to the Town on Account of Education” page two of 
the budget document. 


In preparing this budget, this School Committee has held 
public meetings at which individual school, department and 
program budgets were reviewed in minute detail. Finance 
Committee representatives and citizens participated in these 
meetings. A public hearing is planned at which time a pres- 
entation on the total budget will be made. 


Major factors reflected in the increase in this budget 
include: 


1. Contractual commitments to adjust professional and aid 
Salary schedules by 5.5%. 


2. Policy of the School Committee to maintain salary 
schedules of personnel other than in (1) above in line 
with other town salary schedules. 


3. The need to maintain pupil-teacher ratios at acceptable 
and somewhat equitable levels in all schools. 


4. The need to add non-professional, custodial, secretarial, 
maintenance and driver personnel to Support existing 
programs. 


0. Inflation impact on the supplies and materials and 
in particular, paper products (100% increase), heating 
fuel (300% increase) and electricity (30-50% increase). 
There is a significant impact in this budget inspite of 
extensive conservation measures. 


6. The need for major improvements in the heating plant 
at the Mullen School. 


7. Applications for several federal occupational program 
grants. These grants do not affect the amount to be 
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appropriated since a corresponding amount has been 
added to the applied revenues. 


8. The requirement for supplemental Special Needs budget 
as mandated by Chapter 766 of the General Laws. 


9. Reduction in Federal Impacted Funds under Public Law 
874. This fact results from a reduction in the number 
of students because of the more limited use of Otis Air 
Force Base and from a much smaller appropriation of 
funds by Congress. 


We trust you will find the attached budget document 
informative and supportive of our requests.

1973 ANNUAL REPORT OF PRINCIPALS 
AS SUBMITTED TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 
PETER L. CLARK, PRINCIPAL 


This report is based on the notion that annual reports 
run the calendar year and this one would end December, 
1973. 


The calendar year 1973 encompasses the most exhausting 
Series of changes for the high school since perhaps the early 
1950’s. The administration, staff and students and the com- 
munity as a whole have been faced with considerable anxiety 
and special pressures as these changes have been made and 
as the settling in process has taken place. Perhaps one of 
the most difficult aspects of the transition was the belief 
by many in the community that problems that had existed 
at the old high school would in some fashion evaporate when 
the students and staff entered the new high school. It was 
natural for people in the old high school to use the phrase 
that things would be better in the new high school and in 
many ways they certainly are better. It was also easy to fall 
in to the misunderstanding that somehow there would be no 
Significant problems after the move took place. This has not 
been the case, and in reality there was no reason to believe 
that it should be the case. 


For four or five years new plans and new programs have 
been in development for the new Falmouth High School. 
These included suggestions for a new time arrangement, 
called modular scheduling, which was implemented in Sep- 
tember of 1973. It included a goal of greater inter-disci- 
plinary programs, which have developed particularly in the 
area of humanities and American studies. On top of all this 
has been a change in personnel at the administrative level 
of the high school, with the retirement of Russell B. Marshal] 
after many years of hard and inciteful service, and the hiring 
of Peter L. Clark. 


While changes of such magnitude were bound to create 
anxieties among staff and the community, significant posi- 
tive steps have been achieved during the fall of 1973. First, 
the move into the new building and the subsequent moves 
within the district have been completed. The great majority 
of final adjustments to the building, completion of the last 
steps of construction, and the receipt of more than $800,000. 
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worth of equipment, were all major undertakings of Septem- 
ber and October, 1973. The results of the modular scheduling 
effort were less adequate than had been hoped and a great 
deal of energy had been expended during the fall of 1973 in 
making adjustments to the students’ schedules and increas- 
ing in all ways possible the amount of scheduled time for 
students. This has included contacting approximately half 
the school to add or re-arrange courses. The administration 
of the school has begun already to think toward the 1974-75 
school year and to plan its schedule so that similar in- 
adequacies do not appear. 


Moving into a new setting with a new schedule always 
requires changes and readjustments in procedures. This has 
included for the Falmouth High School restrictions on the 
Open Campus arrangements of the Lawrence High School, 
new regulations concerning the use of the building and the 
surrounding grounds, and a renewed effort to reduce the 
amount of tardiness and class cutting by increasing the 
contacts with homes. 


One of the most demanding challenges of the new school 
is the constructive uses of unassigned time options by stu- 
dents. Unassigned time offers opportunities in the areas of 
additional course work and help for students as well as 
enrichment opportunities for students. The fall 1973 has 
seen a strong growth in the use of open laboratories, in sci- 
ence, art, home economics, shop and physical education. 
Teacher conferencing with individual students or small 
groups of students for additional help was next to impossible 
at the Lawrence High School because of time and space 
restrictions but have grown in the Falmouth High School 
to the benefit of student learning. There are indications 
that either through voluntary use or through teacher require- 
ment students are being involved in this kind of individual 
or small group work. Furthermore, such constructive ac- 
tivities as dramatic productions, extra-curricular activities, 
and mini-courses have been enhanced. However, there still 
remains a problem of students who are not motivated to 
become involved in these areas, who continue to hold to the 
notion that if there isn’t a formal class then there isn’t any- 
thing to do. The school administration and staff are looking 
for ways to counsel students into constructive use of un- 
assigned time and to better account for these activities. 


Despite the many adjustments and the misunderstand- 
ings about the new programs at the high school, the high 
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school administration is confident that the general level of 
education has not been affected and that potentialities for 
expanding that level of education both in concrete infor- 
mation and in personal growth are becoming realities. Gen- 
eral scholastic averages appear to be at the same levels as the 
year 1972. Steps are being taken to increase the amount of 
structured class time in small ways the remainder of the 
School year 1973-74 and in substantial ways in the school 
year 1974-75. 

_ In summary, we are confident that adjustments to the 
hew situation are progressing as one might expect. 


MORSE POND SCHOOL 
HOWARD L. CAMPBELL, TASK LEADER 
FOR BURTON E. NEWMAN, PRINCIPAL 


September, 1973 saw the entire student and teacher 
population of grade five come together in one building for 
the first time. The sixth grades had at one time all been 
located at the Intermediate School but in recent years several 
Sixth grades had to be housed at the Mullen-Hall School. 


During the first months of the 1973-74 school year, the 
870 students of both grade levels made the adjustment to a 
new school situation, leaving the familiarity of the commun- 
ity school where they had spent the years of kindergarten 
through grade 4, and coming together with students from all 
the areas of Falmouth. 

The teaching staff as well had to make adjustments in 
transferring from a neighborhood school of three or four 
oth grade classrooms to a school of sixteen fifth grade and 
fifteen sixth grade classrooms. The exceptional willingness 
and cooperation of the entire staff have made this transition 
a smooth one for the students. 


The classroom teachers in most cases formed teams in 
which heterogeneous homerooms were put into homogeneous 
reading and mathematics classes. Continuing as outstanding 
programs are FOOS for the Sixth grade students and the 
National Seashore where in January over 2100 fifth grade 
Students had made the trip to Wellfleet since the program 
began. 

A School Parent Association of the Morse Pond School 
(SCAMPS) was formed to provide an on-going communica- 
tion between school and community. 

Choral and orchestral music groups, chess, drama, folk- 
dancing clubs, and after school sports all help greatly in en- 
riching the life of our fifth and sixth grade students. 
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TEATICKET SCHOOL 
JOHN OSER, PRINCIPAL 


There have been many changes for all of us at school 
this past year. The departure of the 5th graders to another 
school, gave us for a brief time, some precious teaching 
space. It enabled us to reduce class size at some of the 
critical grade levels, but the relief was short lived, as the 
enrollment started climbing again in September. The num- 
bers of students in kindergarten and grade four still remain 
at a higher level than we would like. The school district 
already has a very large population and the continued house 
construction in the area would almost guarantee that the 
school enrollment will continue to climb upwards. 


The return of the kindergarten classes to the school from 
the Administration Building was very happily received by all 
of us. The students can once again feel that they are a part 
of their school. 


During the year, invaluable aid has been given to the 
class programs by scores of parent volunteers and high 
school students. This past semester, teacher interns from 
Southeastern Massachusetts University spent eight consecu- 
tive weeks studying in our classrooms. By way of helping 
teachers and students in learning situations they were able 
to acquire the insight and training that will later enable 
them to become successful teachers. 


The major concern that we share with parents is in what 
ways can we make our school program better than what it is. 
There are several factors that must be considered in exam- 
ining the issue of the quality of instruction at this school. 
There is first, the fact that there is a wide span of differing 
family life styles and subsequent attitudes about education 
in the area. It has been important that the school recognize 
those differences and provide for them. Thus, we have con- 
tinued to provide to the parents different but equal strategies 
in teaching. The staff in turn has tried to give maximum 
consideration to the special needs of the children in ways 
that will reach them and not turn them off from education. 
One message that repeats itself in our school is that not 
many students fall into the orderly pattern of the graded 
system of school. The ability grouping and individualization 
methods that teachers are using at all levels help to give to 
the children a more realistic program based on where they 
are and what they need to learn. These practices are very 
real clues to the fact that a teacher at almost any grade 
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can be sure of having students above and below what is 
considered the standard for that class. When we see children 
in relation to group tests, then the individual differences 
merge into a group pattern. As a result of the past achieve- 
ment tests we know there are areas in the school program 
that need examination and possible change as they relate 
to trends within the program. 


With the thought to improve the performance of stu- 
dents we have changed some of the grouping practices in 
the upper grades in mathematics. Emphasis is being given 
to diagnostic prescriptive tests as better instruments for 
helping to identify and help students in academic areas. The 
learning center will reach more students in the year ahead 
as whole classes make use of the carefully organized reading 
material in that room. 


We know that there are several special areas of the 
school program that need immediate attention: 


The program for the non-English speaking children should 
be expanded into a richer and more meaningful bi-lingual 
program. Additional guidance help should be available at 
the primary level to assist teachers and parents in working 
out better in-school and out-of-school programs for children. 


Within the district parents and staff must continue 
their partnership in making the school environment more 
related to the needs of the children. In a larger sense, the 
School needs the support and understanding of the rest of 
the town community and in that, more has to be learned 
first hand about the challenges that teachers face and what 
they are doing about those challenges. To promote this 
greater understanding the staff and I invite all of you to 
visit, learn and discover what we are trying to do. 


WOODS HOLE SCHOOL 
EMMA M. BARROW, PRINCIPAL 


The educational goals of both Massachusetts and Fal- 
mouth allow for developing and implementing educationally 
sound and accountable programs to fit the individual needs 
of pupils in order to equip them for becoming effective, con- 
tributing members of society. The Woods Hole School pro- 
gram is basically characteristic of educational programs 
which place emphasis on thought-provoking pupil activities 
that promote intellectual achievement, individual dignity, 
human progress and national survival. 
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Research shows that a variety of approaches and proce- 
dures are necessary for. establishing a broad, sound, healthy, 
workable teaching and learning atmosphere for promoting 
independent thinking and responsible citizenship. 


We tend to work toward the philosophy that one real 
need of children to know their true worth and to be needed. 
There is a real job for each pupil in our school, by necessity, 
without the need to create work situations. We have the 
distinction of being a true community school where everyone 
knows and cares about each other. Generally there is a 
genuine feeling of warmth and responsibility for sharing 
and caring. It is not unusual to see parents, or teachers, or 
pupils shoveling snow, ringing the bell, displaying the flag, 
tutoring, answering the telephone, assisting with lunch, and 
monitoring the halls or the playground. The end result is 
that each pupil tends to develop more thinking skills and 
a sense of group and individual responsibility. 

Our basic instructional materials continue to be the 
focal point of the educational process, with an adequate 
supply of supplementary materials for special interests and 
reinforcement. Included in these materials are textbooks, 
tapes, records, flimstrips, films, games, transparencies, and 
other programmed materials. 

There is wide community involvement to aid in the 
achievement of our school goals. Total school and commu- 
nity participation was outstandingly noticeable in the follow- 
ing events: the school physical fitness program combined 
with Woods Hole Community Day; the Spring Parade which 
was the culmination of a science and art unit on the signs 
of spring; the Annual Art Show, a great event for the com- 
munity; the Halloween Parade and Spooky House, when 
everyone joined in the fun of preparation; and the well 
attended School Open House. 

Persons with varied cultural backgrounds frequently 
share their heritage with us, especially during the Christmas 
season and United Nations Week. 

Resource persons sharing their careers highlight the 
curriculum and motivate many of our trips. For example, 
lectures on the Ice Age and the Formation of Cape Cod and 
the Islands led to trips to Naushon Island and different parts 
of the Cape to observe and explore the geological features of 
our area. 

There were many other weekend and school day field 
trips to meet curriculum goals. Weekend trips included visits 
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to Camp Linden, the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the Bos- 
ton’s Children’s Theater, Debby’s Petland, and the Boston 
Ballet. Parents have transported pupils on most of the school 
day trips to the following places: a cranberry bog, farms, 
Coonamesset Pond, the Falmouth Historical Society, and the 
Skating rink. Many sights of interest are within walking 
distance for us; the beaches, ponds, marshes, Library, Post 
Office, Fire Station, visiting and local Ships, private homes, 
and the Aquarium. 

Excellent assistance to maintain our high standards and 
to achieve our goals continues to be provided by the capable 
and enthusiastic regular and part-time staff members and 
Special supervisors in music, art, physical education, science, 
speech, nursing, psychiatry, psychology, psychometry, read- 
ing coordination, and school adjustment counseling. 

We are most grateful for the interest, concern and sup- 
port of the School Committee, our superintendent and his 
assistant, the business manager, and all staff members; all 
of whom add so much to the Superior quality of our educa- 
tional program. 


NORTH FALMOUTH SCHOOL 
T. MARSHALL DOUTHART, PRINCIPAL 

The school year ending in June saw North Falmouth 
Elementary bulging at its seams with 395 children. 

A plan for redistricting part of West Falmouth and the 
removal of Grade five from the Elementary Schools seemed 
to offer a breathing spell in which the School Committee 
could study the effects of a growing community. 

However, another year of a growth exceeding 10% again 
puts us in a position of concern for a future year as the 
population figure now stands at 345 children. 


Partial relief came in December when the School Com: 
mittee added a session of Kindergarten thus reducing the 
Size of Kindergarten classes from 32 to 20 pupils each. 

Some indication of direction, degree of growth and the 
mobility of our children can best be shown by the following 
figures. ' 

The present Grade 4 class of 65 children Started five 
years ago in Kindergarten as a class of 45 — a 31% growth. 
Of the beginning 45 pupils, 26 have moved from the area and 
have been replaced by 24 children from out of town and 15 
children from other Elementary Schools in Falmouth — a 
60% turnover in five years. 
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This type of growth and mobility presents many prob- 
lems in the education of cur children. It means that pro- 
viding the basic skills at each grade level is a must. It fore- 
tells the need that remediation is to be a never ending job 
as new students enter our system. It presents an ever chang- 
ing, complex, emotional and educational challenge to the 
staff. It is for these and other reasons that we continually 
endeavor to broaden our techniques and specialized services. 


We are happy to have, for the first time, a half-time 
Learning Disabilities specialist thereby expanding our pres- 
ent remedial reading program. Adding another half to this 
specialist’s time would make it possible for us to adequately 
cover this problem. 


The addition of a psychologist to the system has helped 
us with some of our problems, but here again, the services 
are spread too thinly to do the job effectively. 


Along with our professional staff we have three dedicated 
paraprofessionals to aid the staff whenever and wherever 
needed. | 


Another group of invaluable people are the many volun- 
teer aides, some of whom put in as many as 10 hours a week 
working with individual students or classroom teachers. 


Probably one of the more valuable programs that origi- 
nates outside our school is Police Officer Elmer White’s 
Safety Program. He is a friend to the children and a visible 
reminder to them that safety is important. 


It is indeed gratifying that I can sum up this past year 
as one of improvement and excellence in the 3R’s and the 
dedication of the staff in promoting two other R’s — Respect 
and Responsibility. | 

It is only with the continued cooperation of parents and 
children can we continue to be successful in our endeavor. 


MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL 
LAWRENCE E. CORNELL, PRINCIPAL 


The only constant is change. The buds produce green 
leaves which turn brown and then fall. Snow falls, get 
thrown by children, melts, freezes into ice, melts again, 
then evaporates to produce more snow or rain or fog or curly 
hair. Children grow older, learn to read, learn to enjoy a 
play, learn to ski, or make a snow sculpture. They learn to 
make decisions or wait for people to make their decisions 
for them. The principal grows older and wiser or more fool- 
ish. He tries to take everyone into account, but he can’t 
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find the way. The schools become more diverse with options, 
alternatives, choices, decisions for students, teachers, parents, 
principals(?). Some of the community either doesn’t like the 
options or the fact that there are options, but I know they 
don’t want it all one way either, unless the one way is their 
way, but every person has a different “their way.” 


We have options at Mullen-Hall. They were there before 
I came and they’ll be there after I leave, although different. 
If anyone really wants to try to make it look all the same 
they need a different principal. My wallpaper looks the same, 
very uninteresting. 


It would be much easier to go out in the woods of New 
Hampshire or Maine, describe my plans and expectations and 
take only people who agree. I do this On some weekends. I 
won’t take anyone back packing who doesn’t want to 20. 
(They have to come and ask). Jonathan Kozol would cali 
this a copout and it probably is but it is much more pleasant. 


You may not think this has much to do with the Mullen- 
Hall School or the Falmouth Public Schools, but from my 
viewpoint it has everything to do. 


I would like to describe three incidents that took place 
this past week. A mother whose Oldest daughter is a six 
year old in a classroom that has children aged 5-9, told me 
that this girl had invited her younger sister who is coming 
to school next September to be part of her class. Both the 
mother and myself felt great to think that the girl thought 
SO well about her class that she would want to, and felt free 
to invite her sister to join her. I wish all of the 517 students 
at Mullen-Hall felt that way, but I don’t think they do. 


Another class went to Cambridge to see a musical play, 
“Young Abe Lincoln.” For one hour these students, also 
aged 5-9, were completely attentive in direct contrast to 
Older students from an anonymous Boston suburb in the 
audience with us. They are frequently working on individua] 
projects in school and are seldom completely quiet under the 
direction of an adult. 


Yesterday I participated in a decision to exclude a stu- 
dent from school and to work on gaining admission to a 
school for the emotionally disturbed. This boy can read 
anything I can read and if you could measure his IQ, it 
would be very high. He doesn’t communicate with other 
people in a normal way. His principal cried last night. 


You can conclude anything you want to from these ex- 
amples. I would conclude that: 
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1. Children as well as adults can and should feel in 

control of their lives. 

2. Children do not learn how to react to a situation by 

being told what to do all the time. 

3. Reading and IQ aren’t everything. 

4. Principals are human. 

I notice that I have included no statistical data as re- 
quested. Our present enrollment, 517, is 350 less than last 
year. Twelve rooms used as classrooms last year now serve 
other purposes. While 867 students may have been too many, 
we can certainly accommodate more students or programs 
than we now have. 


EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL 
RAYMOND L. KENNEY, JR., PRINCIPAL 
“The question for educators seems to be whether we will be 
the masters or the victims of change.” 
R. A. Kaufman 


On contemplating the year of school from January, 1973 
to December, 1973, the above thought has been dominant in 
my mind, for certainly we have experienced a year of change, 
in administration, in pupil distribution by grade level, and in 
community concern for “schools”. Not that there was a 
lack of concern in previous years, but this new concern is 
more vocal, more negative, and more emotional than I have 
witnessed. 

Fast Falmouth School as yet has not been too heavily 
affected directly by any of the above to date. We have lost 
four classrooms of fifth graders to the Morse Pond School, 
but gained four Kindergarten classes back from Saint An- 
thony’s Hall. The move was comfortable and left us with 
a little room to breathe for a year. We had only one turn- 
over in staff, a new teacher in grade one, so stability in that 
area could be a positive factor for the second half of the 
year and the beginning of the new school year. 

It was a year characterized mostly by reflection. What 
are we doing that is good? What needs to be done that will 
improve? In the Spring the teachers were given time to 
write down their feelings about what would improve our 
operation. 

One predominant feeling was to improve communication 
in all areas of our performance. Daily bulletins have been 
one means to facilitate news. We have started a staff coun- 
cil which meets weekly and involves one teacher from each 
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grade level, a teacher aide representative, and one from 
Supervisors and specialists. After meeting with the principal 
they then meet with their colleagues to discuss joint prob- 
lems. To date this has been effective in bringing the staff 
together to talk more. 


Another problem was voiced concerning the cleanliness 
of the school and the unhealthy temperature of the school 
on many days, i.e., too hot. To date, after a conference with 
the business manager and custodians, there has been some 
progress made, but there remains some way to go in both 
areas before we can feel more relaxed about the problem. 


Parental involvement was another concern. The East 
Falmouth Parent Teacher Association has made this their 
goal for the year under its new president, Rev. James R. Low. 
At this writing great headway has been made. We have had 
meetings of teacher helpers, gripe sessions, a meeting of 
parents of Bus 23 to try to lessen tension at bus stops, and 
have several other groups of parents organized to work with 
School programs. The Executive Board meets for lunch at 
School instead of at night, and in general we have more 
parents in the school than ever before. Some assessment of 
the value of this has to be made, but my feeling is that it 
is a step in a positive direction when dealing with change. 


We have problems before us. The staff and principal 
have strong feelings about having a reading intensity center 
at our school. Space is our problem at this point. Not only 
for the center, but other programs such as music and art 
need space. Maybe redistricting will be our answer to con- 
tinuing growing pains at East Falmouth School. Beyond that 
a reorganization of curriculum programming seems to be on 
the books for examination by staff and administration. My 
trepidation for the next year lies in a concern that we might 
simply react to demands for change that some of our critics 
demand. 


I feel that some of our recent innovations and changes 
have been good, and are healthy aspects of our system. 
Change is apparently an extremely painful experience for 
most people. I would like to offer the following sentiment 
by someone more erudite than I concerning this matter. 
“The threat from change is unfortunately a necessary price 
of relevancy. To remain static is to await decay and evolu- 
tionary extinction. To react is to risk dissipation of energy 
without achieving relevancy: and to innovate and act to 
increase our responsiveness to other people is to invite 
criticism.” 
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Planned change seems to be our responsibility. Maybe 
we haven’t planned some of it well, but we can go back to 
the drawing board and eliminate our mistakes. I would feel 
more optimistic about our future with this attitude in mind. 


LAWRENCE SCHOOL 
LOUIS J. FUCCILLO, Principal 


This report will focus upon the development of a new 
school unit in Falmouth that houses seventh and eighth 
grade students. Following the discussions in the community 
about the pros and cons of middle schools the School Com- 
mittee voted to house fifth and sixth graders in the old 
Intermediate School (now Morse Pond) and the seventh and 
eighth graders in the old Lawrence High building (now the 
Lawrence School). After much planning by administrators, 
teachers, students and parents the move to the new school 
was completed in mid-August. 


The main concern of the administration at the Lawrence 
School was to see that the change was made with a minimum 
of confusion. After years of overcrowding at the Intermedi- 
ate School, students found an entirely new environment that 
provided them spaces needed to participate in programs that 
reflected the intent of the Town of Falmouth goals. 


After four months of operation, I can report that the 
students and the faculty have adjusted well to the new 
surroundings. Few changes in schedules or programs were 
introduced in the first year in order to make the transition 
a smooth one. Throughout the summer months and during 
the course of the year a maintenance crew has brightened 
the building as they have painted classrooms and hallways. 
In the future they will paint the auditorium, gymnasium, 
cafeteria and shop and homemaking areas. The new look 
in the school has contributed to changed attitudes about the 
school by students and faculty alike. 


It was necessary to add four new teachers to the staff 
shortly after the beginning of the year in order to hold pupil- 
teacher ratios to a reasonable level. The Superintendent of 
Schools, in consultation with the administration of the 
school, worked with the Falmouth Educators’ Association to 
make recommendations to the School Committee which eased 
the situation. Observations to date show that the staff addi- 
tions have made for better staff morale and improved the 
educational program for many students. The new teachers 
brought interesting and diverse experiences to their new 
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work thereby opening up possibilities for the future that were 
not possible before. 

Communication has been a problem at this school level 
for some time. An Inter-personal relationship council has 
been formed with administrators, faculty and students hold- 
ing membership. , 

A Student Council provides opportunities for students 
to express their ideas and desires as they consider the ap- 
propriateness of the rules and regulations of the school. 
Through their involvement with other students and with 
ideas they come to know themselves better and realize that 
adults in the school will listen to and act upon their ideas. 


A Program Committee has been organized to examine 
the present schedule in the hopes that for next year a 
better one can be made. The group will also study the uses 
made by staff of the variety of supportive services available 
to it and make recommendations for the future. 


There is yet another committee looking at the curriculum 
offerings of the school in the hopes of improving it. Teachers 
continue to emphasize the basic skills, understandings and 
knowledges in all curriculum areas. Mini-courses are offered 
to add variety to the program and the faculty members are 
alert to new ideas for courses to Supplement the regular 
offerings. . 

With the number of new teachers on the staff it was 
necessary to initiate an ongoing in-service program to help 
them understand their roles and the kinds of pupil-teacher 
interactions which are needed to work successfully with 
children of this age group. 

Mrs. Marjorie Posgay, Coordinator of the Volunteer Pro- 
gram, has brought many people from the community into 
the school to help in either instructional areas or clerical 
ones. Parents who use the opportunity see the school in 
operation at close range. . 

_ It is my hope that the Lawrence School will continue to 
expand its role as a community school. The Adult Basic 
Education program continues to use the school two evenings 
each week. The Town Recreation Department uses the ath- 
letic facilities, inside and out, for numerous athletic groups 
and contests. The relationship is a good one and has mu- 
tually benefitted the students and the community at large. 
The Lawrence Auditorium will probably remain as the meet- 
ing place for large groups because of its Seating capacity and 
central location near town. 
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REPORTS OF DIRECTORS AND SUPERVISORS 
OF PROGRAMS 


ART DEPARTMENT 
Joseph Downs, Director of Art (K-12) 


This will probably be known as the “‘year of great change”’ 
in our program. New schools, new schedules, and new pro- 
grams are the most common-variety type seemingly imposed 
upon us by population expansion, and the demands of Tech- 
nology. In the schools most seriously affected by change 
the Art department has adapted some new techniques to 
treat the problems germane to the art students. 


This can also be called the year we paid “great attention 
to the student”. We have successfully made use of “High 
Schooler’s free time” by allowing the high school studio to 
operate as an “open area” 80% of the cycle. “Free time” is 
usually a great incentive to the artist, so we committed our- 
self to an independent-study-arrangement for all art stu- 
dents (360 in number); these students are required to take 
an additional eight to twelve mods to earn their credit for 
a cycle. We are not surprised to see a large group of the 
art students volunteering more time than necessary, working 
at longer, more self-designed interests, and gaining some 
control over their own art education which is the road to 
self-realization. 


At the Morse Pond School, the last area of “great change”, 
I am aware of a different and positive change which has been 
a long time in the making. I speak of equal - art education 
for sixth graders. In the past they were on the bottom of 
someone’s schedule, shipped between elementary and ju- 
nior high, or their lessons caused great difficulty for the 
art staff. Supplies and tooling were always, although plen- 
tiful, inconvenient for many classes. All this being due to 
crowded conditions in the schools, I felt this group suffered 
the worst. However, this year, I hear great things have hap- 
pened. My wife (an eight year Falmouth experienced teacher) 
is teaching half time, with a young man Albert Coffill (first 
year teaching) and they seem to be that happy combination 
of something new and something old. I hear first hand from 
them much of what I have observed on my visits. “Children 
are now offered a program which concentrates on their speci- 
fic nature from a staff which has only those students as a 
daily concern, and supplies and equipment specific for the 
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program.”’ There is a concentration on an area which suf- 
fered unfortunate neglect - a future trend I’m sure. 


Iam most happy to say, that all this sums up to be a 
group of people (the art staff) paying attention to another 
group of people (art students) in a way which is not only 
positive in their mutual out-look, but one which is effect- 
ively challenging the taboos and barriers of this generation 
and the needs of this community and its schools. 


MATHEMATICS DEPARTMENT 
Ernest d’Ombrain, Supervisor (K—6) 
Highlights

PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Earl Mills, Director of Physical Education and 
Athletics (K—12) 


The new Falmouth High School, with its Field House 
facility, has given the physical education area a status which 
is being reflected throughout the system. We are able now, 
with the relocation of grades five through eight, to control 
Sizes, teach to interest levels, and to have a continuum of 
instruction from grade to grade.

_ Teachers have also been assigned to their level of in- 
terést, and with this as a factor, they have set about the “job” 
of teaching with renewed vigor. 


The Field House facility gives us another dimension in 
allowing boys and girls to elect areas of interest and to be 
able to drop in during unassigned time for use of the several 
available areas. 


The 1973 school year saw us involved in well over three 
hundred interscholastic contests involving over eight hundred 
boys and girls under the direction of forty-three teacher- 
coaches. Emphasis for the forthcoming year, however, will 
be to schedule more intramurals and additional girls’ pro- 
erams. 


ELEMENTARY SOCIAL STUDIES 
Martin J. Coyle, Social Studies Coordinator (K—6) 


The National Environment Education Development Pro- 
gram is in its fifth year and over two thousand Falmouth 
youngsters have had this week long experience at Cape Cod 
National Seashore. Enthusiasm amongst parents, school 
teachers, children, and the community-at-large has remained 
high. 

The future of the program looks bright in that we are 
in the process of forming a collaborative with the Towns of 
Harwich and Yarmouth. This will enable us to hire a full- 
time professional and non-professional staff to be based at 
the Cape Cod National Seashore. The costs of the program 
would be shared among the three towns. We are also ne- 
gotiating to get a new dormitory facility as our lease with 
the Nauset Regional School District has expired and cannot 
be renewed as they have their own needs for the building. 

The Man: A Course of Study Social Studies program 
was continued and a workshop held for all fifth grade 
teachers new to the program. The workshops are being held 
throughout the school year as new units are being introduced. 


MUSIC DEPARTMENT 
Conrad Rossello, Director (K—12) 


The music department bases its program toward achieve- 
ment of three objectives. 


First, we expose all students to music in its various forms 
so that some understanding and appreciation for this most 
important culture element are attained. 
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To achieve this end, we use the Orff-Kodaly method 
with its rhythmic approach and use of percussion instru- 
ments. Tonal concepts are gained by means of visual in- 
Struction. Recorder lessons teach not only a valid instru- 
ment, but it is a pre-instrument for future development in 
applied music. Listening to live concerts and recordings 
brings to the students a sense of discriminating values. 


In the higher grades, a much broader scope of musical 
activity is introduced. This includes ear-training, study of 
opera, contemporary music, square dancing, visits to con- 
certs and ballet. 


Encouragement of individual creativity may result in 
the formation of special musical groups, such as a string 
quartet, brass ensemble or a rock group. 


These students put on programs for the general public, 
bringing the community closer to the school. 


A high school string ensemble played several programs 
at the East Hall Meeting House. The Beautiful Music Brass 
Quartet played at the Falmouth Mall. A choral group per- 
formed for inmates of a local nursing home. 


All this was the result of applied music instruction given 
to students from the fourth grade up. 


A technical skill acquired at this time Sometimes leads 
to a career in music. 


The social aspect which plays such an important role 
in our everyday lives is fostered by exchange concerts and 
music festivals. These festivals are Cape-wide - District-wide 
- State-wide, and New England States-wide. These affairs 
demand not only musical excellence but a social intelligence 
as well. 


FALMOUTH-OUT-OF-SCHOOL PROGRAM 
Barbara Francis, Teacher, Coordinator (Grade 6) 


The Falmouth-Out-Of-Schoo] (FOOS) Program is now 
in its fourth year of operation. With over 340 students who 
have volunteered for the program with parental consent, 
we are continuing to have an active, growing experience for 
the sixth grade students involved. 


Most students will have at least four activities which 
will be spaced throughout the school year. They can choose 
from a list of 85 activities. Each year attempts are made to 
Increase the effectiveness of the activities. This year at the 
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outset there was a letter from the students to read and dis- 
cuss with their parents encouraging them to try a variety of 
experiences. FOOS activities fall into some major groupings: 
Business, Scientific inquiry, Leisure time, Our Community, 
and Helping others to learn. An important part of the FOOS 
program is the chance children have to make their own choices 
but, by pointing out the various types of activities, it is hoped 
they will want to try several different kinds of activities. 


A means of evaluation on the part of the children is a 
form they are asked to complete when they return which may 
help them realize the academic skills they are using and see 
others use while they are participating in FOOS experiences. 
I continue to drive many of the children to their activities 
enabling me to talk with them about their experiences, and 
get to know them better. This driving also permits me to see 
the activity directors quite often so that they will know we 
truly appreciate their participation in the program and we 
can discuss any problems that may arise and work together 
to improve the activities. 


Over the years, adjustments have been made in the length 
of time and number of days for each activity. Because of 
this, scheduling is quite a complex undertaking. A usual week 
may find me with over twenty separate groups involving 60- 
70 children. From five to ten parents are usually needed to 
help with the driving for the groups. 


Comments from parents, children, activity directors, and 
teachers indicate that many exciting and worthwhile things 
are happening because of the FOOS Program. Many children 
seem to be gaining insight into the community and the people 
who make up the community as a result of their FOOS ex- 
periences. They are beginning to step out into the real world. 


GUIDANCE SERVICES 
Robert Berquist, Assistant Superintendent (5—12) 


The primary function of the guidance program in the 
Falmouth Public Schools is to assist individual students to 
better understand themselves, subsequently, becoming more 
effective citizens in our society, and to learn how to plan 
realistically to fulfill their potential as learners in an aca- 
demic environment. This process is effected by working with 
individual students, members of the staff, parents and com- 
munity resources. Further reading will indicate that the 
pupil-counselor ratio decreases as children enter higher grade 
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levels. The rationale for this is that counselors in the lower 
grades work more with teachers and other staff members in 
a consulting capacity to develop more effective programs 
for children than at the higher levels where interaction is 
more often with individual students. This does not preclude 
counselors working with individual students in the lower 
grades and with their parents, nor in working with staff 
members and parents of students in the upper grades. This 
philosophy is consistent with the Educational Goals for the 
Town of Falmouth. 


Change has highlighted the guidance program during 
the past year. Change in buildings, grade level organization, 
counselor assignments, and staff were evident from the 5th 
through the 12th grade. The assignment of all fifth grade 
students in the town, together with the 6th grade pupils, 
to the Morse Pond School enabled 5th grade students to re- 
ceive the services of guidance counselors. Sixth grade pupils 
had been recipients of such assistance in the past. Reorg- 
anization separated the 6th grade from the 7th and 8th grades 
and, therefore, necessitated reorganization and reassignment 
of counselors. At the high school level, a counselor was added 
to the staff permitting the placement of two counselors in 
each of the three houses. 


The evolution of an OCCUPATIONAL RESOURCE CEN- 
TER at the high school is a natural outgrowth of the efforts 
of counselors to provide students with information about 
the world of work. Located in the Media Center, it provides 
easy access to print, film, and tape data about careers and 
educational programs. Numerous representatives from bus- 
iness and industry and schools of higher education have 
visited the O.R.C. to discuss opportunities with students and 
staff. Funded from matching Federal and State funds, the 
O.R.C. has flourished under the capable direction of Mrs. 
Harryette Alexander working in conjunction with the guid- 
ance staff. 


HEALTH SERVICES 
Robert Berquist, Assistant Superintendent 


Health services are provided under contract with the 
Falmouth Nursing Association by six registered nurses as- 
Signed to schools. They are certified Public Health nurses 
who contribute significantly to the development of positive 
relationship between a child’s home and the school since 
the majority of their time is spent in the community. Their 
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hours in school buildings are supplemented by five health 
aides with a first aid background and two technicians who 
test all pupils annually for vision and hearing. 

The school physician/psychiatrist provides liaison with 
the local medical community. This past year, local physicians 
contributed their time to conduct physical examinations for 
both boys and girls athletic teams at the high school. Pysch- 
iatric consultation has been provided for staff members who 
requested assistance in working with children exhibiting prob- 
lems. This type of service is above and beyond that to be 
expected from other pupil personnel services specialists. A 
significant role has also been played in the functioning of 
the Falmouth Health Steering Committee which has under- 
taken a study of the school health program and development 
of new health services. The Falmouth Kindergarten Screen- 
ing Test and the Scoliosis Screening Program evolved from 
this committee and have had significant impact upon the 
health services. The Falmouth Kindergarten Screening Test 
is a model for the screening program required under Chapter 
766, the new special education law, and administration of 
the scoliosis screening program has enabled us to locate many 
students at a time most conducive to receiving corrective 
therapy. We have been fortunate in having the services not 
only of our school health personnel, but of local physicians, 
the representatives of the Barnstable County Health De- 
partment, Dr. Rosamund Murdock from the Division of Fam- 
ily Health Services, and other representatives from the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public Health. Falmouth is, after 
intensive study and investigation, developing a pilot health 
services program for the state. 


SPECIAL NEEDS 
Robert Berquist, Assistant Superintendent 


The Falmouth Public Schools have, for a number of 
years, provided programs for students with special needs. 
Legislation such as Chapter 766 was not required to mandate 
that pupils in “special classes” be integrated whenever pos- 
sible. This has been routine in Falmouth as staff and admin- 
istration have worked to develop programs which would best 
meet the needs of individual students. Programs to provide 
for the special needs of children with adjustment or physical 
problems, defective speech, perceptual deficits, or other con- 
ditions which interfere with the learning process have not 
had to be legislated upon Falmouth. In almost all cases

children with such problems have been provided services to 
meet their needs. This is not to say that more services could 
not and should not be available, only that Falmouth has done 
much to provide for the special needs of all students. Illus- 
trative of this is the staff provided to work with pupils: 4 
Learning Disabilities teachers, 1 Psychologist, 1 Psychom- 
etrist, 1 School Adjustment Counselor, 7 Special Education 
teachers, and 2 1/2 Speech Therapists. Additionally, 10 Guid- 
ance Counselors, and Nurses in each building, spend part of 
their time working with students having special needs. 


INSTRUCTIONAL MEDIA CENTER 
Romeo LaFond, Director (K—12) 


This year the Instructional Media program was expanded 
physically and technically due to the completion of the new 
high school. As a result more services can be provided for 
students and teachers. One new service is instructional tele- 
vision with its videotaping capability. This will enable us to 
custom produce programs or make use of pre-taped material. 
Information storage will also be expanded due to the video- 
taping functions. 


A second capability unique to us will be the ability to 
Store information in a microfilm format enabling us to store 
records and information in a very limited space. Eventually 
most of our records and files can be converted to a micro- 
form format. 


Perhaps the weakest link in the media program has been 
a lack of special courses or in-service programs for the pro- 
fessional staff. It is my hope to be able to put an in-service 
program into effect as soon as possible. Scheduling and tim- 
ing appear to be the only minor hassles at this time. 


As a result of our new facilities the Instructional Media 
staff hopes to provide the schools and the community with 
positive and helpful media services. 


READING 
Eleanor Conley, Director (K—12) 


The year of 1973 was a most active one with many in- 
volvements centering around measures to improve reading 
performance subsequent to an analysis of system-wide stan- 
dardized achievement tests. In conjunction with these ef- 
forts, a detailed plan was designed and fulfilled for the re- 
organization, coordination and smooth transition of the read- 
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ing and learning disability programs for all pupils from grades 
four through twelve as they moved into three new school 
locations. 


One of the projects taken on by the reading staff was 
an analysis of system-wide standardized test scores which 
would be helpful in planning strategies to improve reading 
performance levels. From the analysis came a four point 
proposal that included inventorying all the reading instruc- 
tional materials, surveying the professional preparation of 
staff for reading instruction, establishing a reading study 
committee and initiating in-service training programs for 
teachers. Among the in-service programs were ones for vol- 
unteers, grade six teachers, Morse Pond School teachers, and 
teachers of special education. 


Dr. S. Alan Cohen, internationally known reading auth- 


ority, visited the schools and held conferences with teachers: 


and administrators concerning the teaching of reading. Sev- 
eral staff members visited a High Intensity Learning Center 
in New Rochelle, New York and later submitted a proposal 
to start one in the Teaticket and East Falmouth Schools. 


Much time has been given to working with teachers of 
children with learning disabilities. All schools in town pro- 
vide such programs except Mullen-Hall, Woods Hole and 
Falmouth High School. The summer reading program was 

operated as a multi-media individualized reading center where 
each pupil had a six week instructional program Speyer 
for identified needs. 


Projections for the future would include an extension 
of the current trend toward individualized instruction, ex- 
pansion of teacher involvement in program analysis and 
planning through in-service and a heightened sense of pore 
work. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 
Sharon McKinney, Attendance Officer (K—12) 


In regards to the administration of the attendance in 
the Falmouth schools from April 1, 1973 to December 31, 1973, 
the following analysis is submitted: 


For the school year beginning September, 1973, it has 
been necessary to focus on two areas, the Lawrence School 
and the Falmouth High School. Each school’s attendance 
problem are characterized differently. 
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Attendance problems at the Lawrence School are charac- 
terized by definitive truancies on the part of the students. 
Efforts at this school are thus geared toward determining 
the possibility of truancy when a student is absent for the 
day and dealing with the student and his parents in respect 
to this occurence. Applying appropriate pressures of the law 
has proven to be effective to date. 


At Falmouth High School attendance problems are more 
compiex and more difficult to resolve. Because of the sched- 
uling problems this year, the students who are truant from 
School all day and the ones who skip or cut classes selectively 
are more difficult to identify, locate and help. Students reach 
the age when they are no longer required to attend school 
by law. Students in this age group who are not doing well 
in school are more prone to drop out and less willing or able 
to respond to treatment. 


As the administration is able to plan a master schedule 
with better accounting systems to keep track of students, it 
will become more possible to assess the magnitude of the 
attendance problem at the high school level. - 


_ At the Morse Pond School, attendance problems are seen 
as arising from the social problems of the student’s family, 
or the particular student. Truancy at this age level is rare 
and is dealt with chiefly by the administration of the school. 


It is this attendance officer’s observation that a concen- 
tration on the attendance problems at the fifth and sixth 
grade level, or even the grade school level, is of prime im- 
portance. The child kept home by family or extensive illness 
at this grade level becomes the truant in junior high and the 
high school dropout. This attendance officer will continue 
a policy of placing a generous portion of her efforts at this 
grade level. At the present time, this attendance officer be- 
comes involved in grade school attendance problems only 
upon referral by the appropriate principal to the attendance 
officer. 


It is necessary to place these types of referrals in order 
of priorities due to the limited time alloted the attendance 
officer. 


If the committee is unduly concerned over attendance 
in the Falmouth Schools and feels better supervision of the 
Situation would be effective, it should consider assignment 
of more man or woman power to this area. 
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TITLE I PROGRAM. . : | 
Ronald Beck, Director VG] eis 


The Title I program for 1973 included a full school year 
one and a six week Summer program. The school year pro- 
gram serviced about 200 youngsters from the Teaticket and 
East Falmouth Elementary schools. The summer program 
serviced 90 youngsters from the ages of 4 through 9. 


Features of the winter program were a Staff that con- 
sisted of a Director/Social Worker, two student counselors, 
two academic counselors, a psychometrist (tester), a speech 
therapist, teacher aides, perceptual training teachers, and 
a volunteer group of parents that ran a pre-school program 
in the Lutheran Church basement. The program offered 
highly concentrated services in the lower elementary grades 
with evaluation results showing highly improved scores in 
reading and mathematics. The program also featured guid- 
ance programs to improve self-image in children. It was also 
heartening to see the efforts of the staff recognized when 
the Falmouth Title I Program was selected as one of the 
top programs in the state of Massachusetts. 


The Summer Program featured a highly concentrated, 
six week effort to improve self image in selected youngsters 
through behavior modification, field trips, parent-teacher 
picnics, and highly specialized help for each youngsters’ prob- 
lem with a small teacher pupil ratio of 5 to 1. Our Summer 
Program has been regarded as one of the best in Massachu- 
setts for the past three years. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 
R. Curtis McKee, Director 


The 1973 Falmouth Summer Session opened July 9th 
with an enrollment of 224, which settled to a membership 
of 218. The largest classes were Algebra I (40) and Driver 
Education (31). Student ages ranged from five years in Art 
Workshop to 50 years in Typing A. The long-established pol- 
icy of offering courses from Enriching through Strengthen- 
ing to Credit was maintained; 46 recommendations for high 
school credit were issued by the closing date, August 17. 


EVENING SCHOOLS 


James Kalperis, Administrator in Charge of Student and 
Community Affairs 


The Falmouth Night School Program was hampered some- 
what from being able to project a full line of courses this 
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fall of 1973 because certain areas of the new building were 
not completed in time for the fall opening. 


However, several new academic courses were started such 
as German, Portuguese, and Advanced Photography which 
were well received by the community. This, plus the pro- 
jection of the night school program as an alternative school 
for high school age youngsters 16 and older who are unable 
to adjust to the academic environment of the day school, 
as well as serving special academic needs of other day schools 
students, has developed a much broader meaning for the night 
school program. 


With the opening of the vocational, media, and recrea- 
tional areas of the school, the needs of the community for 
this spring and fall should be better served than ever before. 


SCHOOL ADJUSTMENT COUNSELOR 
Miriam Cooper 


The School Adjustment Counselor is responsible for pupils 
in grades K-8, although primary efforts have been expended 
at the lower grade levels. First, since September guidance 
counselors have been assigned to grade 5 at the Morse Pond 
School. Second, an adjustment counselor’s primary concern 
should be directed toward detection, diagnosis, and treatment 
of problems at an early age to prevent more serious com- 
plications rather than trying to remediate them at a later 
time. Children who are withdrawn, aggressive, destructive, 
underachievers, resist authority and exhibit other forms of 
maladaptive behavior at an early age can, and should be 
helped to make more effective adjustments to school and to 
society at large. With one counselor this has been an insur- 
mountable task. Detection, by itself, requires considerable 
time since there must be continuous contact with teachers; 
however, treatment is the most time consuming factor. Treat- 
ment may involve consultation with a classroom teacher and 
other staff members, counseling with the family, counseling 
the pupils and, more often than not, interaction with social 
service agencies in the community. If the School Adjustment 
Ccunselor is to spend time treating problems in their begin- 
ning stages and not having services dissipated by constant 
referral for crisis intervention, a second School Adjustment 
Counselor must be added to the staff for the next school year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the year 1974, there were a total of four Special 
Town Meetings and the Annual Town Meeting. They were as 
follows: January 8 with 28 Articles; April 2 with 11 Articles 
(held within the Annual Town Meeting); June 25 with 18 
Articles; and the Annual Town Meeting called by Warrant on 
April 1 and 98 Articles were acted upon. When applicable, 
the Selectmen have complied with directives of those Town 
Meetings. 


All road layouts accepted by the Town, including layouts 
accepted by the Town under the Betterment Act may be 
found under Articles 91 and 92 respectively, of the Annual 
Town Meeting in this report. 


All appointments, under the Boards jurisdiction, were 
duly made. At this time we would like to thank Albert H. 
Hauser, who as Harbormaster has been forced to resign due 
to health, having served the Town since 1958 and Arthur W. 
Corey, Gas Inspector since 1961, retired December 31, 1974, 
for doing outstanding jobs in their respective fields. 


The Board of Selectmen have tried to maintain an open 
door policy where one or more of the Selectmen are available 
during the hours that Town Hall is open. Because of out of 
town meetings, hearings, seminars, and etc. this is not always 
possible but our secretary will set up appointments on request. 


Public hearings were held regularly and daytime meet- 
ings averaged about seven per week and various other meet- 
ings were held in the evenings when necessary. The Board is 
also represented on a number of other committees that usual- 
ly meet in the evening. Besides being represented on local 
committees the Board is also represented on several county 
wide committees and one state wide task force. 


Several suits and claims were settled including some for 
the land taking for Falmouth High School. The railroad 
right-of-way between Falmouth and Woods Hole is still un- 
settled but is due for the June 1975 court session. The Select- 
men negotiated a five year contract with the Woods Hole, 
Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority for a 
portion of the right-of-way adjoining their property and end- 
ing at Nobska Road for parking purposes for $25,000 per year. 
We also negotiated a contract with New Bedford Gas and 
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Edison Light Company for $2000. per year for easement over 
the right-of-way. 


Due to the changing economy many meetings have been 
held and attended with regard to the cost of electric power, 
mass transportation, fuel shortages and the hiring by numer- 
ous town departments of the unemployed through the Fed- 
eral Programs of Comprehensive Employment and Training 
Act (C.E.T.A.) and Public Service Act or Title VI. The erowth 
of the Town has slowed down considerably and we are pres- 
ently experiencing a large unemployment rate. This is main- 
ly due to the lack of mortgage money and our dependence 
on the building trades. 


We would like to express our thanks to all Boards and 
Departments for their continued cooperation.

DeMello, Arthur H. Rapoza, G. Campbell Lawrence, and 
William R. Andrews, signed a contract with the firm of 
Whipple-Magane-Darcy Inc. of Andover, Massachusetts, for 
a complete revaluation of the Town. 


The work is progressing smoothly and is about 50% 
completed. The Board of Assessors want to thank the Ad- 
visory Committee for the many hours and valuable know- 
ledge they have contributed. 


Falmouth is fortunate in having had the foresight to 
start revaluation. The Supreme Court of Massachusetts, on 
December 24, 1974 ruled that all cities and towns must assess 
all properties at Full and Fair Cash Value. (Town of Sud- 
bury and Others versus Commissioner of Corporation and 
Taxation and Others.) 


Mr. Seth S. Pope after many years of faithful service as 
Assistant Assessor for the Town, retired as of January 1, 
1974. The Town expresses their appreciation to Seth for a 
job well done.

HELD ON JANUARY 8 & 10, 1974 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members met at the Memorial Auditorium, Law- 
rence School, Falmouth, Massachusetts, on January 8, 1974 
at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: John B. 
Quick, Eugene C. Phillips and Arthur T. Henderson. 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as stenographer for the 
duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:58 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 
220 announced present and a quorum declared, the neces- 
Sary number to constitute a quorum being 126. 


The invocation was offered by Rt. Rev. Msgr. James E. 
Gleason, Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 

The Town Meeting Members stood in a silent prayer in 
memory of Cornelia L. Carey, Town Meeting Member.

33B of Chapter 90, which authorizes the reimbursement of 
100% of the cost of said installation by the State Treasurer, 
Said appropriation to be under the Board of Selectmen, or 
do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 1 to the 
next Annual Town Meeting.

(b) Lots as large as is prescribed by these by laws 
would not be readily saleable and could not be econom- 
ically or advantageously used for building purposes be- 
cause of physical or neighborhood conditions or, char- 
acteristics affecting it but not affecting generally the 
zoning districts” or do or take any other action in this 
matter.

ARTICLE 16 To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning By-Law, by adding and inserting, after Section 38 
thereof, the following new section: 


Section 39 Flood Area Districts 


A. In order to encourage only that development of 
floodprone areas which (1) is appropriate in the light of 
the probability of flood damage and the need to reduce 
flood losses. (2) represents an acceptable social and eco- 
nomic use of the land in relation to the hazards involved, 
and (3) does not increase the danger to human life; and 
to discourage all other development, permits for new con- 
struction or alterations for structures located within zones 
Al or VI, as designated on FIA Flood Hazard Boundary 
Maps Nos. 1 through 14, on file with the Town Clerk. The 
Planning Board and with the Building Inspector, shall 
be approved only subject to the following: 


1. New construction or substantial improvement 
(repair, construction or alteration costing 50% or more 
of the actual cash value of the structure before improve- 
ment or, if damaged, before damage occured) of resi- 
dential structures shall have the lowest floor (including 
basement) elevated to or above 11 feet (above mean sea 
level). Nonresidential structures shall either be simi- 
larly elevated or, together with attendant utility and 
Sanitary facilities, be floodproofed to or above 11 feet 
(above mean sea level), as provided below. 
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2. “Floodproofing” to a given level shall consist of: 


a. Elimination of exterior openings below that level 
or the use of watertight closures, such as bulkheads 
and floodshields. | 


b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution 
panels, and other critical mechanic or electric instal- 
lations elevated above that level. Separate electrical 
circuits shall serve basements and shall be dropped from 
above. 


c. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below 
that level shall be firmly anchored to prevent flotation. 
Tanks shall be vented above that level. 


3. No land within areas designated VI on the FIA 
Flood Hazard Boundary Maps shall be developed unless 
such development is (i) demonstrated by the applicant 
to be located landward of the reach of the mean high tide, 
(ii) is elevated on adequately anchored piles or columns 
to a lowest floor level at or above 11 feet (above mean 
sea level) and securely anchored to such piles or columns, 
and (iii) has no basement and has the space below the 
lowest floor free of obstructions so that the impact of 
abnormally high tides or wind-driven water is minimized. 


4. All applicants for major repairs will be reviewed 
to determine that the proposed repair (i) uses construc- 
tion materials and utility equipment that are resistant 
to flood damage, and (ii) uses construction methods 
and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


5. All applicants for new construction or substan- 
tial improvements (as earlier defined) will be reviewed 
to assure that the proposed construction (i) is protected 
against flood damage (ii) is designed (or modified) and 
anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral move- 
ment of the structure, (iii) uses construction materials 
and utility equipment that are resistant to flood damage, 
and (iv) uses construction methods and practices that 
will minimize flood damage. 


6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from 
these requirements in the case of development on a lot 
of less than a half-acre, where surrounded by existing 
nonconforming structures, and where meeting these re- 
quirements would impose a hardship. 
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7. Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater 
restrictions or requirements than those of other appli- 
cable bylaws or regulations, these provisions shall take 
precedence. 


B. Flood area districts are not “use” districts in the 
sense of permitted uses as set forth in Section 4-9B, inclu- 
Sive, but are superimposed on the underlying ‘‘use’” districts 
(RA, RB, RC, RAA, AGA, AGB, AGC, GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, 
MAR) as shown on the Zoning Map. By definition, the 
Flood Area Districts are all lands below the eleven (11) 
foot contour adjacent to the coastal areas or bays, or where 
more inland areas below 11 feet are accessible to ocean 
flood waters via intervening streams, marshes or other 
low-lying terrain. 


C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this 
section show areas generally below 11 feet which may con- 
tain land areas above 11 feet, any applicant who can 
Satisfy the Building Inspector that the site of his proposed 
building is 11 or more feet above mean sea level will not be 
affected by this section, or do or take any other action in 
this matter. On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


VOTED, that action under Article 16 is postponed to the 
1974 Annual Town Meeting, that the Selectmen are instructed 
to write to the appropriate U.S. Government agency asking 
for a further extension of the time during which the Town 
is supposed to take action to accept, with or without modi- 
fications, or reject the proposed flood control program, and 
that the following persons:

VOTED, that the Town does amend Chapter 101, Notice 
and Conduct of Town Meetings, Section 1 (a) by inserting 
the word “April” for the word “March” so that it will read 
as follows: 


The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the 
first Monday in April, but that portion of said meet- 
ing held for election of Town Officers shall take 
place on the second Succeeding Tuesday thereafter. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
Passed on Thursday evening, January 10. 


ARTICLE 24 To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or appropriate from available funds, the sum of 
$2,570,500.00 for laying water mains, for constructing a stand- 
pipe, for constructing a gravel-packed well, for pumping sta- 
tion equipment, and to determine Whether such appropri- 
ation shall be raised by taxation, by transfer of available 
funds, by borrowing or otherwise, or do or take any other 
action in this matter. On request of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. 

VOTED, that the sum of $1,810,000.00 is appropriated for 
the laying of water mains, for constructing a gravel-packed 
well, for pumping station equipment; that said appropriation 
shall be raised by borrowing as follows: , 

to borrow the sum of $1,355,000.00 under the provisions 
of Chapter 44, Section 8, clause (5), of the General Laws 
and expended for laying water mains of not less than six 
inches but less than Sixteen inches in diameter for a gravel- 
packed well and for pumping station equipment; 


to borrow the sum of $455,000.00 under the provisions of 
Chapter 44, Section 8, clause (6), of the General Laws and 
expended for laying water mains of sixteen inches or more 
in diameter; 


and that the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to issue bonds or 
notes of the Town at one time or from time to time under 
the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws; further 
that: 
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the sum of $30,000.00 is transferred from available funds 
for the purpose of test well exploration. 


By a counted vote, 112 voted in favor and 52 voted 
against, the motion prevailed by the necessary two-thirds 
vote, a quorum being present.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING AND ELECTION 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON APRIL 1, 2, 3, & 4, 1974 


ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON APRIL 9, 1974 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth met 
at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School in Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, on April 1, 1974 at 7:00 o’clock P.M. to act 
on the articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson John B. Quick Eugene C. Phillips 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was Sworn as the stenographer 
for the duration of the meeting. 


_ The meeting was called to order at 7:26 o’clock P.M. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting members present were counted with 
207 announced as present and a quorum declared, the neces- 
sary number to constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. James 
E. Gleason, Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


The Town Meeting Members stood in a minute of silence 
in memory of the late Granville Beale, fromer Town of Fal- 
mouth Selectman, and Fred S. Travers, Town Meeting Mem- 
ber of Precinct 6. 


It was voted that the hour for the meetings on the suc- 
ceeding nights will be 7:30 o’clock P.M. at the same place.

_. The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the War- 
rant would be called and the substance of each Article would 
be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call 
as to those Articles in which there were no controversies or 
debate, or information desired, there would be one vote of- 
fered which would adopt the recommendations of the Fi- 
hance Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommen- 
dations of the Planning Board as the action of the meeting.

The Planning Board submitted an official] report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled.

Planning Board recommends that, to accomplish the pur- 
poses of this article, the Town vote to amend the Zoning By- 
law by striking out, in their entirety, paragraphs 3 and 5 of 
Section 14 thereof and substituting therefor the following 
new paragraph 3. (Paragraph 4 to remain; paragraph 6 be- 
comes ‘5”.): 

“3. Any lot which was held in separate ownership from 
that of adjoining land, and conformed to the dimensional 
requirements of the existing zoning at the time of the adop- 
tion, by a Town Meeting, of an amendment to this by-law 
increasing the minimum lot area, or other dimensional re- 
quirement, in the district in which such lot is located, may 
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be used for any purpose permitted in such district even 
though it does not meet such increased dimensional stan- 
dards. If there is an adjoining lot in the same ownership, the 
lots must be merged so as to meet or exceed the increased 
minimum area requirements insofar as it is possible to do so; 
if such is not possible, or if other increased dimensional re- 
quirements cannot be met by such merger, the owner or ap- 
plicant for a building permit may appeal to the Board of 
Appeals as provided in Section 26 of this By-law.” 


Explanation: This and the following two articles, were 
the result of the deliberations of a group of local attorneys, 
and were aimed at resolving at least some of the seeming 
inequities and administrative problems in the treatment of 
“over-age” lots which had lost their statutory protection 
(Sects. 5-A and 7-A of Chapter 40-A, G.L.) and were under- 
size (etc.) as the result of a subsequent zoning change. 


The present language of Sect. 14-3 was adopted in 1964 
and is directed particularly at the Maravista lot problem with 
its 2400 sq. ft. original lot module. The great majority of 
these lots have by now been combined and built upon. The 
change in paragraph 3 proposed by the Planning Board would 
not seem to change greatly the treatment of these old lots, 
and other comparable lots in the Heights, or other areas. 
Anyone who needs a variance in order to obtain a building 
permit can still, as now, apply to the Board of Appeals for 
relief. 


Sect. 5-A of Chap. 40-A, G.L. makes reference to land in 
separate ownership; Sec 7-A of that statute does not. The 
approach to this problem of ‘“‘over-age” lots recommended by 
the Planning Board is on the concept of “separate owner- 
ship” at the time of the adoption (voting) by Town Meeting 
of a zoning change. 


Members of the attorneys’ group may argue that it will 
be very difficult and awkward to determine whether a lot 
was in separate ownership at the time of adoption of a zon- 
ing change; the Planning Board does not agree. The date of 
adoption of a zoning change can be easily determined; the 
date of separation of a lot into ownership different from 
that of adjoining land can be readily determined from a 
deed; the burden of establishing this date would be on the 
owner/applicant. 


In its recommendation under Article 34 of this War- 
rant, the Planning Board proposes the adoption of specific 
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guidelines to assist the Board of Appeals in dealing with the 
problems of merging two or more lots. 


The Board feels that paragraph 4 of Section 14 is in no 
way related to the “overage” lot problem; it deals with a 
totally different subject and Situation, and should remain 
unchanged. 


VOTED, that Article 32 is indefinitely postponed. 


By a counted vote, 123 voted in favor and 73 voted 
against, the motion prevailed. 


This vote passed on Tuesday evening, April 2, 1974. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to amend 
Section 14, Minimum Lot Sizes of the Zoning By-Laws of 
the Town of Falmouth by Substituting in paragraph num- 
bered 5 of said Section 14 in place of June 28, 1957, January 
4, 1974 or do or take any other action in this matter. On re- 
quest of the Board of Selectmen. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled. The recommendation was for indefinite 
postponement of Article 33 for the following reason: 


While the Planning Board recognizes that many prob- 
lems exist with under-sized lots of varying ages recorded 
after June 28, 1957, it is very much opposed to giving pro- 
tection to all lots of areas down to 10,000 square feet which 
have come into existence since the 1957 date but which are 
now in districts where the minimum lot size is 15,000, 20,000 
or even 40,000 square feet. In its recommendation under 
Article 32, the Planning Board has proposed that paragraph 
5 of Section 14 be stricken entirely. To adopt this Article 
(33) as written would destroy much of what Town Meetings, 
following Planning Board recommendations, have done in 
the past several years to increase minimum lot sizes and 
reduce densities. 


VOTED, that Article 33, is indefinitely postponed. 
This vote passed on Tuesday evening, April 2. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to amend 
Section 27, Exceptions under Specific Rules of the Zoning 
By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth by adding to said section 
the following new paragraph: 

(j) Permit erection of single residence dwellings upon 
lots, although containing less area, less average width, or 
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less frontage than is prescribed by these by laws of Planning 
Board rules and regulations wherever, after public hearing 
it shall find that 

(a) Adjoining areas have been previously developed by 
the construction of buildings or structures on lots generally 
smaller than is prescribed by these by laws and the standard 
of the neighborhood so established does not reasonably re- 
quire a subdivision of the applicant’s land into lots as large 
as is so prescribed or 

(b) Lots as large as is prescribed by these by laws would 
not be readily saleable and could not be economically or ad- 
vantageously used for building purposes because of physical 
or neighborhood conditions or, characteristics affecting it 
but not affecting generally the zoning districts or do or take 
any other action in this matter. On request of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled. The recommendation was for the adoption 
of Article 34 for the following reason: 

The Planning Board recommends that, to accomplish the 
purpose of this article, and to augment and clarify the pro- 
visions of the amendment to Sect. 14 as recommended above 
under Article 32, the Town vote to amend the Zoning By-law 
by adding, to Sect. 27 thereof, a new paragraph “j”, to read 
as follows: 

“i, Permit the erection and use of single family dwell- 
ings, and buildings commonly accessory thereto, on lots hav- 
ing less area, frontage or minimum average width than that 
required for the district in which the lots are located, pro- 
vided that the Board of Appeals shall find that the following 
conditions exist: 

1. At least 50% of the lots within a subdivision, or along 
the particular street within a subdivision upon which the lot 
in question is located, have been built at an earlier time 
when lesser dimensional requirements under this by-law ex- 
isted. If the lots in question are not within a subdivision (as 
defined by statute) the 50%-of-lots-built-upon concept set 
forth above shall apply also to lots shown on an existing way 
between the nearest two intersections of other ways which 
are either public or shown on a plan approved or recorded 
prior to the date of a Town Meeting vote increasing dimen- 
sional requirements for lots in- the district in which ‘the aha 
ject lots are located. . 
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2. There is no adjoining continguous lot in the same 
ownership as that of the lot in question, or in an ownership 
responsive to or controllable by the owner of the lot in ques- 
tion. If there is such adjoining lot, the two shall be merged 
and used as one, unless such merger would result in an area 
greater than 150% of minimum area then required in the 
zoning district. If more than two contiguous lots are in 
common (or responsive) ownership as set forth above, the 
Same principle shall be applied, except that in the merging 
and redividing of more than two lots, the minimum lot areas 
to be permitted in relation to the minimum lot areas required 
by the then existing zoning shall be: for three lots, not less 
than 90%; for four lots, not less than 95%; and for five or 
more lots, 100%. 


3. If relief can thus be granted for the lot area require- 
ments, but it is impossible to meet the then existing mini- 
mum average width or frontage requirements, due to adjoin- 
ing ways or lot lines of adverse Ownerships, the Board of 
Appeals may waive compliance with such then existing width 
or frontage requirements.” 


VOTED, that Article 34 is indefinitely postponed. 


By a counted vote, 110 voted in favor and 69 voted 
against, the motion prevailed. 


This vote passed on Tuesday evening, April 2. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to amend 
the Zoning By-Law, by adding and inserting after Section 
38 thereof, the following new section: 


Section 39 Flood Area Districts 


“A. In order to encourage only that development of 
floodprone areas which ( 1) is appropriate in the light of the 
probability of flood damage and the need to reduce flood 
losses. (2) represents an acceptable social and economic use 
of the land in relation to the hazards involved, and (3) does 
not increase the danger to human life; and to discourage 
ail other development, permits for new construction or al- 
terations for structures located within zones Al or Vi, as 
designated on FIA Flood Hazard Boundary Maps Nos. 1 
through 14, on file with the Town Clerk. The Planning Board 
and with the Building Inspector, shall be approved only sub- 
ject to the following: 


1, New construction or substantial improvement (repair, 
construction or alteration costing 50 per cent or more of 
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the actual cash value of the structure before improvement 
or, if damaged, before damage occurred) or residential struc- 
tures shall have the lowest floor (including basement) ele- 
vated to or above 11 feet (above Mean Sea level). Nonresi- 
dential structures shall either be similarly elevated or, to- 
gether with attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be flood- 
proofed to or above 11 feet (above mean sea level), as pro- 
vided below. 


2. “Floodproofing’” to a given level shall consist of: 


a. Elimination of exterior openings below that level or 
the use of water-tight closures, such as bulkheads and flood- 
shields. 


b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution panels, 
and other critical mechanical or electrical installations ele- 
vated above that level. Separate electrical circuits shall serve 
basements and shall be dropped from above. 


c. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below that 
level shall be firmly anchored to prevent flotation. Tanks 
Shall be vented above that level. 


3. No land within the areas designated VI on the FIA 
Flood Hazard Boundary Maps shall be developed unless such 
development is (i) demonstrated by the applicant to be lo- 
cated landward of the reach of the mean high tide, (ii) is 
elevated on adequately anchored piles or columns to a lowest 
floor level at or above 11 feet (above mean sea level) and 
securely anchored to such piles or columns, and (iii) has no 
basement and has the space below the lowest floor level free 
of obstructions so that the impact of abnormally high tides 
or wind-driven water is minimized. 


4. All applications for major repairs will be reviewed to 
determine that the proposed repair (i) uses construction ma- 
terials and utility equipment that are resistant to flood dam- 
age, and (ii) uses construction methods and practices that 
will minimize flood damage. 


5. All applications for new construction or substantial im- 
provements (as earlier defined) will be reviewed to assure 
that the proposed construction (i) is protected against flood 
damage, (ii) is designed (or modified) and anchored to pre- 
vent flotation, collapse, or lateral movement of the structure, 
(iii) uses construction materials and utility equipment that 
are resistant to flood damage, and (iv) uses construction 
methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 
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6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from these 
requirements in the case of development on a lot of less than 
a half-acre, where surrounded by existing nonconforming 
structures, and where meeting these requirements would im- 
pose a hardship. 

7. Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater re- 
Strictions or requirements than those of other applicable by- 
laws or regulations, these provisions shall take precedence. 

B. Flood area ditricts are not “use” districts in the sense 
of permitted uses as set forth in Section 4-9B, inclusive, but 
are Superimposed on the underlying “use” districts (RA, RB, 
RC, RAA, AGA, AGB, AGC, GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, MAR) as 
shown on the zoning map. By definition, the Flood Area Dis- 
tricts are all lands below the eleven (11) foot contour ad- 
jacent to the coastal areas or bays, or where more inland 
areas below 11 feet are accessible to ocean flood waters via 
intervening streams, marshes or other low-lying terrain. 

C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this sec- 
tion show areas generally below 11 feet which may contain 
land areas above 11 feet, any applicant who can satisfy the 
Building Inspector that the site of his proposed building is 
11 or more feet above mean sea level will not be affected by 
this section,” or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read 
by those assembled. The recommendation was for postpone- 
ment to the next Town Meeting for the following reason: 

As will be explained in greater detail by the report of the 
special committee investigating the matter of Flood Area 
Zoning, there are possibly errors in the data upon which the 
flood area maps are based, and still unanswered questions as 
to the benefits or detrimental features of the adoption of 
Flood Area Zoning and compliance with the pertinent Fed- 
eral legislation of 1968 and 1973. Until information requested 
from the Department of Housing and Urban Development 
is made available, the committee counsels against adoption 
of any Flood Area Zoning by the Town. The Planning Board 
concurs. 

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 35 to the 
next Town Meeting. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 
This vote passed on Tuesday evening, April 2. 


END OF REFERRED ARTICLES 
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ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning By-Law by striking out in its entirety, Section 5-A 
thereof, and substituting therefor the following revised text: 
“Section 5-A, Historical Districts: 

Historical Districts are declared not to be ‘use’ districts, 
but shall be superimposed on the underlying districts as de- 
fined, with their permitted uses, in Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, 7A, 8, 
9A and 9B. 

Within the boundaries of Historical Districts, in order 
to promote the general welfare through the preservation and 
protection of historic areas and places of interest, no build- 
ing shall be razed or demolished without the written approv- 
al of the Architectural Review Board, and no building or 
structure shall be constructed, enlarged, extended, or struc- 
turally altered, if such construction, enlargement, extension, 
or structural alteration is subject to public view from a pub- 
lic street or way, unless or until a Certificate of Appropriate- 
ness has first been obtained from the Architectural Review 
Board,” or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of 
Article 36 for the following reason: 


The intent of this article is to make the use of Historical 
Districts more flexible, and to permit such zoning in areas 
zoned Single Residence, Public Use, Agricultural and even 
Business and Industrial. The present Sect. 5-A treats His- 
torical Districts as “use’’ districts, with uses identical to Gen- 
eral Residence, as well as controlling demolition, construction 
or alteration of structures. In a number of parts of the Town 
where the control of appearance through Historical District 
zoning might be desirable, under the present provisions of 
Sect. 5-A, the effect would be in most cases a lessening of the 
use limitations, down-grading Single Residence or Agricul- 
tural zoning to the level of General Residence, in which two 
family houses are permitted. 


For this reason, the Planning Board has sponsored the 
above article, so that protection of appearance, etc., may be 
provided for areas in other Town villages, without down- 
grading these areas by allowing less restricted uses than 
those permitted under the existing ‘‘use” zoning. 


Examples of such superimposition of architectural con- 
trol, without regard for the uses existing and with no at- 
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tempt to make such existing uses, or any other future per- 
mitted uses in the underlying zoning district, illegal or non- 
conforming, can be found in many Historic district zoning 
ordinances or by-laws, for instance the Nantucket Historic 
Commission, Beacon Hill (Boston) Historic Commission, 
Charlestown (S.C.) Historic Commission, etc. 

VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 36. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on Monday evening, April 1. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to amend 
the Zoning By-law by designating as Historical Districts, as 
defined and controlled under Section 5-A of this by-law, as 
amended under Article 36 of this Warrant, the following de- 
Scribed parcels in various villages of the Town: 


A, North Falmouth — Two strips, 150 feet wide on the 
Easterly and Westerly sides of Old Main Road, beginning at 
the Northerly sideline of Curley Boulevard and extending 
Northerly approximately 8850 feet to the railroad bridge un- 
derpass. 


B. West Falmouth — Two strips 150 feet wide on the 
Easterly and Westerly sides of West Falmouth Highway 
(Route 28-A), beginning at the intersection of Route 28 and 
Route 28-A on the Easterly side and the N orthwesterly bound- 
ary of land of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts (approx- 
imately opposite) on the Westerly side, and extending North- 
erly approximately 20,400 feet to a line perpendicular to the 
centerline of Route 28-A at Station 95 + 29.15 as shown by 
the Massachusetts Highway Bound at that point on the 1936 
State Highway Layout. (South side of North Falmouth rotary.) 

C. Falmouth Village — Eight parcels 

1. A strip 200 feet wide on the Southwesterly side of 
(West) Main Street, the Southeasterly side of Locust Street 
and the Easterly side of Mill Road, beginnnig at the South- 
easterly line of the Parish of St. Barnabas and extending 
Northwesterly, Southwesterly and Southerly approximately 
3,650 feet to the Northerly sideline of Emmons Road. 

2. A strip 200 feet wide on the Northeasterly side of Main 
Street and the Northeasterly and Southeasterly side of Pal- 
mer Avenue, beginning at the Northwesterly boundary of 
the U.S. Postal Service lot and extending Northwesterly and 
Northeasterly approximately 4,250 feet to the Southwesterly 
Sideline of Jones Road. 
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3. The entire block bounded by West Main Street, North 
Main Street, Palmer Avenue and Hewins Street. 
4. The Village Green. 


5. A strip 100 feet wide on the Northwesterly side of Lo- 
cust Street beginning at the former Penn Central railroad 
crossing and extending Northeasterly approximately 1,800 
feet to the Westerly sideline of North Main Street. 

6. Astrip 100 feet wide on the Northwesterly side of North 
Main Street and Palmer Avenue, beginning at the intersection 
of Depot Avenue with North Main Street, and extending ap- 
proximately 3,350 feet Northeasterly to the Southwesterly 
sideline of Ter Heun Drive. 


7. Two strips 100 feet wide on the Northeasterly and 
Southwesterly sides of Depot Avenue, beginning at the West- 
erly sideline of North Main Street and extending Northwest- 
erly approximately 550 feet on the Northeasterly side and 
approximately 650 feet on the Southwesterly side to the South- 
easterly property lines of the Penn Central Railroad. 


8. Two strips 150 feet wide on the Easterly and Westerly 
sides of Shore Street, beginning at the Southerly sidelines 
of Main Street and extending Southerly approximately 3,750 
feet on the Easterly side to the shore of Vineyard Sound, and 
approximately 3,680 feet on the Westerly side to the Northerly 
sideline of Surf Drive. 

D. Woods Hole — A Strip 200 feet wide on the Northerly 
and Northeasterly side of Woods Hole Road, beginning at 
the Southwesterly sideline of Harbor Hill Road and extending 
Westerly and Northwesterly approximately 2,300 feet to the 
Southeasterly sideline of School Street. 

E. Davisville — Two strips 200 feet wide on the Easterly 
and Westerly sides of Davisville Road, beginning at the North- 
erly sideline of Menauhant Road and extending Northerly 
approximately 2,700 feet to the Southerly sideline of Shaker 
Lane on the Easterly side, and to a Westerly extension of 
that sideline on the Westerly side. 

F. Waquoit — Two strips 250 feet wide on the Southeast- 
erly and Northwesterly sides of Waquoit Highway, (Route 
28) beginning at the Northeasterly sideline of Takemmeh Way 
on the Southeasterly side of Route 28, and at the Northeast- 
erly sideline sideline of Barrows Road on the Northwesterly 
side of Route 28 and extending 700.00 feet to two lines parallel 
to and 700 feet Northeasterly from Takemmeh Way and Bar- 
rows Road respectively, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of the Planning Board. 
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The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of 
Article 37 for the following reason: 


The intent of the Board in proposing the various strips 
in a number of villages within the Town to be Historical 
districts, under the revised provisions of the preceding article, 
is not only to protect and preserve a relatively few buildings 
which have true historical significance, but in much broader 
sense to protect and preserve a large number of buildings 
which, through their architectural characteristics are in- 
dicative and symbolic of the different periods in the Town’s 
history, and to prevent, insofar as possible any further de- 
terioration of the appearance of some of the older and more 
picturesque stretches along our roadsides. 


Within each described area, there are undoubtedly many 
non-descript buildings with no historical or architectural 
value. The designation of these areas as Historical districts 
will ensure, however, that any future replacement, recon- 
struction or alteration of any such will be more in harmony 
with the neighborhood atmosphere, and improve its appear- 
ance and character. 


It must be borne in mind that the controls in Historical 
districts, as established under the previous article, do not 
prohibit demolition or alteration, etc. of a building; it merely 
requires that the Planning Board (acting as the Architec- 
tural Review Board) be appraised of the proposed work, and 
give its approval before any work may be done. This is ex- 
actly what the situation has been since 1957 in the small 
area immediately surrounding the village green. Public hear- 
ings may be held as deemed necessary (Sect. 34). 


After further study, it may be that other areas than 
those now proposed be added as Historical districts. The 
Board will welcome suggestions from citizens for any such 
future additions. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 37, except 
that so much as reads: 


E. Davisville—Two strips 200 feet wide on the Easterly 
and Westerly sides of Davisville Road, beginning at the Nor- 
therly sideline of Menauhant Road and extending Northerly 
approximately 2,700 feet to the Southerly sideline of Shaker 
Lane on the Easterly side, and to a Westerly extension of 
that sideline on the Westerly side. 
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is amended to read: 


E. East Faimouth—Two strips 200 feet wide on the East- 
and Westerly sides of Davisville Road, beginning at the Nor- 
therly sideline of Menauhant Road and extending Northerly 
approximately 2,700 feet to the Southerly sideline of Shaker 
Lane on the Easterly side, and to a Westerly extension of 
that sideline on the Westerly side. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
This vote passed on Tuesday evening, April 2. 


A motion was duly made and voted upon at 10:58 o’clock 
p.m., to continue this meeting after 11 o’clock p.m. 


By a counted vote, 145 voted in favor and 15 voted 
against, the motion prevailed by the necessary two thirds, a 
quorum being present. 


The time being 11:05 o’clock p.m., it was voted that the 
meeting is adjourned until the following evening, Wednesday, 
April 3, 1974, at 7:30 o’clock p.m., at the same place. 


WEDNESDAY EVENING, APRIL 3 


The meeting was called to order at 7:45 o’clock pm. A 
count of the Town Meeting Members present showed 194 as 
present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 

The invocation was offered by Rev. Stanley F. Johnson, 
First Congregational Church, Falmouth. 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning By-Law by striking out, in its entirety, Section 7 
thereof (Agricultural Districts) and substituting therefor the 
following revised section: 

“Section 7 — Agricultural Districts 

In Agricultural Districts, no building or structure shall 
be erected, altered or used and no land shall be used or oc- 
cupied except for one or more of the following purposes: 

1. Farms, cranberry bogs, dairies, truck or flower gardens, 
botanical nurseries, greenhouses, raising of poultry or live- 
stock, natural ice harvesting activities and other comparable 
uses, except that the raising of pigs shall be permitted by 
special permit from the Board of Appeals acting under Sec- 
tion 21. 
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2. Buildings or shelters for the sale of farm products, 
commonly called roadside stands, provided that a major por- 
tion of the products are raised on the premises. 


3. Forests, wood lots, and portable wood working mills. 


4, Airports and landing strips and buildings or structures 
necessary thereto, subject to the provisions of Section 21. 

o. Free or proprietary camping grounds for camping and 
tenting only, subject to the provisions of Section 21, and to 
such rules, restrictions and regulations as may be imposed 
from time to time by the Board of Selectmen, Board of Health, 
or vote of Town Meeting. No so-called house-trailers, motor 
homes, caravans, land yachts, campers or comparable ve- 
hicles shall be permitted. 


6. One single family house on each lot actively used for 
one or more of the purposes set forth in paragraph 1 of this 
section, except that if the lot is four acres or more in area, 
it may be used as the site for a single family dwelling without 
any other use of the land as enumerated in said paragraph 1. 

7. The use of any land within an Agricultural District for 
the laying out and development of residential subdivisions, 
hotels, motels, or multiple dwellings of any descriptioon is ex- 
pressly prohibited.” or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read 
by those assembled. The recommendation was for adoption 
of Article 38 for the following reason: 


Planning Board recommends that the clause “except that 
the raising of pigs... etc... .” at the end of paragraph 1 of 
the proposed new Section 7 be stricken entirely, and that the 
remaining text of the proposed new Section 7 be adopted as 
printed. 

The intent of this article is to slow down the present, 
run-away pace of pervading residential subdivisions in areas 
zoned for agriculture. Much of the as yet unsubdivided open 
land, and indeed much of what has already been subdivided 
but not yet built upon, is not served by Town water, none of 
it is served by a sewer, the access over existing Town roads 
to many of the back, inland areas is grossly inadequate to 
carry the traffic that will be generated by new subdivisions 
in these areas, and the projected increased demand for school 
rooms and various other municipal services.is more than that 
with which the Town is prepared to cope, now or in the rel- 
atively near future. 
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If this article is adopted, it will be necessary for a Town 
Meeting to vote a zoning change from Agricultural to one of 
the Residence classifications before a subdivision may be 
created on land previously zoned Agricultural. This will put 
the control of the Town’s growth firmly in the hands of Town 
Meeting, where the Board believes it belongs. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 38 as printed 
except that so much as reads: “except that the raising of 
pigs shall be permitted by special permit from the Board of 
Appeals acting under Section 21.”, at the end of paragraph 
1 of the proposed new Section 7 is stricken entirely. 


By a counted vote, 161 voted in favor and 32 voted 
against, the motion prevailed by the necessary two-thirds, 
a quorum being present. 


This vote passed on Wednesday evening, April 3. 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning By-Law by adding to Section 23 thereof three, new, 
additional paragraphs to read as follows: 


“In accordance with the provisions of Section 11 of Chap- 
ter 40-A, General Laws, after the Planning Board has first 
published notice of a public hearing on a proposed amend- 
ment to the Zoning By-Law which would affect the uses 
permitted in any zoning district or after the first publication 
of any such proposed amendment in the Warrant for a Town 
Meeting, no permit for construction, occupancy, use or change 
of use shall be issued for any purpose which would be in 
violation of the zoning by-law, as so amended, until such 
time as a Town Meeting shall have voted not to adopt such 
proposed amendment. 


After the first publication of such notice of hearing or 
of an article in a Warrant as referred to above, the Planning 
Board shall not approve, or otherwise endorse, any plan for 
the division or subdivision of land which shows any lot, con- 
dition, area or other dimensional requirement which would 
be in violation of the Zoning By-Law as so amended, until 
Such time as a Town Meeting shall have voted not to adopt 
such proposed amendment. 


The provisions of the foregoing paragraphs shall not 
affect the issuance of any permit lawfully applied for or issued 
prior to the first publication of notice of a proposed amend- 
ment, as set forth above, provided that construction, etc. 
under any such permit proceeds at a normal rate, more or 
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less continuously and in good faith to conclusion. Similarly, 
no provisions of the foregoing paragraph shall affect the en- 
dorsement, by the Planning Board, of any plan, or plans evol- 
ved from a preliminary plan, which had been lawfully filed 
prior to the first publication of notice of such a proposed 
amendment, as set forth above, provided that all other sta- 
tutory requirements are met,” or do or take any other action 
in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of 
Article 39 for the following reason: 


The original version of the Zoning Enabling Act (Chap. 
40-A of the General Laws) which was adopted by the Legis- 
lature in 1954, contained a Sect. 11, the language of which 
is almost identical to the significant first two paragraphs 
of the amendment proposed by this article, as was its intent. 
Later, in 1957 and 1958 the Act was amended by the addition 
of Sects. 7-A and 5-A; both sections have been amended sev- 
eral times since. As a result of various court decisions, the 
effect of Sects. 5-A and 7-A has been to thwart and subvert 
the intent and purpose of the original Sect. 11 (which is 
still there, but by the 5-A, 7-A amendments and court decis- 
ions emasculated). The result of all this is that, at present, 
when a zoning change is proposed which would further re- 
strict the uses in a district, or require larger or wider lots, 
or increase any other restrictive parameters of zoning, during 
the many weeks or even several months that may elapse be- 
tween the public announcement of such a proposed zoning 
change and its being adopted, anyone wishing to avoid hav- 
ing to comply with such proposed, more stringent by-law may 
do so by filing with the Planning Board a preliminary (or 
definitive) plan of his land. The subdivision control law is 
so structured that unless the person (owner) filing any such 
plan is extremely lax, careless or stupid, he is, in effect, guar- 


anteed protection from zoning change for r either 5 or 7 years __—. 


“(depending on the nature of the plan) or for three years 


for any use which would not be allowed under the revised 
zoning. (Any use or building established or constructed with- 
in those time limits becomes a “non-conforming” use or 
structure, and acquires essentially permanent protected 
status). 

The Plating Board believes this to be wrong, and hopes 
that by the adoption of this article the Town can operate 
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under the conditions provided by the “senior” Sect. 11 of 
Chap. 40-A, so that, from the moment a proposed zoning 
change is publicized, either by notice of hearing by the 
Planning Board or its publication in a Town Meeting War- 
rant, no application for a permit may be accepted for any 
use which would violate the proposed revised by-law, and no 
application for endorsement of a plan by the Planning Board 
may be accepted for a plan which shows a violation of the 
proposed, revised by-law, until the matter has been acted 
on by a Town Meeting. If adopted, the “freeze”? becomes per- 
manent, if rejected, everything goes on just as before. 


Adoption of this article will enable the Town, through 
its Building Inspector and Planning Board, to control much 
more effectively the character and growth of the Town. Sen- 
ator John F. Aylmer and Representative Richard E. Kendall 
have introduced in the Legislature a bill (S-1393) which 
would amend the enabling statute (Chap. 40-A) and the Sub- 
division Control Law (Chap. 41) in such manner as to ac- 
complish essentially the same results.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled.

A year ago, under 1973 An T.M.—46, the same petitioner/ 
Owner asked for a change of zoning to Business of some 6-7 
acres included in the parcel described in this article. Plan- 
ning Board recommendation was for indefinite postpone- 
ment, largely because the parcel extended to the bog on 
Bourne’s River, and included the salvage yard; it was then 
referred to Next Annual Town Meeting. The present article, 
now requesting change to Light Industrial, involves some 26 
acres, extending Northward some 1700 feet, but still includes 
the low area of the salvage yard next to the bog. In a writ- 
ten statement sent to members of the Planning Board, the 
petitioner explains his intentions, which include phasing out 
the salvage yard, but also propose to relocate an existing 
auto-body repair shop on the site, an activity which is little 
different from a salvage yard in relation to likelihood of pol- 
luting Bourne’s River. At the hearing, neither the petitioner 
nor anyone representing him appeared to make more exten- 
Sive explanation or answer questions. 


While the Board is not unreceptive to the idea of ex- 
tending a Business or Industrial area in depth in this gen- 
eral location, it is opposed to including land as low and so 
close to the bog as shown on the plan. The Board believes 
that in its present form, at least, the proposed change would 
not be in the public interest.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON APRIL 2, 1974 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting 
Members of the Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School on April 2, 1974 at 
7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson John B. Quick Eugene C. Phillips 

The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey 
F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting 
on April 2, 1974. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:48 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted, with 
219 members announced as present and a quorum declared, 
the necessary number to constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard H. Maxwell, 
Pastor of John Wesley Methodist Church, Falmouth. 


The Town Meeting Members stood in a minute of silence 
in memory of the late Rev. Edwin J. Loew, Pastor of St. 
Joseph’s Church in Woods Hole and of the Chapel of the Im- 
maculate Conception at North Falmouth, who died on April 
1, 1974. Fr. Loew for many years offered the invocation. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning By-law by striking out, in its entirety, Section 37 
thereof, and substituting therefor the following revised text: 


“Section 37. Unregistered Motor Vehicles. 

“Not more than one unregistered car, bus, truck or other 
registerable motor vehicle shall be permitted ungaraged on 
any premises in any district, except such as are clearly in- 
cidental to the lawful conduct of an activity permitted under 
Section 8, 9A, 9B, 20 and 21, or except where such vehicles are 
in operating condition and regularly used on the premises of 
a farm, boatyard or comparable activity.

40, Section 5, Clause 39, ‘‘to help defray expense in providing 
facilities for training, rehabilitation and employment of men- 
tally retarded and handicapped residents of the Town of Fal- 
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mouth,” said sum to be expended under supervision of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer from the Excess 
and Deficiency Account the sum of $2,500.00 for the purposes 
of Article 9 as printed.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON JUNE 25, 1974 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth met at the Mem- 
orial Auditorium, Lawrence School in Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts, on June 25, 1974 at 7:30 o’clock p.m., to act on the 
articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson Herve C. Houde Eugene C. Phillips 


The officer in attendance was James Lino. 


Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer 
for the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:49 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 
196 announced as present and a quorum declared, the neces- 
sary number to constitute a quorum being 126. 


The invocation was offered by the Rev. Richard S. 
Crowell, Rector, St. Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth, 
Massachusetts. 


The Moderator called to the attention of all present that 
Roger A. Murray, a reporter for the Cape Cod Standard- 
Times, who has reported the Town Meetings since 1936, was 
retiring after this Town Meeting.

ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
from Article 15 of the Annual Town Meeting of 1974, $11.06 
for unpaid bills for 1970, or do or take any other action in 
this matter. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer from Article 15 of 
the Annual Town Meeting of 1974 the sum of $11.06 for un-. 
paid bills for 1970. 3 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
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ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
from Article 15 of the Annual Town Meeting 1974, $263.00 
for unpaid bills for 1971, or do or take any other action in 
this matter. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer from Article 15 of 
the Annual Town Meeting of 1974 the sum Of $263.00 for 
unpaid bills for 1971. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
from the following account Town Meeting Election Expenses: 
Capital Outlay $466.20, Reserve for Accounts Payable $1,177.50 
to Town Meeting Election Expense, Other Expense, or do or 
take any other action in this matter. On request of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer from the Town 
Meeting and Election Expenses, Capital Outlay, the sum of 
$466.20 to Town Meeting and Election Expenses, Other Ex- 
benses; and further that the Town vote to transfer from the 
Town Meeting and Election Expenses, Reserve for Accounts 
Payable, the sum of $1,177.50 to Town Meeting and Election 
Expenses, Other Expenses. 


The motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
General Court for special legislation to enable the Town of 
Falmouth, as the first and only town in the Commonwealth 
to have enacted and had approved Historic District control 
within its Zoning By-Law under the provision of Chapter 
40-A of the General Laws, to continue to amend its pro- 
visions for control of Historical Districts and to expand or 
increase the number of such districts under its Zoning By- 
law, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 40-A, 
General Laws, or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Planning Board. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 4. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to amend 
Paragraph 2b of Section 36, Wetland Regulations, of the 
Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth, by inserting in 
line four of said paragraph, after the phrase “to alter the 
shoreline—” the words —“of said Swamp, marsh or body of 
water”, so that the amended paragraph shall read: 
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b. Filling, excavating, diking, bulkheading or rip-rapping 
within any part of any swamp, marsh or tidal marsh 
or in or along the shore of any pond, bay, harbor or 
tidal river, so as to alter the shoreline of said swamp, 
marsh or body of water, or separate any section of said 
Swamp, marsh or body of water from the main part, 
or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Conservation Commission. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of 
Article 5 for the following reason: 


The proposed addition of certain words is for the purpose 
of clarifying or correcting an ambiguity as to intent which 
previously existed, and which had resulted in several in- 
stances in lack of any hearing on certain shoreline alter- 
ations. The Board believes that Section 36 will be improved 
by this amendment. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 5. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning By-Law by striking out, in its entirety, Section 7 
thereof (Agriculture Districts) and substituting therefor the 
following revised section: 


In any Agricultural Districts, as indicated on the zoning 
map, no building or other structure shall be erected altered 
or used and no land shall be used or occupied for a pur- 
pose except any or more of the following: 


1. Any use permitted in a Single, General Residence or 
Public Use District, except that no dwelling shall be 
occupied by more than one family. 


2. Farms, cranberry bogs, dairies, truck gardens, green- 
houses, and natural ice harvesting activities. 


3. Buildings or shelters for the sale of farm products, 
commonly called roadside stands, provided that a ma- 
jor portion of the products are raised on the premises. 


4. Forests, wood lots, and portable wood working mills. 


5. Airports and landing strips and buildings or structures 
necessary thereto subject to the provisions of Section 
21. 
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6. Free or proprietary camping ground for camping and 
tenting only, subject to the provisions of Section 21, 
and to such rules, restrictions and regulations as may 
be imposed from time to time by the Board of Select- 
men, Board of Health, or vote of Town Meeting. No so- 
called house-trailers or caravans shall be permitted, or 
do or take any other action in this matter. On request 
of Robert B. Pacheco and others. 

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 6 to the 
next Town Meeting. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


REFERRED ARTICLES FROM 
ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, APRIL, 1974 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or appropriate from available funds or transfer 
a sum of money for the purpose of installing traffic lights 
at the intersection of Brick Kiln Road and Gifford Street, 
under Chapter 519 of the Acts of 1967, which amends Section 
33B of Chapter 90, which authorizes the reimbursement of 
100 per cent of the cost of said installation by the State 
Treasurer, said appropriation to be under the Board of 
Selectmen, or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Board of Selectmen. 

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 7 to the 
next Town Meeting. 


The motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning By-Law, by adding and inserting, after Section 38 
thereof, the following new section: 


Section 39 FLOOD AREA DISTRICTS 


“A. In order to encourage only that development of flood- 
prone areas which (1) is appropriate in the light 
of the probability of flood damage and the need to 
reduce flood losses, (2) represents an acceptable 
social and economic use of the land in relation to 
the hazards involved, and (3) does not increase the 
danger to human life; and to discourage all other 
development, permits for new construction or alter- 
ations for structures located within zones Al or V1, 
as designated on FIA Flood Hazard Boundary Maps 
Nos. 1 through 14, on file with the Town Clerk, the 
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Planning Board and with the Building Inspector, 
Shall be approved only subject to the following: 


1. New construction or substantial improvements 
(repair, construction or alteration costing 50 per 
cent or more of the actual cash value of the 
structure before improvement or, if damaged, be- 
fore damage occurred) of residential structures 
shall have the lowest floor (including basement) 
elevated to or above 11 feet (above Mean Sea 
level). Nonresidential structures shall either be 
Similarly elevated or, together with attendant 
utility and sanitary facilities, be floodproofed to 
or above 11 feet (above Mean Sea Level), as pro- 
vided below. 


2. “Floodproofing” to a given level shali consist of: 
a. Elimination of exterior openings below that 
level or the use of water-tight closures, such 

as bulkheads and floodshields. 

b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution 
panels, and other critical mechanical or elec- 
trical installations elevated above that level. 
Separate electrical circuits shall serve base- 
ments and shall be dropped from above. 

c. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below 
that level shall be firmly anchored to prevent 
flotation. Tanks shall be vented above that 
level. 


3. No land within areas designated VI on the FIA 
Flood Hazard Boundary Maps shall be developed 
unless such development is (i) demonstrated by 
the applicant to be located landward of the reach 
of the mean high tide, (ii) is elevated on ade- 
quately anchored piles or columns to a lowest 
floor level at or above 11 feet (above mean sea 
level) and securely anchored to such piles or 
columns, and (iii) has no basement and has the 
space below the lowest floor free of obstructions 
so that the impact of abnormally high tides or 
wind-driven water is minimized. 


4. All applications for major repairs will be reviewed 
to determine that the proposed repair (i) uses 
construction materials and utility equipment that 
are resistant to flood damage, and (ii) uses con- 
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struction methods and practices that will mini- 
mize flood damage. 


5. All applicants for new construction or substantial 
improvements (as earlier defined) will be reviewed 
to assure that the proposed construction (i) is 
protected against flood damage, (ii) is designed 
(or modified) and anchored to prevent flotation, 
collapse, or lateral movement of the structure, 
(iii) uses construction materials and utility equip- 
ment that are resistant to flood damage, and 
(iv) uses construction methods and practices that 
will minimize flood damage. 


6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from 
these requirements in the case of development on 
a lot of less than a half-acre, where surrounded 
by existing nonconforming structures, and where 
meeting these requirements would impose a hard- 
ship. 

7. Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater 
restrictions or requirements than those of other 
applicable bylaws or regulations, these provisions 
shall take precedence. 


B. Flood area districts are not “use” districts in the 
sense of permitted uses as set forth in Section 4-9B, 
inclusive, but are superimposed on the underlying 
“use” districts (RA, RB, RC, RAA, AGA, AGB, AGC, 
GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, MAR) as shown on the zoning 
map. By definition, the Flood Area Districts are all 
lands below the eleven (11) foot contour adjacent 
to the coastal areas or bays, or where more inland 
areas 11 feet are accessible to ocean flood waters 
via intervening streams, marshes or other low-lying 
terrain. 


C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this 
section show areas generally below 11 feet which 
may contain land areas above 11 feet, any applicant 
who can satisfy the Building Inspector that the 
site of his proposed building is 11 or more feet above 
mean sea level will not be affected by this section,” 
or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 8 to the 
next Town Meeting. 
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ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to purchase 
or take by eminent domain, in its entirety or any part there- 
of, the existing railroad right of way of the Penn Central 
Company from its present terminus at or near the Grain 
Mill off Depot Avenue northward to the Town Boundary at 
North Falmouth, as it becomes available through abandon- 
ment by the Penn Central Company, such land to be used 
for Transportation, Conservation, Recreation or Public Utili- 
ties Purposes under the supervision of the Board of Select- 
men and to raise and appropriate or appropriate from avail- 
able funds, or notes and bonds a sum of money for this 
purpose, or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Finance Committee. 


VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 9 to the 
next Town Meeting. 


END OF REFERRED ARTICLES 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to amend 
Article 101 of the 1961 Annual Town Meeting of Chapter 209 
of the By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth in order to author- 
ize the Selectmen to increase the membership of the Con- 
servation Commission from five to seven members, the by- 
law to be amended by deleting the. word “five” and inserting 
the word “seven” in its place. 


The amended by-law to read: “Voted to accept the pro- 
visions of Section 8C of Chapter 40 of the General Laws, as 
amended, providing for a Conservation Commission com- 
posed of seven members to be appointed by the Selectmen. 
The Commission may establish a conservation fund and ex- 
pend therefrom funds appropriated thereto,” or do or take 
any other action in this matter. On request of the Con- 
servation Commission. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 10 as printed. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
from Veterans all Other Expense to Veterans Capital Outlay 
a sum of money to purchase flags and equipment, or do or 
take any other action in this matter. On request of the 
Veterans Agent. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer from Veterans’ 
Benefits, Other Expenses, to the Veterans’ Benefits, Capital 
Outlay, the sum of $800.00 to purchase flags and equipment.

HELD ON DECEMBER 3, 1974 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth met at the Mem- 
orial Auditorium, Lawrence School in Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts, on December 3, 1974 at 7:30 o’clock P.M. to act on the 
articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were:

“A, In order to encourage only that development of 
floodprone areas which (1) is appropriate in the light of the 
probability of flood damage and the need to reduce flood 
losses. (2) represents an acceptable social and economic 
use of the land in relation to the hazards involved, and (3) 
does not increase the danger to human life; and to dis- 
courage all other development, permits for new construction 
or alterations for structures located within zones Al or VI, 
as designated on FIA Flood Hazard Boundary Maps Nos. 1 
through 14, on file with the Town Clerk, the Planning Board 
and with the Building Inspector, shall be approved only sub- 
ject to the following: 


1. New construction or substantial improvement (repair, 
construction or alteration costing 50 per cent or more 
of the actual cash value of the structure before im- 
provement or, if damaged, before damage occurred) of 
residential structures shall have the lowest floor (in- 
cluding basement) elevated to or above 11 feet (above 
Mean Sea level). Nonresidential structures shall either 
be similarly elevated or, together with attendant utility 
and sanitary facilities, be floodproofed to or above 11 

_ feet (above Mean Sea level), as provided below. 

2. “Floodproofing” to a given level shall consist of: 

a. Elimination of exterior openings below that level or 
the use of watertight closures, such as. bulkheads 
and floodshields. 

b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution pan- 
els, and other critical mechanical or electrical in- 
stallations elevated above that level. Separate elec- 
‘trical circuits shall serve basements and shall be 
dropped from above. 

ec. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below that 

- level shall be firmly anchored to prevent flotation. 
Tanks shall be vented above that level. 


3. No land within areas designated VI on the FIA Flood 
Hazard Boundary Maps shall be developed unless such 
development is (i) demonstrated by the applicant to 
be located landward of the reach of the mean high tidé, 
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(ii) is elevated on adequately anchored piles or columns 
to a lowest floor level at or above 11 feet (above mean 
sea level) and securely anchored to such piles or col- 
umns, and (iii) has no basement and has the space 
below the lowest floor free of obstructions so that the 
impact of abnormally high tides or wind-driven water 
is minimized. 


4. All applications for major repairs will be reviewed to 
determine that the proposed repair (i) uses construc- 
tion materials and utility equipment that are resistant 
to flood damage, and (ii) uses construction methods 
and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


5. All applications for new construction or substantial 
improvements (as earlier defined) will be reviewed to 
assure that the proposed construction (i) is protected 
against flood damage, (ii) is designed (or modified) and 
anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral move- 
ment of the structure, (iii) uses construction materials 
and utility equipment that are resistant to flood dam- 
age, and (iv) uses construction methods and practices 
that will minimize flood damage. 


6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from these 
requirements in the case of development on a lot of 
less than a half-acre, where surrounded by existing 
nonconforming structures, and where meeting these 
requirements would impose a hardship. 


7. Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater re- 
Strictions or requirements than those of other appli- 
cable bylaws or regulations, these provisions shall take 
precedence. 


B. Flood area districts are not “use” districts in the 
sense of permitted uses as set forth in Section 4-9B, inclu- 
Sive, but are superimposed on the underlying “use” districts 
(RA, RB, RC, RAA, AGA, AGB, AGC, GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, 
MAR) as shown on the zoning map. By definition, the Flood 
Area Districts are all lands below the eleven (11) foot con- 
tour adjacent to the coastal areas or bays, or where more 
inland areas below 11 feet are accessible to ocean flood 
waters via intervening streams, marshes or other low-lying 
terrain. 


C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this 
section show areas generally below 11 feet which may con- 
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tain land areas above 11 feet, any applicant who can satisfy 
the Building Inspector that the site of his proposed building 
is 11 or more feet above mean sea level will not be affected 
by this section,” or do or take any other action in this mat- 
ter. On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


VOTED, to postpone to the next Town Meeting. 
The motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to purchase 
or take by eminent domain, in its entirety or any part there- 
of, the existing railroad right of way of the Penn Central 
Company from its present terminus at or near the Grain 
Mill, off Depot Avenue northward to the Town Boundary at 
North Falmouth, as it becomes available through abandon- 
ment by the Penn Central Company, such land to be used 
for Transportation, Conservation, Recreation or Public Utili- 
ties Purposes under the supervision of the Board of Select- 
men and to raise and appropriate or appropriate from avail- 
able funds, or notes and bonds a sum of money for this 
purpose, or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Finance Committee.

Heun” dated February 24, 1966, by Charles A. White, C.E., 
recorded with Barnstable County Deeds, Plan Book 200, Page 
89, said parcel being more particularly bounded and de- 
scribed as follows:

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REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD

The Falmouth Personnel Board herewith submits its 
report for 1974. 


The Personnel Board met and held 12 regular and 6 spe- 
cial meetings. With all three union contracts expiring on 
June 30, 1975, the subcommittees held additional meetings 
to complete negotiations prior to the closing of the annual 
warrant for 1975. Action was taken on approximately 254 
requests for promotions, step increases, resignations, ap- 
pointments and reclassifications of positions. 


For the 1974 Annual Town Meeting, the Board submit- 
ted articles for reclassification of positions and wage in- 
creases for Town employees. In the special Town Meeting 
held in June an article was submitted by the Board for funds 
to mechanize the Town payroll. 


In June Mr. William L. Banks was elected Chairman of 
the Board and Lt. Col. James F. Ridley, Vice Chairman. 


The Board wishes to thank the Town Departments and 
Committees for their cooperation during 1974 and will con- 
tinue to serve the Town and its employees in its personnel 
policies and needs in the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


This annual report covers one half of the current fiscal 
year, plus the last six months of the 18 month transition 
year that preceded it. The two major projects this year were 
the revaluation of the Town and a commitment for upgrad- 
ing the water system. Revaluation will reduce inequalities 
within the town and will bring us into compliance with the 
State law requiring 100% valuation. It will be completed in 
time for the 1976 tax bills. 


The January Special Town Meeting voted to bond the 
Town up to $1,810,000 for the purpose of improving and ex- 
panding the Town water system. In combination with a 
$20,000 continuing program to improve hydrants, it should 
give Falmouth an excellent water supply. No further Town 
Meeting action was taken on the problem of sewers or sew- 
age disposal in 1974. 


The Annual Town Meeting is now held in April. In addi- 
tion there were four Special Town Meetings held in January, 
April, June, and December. At the Annual Town Meeting, 
$12,880,341.69 was appropriated for taxation. In addition 
$454,373.69 was transferred from available funds and 
$551,100.01 was transferred from other accounts for various 
articles in the Warrant. The sum of $275,000.00 was trans- 
ferred from the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds Invested 
Account for Fire Department Salaries and Wages in order to 
offset the tax rate. The balance in that account on Decem- 
ber 31, 1974, was $517,959.66. We are still using this fund to 
finance current Town services rather than venturing into 
new areas in this time of rising inflation and taxes. No new 
funds were voted into the Stabilization Fund. The balance in 
the Excess and Deficiency Account on December 31, 1974, was 
$24,321.45. The balance in the Reserve Fund on December 31, 
1974, was $69,946.01. The tax rate was set at $90 per thousand. 


During the year, transfers from the Reserve Fund to 
the various Town Departments and Committees totalled 
$68,575.37. The 18 month year coincided with rising inflation. 
Cost estimates for fuel and utilities made months earlier 
proved insufficient and the Reserve Fund was drawn on 
heavily to balance budgets before June 30, 1974. Most hard 
hit was the largest, the School Department budget. The 
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June Special Town Meeting appropriated $20,000 from the 
PL 874 account for current school expenses. The December 
Special Town Meeting was called to cope with the steadily 
increasing deficit in the School Lunch program. A study 
committee including one member from the Finance Com- 
mittee, was established to examine the whole School Lunch 
Program and report to the next Town Meeting with recom- 
mendations.

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REPORT OF THE 
TOWN COMPUTER COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This committee was established in 1968 and was not very 
active in the early years although it did give some advice and 
assistance in the matter of using an outside organization for 
computerizing the tax billing. 


About mid-1973 it appeared that, politically, the time was 
probably right for more action on modernizing the Town’s 
business operations. Prompting this decision were two actions 
by separate groups: (1) the Personnel Board was independ- 
ently investigating Town payroll automation, and (2) the 
Water Department was investigating the possibility of obtain- 
ing a small computer to handle water bills and associated 
work. 


This committee spent considerable time in 1973 review- 
ing the paper work activities of various town departments. 
We decided that the best approach was to obtain a systems 
analyst for the Town (this approach was no different than 
had been suggested many years earlier). Accordingly, an 
article for Town Meeting was prepared and approved by the 
Finance Committee. Twenty thousand dollars was appropri- 
ated by Town Meeting in early 1974 and, by early fall, Edwin 
Manter was hired on contract as Systems analyst. 


Since Mr. Manter joined the staff of the Town, he has 
made studies of the Water Department, the Tax Collector’s 
office, the Registrar of Voters’ office, and the Assessor’s- 
Selectmen’s office. 

These studies consisted of: 

1. An analysis and write-up of the present operations; 
2. A work flow diagram of the present operations; 
3. Samples of the various forms and reports required; 
4. A systems flow chart of a proposed computer appli- 
cation; 
5. A narrative of the proposed computer application. 
Costs were estimated for: 


1. Developing the computer applications for the Water 
Department, the Tax Collector’s Office, and the 
Registrar of Voters’ office; 
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2. Conversion of the existing data to computer systems; 
3. The on-going operational costs after the systems are 
implemented. 


Visits were made to towns which have computerized 
various school and municipal applications. These include 
Danvers, Barnstable, Orleans, New Bedford, Waltham, Way- 
land, Wellesley, and Winchester. Preliminary cost estimates 
for a computer configuration (and possible vendor partici- 
pation) for the development of computer applications for 
Falmouth were obtained. 


Meanwhile the committee has determined that the best 
course of action for Falmouth will be to create an indepen- 
dent data-processing center supported jointly by the Town 
and the School Department, using an upgraded version of the 
present school computer, located in the high school, and 
staffed by present personnel with some additions. A pro- 
posal and article to this effect are being prepared for the 
1975 Town Meeting.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The following is the report of the VEVErEaS: Services 
Department for the year 1974. 


During the year, Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of World War One and Two, the Korean Con- 
flict and Viet-Nam were aided in accordance with Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Seven World War One, Fifteen World War Two, Two 
Korean and Two Viet-Nam Veterans died during the year in 
Falmouth. The widows and dependent parents were assisted 
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in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial allow- 
ance, Social Security Claims and Grave Markers. 


Twenty-four grave markers have been applied for. All 
have been received and emplanted. Suitable markers and 
flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been 
taken care of during the year. 


Thirty-two Veterans and widows have been aided in mak- 
ing out their Income Statements. 


This Office has processed thirty Viet-Nam applicants for 
the Massachusetts Viet-Nam Bonus, and has also aided Two 
hundred and six Veterans and Dependents in filing for edu- 
cation, on the job training, pensions, home loans, and many 
other benefits during the year. 


As the Viet-Nam era of hostilities has ceased and many 
Veterans being discharged, it will be increasingly dependent 
on Veterans’ Services to inform these new Veterans of their 
benefits and to help in the care of their families. So, in years 
to come, the Department will gradually increase its aid to 
more and more Veterans. 


During the last three months of the year, we have been 
extremely busy in aiding Veterans in collecting their Un- 
employment Compensation. 


Reimbursement by the State Department to the BE. & D 
fund is made for fifty per cent of all approved expenditures 
except Administration. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be found 
in his report; therefore it will not be repeated here. 


Mrs. Adeline M. Newhall, a WW2 Veteran, is now and has 
for over a year been assisting me in many aspects of Veterans’ 
Affairs. We have attended several seminars this past year 
along with many visits to the V. A. Contact Office. This has 
been necessary to keep abreast of the rapidly changing laws. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and 
all Town Officials who have co-operated with this Depart- 
ment during the year.

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WATCHMAN OF THE WARRANT 
To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Watchman of the Warrant herewith submits his 
review of actions voted by the elected Town Meeting Repre- 
sentatives in the calendar year 1974. 


It has generally been the rule in recent years that the 
Town’s business cannot efficiently be attended to once each 
year in the dead of winter at the Annual Town Meeting, 
and 1974 was no exception. 


1974 saw four Special Town Meeting Sessions in addition 
to the Annual, this year moved up from March to April 1st. 
This report will, as in the past two years, review with the 
appropriate Town Departments resopnsible, the progress of 
the voters actions of the Town Meeting. 


The Annual Town Meeting which began on Monday eve- 
ning, April 1st, found 207 members present of the 252 elected. 
Of the 98 Articles in the Warrant 60 were passed under the 
blanket vote, the balance held for discussion. 


As in the past I will not review Article 8, which includes 
202 line items in the Budget. The Finance Committee and 
other sub-committee Chairmen review each month detailed 
statements from the Town Accountant’s office. The Finance 
Committee does an excellent job of ‘Watchman of the Bud- 
get’ and to duplicate this effort would be an unnecessary 
waste of time and effort. 


The following review summarizes the Annual and four 
Special Town Meeting Warrants which require subsequent 
Action by an appropriate Town Department or Committee 
to carry through to completion. In some cases Articles were 
postponed until the next Town Meeting or next Annual Town 
Meeting. In each of these instances the last or completed 
action will be reported on.

CHRISTMAS TREE LIGHTING COMMITTEE

As in previous years, the decoration and lighting of the 
Village Green proceeded smoothly and added much to the 
image of the Town of Falmouth, both as a tradition and as a 
holiday beautification that Townfolk appreciate. As in former 
years, most credit and appreciation is due to Mr. Joseph Figue- 
rido and to the Department of Public Works, whose help 
and ability the Christmas Lighting Committee couldn’t do 
without. 


In continuation of curtailing unnecessary expenses, and 
also because of the use of parking meters, Main Street was not 
decorated with Christmas trees nor lit. During the summer of 
1974 an underground conduit was installed, the cost of which 
was shared by the Christmas Tree Lighting Committee. Dur- 
ing the fall, the various decorations and displays were reno- 
vated and repaired. The Christ Child of the Creche Display 
had been stolen during 1973-74.

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THE FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Falmouth 
Police Department for the year 1974: 


Since the appointment of the Community Service-Juvenile 
Officer, Officer C. Clarkson, the lines of communication which 
were quiet for nearly eighteen months have been reopened. 
An excellent start has been at the Lawrence School where a 
“Criminology” course is offered daily. Further, a strong work- 
ing relationship with the administration has been fostered. 


Juvenile cases have a frequency rate of about one a day. 
This includes run-aways, juvenile crime offenders and counsel- 
ling. 


Future plans are to continue involvement in the schools 
with a more concentrated effort at Falmouth High School. 


The Department Safety Officer White has been success- 
fully conducting the green penant safety flag with the flag 
flying over all schools. Gold certificates for 100% safety were 
given to all schools except one where a child was struck and 
injured by an automobile. 


Movies have been shown on bus safety in all lower grade 
schools. Discussions of proper student behavior in buses fol- 
lows the showing of films. 


Bike Registration is still available and I wish more bike 
owners would take advantage of this protection of their prop- 
erty. 


Five marking pencils for “Operation Identification” are 
available for loan to anyone wishing to mark household items 
and bicycles. This pencil can be obtained from the Falmouth 
Police Station. In view of all the house breaks I strongly urge 
the public take advantage of this free service. 


The Department recorded a total of 1050 accidents in- 
vestigated by police, of these, seven were fatal accidents re- 
sulting in the loss of eight lives. Reported but not investi- 
gated 102 a reduction of both reported and investigated acci- 
dents. Arrests for operating under were lower by 16. 


The Department answered 10,550 complaints for the year 
with 2583 arrests resulting from all activities. Also the De- 
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partment answered 5,250 Service calls from throughout the 
community. Some of the court paper work handled such as 
Warrants, Capias, Summons and Hearings totaled 1,259. 


The Detective Division indicates increases on several levels 
of crime namely Breaking and Entering up 25% with a solved, 
clearance rate of 20%. Larcency over $100.00 increased 5%, 
clearance rate of 10%. Larcency less $100.00 decrease of 16% 
with a clearance rate of 25%. 


West Falmouth had 28 breaks during the month of Noy- 
ember which was resolved with the apprehension of 5 juveniles. 


The community had an all time high of 5 armed robbery 
cases. The matters are diligently being pursued at the time 
of writing of this report. 


The Falmouth Police Department would like to express its 
appreciation to the various Town Agencies and to the citizens 
of the Town for their continued cooperation and participation 
with their law enforcement agency.

REPORT OF THE BEACH COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Falmouth 
Beach Committee for the year ending June 30, 1975. 


The beach season was off to a relatively slow start this 
year as Falmouth experienced several bad weeks and weekends 
during the early parts of June and July; however, we are 
very pleased to announce that the final six weeks were ex- 
tremely good, and that beach receipts for the season have 
equalled our record seventy-odd thousand established last year. 
Final figures will not be available until the official] end of our 
fiscal year, which is June 30, 1975; therefore, the figure will 
not be published this year. 
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Swimming classes for all ages were offered again at Fal- 
mouth’s eleven beaches. Total enrollment for this year ex- 
ceeded twenty five hundred. With the best of each beach 
competing in the annual swim meet held again this year at 
the Massachusetts Maritime Academy, the winning team for 
1974 was Chapaquoit Beach, Fred Mareb, Head Guard. 


In early May, the Committee asked for, and was granted, 
a sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) for the construc- 
tion and repair of the sea wall at Bristol Beach. This project 
was well timed, and we were able to utilize material dredged 
from Little Pond. This extension to Bristol Beach should 
prove a worthwhile addition for sunbathing; also, a tremen- 
dous improvement in looks and safety, with the elimination of 
all the hazards that were there. 


Menauhant Beach is now of great concern, and all effort 
for improvement will be directed to this location. This once 
remote and little used beach has since become one of our 
busiest locations. Many things are needed there; the first of 
which should be the relocation of the existing roadway to the 
rear of the parking area, so as to create safety for the many 
children who now must cross this busy street. A first step 
toward this accomplishment has been taken with a combined 
representation of Beach, Waterway, DPW, and Selectmen 
traveling to Boston for a meeting with the State officials. Let 
us hope that there is no delay, as this project is very im- 
portant. 


Again we are plagued with many costly acts of vandalism. 
Destruction of property and broken glass on parking areas and 
peach sand should be reported or discouraged. One of Fal- 
mouth’s greatest assets are its beaches used by any and all 
without charge. 


We wish, at this time, to express our sincere thanks to our 
Superintendent and staff for doing an excellent job. Also to 
the Board of Selectmen, Town Clerk, Town Accountant, and 
all the various committees and departments for their full 
cooperation and support.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Following is the annual report of the Chief of the Fire 
Department for the year 1974, together with other pertinent 
Statistics. “ 


Unfortunately, I have to report one loss of life during 
the year. Robert Gannon, Age 33, of New York City lost his 
life early on the morning of May 27, in a dwelling off Davis- 
ville Road owned by the Regan Family Trust of Brighton, 
Massachusetts. Mr. Gannon was a friend of Thomas J. 
Regan, Jr., of New York City. As far as can be determined, 
only Mr. Gannon was in the building when the fire occurred. 


Several other fires did occur during the year which did 
considerable to heavy damage to the buildings and contents. 
A dwelling and contents on Portside Circle owned by the 
Munroe family, was heavily damaged on March 24 at 6:51 
p.m. Considerable damage was sustained by Zada Clark in 
a dwelling and contents on Haddon Avenue on March 3lst, at 
5:18 a.m. The dwelling on Gifford Street owned by Maureen 
Bruno was a total loss on May 21 at 3:18 am. A garage on 
Pin Oak Way owned by the Paul L. Swift Estate received 
considerable damage to building and contents on October 10 
at 6:14a.m. A dwelling on Nobska Road owned by Dr. George 
Clowes was heavily damaged on November 27 at 7:48 a.m. 


All the fires have been or are being investigated in cases 
where the cause could not be determined at the time of the 
fire. The investigations are conducted by the Fire and Police 
Departments and the Fire Marshal’s office. 


Due to the contemplated changes that were forthcom- 
ing, a new Fire Prevention office was set up on July 1 on the 
second floor in Headquarters, with Deputy Chief James Rog- 
ers aS Officer in Charge. 


Again this year, several members of the department con- 
tinued with the Fire Service courses at Cape Cod Community 
College. Other members took Emergency Medical Service 
courses as they were held. To date seventeen (17) men have 
qualified. Three men have completed the Scuba diver course, 
making a total of six qualified divers in the department at 
this date. 
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Frederick T. Crocker, Jr. was promoted from Fire Fight- 
er to Lieutenant and then promoted to Captain as the result 
of examinations taken and certified by Civil Service. Upon 
Captain Crocker’s promotion, Acting Lieutenant John K. 
Netto was promoted to Lieutenant. : 


Three new men were appointed to the department— 
William A. Howard, Stephen P. Chotkowski, in February; and 
Richard P. Garneau in November. Frank Lima, Jr. and 
James M. White were appointed provisional employees pend- 
ing the establishment of a certified list from Civil Service. 


Several groups of boys from the school FOOS program 
were guests of the department. The interest shown by these 
boys makes it a pleasure to have them. 


All companies were drilled with their equipment and 
with the new callmen assigned to their respective companies. 
Members of the Call Companies organized a team to com- 
pete with other Cape departments on Sunday, October 6 in 
Hyannis during Fire Prevention Week. The team came in 
second for the Cape, which I feel was excellent considering 
the limited time they had to train for these special events 
which were not planned until a short time prior to the Mus- 
ter. These men drilled on their own time, nights and Sun- 
days, and are commended for the interest and spirit. This 
may be an annual event for the Cape during Fire Prevention 
week.

Fire Drills were held in the Public Schools, Falmouth 
Hospital and Nursing Homes. Inspections of Nursing Homes, 
Schools, Falmouth Hospital, Public Buildings and business 
establishments were made ~s required.

The Falmouth Ambulance Committee met several times 
in 1974 to review the status of the ambulance service, and 
assure that it was in compliance with the Massachusetts 
Ambulance Law of 1974. | 


The new legislation established rules and regulations for 
type of vehicle, equipment, supplies, number and training 
of personnel. The Falmouth Ambulance Service has con- 
sistently met these requirements, and at the end of 1974, 
seventeen fire personnel had completed the required emer- 
gency medical training program. An additional one third of 
the department will be trained in 1975 as required by law. 


The composition of the Ambulance Committee changed 
with the resignation of Doctors Harvey and Hare and the 
appointment of Dr. Robert Riggen and Mrs. Lois Griffin. 


The apparent need for a new vehicle has required the 
Committee to inspect vehicles from ambulance companies, 
keeping in mind the specifications required by law. The 
present ambulance, which would be retained as a back up 
vehicle, has provided a great deal of service.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST WARDEN 


Honorable Board of Selectmen

I hereby submit my report as Forest Warden for the 
year 1974. 


This year can be considered one of the best concerning 
forest fires or brush fires. Only one could be considered of 
any size. This occurred on April 27 at 1:51 p.m. on Wash- 
burn Island. An area of approximately sixteen acres was 
burned over before the fire could be extinguished. All the 
equipment, shovels, pump cans and portable pumps had to be 
transported by boat, which was time-consuming. The amount 
of damage was really negligible, as the area burnt was grass, 
underbrush and small pitch pine—of little actual value. 
Nevertheless, it was costly for the Town due to the man- 
power. 


I do hope those who use this area which is private prop- 
erty, do not abuse the privilege to the extent that it will 
warrant posting. 


Most of the fires can be attributed to children and mat- 
ches again this year. I do not know of any positive solution 
except that parents be more observing as to where the chil- 
dren are and what they are doing. It is only seconds under 
the right conditions before a child could be seriously burnt, 
which is my major concern; with the adjoining property 
becoming involved secondly. 


The limited open burning allowed by law appeared most 
successful, with a few exceptions of carelessness. 


I will be asking for a new brush truck in the Annual 
Meeting to replace some of our older equipment—a 1942 and 
a 1946 which have served their purposes very well. 


The disposal area again has been no problem to this 
Department, and those who had and have the contract are 
to be commended for their efforts. 


May I thank each and every department that has as- 
sisted us in any way this year. The cooperation has been 
greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE AGENCY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Civil Defense Agency, again, spent this year on an 
operational and preparedness basis, and, in a manner of readi- 
ness, to assist whenever and wherever its services were needed 
throughout the community, including all Civil Defense and 
Cape Cod Mutual Aid. 


The NAWAS tests (Alert Warning) were conducted 
monthly, as were the radio drills of the Communications Units 
within the sector net. 


First Aid, and other CD courses were conducted in Fal- 
mouth throughout the year. 


Periodic meetings with various Civil Defense echelons and 
allied units were also attended, aS were many visits on the 
local level. 


Surplus and Excess property netted the town, from July 
to December, (Annual report submission in Jan.) $10,673.53 for 
$713.95. This includes all town departments. 


The CD Mobile Command Post — Communications Van, 
including Salvation Army mobile canteen — was used exten- 
sively throughout the year, assisting all sorts of groups and 
official bodies, on emergency and non-emergency duties. 


The Unit is radio equipped on all town departmental fre- 
quencies, enabling it to be as called, a “Mobile Command Post.” 


Your Director, acting as disaster coordinator, and mem- 
bers of the Civil Defense Agency, assisted with other Falmouth 
town departments and Cape Cod mutual aid medical units, 
Bourne CD and Barnstable County Hospital in a hospital ac- 
creditation disaster drill for the Falmouth Hospital on 12 June 
1974. (Not covered in last report). Some thirty odd students 
were (simulated) injured in bleachers at Fuller Field and were 
transported to the hospital, mostly by civilian volunteers and 
mutual aid medical vehicles. 


Because of this overload of admitted victims, other hospi- 
tal patients had to be transferred to the Pocasset facility by 
members of Bourne CD. In terms of an operation, it was 
considered very successful. 
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A natural disaster exercise called ‘Beaufort 74’ (a disas- 
terous hurricane) was conducted, with town department 
heads attending, at the CD EOC on 15 October from 7 to 10 
P.M. This was a southeastern Massachusetts exercise, and 
favorable information was gained from all reports. 


My thanks to all, The Board of Selectmen, the Depart- 
ment Heads the regular volunteers and all who assisted 
throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE SHELLFISH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1974. 


A total of 15,500 miles were patrolled by me in both 
car and boat. I logged 51 first offense violators while exam- 
ining permit holders and their catches. Four men had their 
Shellfish permits suspended for shellfishing in a closed 
planted area. All violators returned their catches to the 
shellfish grounds under my supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 
2,125 Family, resident 
250 Family, non-resident 
300 Family, resident over sixty-five years of age 
85 Commercial 


Project No. 1 Quahaug Transplant 

I planted 1,006 bushels of parent stock quahaugs into 
the waters of West Falmouth Harbor. On December 4, 1974, 
24,189 hatchery spawned quahaug seed were transplanted 
from my rafts onto natural bottom in West Falmouth 
Harbor. 


At total of 1,174 bushels of contaminated quahaugs were 
dug out of Falmouth Harbor and transplanted into Great 
Pond. On March 19, 1974, I worked out a plan to use con- 
taminated quahaugs from Falmouth Inner Harbor and relay 
them to Great Pond. For several years we could not utilize 
these quahaugs due to mercury found in concentrations 
above .5 ppm, the United States Public Health Service stan- 
dard for mercury. A cooperative study was approved involv- 
ing the Division of Environmental Health, Division of Marine 
Fisheries and the Town of Falmouth. This not only allowed 
utilization of a valuable resource, but will enable us to study 
more closely the depuration process of the heavy metal mer- 
cury in the quahaugs and serve as a guide for similar future 
projects. I wish to report that testing of these quahaugs 
taken from the relay area in Great Pond show that through 
the natural depuration process, the concentration of mer- 
cury in the quahaugs is on the decline. 
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Project No. 2 Shellfish Survey 


My shellfish survey for 1974 has been completed. The 
following is a breakdown of the estimated bushels by known 
source:

Project No. 3 Oysters 


Fifty-five bushels of oysters were transplanted by the 
town, and in a joint program with Marine Fisheries, 120 
bushels of oysters were planted into the waters of the oil 
spill area. Also, two hundred and seventy-six bushels of 
scallop shells were planted in Wild Harbor River as cultch 
to catch oyster spat. Efforts in oyster culture included the 
planting of 100,000 culchless seed oysters of a size averaging 
5mm of hatchery spawned crassostorea virginica for a 
future family fishery. I hope that we will be able to harvest 
some oysters this year. 


Project No. 4 Pollution 


Quissett Harbor is still closed to the taking of all shell- 
fish due to mercury found in the shellfish on December 2, 
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1970. I have requested the State Department of Public 
Health to examine and retest this area so that once again 
we may utilize this wonderful area. 


Project No. 5 Pesticides 


At this time, I wish to report that due to good agricul- 
tural practices in the use of insecticide treatment on the 
cranberry bogs, we did not get a fish kill. I thank all of the 
cranberry growers for a job well done. 


Project No. 6 Aid For Alewives 


Work was done in Coonamessett River again. Cement 
baffles were put into place in the stream in order to main- 
tain a deeper water level to allow the fish to pass through 
the road culverts and on to Coonamessett Pond. The water 
level. was monitored throughout the year at the pond and 
in the flumes, planks were attended to assure safe passage 
of the alewives to and from the spawning grounds. I have 
requested assistance from the Division of Marine Fisheries 
to put baffles into the stream flowing from Wing’s Pond into 
Herring River. I have been told that this project would be 
completed before the spring run begins. I gave assistance to 
the herring runs in Wild Harbor River, Herring River, Rand’s 
Canal, and Green Pond. 


Project No. 7 Dredge and Fill Projects 


An on the spot check of all applications for dredge and 
fill projects were reviewed by me and members of the Mass- 
achusetts Division of Marine Fisheries at the request of the 
Board of Selectmen. We feel that this works out well for 
both the Town and the State. 


I shall request the Massachusetts Division of Environ- 
mental Health to consider the possibility of reopening Wild 
Harbor River and Wild Harbor Basin. I am in hope that the 
above mentioned areas will be released with a clean bill of 
health. Wild Harbor River was once a prime shellfish area; 
it can and will be brought back to life. 


The bay scallop crop doesn’t look very bright at this 
writing. I purchased 500 laboratory spawned seed scallops to 
see what I could do with them. I have hopes of raising these 
Scallops to their full life cycle. I received the seed scallops 
on August 22, 1974 and they are doing just fine on our raft. 


I would like to make a few comments and document a 
little, if I may, about the progress in raising laboratory 
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spawned seed quahaugs (mercenaria mercenaria). The first 
step was to contact the hatchery people who spawn the par- 
ent stock quahaugs in their laboratories. Questions were rais- 
ed about cost, the availability of seed, size, source of parent 
stock, shipping containers, method of shipment, and a deliv- 
ery date. It began in 1969, using a small box with insect 
screen on the bottom and just a few hundred tiny (2 and 3 
mm size) seed quahaugs placed inside the box with a moor- 
ing fastened to it. Late in 1969, I worked out the float system 
with a special 9 by 12 raft filled wih screened sand. In 1970 
this raft was placed into the waters of Fresh Pond, West 
Falmouth, with one hundred thousand seed quahaugs (size 
3 to 5mm). I believe the Town of Falmouth was the first 
town to raise these tiny quahaugs to the size of 34 to 1% 
inches with very little mortality, and only to lose them when 
I planted them into the waters of Bourne’s Pond when a 
storm smothered them with sand. 


I had to develop a method of harvesting these tiny qua- 
haugs without damaging them. This was done with a gas- 
oline water pump which pumps water through a pipe creating 
a vacuum which digs and bags the tiny quahaugs without 
breakage. 


Through the years a great deal of knowledge was ob- 
tained. One had to be observant; you were on the lookout 
for fouling organisms, aquatic predators, waterfowl, winter’s 
ice, wave action in storms, and competitor organisms which 
adhere and grow on culture rafts taking their toll of these 
tiny quahaugs. I had one raft come ashore in a storm and 
another sank to the muddy bottom where three hundred 
thousand tiny seed quahaugs perished. Despite these heavy 
losses, the very nature of this being a pilot program gave 
one the feeling of achievement and not defeatism. With 
some of our troubles behind us and more to come, encourag- 
ing progress has been made in the Town of Falmouth in this 
project, for today, at this writing, we have six culture rafts 
with some three hundred and fifty thousand quahaugs with 
a size range of .27 to 1.38 inches in seven months time, bear- 
ing in mind that these were born on May 6, 1974. Such a 
program is at the complete mercy of the elements. I hope 
in time that I can successfully demonstrate the feasibility 
of utilizing a raft culture technique under natural ecological 
conditions so that other towns as well as our own towns- 
people may become a little more prosperous. I am indebted 
to the Noonan families who have allowed me the use of their 
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properties and have assisted me with a helping hand in 
many ways whenever I have needed it. 


I sincerely wish to thank our Board of Selectmen, the 
townspeople, the Massachusetts Department of Environmen- 
tal Health, the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries, 
and all other agencies who throughout the years have de- 
voted their work and wisdom to make our environment a 
little more useful.

REPORT OF THE RECYCLING COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


The Recycling Committee is pleased to report a second 
successful year since attaining official status. The recycling 
shed is now open every Saturday, staffed by three hourly em- 
ployees who handle the bulk of the recycled materials. Due 
to innovative changes and a conveyor belt, the glass crush- 
ing operation has tripled its capacity. 

Total tonnage processed in 1974 was 325 tons (126T 
glass, 23T metal, 176T paper), an increase of 25% largely due 
to a rise in glass tonnage. Income was $6,759.00. Expenses 
were $3,623.00. 


Because of the nationwide recession, the markets for 
paper, and to a lesser extent metal, are softening. Paper 
recycling has been suspended until the situation improves. 


The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the co- 
operation received from the Selectmen, the Conservation 
Commission and the Department of Public Works.

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REPORT OF THE HARBOR MASTER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Since this will be my last report, due to retirement, I 
would like to digress from the usual routine report and end 
my appointment as Harbormaster (which I began as Deputy 
in 1958 and will terminate as Chief Harbormaster in 1975) 
with some general comments. 


During these years, we all have seen profound changes 
in our Town, especially in its growth. Each year my Depart- 
ment’s responsibilities have grown, and changed from nor- 
mal waterfront activities to the more complex facets of ad- 
ministrative procedures. It may be noteworthy that when I 
assumed this appointment there was not one letter in the file, 
in fact, there was no file for the Harbormaster’s Department. 
I, therefore, claim the dubious honor of creating one, which 
may become a back-up reference file for those who follow. 


There are several items that I consider important enough 
to mention in this report because of their national and in- 
ternational ramfications and since they were of a team effort 
encompassing both the spirit and efforts of the Selectmen, 
Town Officials, and the constituency at large. 


(a) It was the Town of Falmouth that vigorously pursued, 
at both State and Federal levels, enactment of an oil pollu- 
tion law to combat the numerous oil spills that plagued us 
during the 1960’s. This relentless prodding by the Town re- 
sulted in hearings at both Congressional and State levels. It 
was my pleasure to serve on the Attorney General’s Advisory 
Panel. These hearings culminated in the first harbor oil pol- 
lution legislation in this State regulating tankers in the pro- 
cess of cleaning their cargo tanks. The epilogue to this is 
that our pursuit in this matter laid the cornerstone for the 
~ adoption by I.M.C.O. (International Marine Commissions of 
Safety on the Oceans) of an international law which provides 
a limitation on the size of oil tankers in ships, the require- 
ment of separate ballast tanks for ship stability, and probi- 
tion of the use of cargo tanks for ballast. This, in a nut shell 
accomplishes what we, as a Town, recommended six years 
ago. 

(b) The action of the Town to sue an oil bulk carrier for 
damages in REM (allowing a vessel to be sued for negligence) 
under maritime jaw for the now familiar oil spill in West 
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Falmouth Harbor was another innovative action. The oil 
companies, as you may remember, quickly made a settlement 
out of court, because they saw a dangerous precedent being 
set to control their irresponsible operations. I recommended 
such suit in REM to your Board by letter; your pursuit in this 
matter will always be remembered by me as courageous. Too 
bad we had to succumb to the exigencies of practical politics 
and accept a financial settlement out of court. A court trial, 
with condemnation, would have been much more noble. Alas, 
in the event we had lost in court, we also would have lost the 
money. So I acceded to the wisdom of the Selectmen’s action, 
especially since the end result far exceeds the moral issue. 
The West Falmouth spill, due to its magnitude, the untiring 
effort of our Shellfish Warden, and the expertise and techni- 
cal help of our neighbors at the Oceanographic Institution, 
became international news. Articles noted not only the spill 
and its destructiveness, but all the associated legal ramifica- 
tions, and on the good side, the experiments, etc., which are 
still being discussed, and written about in journals and papers 
throughout the world to this day. Asa Town team, I feel we 
left a mark on the international scene and a foundation for 
laws of the future. 


One of the most provocative questions that I have been 
asked in the last fifteen years concerns tidelands (that land 
which lies between high and low water). Everyone has their 
own interpretation depending on what side of the tidemark 
they are on. In order to answer this question intelligently, I 
expended many hours researching this phase of Massachusetts 
law, and I feel that the information I have found is of perti- 
nent value in this report. 


In condensed form: This State established its system of 
land law as by Norman Conquest of England. With the prop- 
osition that the King (the State) owned all of the land with 
as much of the surrounding seas as he was able to control, 
the land was parcelled out to individuals, each a tenant of 
the King. The sea not being capable of possession, was held 
by the King (the State) for the benefit of all to be freely used 
in such navigation and fishing enterprises as they wish to 
pursue. The land under the sea remained tenantless. The 
line between the tenanted uplands and the tenantless sea 
was fixed as the high water mark. 


The tide lands of Massachusetts are divided into two 
belts. One from the high water mark to three nautical miles 
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to sea. This area is a public highway and subject to the laws 
of both the United States and Massachusetts. The second 
area, beyond three miles, these waters are under exclusive 
jurisdiction of the United States Government. 


In addition to these two belts there is a third: the shore 
between high and low water over which the tide ebbs and 
flows. This belt is held in private ownership in like manner 
as the land above high water, except that there is a public 
right of navigating the water between high and low water 
marks when the tide is in. In essence, this negates the popu- 
lar assumption that the beach (or land) between high water 
and low water, is for public use. It only becomes public use 
when this beach or land is covered by water, and it can be 
traversed by boat, or walked upon by those who may be so 
blessed. 


I must, in all humbleness, thank all the unpaid Assistants 
who have helped not only me, but the Town, giving freely of 
their time, and sometimes taking unnecessary verbal abuse. 
These Assistants are absolutely necessary since no man can 
handle all the harbors of this Town alone. 


Last, but not least, let me thank you and all the former 
Selectmen with whom I have served, for letting me run this 
Department without political interference. I appreciate the 
respect you tendered me as an individual. 


I feel there comes a time when the watch should be 
changed and a new man take over the helm. This will bring 
new ideas and philosophies which may brighten the horizon. 
I have tried to give all people fair consideration in all matters, 
and exploited all avenues that would better our harbors and 
headlands. I feel that we were successful considering the 
help, and aid we received from both Federal and State activi- 
ties. I offer the Selectmen my services empirical or pro- 
fessional whenever you may have need of them in the future. 


To my fellow Townspeople, it was a pleasant voyage and 
I thank you for letting me come aboard to serve you.

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REPORT OF THE WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


In many ways the past year has been the busiest and 
surely the most productive year in some time. 


With the completion of Hank Madden’s fourth year as 
Dockmaster the income at the Marina has shown a steady 
increase to an all time high of approximately $42,000.00 
while the operating expenses have increased by only approx- 
imately $2,200.00, nearly all of this due to increase in utili- 
ties. 


A new boat launching ramp, to replace the troublesome 
dirt one, was constructed in West Falmouth Harbor. The 
best method found has been the use of pre-formed concrete 
slabs which can be quickly set into tidal water in any con- 
figuration required for that particular location. 


Large repairs were made to the Town Wharf in Woods 
Hole returning it to good condition. They consisted of re- 
placing damaged or missing pilings and most of the caplog 
that had deteriorated over the years, as well as some of the 
stringers of the wharf. 


The wall on the west side of the entrance channel to Eel 
Pond, Woods Hole, was chinked and pointed and the Eel 
Pond Wharf had many hazardous planks replaced. 


The entire seawall beside and under the wharf in West 
Falmouth Harbor was chinked and filled with grout to alle- 
viate a deteriorating condition there. 


Quisset Landing, West Falmouth and Megansett 
Wharfs, all saw limited maintenance See in most cases 
of new plankings where needed. 


The channel into Green Pond was again dredged but it 
is obvious to the committee that a more thorough dredging 
will probably be required, utilizing larger equipment, and 
permits are in hand for this. 

New light posts were installed at the Davis Marine end 
of the Marina. 

This year a Dockmaster’s Mate has been assigned to Sea- 


pit on Saturdays, Sundays, and Holidays, to assist the resi- 
dents in maintaining order at the Landing. 
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Meetings have been held with the State, the Beach Com- 
mittee, and D.P.W., concerning the possible relocation of the 
inlet and road at Bourne’s Pond. Water flow tests are being 
conducted by the State. 


The Town’s share of $2,000.00 has been paid to the 
State for engineering studies and plans for dredging projects 
within the Town with State and County Funds. 


A parcel of land at the north end of the existing Marina 
was voted into Marine District giving the Committee more 
flexibility as to its use. Plans are being drawn to extend 
the existing bulkhead at the north end of the Marina to the 
abutting property to make the area more useful in the future. 


The Committee, and in particular the Dockmaster, wish- 
es to thank all the people of Town Hall for the excellent and 
helpful cooperation they have received.

REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The following is my seventh annual report to the Town 
of Falmouth, for the year 1974. 


It has been a very busy year having travelled 19,638 
miles patrolling the Town picking up loose dogs and hand- 
ling complaints. A total of 369 dogs were picked up and im- 
pounded and of these 58 broke out of the Kennels resulting 
in quite a loss of revenue to the Town. All Pound fees col- 
lected have been turned over to the Town Treasurer, for 
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which I hold receipts. All dogs not claimed by the owners 
are turned over to the M.S.P.C.A. A new State Law passed 
in August raises the holding time for all dogs from five to 
seven days. There were 3,129 complaints received and an- 
swered. 


This past year 78 copies of the Restraining Laws were 
handed to dog owners and four persons were taken to court 
for not restraining their dogs. In each of these cases fines 
were paid. 


The number of licensed dogs has surpassed last year, 
for which I am grateful, as I am constantly pushing for new 
licenses. There were reports of 53 dogs hit by cars and a 
like number of dog bites, some quite severe, especially among 
small children. Several complaints were received of dogs 
killing livestock or fowl. In four cases the owners have been 
reimbursed for their loss by the County. 


An Assistant Dog Officer has been added to this Depart- 
ment and I feel assured that the Townspeople will profit 
from the additional coverage. 


After trying for several years we have finally succeeded 
in obtaining a new Dog Pound, a building which the Towns- 
people can be proud. As a member of the Dog Pound Com- 
mittee I travelled around in other Towns looking at Dog 
Pounds, and I feel that the new Falmouth Dog Pound sur- 
passes any I have seen from a practical and economic point 
of view. 


Many thanks to the Selectmen and others who have 
participated for their efforts and assistance in this worth- 
while project. Also I would like to thank the Police Depart- 
ment for their help in handling complaints in my absence.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I herewith submit my twentieth (20) annual report as 
Conservation Officer for the year ending 31 December 1974. 
A total of thirteen hundred (1300) sporting, hunting, fishing 
and trapping licenses were examined by me. Hunting pres- 
sure again increased considerably, due to the scarcity of 
work and higher cost of food. Fresh water and salt water 
fishing is steadily increasing as more people seek to supple- 
ment their diet. Twenty-three abandoned house cats, one 
hundred twelve skunks, forty-one woodchucks were disposed 
of. Nineteen raccoons were removed from summer homes; 
as in the past whenever possible all wildlife that is trapped 
is released in other areas throughout the town. Skunks seem 
to have reached their peak and are on the decline, however, 
red and grey squirrels are much more abundant and are cre- 
ating many problems. Red fox and opossum also are in- 
creasing slowly, this accounts for the decline in the cotton- 
tail rabbit as fox, owls and hawks utilize the rabbit as a 
prime part of their diet. 


The annual restocking of our reclaimed ponds, namely, 
Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet ponds, was completed as 
was the Coonamessett, Childs and Moonakis rivers, with 
fifty-four thouand (54,000) fingerling and nine plus inch 
brook, rainbow and brown trout. The State Department of 
Natural Resources restock these areas by the acre size of the 
ponds to promote as rapid growth as possible without de- 
trying the feed supply by overstocking or overpopulation. 


The state department of Natural Resources also is con- 
ducting a survey of sea run Salter (Brown) trout in the 
Moonakis (Quashnet) river for the second year. They are 
also in the first year of surveying the Childs river. A full 
report will be made available upon completion of these pro- 
jects. It is my belief that we will now start a downward 
trend in rainfall per year. This is the normal cycle. This of 
course will have some effect on migratory fish (herring, etc.) 
and stocked fish in our ponds as the water level drops. 


A total of 1561 cock pheasants and 180 hen pheasants 
were released throughout the town and state owned land, 
along with 1445 quail. No snowshoe Hare were available for 
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releasing this year. Over one-half of the areas that were 
normally stocked have been by-passed because of develop- 
ment, posting of land, and scarcity of available wildlife food 
due to land clearing and construction thereon. The heavy 
rainfall during early spring didn’t help the situation much 
either, the youngsters that were hatched took a beating. The 
hot dry period that followed further cut into the wildlife 
population. Nature at times deals us a cruel blow and we 
have no control over this. We cannot improve on nature, but 
we can assist at times. 


The Blue Geese and Snow Geese that I raise are slowly 
increasing, we now have fourteen snow geese and eight blues. 
Propagation of these species is a slow process because of 
costs and availability of breeding stock. The Canvasback 
duck program has been discontinued because of the now 
abundant supply in Oyster, Salt, and Siders ponds. The same 
is true for the Canada Goose project. I doubt very much if 
anyone in our community hasn’t observed the net result of 
these two projects for the Canadas are everywhere. It is 
against the law to hunt Canvasback and Redhead ducks as 
well as Blue and Snow geese. I am grateful for this, as my 
program would suffer if the hunting of these species were 
permitted. 


Again, the deer herd within our community has contin- 
ued to decline. Highway kill of deer this year was much 
less, six deer only were killed by automobiles, two were 
drowned after being driven to water by house dogs, and two 
were killed by legal hunters, three by illegal hunting meth- 
ods. Again, the unrestrained house dogs are very hard on 
the deer population, either by way of actual killing, or driv- 
ing them constantly into areas that are dangerous to them. 
Mr. Enos and Mr. Rabesa our dog officers are effectively cut- 
ting down on dogs running at large in the woods and Select- 
man Pinto is in the process of purchasing a tranquilizer gun 
for correcting a greater portion of this problem. 


I have discussed with Natural Resource officials the pos- 
sibility of introducing wild turkey to our native wildlife popu- 
lation and this project may very well get off the ground 
during the coming year. I have completed a three year sur- 
vey of natural foods, and conditions for the wild turkey and 
after much research, believe that they can be re-established 
in certain areas of the town. In any event, it will be an in- 
teresting project, and I hope, worthwhile. 
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Thirty-three hunting and fishing violations were re- 
corded, mostly juveniles and first offenders. Two cases are 
still pending in the courts. Three hundred and twenty-one 
investigations were completed and four hundred and twelve 
complaints were answered. 


Our mute swan population has expanded to seventy- 
nine. Eighteen were killed by flying into power lines, three 
were crippled, and one was shot by persons unknown. Wet- 
lands violations have dropped considerably, Chapter 131, Sec- 
tion 40. Nine violations were handled through the Conser- 
vation Commission, Board of Health and Selectmen. I con- 
ducted twenty-six investigations of possible wetlands viola- 
tions. The Selectmen’s solution to the wetlands problem by 
having myself and the Shellfish Officer inspect the proposed 
building lots has already paid off. Three hundred four per- 
mits were handled and not one violation occurred. I do be- 
lieve that this record speaks for itself. True it does increase 
the work load but it does work, and I personally have no 
complaints concerning the additional work. 


The land acquisition program continues to roll along 
nicely. The acquisition of Washburn Island would be a major 
endeavor but will warrant all efforts. Waquoit Bay in order 
to maintain its ecological significance depends upon what 
happens to this large island. I urge the citizens of our com- 
munity to give this island serious consideration now and not 
wait until it might be taken by the State or sold as a devel- 
opment area. Could very well be a costly venture but weil 
worth it for the good of our community. 


This year, the controls practiced over the trespassing in 
the Town Forest, by motor vehicles, recreational vehicles and 
campers was much more efficient. The problems were not 
so much in evidence. We can never be over cautious in the 
protection of the towns watershed. 


Approximately eight acres in individual plots were pre- 
pared and planted for wildlife feeding areas, and successful- 
ly so. More are planned for the coming spring along with a 
program to plant aquatic foods i.e. wild rice etc. in the rivers 
that the town owns, and elsewhere if permission is granted 
in writing by the owners. Our expanding waterfowl popu- 
lation need the additional food areas. 


Another project could be the usage of town owned areas 
suitable for vegetable plots that could be utilized by towns- 
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people who would like to have a little garden to supplement 
their food supply. Sort of like the Victory gardens of W.W. I, 
II, and the Korean conflict. This could be accomplished and 
I do believe as time goes by that could conceivably become a 
must. In any event it is food for thought and I would be 
interested in hearing from others with suggestions for such 
an undertaking. 


A total of 17,308 miles were traveled by me in answering 
complaints, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer jacking and 
dogging patrols, pheasant, quail and waterfowl releases; 
wildlife and waterfowl surveys, wildlife feeding during in- 
clement weather, guided tours, trips to the State House, lec- 
turing and inspection of building permits areas, wetland 
inspections and patrols. In this report, I would like to in- 
corporate one new and pleasing note; and this is, I want to 
thank personally and publicly Selectmen Paine and Pinto 
for the many trips, inspections, and meetings that proved to 
me, their concern for the conservation efforts by all for the 
good of our community as a whole. They have spent much 
time with me this past year and I readily encourage such a 
practice. To them, thank you. I wish also to thank the Con- 
servation Commission, Shellfish Officer and my brother offi- 
cers in the Police department for their cooperation. Last but 
not least, thanks to Selectman John DeMello for his helpful- 
ness, and knowledge, of the legal functioning that is so es- 
sential for the effectiveness of my efforts to preserve and 
protect all within the scope of our community. To all the 
citizens who so patiently and willingly stand be me each 
year, it is a pleasure to work with you and for you. I would 
also like to praise the children of our community who care- 
fully observe the many species of our wildlife and who quick- 
ly get in touch with me when there is something amiss.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The following is the Recreation Committee’s submission 
for the 1974 Town Report: 


Falmouth Recreation completed another year of con- 
tinuing growth and participation in 1974, with numerous 
programs and activities for boys and girls, men and women of 
all ages. The Recreation Committee re-elected Eugene Phil- 
lips as Chairman and named Kathryn Wright, elected in 
April to the Committee, as Secretary. John Carroll, Dorothy 
Peterson, and Carlo Pena also won in the town election, while 
Barbara Burwell and Lonnie Perry continued in their posts on 
the Committee. Recreation Director Richard Sherman and 
Assistant Director Brad Shufelt carried on in their positions. 
The Committee met at least once each month throughout the 
year, formulating policy and reviewing and authorizing pro- 
grams proposed by the Director and other interested citizens. 
Numerous activities fall under the Committee’s aegis for 
either partial or complete funding. Other groups have no 
financial dependence on the Committee, but do use the Rec- 
reation Center as a meeting place. Among these are the 
Falmouth Extension Group, Child Study Club, Diet Watchers, 
Stamp Club, Rogers’ School of Dance, the Women’s Coopera- 
tive Effort, Girl Scouts, and others. Special events such as 
the Lookout Club’s annual Fair, bake and rummage sales, 
auctions, church activities, etc. were held throughout the 
year. 


A number of new activities were offered for the first 
time in 1974. The Recreation Center basement was converted 
into a workshop with the volunteer labor of Al Leary, enabling 
the Center to offer carpentry classes to about 50 youngsters 
and furniture refinishing to a number of adults. Badminton 
and indoor tennis were offered in cooperation with the School 
Department at the new Falmouth High School Field House, 
and new programs in batik, yoga, acting, creative movement, 
electricity, macrame, needlecraft, contract bridge, children’s 
drawing, and piano were well received. A new Sailing instruc- 
tion program was offered to approximately 100 children dur- 
ing the summer, and was extremely popular. The Second 
Annual Falmouth Road Race was co-sponsored by the Com- 
mittee in August, with over 500 runners and an estimated 
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10,000 spectators on hand for the occasion. Tickets to pro- 
fessional basketball and tennis were made available at the 
Recreation Center, with excellent response to both. 


Many other programs which were not new in 1974 enjoyed 
continued high participation during the year. Painting and 
drawing, craft programs, guitar lessons, golf instruction, ex- 
ercise classes, ballroom dancing, karate, weightlifting, and 
the do-it-yourself class were again well received. Youth 
hockey served over 400 youngsters, ranging in age from 7 to 
19. The men’s team, the Seals, participated in the Cape Cod 
Amateur Hockey League, finishing in first place at the end 
of the regular season. Free figure skating was again pro- 
vided by the Recreation Committee at the Falmouth Ice 
Arena for two hours each week, including instruction for 
beginners. About 200 skaters were involved each week. 


Basketball had a strong year in Falmouth, with parti- 
cipants ranging in age from 7 to over 40. The youth program 
on Saturday mornings involved more than 200 boys and 50 
girls; the town’s entry in the Cape Cod Amateur Basketball 
League fielded a 15 man roster; and the intra-town men’s 
league offered eight teams, providing weekly competition for 
over 100 local men. 


Baseball and softball retained their strong following in 
Falmouth during 1974. Little League attracted almost 500 
youngsters, including for the first time a number of girls. 
A Falmouth All-Star team won four straight games to capture 
the Cape Cod Championship. Babe Ruth League provided 
competition for approximately 135 boys aged 13 to 15 and 
hosted the Massachusetts State Championship at Fuller Field 
in July. The Teener team for youth 16-19 again competed in 
the Cape League, fielding a team of 15 local youths. 


A new program of girls’ softball was organized in the 
spring, with six teams and over 100 youngsters involved. The 
women’s team participated in the Barnstable Amateur Softball 
League again and also competed in the Massachusetts State 
Tournament. The mens’ league had another good year, with 
six teams playing all summer at the Teaticket field. Over 
100 local men took part in this activity. 


The summer playground program was again well received 
in three locations, with several hundred youngsters involved 
in tennis, arts and crafts, baseball, golf, and other activities. 
Soccer continued to grow in popularity among Falmouth 
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residents, with over 200 youngsters participating in the Satur- 
day morning program in the fall and about 20 young men on 
the town team which played in the Cape Cod Amateur Soccer 
League. 


Another activity showing increased favor during 1974 was 
gymnastics, which was offered as part of the outdoor summer 
program for over 50 youngsters and as part of the winter pro- 
gram for 75 children aged 3 through 13. Tennis continued 
to be the single most popular activity supported by the Com- 
mittee. The new court reservation system installed in the 
spring proved overwhelmingly successful, with approximately 
10,000 reservation permits issued during the year. Lessons 
also received strong support, with over 500 students partici- 
pating in hundreds of lesson hours, both indoors and out. 


Swimming also became a part of the Committee’s expand- 
ing program in the fall when instruction was offered for 
grades 1 through 4 at the Falmouth Sheraton’s indoor heated 
pool. Manager Robert Klein made this possible by donating 
the use of his facility for the lessons. The Town Band had 
another highly successful summer of evening concerts, at- 
tracting over 1500 spectators for each of their weekly per- 
formances. 


The total number of participants in the various recrea- 
tion activities under the aegis of the Recreation Committee 
exceeds 5000, with thousands of additional persons who turn 
out as spectators at the many games, concerts, etc. The list 
of volunteers who make recreation in Falmouth what it is 
could fill a special report all its own! Over 300 people offer 
their time in support of the various programs offered or sub- 
Sidized by the Committee. The cooperation from other town 
departments, especially Public Works and its Parks Division, 
continued to be splendid. The School Department worked 
closely in support of the recreation program, and this help is 
immeasurable. 


To everyone who has played a role in making Falmouth’s 
recreational services for all ages what it now is, the Commit- 
tee and its staff extend a sincere “Thanks!”

In early 1974 a Committee was appointed by the Select- 
men to study the existing Falmouth Dog Pound.

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REPORT OF THE 
WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen ° 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The following constitutes my 12th annual report as Fal- 
mouth member of the tri-partite Woods Hole, Martha’s Vine- 
yard and Nantucket Steamship Authority. It is also, happily, 
the 12th consecutive time when I can report that no deficit 
assessment need be levied against the taxpayers of Falmouth 
or the Islands. When the audit is completed and certified by 
independent public accounts, it will show that the Authority 
operated slightly in the black in 1974. 


This is, in and of itself, a feat of some magnitude. At 
the beginning of the year, we were faced with unprecedented 
national inflation and a severe fuel shortage. While in- 
creases in the cost of living continued to skyrocket — indeed, 
they continue today — the gasoline shortage abated suffi- 
ciently to remove the risk to potential travelers of becoming 
stranded for lack of fuel. 


With the easing of the fuel crisis, however, came a period 
of inclement weather for the Cape and Island area which had 
a Sharply negative effect on tourism. Fortunately, the weath- 
er improved by mid-summer as did the availability of gasoline 
and with it, the volume of travel. 


These two factors plus imaginative and prudent manage- 
ment of the line, proved sufficient for the Authority to escape 
this difficult year relatively unscathed. Traffic figures show 
that passenger and auto traffic was virtually unchanged from 
the year-earlier figures. 


It is the role of the Authority, as a public body and com- 
mon carrier, to supply day-in, day-out service to the residents 
and businesses of the Islands, as well as to the burgeoning 
number of vacationers. Meeting this responsibility is a diffi- 
cult and costly chore. 


It is not common, for example, for the boatline to sustain 
losses approaching $300,000 a month during the winter months. 
Therefore, it is during the peak vacation season when the line 
must he able to bring in sufficient revenue to make the year- 
around operation -economically feasible and deficit-free. 
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Yet, it is in precisely these months when the unregulated, 
unorganized summer-only excursion boats invade the field to 
siphon off significant numbers of travelers. These forays by 
the seasonal operators may one day prove costly to the tax- 
payers of the town since losses suffered by the Authority 
(beyond a reserve fund) must be made up with tax increases 
on the citizens of Falmouth, Martha’s Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket. 


Another area of continuing concern to the Authority is 
litigation filed by citizens of the region, principally by some 
on Martha’s Vineyard, opposing decisions openly arrived at 
by the Authority members. In recent years, the Authority 
has had to defend its actions repeatedly in court — and while 
the Authority has been upheld in every single instance, the 
legal fees we have been compelled to pay have been enormous. 


At the most recent meeting of the Authority members, it 
was revealed that the line had to pay $97,000 in legal fees for 
the second half of 1974, with nearly $23,000 of that amount 
spent defending against a lawsuit in which it was alleged the 
Authority violated the law in acquiring the freighter, M/V 
AURIGA. 


We won that lawsuit and all the others but they have 
been costly victories for us, for the citizens and taxpayers of 
both islands and the town of Falmouth. 


During 1974, the Authority placed into service the new 
M/V NANTUCKET, a modern, comfortable and extremely 
sea-worthy vessel which will provide improved service to cus- 
tomers of the line both to Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket. 
She replaced the former S/S NANTUCKET, renamed S/S 
NAUSHON. The new M/V NANTUCKET was constructed at 
a cost of nearly $4 million. 


Also in 1974, the Authority signed a new, five-year con- 
tract with Falmouth in which the town will receive $25,000 per 
year for five years from the Authority which will operate the 
town-owned parking lot. As part of the agreement, the Au- 
thority also guaranteed access to the bicycle path between 
Falmouth and Woods Hole. 


In terms of the future, I believe both the Authority and 
the Town should strengthen in every way possible the part- 
nership that exists between the two. As I have suggested in 
the past, the problem of traffic control in peak months should 
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be and could be reduced by the introduction of small, new 
directional signs (to the islands, to Woods Hole) placed inside 
town limits. These signs should not nor need not clash with 
the quiet mood we prefer as residents. 


As for the economy, the Authority faces an uncertain 
future, as does every other business or organization in the 
country. Fuel, for example, may increase sharply in price if 
the Federal plan for placing a tariff on imported oil is com- 
pletely carried out. It is estimated that should the Presi- 
dent’s plan prevail, the added costs to the Authority for fuel 
alone will total between $80,000 and $100,000 each year. 


In addition, if the price of gasoline increases drastically, 
traveling may be cut back sharply with the result that the 
Cape and Islands will have fewer vacationers this year. 


An awareness of the possibly difficult months ahead led 
the members to adopt a bare-bones budget for the year. It is 
our hope that despite the problems, and they are many, we 
will be able to report another deficit- free year in 1975. 


I want to, again, thank the Selectmen for placing their 
faith in me as the representative of the citizens of Falmouth. 
I thank each of you also for your help and cooperation. 


I want also to thank the Falmouth Police Department for 
the excellent cooperation it has shown the Authority, parti- 
cularly during the summer season. 


And finally, I want to acknowledge the important contri- 
bution made to the Authority’s success by my long-time friend 
and colleague, Robert Neal, our town’s representative on the 
financial advisory board.

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REPORT OF THE CAPE COD PLANNING 
AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


There follows a brief summary of the activities, in major 
areas of concern, of the Cape Cod Planning and Economic 
Development Commission for the year 1974: 


The commission has seen a year of progress in a num- 
ber of significant areas. Three years of commission effort 
culminated this year in the passage of Water Inventory 
Referendum Question #7. The overwhelming three-to-one 
vote for the Referendum Question indicates a new spirit of 
regional concern for the protection of the Cape’s vital re- 
sources. The success of the question also confirmed the com- 
mission’s long-held view that the Cape’s water supply is of 
deep concern to the people of Cape Cod. Passage of the 
Referendum Question authorized the Barnstable County 
Commissioners to borrow money for the “inventory, measur- 
ing and researching of the groundwater resources of Barn- 
Stable County.” 


The United States Geological Survey’s proposed water 
inventory set the County’s share of the project at $152,700. 
The remaining cost of the work to be contributed by the 
USGS, the National Park Service and the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Commission. To assist the County Com- 
missioners in the administration of the USGS proposal, the 
Commision proposed the establishment of a broadly based 
Task Force on Water Resources. The County Commissioners 
supported the concept of such a Task Force and the Com- 
mission launched a major public information program to 
Clarify the issues involved in the Referendum Question. 

Some 31 informational meetings were held between Sep- 
tember 15 and Election Day, November 5. Many of the meet- 
ings, held throughout the Cape, were open public meetings 
and many were conducted at the request of public officials 
and local community groups. Cape newspapers and radio 
stations provided outstanding coverage of the issue as it 
developed and of the Commission’s informational activities. 
Many newspapers and radio stations offered their editorial 
support for the Referendum Question as well. 

The success of the Referendum Question is just the be- 
ginning in this important program. The four year project 
will provide a comprehensive view of the Cape’s groundwater 
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resources. This comprehensive inventory can provide the 
basis for the coordinated management of this most critical 
resource—our only fresh water supply. 


_ While the Water Inventory will give us a great deal of 
information about our groundwater resource, it is up to us 
to decide what actions are needed to protect this resource. As 
we utilize our groundwater resource by taking water from 
the ground we also put our wastewater back into the ground. 
Wastewater is one of the major threats to the purity of our 
groundwater resource. Thus, the Commission welcomed the 
opportunity to apply for designation as a Section “208” 
Wastewater Management Planning Area. This designation 
could provide substantial federal funds for a coordinated 
areawide wastewater management planning program. Such 
a program coordinated with the information developed in 
the.USGS inventory is the foundation for a uniquely sound 
water management program. At the present time, the Cape 
has been designated as a Section “208” planning area and is 
awaiting notice of funding level from the Environmental 
Protection Agency. The program grants 100% federal funds 
for.the two year planning stage and 75% funding for the 
implementation of the plan. 


The Commission initiated a program to establish in- 
creased communication with the Cape Cod towns and their 
residents during the past year. A major part of this effort 
was a program of municipal assistance. Members of the 
Commission staff provided professional guidance to a num- 
ber of Cape Cod towns on their request. Preparation of sub- 
division regulations and revisions of zoning by-laws, advice 
on comprehensive master plans and transportation projects 
were some of the services that were very well received by 
the towns that took advantage of this program. 


Two evening seminars were held to acquaint Cape Cod 
citizens and their elected officials with two important pro- 
grams, the State Coastal Zone Management Program and the 
Federal Flood Insurance Program. Both meetings were well 
attended and offered interested citizens an opportunity to 
learn how these programs may affect the future of Cape Cod. 
A ten week seminar series entitled “Community Planning” 
was also held this fall with fifty students primarily repre- 
sentatives of local planning boards or local engineers and 
land surveyors. The seminar covered a wide range of local 
planning matters from the handling of subdivision plans and 
proposed changes in. the state. zoning enabling act to the 
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impact of Federal and State land use programs on local 
planning. 

A public opinion survey was designed to provide the 
Commission and its staff with a better perspective on citizen 
concerns and interests. The survey will be conducted in 
1975 and it is hoped that the information gained from the 
responses will serve as a basis for responsive and effective 
Commission action in years to come. 

The Cape Cod Joint Tranportation Committee, respon- 
sible for coordinating citizen concerns in the transportation 
planning process, pursued a number of important issues 
throughout the year. In 1973, the General Court authorized 
the creation of ten regional transit authorities in the state 
and Cape Cod was designated as one of the ten possible 
authority areas. The CCJTC has conducted a thorough study 
of the legislation and has recommended to the 15 Boards 
of Selectmen, the creation of a Cape Cod Regional Transit 
Authority. This work led to the first meeting of the pro- 
posed Regional Transit Authority’s Advisory Board in Jan- 
uary 1975. A Regional Transit Authority is authorized by 
the General Court to issue bonds for the implementation of 
transportation services on the Cape with one-half of the 
deficit of this service to be paid by the state. It is up to the 
Advisory Board, comprised of the Chairman of the Boards 
of Selectmen in each town, or their designee, to determine 
the need for such an authority. 

The gas shortages in early 1974 renewed interest in the 
possibility of rail passenger service to the Cape. The CCJTC 
will continue to pursue the feasibility and practicality of 
reinstituting rail passenger service as an alternative solu- 
tion to the Cape’s transportation needs. The retention of 
rail freight service has also been a subject of concern with 
the Rail Reorganization Act of 1973 threatening the Cape’s 
present rail service. Efforts to protect this service will be 
ongoing as the rail system for the Northeast is reorganized. 


The CCJTC also monitors and reviews highway improve- 
ment and construction projects such as Rte. 25/28 and the 
double-barreling of Route 6. Community concerns and com- 
ments are voiced in the coordinated planning process between 
the CCJTC, CCPEDC, the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works and the Secretary of Transportation and Con- 
struction. 

In cooperation with the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works, the Commission sponsored a study of Regional 
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Solid Waste Management for Barnstable County. The study 
conducted by CE Maguire, Inc. proposed three possible sites 
for a regional disposal facility. The three towns, named as 
possible site locations, Bourne, Dennis, Yarmouth, have par- 
ticipated in meetings to discuss the proposal. Funds for fur- 
ther implementation of the plan aré not available at this 
time but the Commission hopes to pursue the recommen- 
dations of the study as local interest and funding develops. 
Working with town boards and elected officials has be- 
come a major emphasis of the Commission’s activities. A 
close working relationship has developed with a number of 
Cape-wide groups and most notably the Barnstable County 
Selectmen’s Association. Early in the year the BCSA re- 
quested that the Commission intensify its efforts in analyz- 
ing the formulas that determine state aid to the towns. 


This in-depth analysis has produced a comprehensive 
review of current state aid formulas and recent trends in 
the distribution of state funds. The recommendations of this 
report may prove a valuable aid to the Selectmen and the 
Cape’s Delegaton to the General Court in assessing the 
Cape’s interests in future state aid measures. 


Concurrently the Commission has published a “legislative 
Review ’74” outlining legislation of interest to the people of 
Cape Cod. This booklet can be a helpful guide to upcoming 
legislative efforts and the potential impacts on the Cape. 


While the Commission has made great strides, the many 
areas of its activity require an ongoing program. In Decem- 
ber 1974, a meeting was held to give Cape Cod citizens an 
opportunity to comment on the Commission’s program and 
its direction. Economic concerns were voiced and a desire 
for expanding citizen participation programs was evident. 
While this was just a small group of citizens their concerns 
have been heard throughout the Cape. The Commission’s 
efforts to involve residents have been rewarded by accept- 
ance of one of its major priorities—the groundwater inven- 
tory—by increasing awareness of Commission activities, and 
a deepening interest in regional approaches to common prob- 
lems. These productive directions will be followed as the 
Commission continues to play an active role in the Cape 
Cod community.

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REPORT OF THE 
FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


During the year 1974, the Council on Aging broadened 
its services and activities for the elderly of Falmouth. Signi- 
ficant achievements in transportation, nutrition and senior 
center activities were accomplished. Increased attendance 
at the Senior Center was noted. The activities offered and 
programs provided were expanded. The loss of Mrs. Pearl 
Ernst, Center Program Chairman, saddened all who knew and 
respected her. Her dedication and service to the elderly of 
Falmouth was outstanding and will be sorely missed. Mrs. 
Erma Whybrew volunteered her services as administrative 
assistant to the Director. Lt. Col. Earle Flagg has continued 
in that capacity. Mrs. Sarah Cronin has continued her duties 
as Head Hostess. The department Elder Affairs has provided 
funds which has enabled the center to acquire the services of 
a Senior Aide. Mrs. Margaret Burke began her duties as 
receptionist-hostess in September. In addition Mrs. Burke 
handies the Mini-Bus schedule. 


Fr. Thomas Lopes tendered his resignation as a member 
of the Council due to his reassignment to New Bedford. Fr. 
John Magnani, St. Patricks Church, was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. We express appreciation to Fr. Lopes for his ex- 
ceptional service as a member of the Council. 


The Council on Aging maintains close relations with the 
State Department of Elder Affairs to keep well informed on 
legislation and programs that are of interest to senior citi- 
zens. Mrs. Eileene M. Finnell, Chairman of the Council is 
taking an active part in planning and implementing plans 
and procedures for funding a new program for the Elderly. 
As clerk of the Board of directors of the Area Agency on 
Aging’s Region IV Board, she represents the Cape and Islands 
area. Col. Flagg serves as a member of the Cape & Islands 
Home Care, Inc. professional advisory staff. In addition, the 
Council members attend and participate in meetings and 
workshop conducted by the Cape and Islands Region Coun- 
cils on Aging Association. The Council voted to participate 
in-the Retired Senior Volunteer Program, and the center has 
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been designated a volunteer site which enables volunteers to 
be reimbursed for travel and lunch while performing volun- 
teer services. Participation by the Council in the planning of 
the Nutrition Program for the Elderly under the Cape Islands 
Home Care, Inc. was a significant factor in establishing this 
most worthwhile program in Falmouth. Fifty senior citizens 
are fed a hot, nutritous meal daily at the Methodist Church 
for a charge of $.50. Col. Flagg has attended the transporta- 
tion planning conference conducted at the Cape Cod Plan- 
ning and Economic Development Commission. He prepared 
a proposal for a grant from the Dept. of Elder Affairs, Trans- 
portation for the Elderly & Handicapped, in order to secure 
a replacement vehicle for the Mini-Bus. This proposal is still 
under consideration. A Committee to advise the Council on 
Aging on specific areas of interest to seniors was formed this 
year in order to keep all agencies concerned with the elderly 
informed and to exchange ideas on improving existing pro- 
grams. The Council participated in Social Security alert to 
search out and identify individuals who may be qualified for 
increased benefits. 


The Council on Aging Mini-Bus service started in May 
1973, has continued its successful operation during 1974. The 
bus traveled 19,233 miles, all in Falmouth, and transported 
6,836 persons, free of charge, in this full year of operation. 
Although the driver’s salary is now paid by the town, dona- 
tions are still needed for operation and maintenance of the 
vehicle. 1875 gallons of gasoline were donated by 16 gas sta- 
tion owners during 1974. The Council wishes to express its 
appreciation to these most generous business men and also to 
the many individuals who continue to donate to this deserv- 
ing program. 


The multi purpose senior center has continued to provide 
arts & craft classes, programs and activities for over 800 per 
month. Travel has again been the activity seniors seem to 
enjoy most. The center planned and organized trips to Mon- 
treal, Stowe, Vt., a Mystery Trip to Sturbridge Village, Ice 
Follies, Flower Show, Arthur Fiedler concerts, LaSalette 
Shrine, Horse Show, and 9 Boston Day Trips. Nine hundred 
persons took advantage of these activities. The center offers 
Medicare and Medex counseling, blood pressure monitoring, 
sugar detection testing and geriatric nutrition advice thru 
the district nurse provided by the Falmouth Nursing Associa- 
tion. Handicraft, sewing, woodcarving, oil and water color 
painting and ceramics classes meet weekly.

The Council has been concerned with the growing need 
for a larger building to handle the increased number of Sen- 
iors participating in center activities. A thorough evaluation 
of our needs is a necessary step in order to decide how to pro- 
ceed. With this in mind, the Council has requested that the 
Board of Selectmen place an article in the Town Warrant to 
appoint a study committee for this purpose. 


The Council is most pleased by the favorable comments 
expressed by officials of the Department of Elder Affairs for 
the manner in which the Falmouth Senior Center has op- 
erated and the programs presented for the elderly. We wish 
to express our appreciation to the individuals, merchants and 
business men for their generous donations to us this past 
year, and to the Selectmen and Finance Committee who 
continue to give the Council their encouraging support.

now has $350,000.00 available for. purchase of about 10 addi- 
tional dwelling units. 


Leased Housing 


The Authority administers a leasing program provided 
under Section #23 of the U.S. Housing Act of 1937. At the 
end of 1974, 70 dwelling units for low income families were 
occupied under this program. 


The Authority also administers a leased housing pro- 
gram provided under Chapter 707 of the General Laws. 
Funds for this program are made available through the De- 
partment of Community Affairs. At the end of 1974, 96 
dwelling units were occupied by low-income families of the 
Town. Thus, at the beginning of 1975, 166 dwelling units 
were occupied by low-income families of the Town provided 
under leasing programs administered by the Authority. Un- 
der these programs, families are expected to pay no more 
than 25% of income toward rent. 


The Annual Contribution received as rent subsidies dur- 
ing 1974 under Chapter 707 amounted to $125,067.00. The 
Annual Contribution under Section #23 of the U.S. Housing 
Act of 1937 amounted to $140,620.50. 


The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has re- 
ceived from the various Town Departments during the past 
year, and the efficient services rendered by the Town In- 
formation and Clerical Center.

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REPORT OF THE 
TOWN SOCIAL SERVICES COMMITTEE 


To the Board of Selectmen and to the 
Residents of the Town of Falmouth: 


Anyone in the community may find help with problems 
of family living and sociai adjustment by calling Falmouth 
Community Social Services at 548-0533 and asking to speak 
with either of two social workers, Nancy Copeland or Gard- 
ner Munro. Their office is located in the Falmouth Nursing 
Association building and if they are not there, the FNA sec- 
retary will notify them to return the call. Their professional 
assistance is made available through a Town Meeting ap- 
propriation expended under the Social Service Committee. 
The Committee presently provides this service by contract- 
ing with South Shore Counselling Associates of Hanover, a 
private out-patient, comprehensive mental health facility 
licensed by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 
The contractor provides two half-time professionally trained 
and experienced social workers, supervision for the workers, 
consultation and administrative services. 


1974 was the third full calendar year that Falmouth 
Community Social Services were available to residents by 
Town Meeting action. There were more self-referrals in this 
third year of operation than there were total self-referrals 
in the previous two years. This indicates to the Committee 
that the service is becoming known to townspeople inde- 
pendently of other agencies and is recognized to be needed 
and effective. The service is primarily one-to-one traditional 
casework which may be related to marital difficulties, prob- 
lems of child guidance, elderly planning, or other problems 
of personal and family life. The goal of the service is to help 
individuals and families develop the strength to manage 
their problems without the regular assistance of the worker. 


There were 66 new referrals during the year involving 
two to three times as many individuals. They came from the 
following sources: 


Falmouth Nursing Association 13 
Department of Public Welfare 5 
Physicians 3 
Children’s Protective Services 1 
School 5 
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Cape Cod Mental Health Clinic 3 
Self-referral 25 
Falmouth Hospital 1 


Other (lawyer, Legal Aid, probation dept., 
Barnstable Cty. Health Dept., newspaper 
articles, Town Report) 10 


The Social Service Committee met 19 times in 1974 and 
concerned itself primarily with two issues: 1) alternative 
methods of delivering professional social work service so as 
to allow the service to expand with the need without un- 
necessarily increasing the cost and 2) the need for better 
overall coordination and supervision of existing Town- 
Suported social services. In a series of meetings, the com- 
mittee met with representatives of the Cape Cod Family and 
Children’s Services, Inc., Children’s Protective Services, Cape 
and Islands Home Care, Inc., the Cape Cod Mental Health 
Clinic, and Hallgarth Institute. The purpose was to become 
better informed about their work and to explore possible ad- 
vantages of contracting with one of these agencies to provide 
social work services in Falmouth. 


The committee decided to extend its contract with South 
Shore Counselling for another six months to June 30, 1975 
but continues to consider administrative reorganization with 
a view towards providing more service for the same amount 
of money. We are exploring a sliding scale of fees using 3rd- 
party payments. Changes in health insurance coverage which 
are voluntary in 1975 and will become mandatory in 1976 
make this of increased interest. We are also exploring a dif- 
ferent system of payment based on the purchase of units of 
service (e.g. one hour of professional social work counselling) 
at an agreed upon cost per unit. 


The Social Service Committee, in consultation with the 
Moderator, has sought through its membership to share 
knowledge of the kinds of social services available and to 
consider how best to coordinate and expand these services. 
Mary Alice Kinney is a member of the Board of Directors of 
the Falmouth Nursing Assocation. Supt. Paul F. Olenick 
represents the schools. Robert Giberti is on the staff of the 
Cape Cod Mental Health Clinic and a member of the Fal- 
mouth Drug Abuse Committee. Marilyn Crowell is also a 
member of the Drug Abuse Committee and brings knowledge 
of pastoral counselling services. Nadja Pendleton is a pro- 
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fessionally trained social worker who has served both Fal- 
mouth Hospital and the Falmouth Nursing Home. Vincent 
M. Inness, Veterans Agent, is a member of the Council on 
Aging. Jean P. Brockhurst is a staff member in the Fal- 
mouth Welfare Service office. Dr. Frank Egloff, chairman of 
the Drug Abuse Committee, met frequently with the Social 
Service Committee during the year and requested that con- 
Sideration be given to combining the work of the two com- 
mittees. Social Service Committee judgment is that we 
should first resolve our major consideration of how best to 
deliver our present service before making any decision about 
such a merger. 


During the course of the year, the committee accepted 
with regret the resignations of members Alan Buchsbaum 
and Margaret McCane. Both brought a wealth of experience 
and knowledge to the work. The committee also accepted 
with regret the resignation in May of social worker Catherine 
Pare who had been with the service since its inception. The 
committee was fortunate in obtaining Gardner Munro, an 
unusually well-qualified social worker, to replace her. 


The Social Service Committee expresses its appreciation 
to the Falmouth Nursing Association for providing space and 
telephone assistance to the social workers. The Committee 
supports the FNA goal of providing space for related social 
Service agencies in the planned new Community Health 
Center. 


During the past year the Committee has used and ap- 
preciates the reliable service of the Town Information and 
Clerical Center. We have been encouragd by the support 
given by citizens of the Town and the Finance Committee.

The Falmouth Nursing Association, Inc. has been provid- 
ing the residents of the Town of Falmouth Maternal and Child 
Health Services, Well Child Conferences, Immunization Clinics 
and Communicable Disease Control through qualified public — 
health staff under a contractual arrangement with the Board 
of Health. 


In the year 1974 the citizens have received the following 
services:

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Report of the 
Barnstable County Health Department 


The Barnstable County Health Department has con- 
tinued to provide services in the areas of environmental 
health, dental health, medical social work, nursing consul- 
tation and supervision, and control of communicable diseases. 
The staff of eight professional consultants, three laboratory 
and clerical workers, and one summer inspector is augment- 
ed by five staff working with the Handicapped Children’s 
Clinic of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, 
Division of Family Health, and by one worker from the Di- 
vision of Communicable Diseases—Venereal Diseases. 


We believe that local services should be strengthened 
and supplemented, hence priority is given to the develop- 
ment of better health delivery patterns, to the orientation of 
new town, school, and agency workers in the field of human 
services, and to some evaluation of proposed health services. 
Department staff are working cooperatively with Compre- 
hensive Health Planning, and with many state agencies and 
local health organizations. 


We also feel that the provision of in-service education, 
and undergraduate and graduate educational experiences, 
contribute to better health services. In order to broaden 
the understanding of public health practice and of the 
scope, power and responsibility of a health department, we 
have had students as follows; a senior student of Public 
Health from the University of Massachusetts, as a summer 
sanitary inspector; three senior students in Physical Ther- 
apy from Boston University who worked with the Handi- 
capped Children’s Services; a graduate student from Boston 
University in nursing administration; two students from the 
University of Massachusetts Medical School; and from the 
Upper Cape Cod Vocational-Technical School, the practical 
nursing students have all had an observation experience; a 
second year student in Hotel Management from Cape Cod 
Community College. In-service programs and conferences 
are held monthly for the nurses working in Home Health 
Agencies, and periodically for school nurses and for health 
agents. The Cape Cod Community College has been willing 
to offer a one semester course in Public Health Law-which 
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attracted a small group of health workers. Our dental hy- 
gienist has been working with the college in the development 
of the clinical experiences for the new program for Dental 
Hygienists, and was on an advisory committee of the Lower 
Cape Cod Vocational School. 


The inspection, consultation and recommendation of day 
care centers for licensure by the individual towns con- 
tinues to require much skill. Increasingly stringent and 
necessary regulations affect established centers as well as 
newer ones. There are now 49 licensed centers, five of these 
were new this year. 


Once a year each of the nine Home Health Agencies is 
surveyed for re-certification, in order to provide nursing, 
physical therapy, and other therapeutic services under Medi- 
care. The nurse directors of this department assist in the 
preparation for these evaluations, and provide supervision by 
agreement to seven of these agencies. 


The schools are now responsible for providing evaluation 
and education for children from 3-21 years for those with 
special needs. Because of our contacts with many children, 
families and households, we are spending a great deal of time 
working with parent groups, school groups, and physicians, 
clinical nurseries and day care centers, in coordinating and 
approving certain plans. 


Continued pressure from the 15 towns will require us to 
provide more laboratory services for the analysis of water 
samples and monitoring of shore and pond areas. We must 
enlarge the laboratory work area and obtain more time- 
saving equipment. The sanitarians have provided more an- 
alysis of paint chips for lead content, and they have parti- 
cipated in more conferences. 


The medical social worker has served as supervisor and 
consultant to two departments of social service and one 
Home Health Agency. She has been instrumental in plan- 
ning for regular meetings of the medical social work staff 
of eight hospitals in the area, and has established contacts 
with many agencies providing funds and services for those 
with developmental disabilities. 


We appreciate suggestions and requests for different or 
additional services and plan to adapt to meet needs when 
possible.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth 


In 1974 the Board of Library Trustees has continued to 
plan for the future growth and development of the Falmouth 
libraries. Increasing circulation, expanding library services 
and extensive community programs have helped to promote 
the library’s role as a center for culture, information and 
recreation. 


In addition to its regular services, during the past year, 
the Falmouth library has encouraged the display of exhibits 
by local talent, sponsored several film and lecture series, 
supervised local FOOS students, aided adult education clas- 
ses, welcomed the community volunteers who contribute to 
various programs, circulated over 3000 books to homebound 
members of the community and entertained local children 
with story hours, movies, magic and puppet shows. 


All the library programs are varied and growing and it 
is both inevitable and critical that library space expand with 
these growing services. With funds appropriated at the 1974 
town meeting, the library board directed architect Robert E. 
Wilson, Jr. to design preliminary schematic plans for an ad- 
dition to and an alteration of the main library. Trustees 
have devoted considerable time to the discussion of the 
crowded conditions at the library and to the most effective 
way to provide for additional work, reading, reference, study, 
stack and parking areas. It is the hope of the Board that 
specific proposals can be brought to the attention of the 
townspeople in the near future. 


Maintenance problems have been unusually severe this 
past year. Vandalism to the grounds and to both interiors 
and exteriors of buildings have necessitated costly repairs 
in all three libraries. Every effort was made to see that re- 
pairs were done in such a way as to prevent damage in the 
future. 


In April of 1974, the library board voted to create from 
endowment income a scholarship to be awarded, annually, 
to a qualified student, undergraduate or graduate, interested 
in pursuing a career in library science. Local schools have 
been advised of the availability of this scholarship, the 
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amount of which is at the discretion of the Board. The 
amount of this scholarship in 1974 was $200. 


As the trustees look ahead to 1975, it is with the hope 
that the Falmouth library will reflect, in its services and 
practices, the changing needs of our society and that the 
library and the community will continue to be mutual 
sources of service and support.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT — 1974 


In 1974 the circulation for the main library and its two 
branches was 259,868, a 7% increase over 1973. Reference 
and informational questions continue to increase as well as 
attendance at library programs and use of the reading room. 


Once again we report an increase in the number of new 
registrations—3,324, which reflects the growth of the town 
and of the Cape, the library’s free statewide borrowing priv- 
ileges and the variety and currency of materials. 


Purchases 
A large percentage of purchases in 1974 were of a pract- 
ical nature—repair books for cars and motorcycles, washing 


machines, dryers, boat engines, TV’s and small appliances. 
Just tell us your make and model number! 


In addition material was purchased to meet the needs 
of students of all ages, to satisfy the adult who browses as 
well as researches, and to encourage -youngsters to enjoy 
reading. Bearing in mind the sharp price increase in mag- 
azine subscriptions, not to mention books, the library at- 
tempts to provide a varied, stimulating and useful collection 
of magazines and newspapers for research, creativity, recre- 
ation, and even for increasing one’s income! As of Dec. 31,. 
320:periodical titles were available, 53 of which are on-micro- 
film for an averagé°of 15 years-and were purchased with 
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state funds as part of our contractual reference services. 
State funds provided books in foreign languages, 8mm films, 
N.Y. Times on microfilm, language and children’s records as 
well as supplements to the basic book collection. 


Other significant purchases were large print books, song 
books, semi-classical records, and the hundreds of paper- 
backs which are an economical way to provide duplicates of 
popular titles and a means of having titles we would not 
normally buy at the hardcover price. 


Programs 

The main library continued its popular Wednesday and 
Friday night film programs. The Alistair Cooke series, 
“America”, was offered in the summer along with full-length 
features. Throughout the year film documentaries, biogra- 
phies, crafts, zen, psychology and sports drew appreciative 
audiences. 


Children’s films were shown regularly on the first Satur- 
day of the month and often at the branches. Several orga- 
nizations booked a wide variety of films—free—from the 
library’s film catalog. 


A five-part lecture series, called ‘“‘Cape Cod and the Sea”, 
was well-attended, as were all children’s programs—magic 
shows, folk singers, puppet show. The meeting room received 
steady use by the Town’s Social Service Committee and 
Transcendental Meditation group and is available to any 
group on a reservation basis. . 


Homebound Services 

During 1974 our homebound librarian visited 79 indi- 
viduals on a regular basis, delivering 3,149 books. 1,948 were 
for shut-ins in private homes, 1,112 for patients in nursing 
homes, and 99 for the United Church Homes deposit col- 
lection. This expanding service which realized a 16% growth 
rate since 1973 is available to any resident who is home- 
bound, even temporarily, simply by calling the library. 


As A Regional Library 


Interlibrary loan requests from 39 Cape and Islands 
public libraries totalled 5,085, a 15% increase over last year. 
Falmouth residents received over 700 title and subject re- 
quests from other libraries in Eastern Mass. The library 
hosted workshops and meetings for Cape librarians, and the 
Head Librarian and Reference Librarian Hrowaedos on-site 
advisory services for lower-Cape libraries. 
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Regional funds contributed to the purchase of hundreds 
of books for general circulation as well as to an up-to-date, 
broad, and sophisticated reference collection. 


In Addition 

_ Retirements of two long-time employees occurred in 
June—that of Jeanette Cobb, Children’s Librarian, and Mar- 
garet Hughes, Library Assistant in charge of interlibrary 
loan. Their dedication and enthusiasm were always evident 
to the townspeople throughout their many years of service. 


Due to an expanding community and public demand, the 
North Falmouth branch added Saturday morning to its 
“open” hours. The interior walls were painted at a nominal 
cost and a small storage room cleared which will provide 
Shelving and seating. 


The East Falmouth library is very active with the chil- 
dren of the community and especially with classes from the 
elementary school there. 


The Main library feels the constant Challenge to balance 
the space needs of users, Staff, materials, and equipment. In 
1975 we expect a further rise in all activities. We also expect 
to offer a variety of programs for all ages, to provide infor- 
mation for practical living, and to contribute to the enrich- 
ment of people’s lives. 


The Library wishes to thank all individuals and town 
committees whose help and cooperation are always appre- 
ciated.

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_ REPORT OF THE WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Woods Hole Public Library has had a successful 
year during 1974 characterized by a mixture of familiar 
routine and reevaluation. — 


Our Librarian Ruth Schleicher was pleased that the 
classes from the Woods Hole School visited the Library regu- 
larly for book talks, Story hours, or sometimes just for 
browsing and selecting books. The Library continues to 
house the book collection belonging to the Children’s School 
of Science. In December we Sponsored a Christmas story 
hour and party which was enjoyed by over 35 youngsters. 


Circulation during 1974 was up 6.1% over last year’s 
figure. This year 451 new books were added to the adult 
section and 136 new books were added to the children’s sec- 
tion. Our collection has been heavily supplemented by the 
Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library Service. Our staff 
has concentrated on revamping our catalogue and renumber- 
ing books with the white pen. A memorial gift was given 
in memory of George Griffin. 


On the fund-raising front there were two well-attended 
book sales—one in February and one in August. There were 
also two plant sales—the first one on the front steps of the 
Library and the second one at the annual May day celebra- 
tion at the ball park. The Library has had postcard repro- 
ductions printed of three more of the Gifford paintings 
which are on display at the Library. In August, an excellent 
benefit lecture featured Monica Dickens from North Fal- 
mouth. 


One of the big projects undertaken this year was the 
launching of an effort to fulfill one aspect of our charter by 
“providing ...a collection of maps, charts, surveys, 
medals, coins, pictures, and other objects and ma- 
terial of cultural, historical and artistic value... .” 


The Library has joined the American Association for 
State and Local History. A committee was formed to begin 
piecing together the evolution of this New England seacoast 
community. In August, the committee presented an exhibit 
at Endeavour House which was attended by over 1,000 people. 
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Thanks to a capital outlay appropriation from the Town 
of Falmouth, the driveway has been widened. This has facil- 
itated parking at the Library. A bike-rack has been set into 
place to accommodate our reader-cyclists which are many 
particularly in the summer. Inside the Library we have a 
new dehumidifier working in the large room in the base- 
ment. It is the plan of the Board to fix up this room so it 
can be used as additional working space for the Library staff 
and also as a community room for various programs. 


This year we have had a change in staff. Our Librarian 
Ruth Schleicher submitted her resignation in June. How- 
ever, she continued to work through October and then 
worked with Nancy Simmons to facilitate the transition. 
The Board of Trustees wishes to thank Ruth wholeheartedly 
for her twelve years of service as Librarian. She leaves with 
the lasting respect and gratitude of the Board of Trustees 
and the many users of the Library whom she has helped so 
cheerfully and willingly. We would also like to welcome our 
new Librarian, Nancy Simmons and her two assistants, 
Elaine Tripp and Kathy Gilbert. During the year, the Board 
has updated the by-laws of the Library. One change was to 
ennumerate the various committees and their functions. 
This has brought about a focusing of energies and a re- 
newed sense of the Library’s purpose to the community.

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REPORT OF THE WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The most rewarding aspect of 1974 was the expanding use 
of the West Falmouth Library in its dual role of library and 
community center. The circulation of 10,282 was an approxi- 
mate increase of three per cent over the previous year and the 
total collection numbered 8,880. Our total registrations were 
480, 90 of which were new. About half of these were temporary 
residents for whom the Library rendered a valuable service. 


The Library offered a variety of programs. Mrs. Frank 
Scarito and her committee provided the young with story 
hours, craft instruction, a Halloween party and in the summer, 
weekly movies and Science School under the direction of Starr 
Torres. We again joined with the North Falmouth School in 
the Books for Brotherhood program and this year came up 
with another winner. From all the fourth grade participants 
in the State, Ann Pellegrini was awarded second prize. The 
Arthur F. Hennessey, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award went to 
senior Maryanne Tessier. Adults enjoyed the Needlework 
Guild, bridge clinics, game nights and a Neighborhood Coffee. 
They also continued to use the Xerox copier. 


The Historical Committee, Mrs. Andrew Bunker, Chair- 
man, was given a grant of $182.94 by the State Bi-Centennial 
commission to record an oral history of West Falmouth Vil- 
lage. The matching funds were made possible from the Li- 
brary’s newly established Memorial Fund. 


The Friends of the West Falmouth Library have realized 
increased participation in their various activities and offer a 
welcome to all. So many new residents have taken advantage 
of these opportunities that we feel that we are fulfilling a very 
definite need. The Friends are always available if the librari- 
ans require assistance and also help with Library programs. 
They had bi-monthly meetings for which speakers of local in- 
terest were obtained, e.g. Mrs. Valiela and Dr. John Ryther. 
An innovation was the West Falmouth village fair, given in 
conjunction with the Self Starters; a real community project 
and a successful one. Asa result of the effort, the Friends now 
have funds which are available for library improvements. 


A capital outlay appropriation from the town enabled us 
to paint the exterior of the old section of the Library and town 
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contributions plus a substantial gift from the Friends made it 
possible to install combination windows throughout the build- 
ing, including the West Falmouth Pre-School area. The 
town’s appropriation for insulation in 1973 has helped to com- 
pensate for the increased cost of fuel. 


Thanks to the welcoming tone set by our very competent 
and helpful professional staff, Mrs. Roger Tourtellot, Librarian 
and Mrs. George Harrison, Library Assistant, and the Friends, 
the West Faimouth Library is a center of activity for the vil- 
lage.

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REPORT OF THE BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE

The Bicentennial Committee took up its work of plan- 
ning and enacting suitable projects and events to mark the 
Nation’s 200th Anniversary on the 27th of March, 1974. From 
then on the Committee has met nearly every week to dis- 
cuss and formulate its plans. 


In May, an organizational meeting was held to which all 
organizations in Town were invited. Members of the Com- 
mittee outlined the several Suggested projects and those in 
attendance signed forms indicating their specific interests. 
There was a wide representation from the Town and great 
interest indicated. : * 


On June 14, Flag Day exercises were held at Town Hall 
in the morning, and in the evening the veterans cooperated 
in exercises lowering the flag. Later, similar exercises were 
held at the Marina in cooperation with the Sea Scouts. — 


In August, on the strength of a program for 1975-1976 
that included a Town-wide festival, formation of a fife and 
drum corps and a militia, the restoration of the bell tower 
on the old Lawrence Academy building, the study and mark- 
ing of old houses throughout the Town, the reprinting of a 
novel of Falmouth boys in Revolutionary days, the sponsor- 
Ship of bicycle ways in the Town, and the cooperation of 
the Historical Society in a program for the education of 
youth in the Town’s early life Style, the Town was declared 
an official Bicentennial Community by the American Revo- 
lutionary Bicentennial Administration in Washington, D.C. 


On October 19, 1974, a ceremony was held on the Village 
Green when a certificate and flag were presented to the Town. 
The Barnstable County militia participated and conducted 
maneuvres on the Green. There was a parade from Town 
Hall to the Green with Townspeople in colonial costume and 
the newly formed fife and drum corps in its first appearance. 
Many appropriately costumed guests from other Cape towns 
were present. 


The Committee is encouraging all Town organizations to 
sponsor activities allied to their objectives. The Senior Citi- 
zens Center has its approval to offer commemorative medals. 
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The Green Thumb Garden Club has planted the entrance to 
the old burying ground and the Historical Society is offering 
prints of a Bicentennial collage showing the celebration on 
the Green and some of the Town’s distinguished buildings. 


The Bicentennial Committee has authorized the follow- 
ing sub-committees: Costumes; fife and drum corps and 
militia; book publishing; bicycle ways; a memorial to Fal- 
mouth strawberry growers; bell tower restoration; identifying 
and marking old houses; and a Bicentennial emblem com- 
mittee. Others will be formed as needed. All meetings are 
open and interested citizens are urged to attend. There are 
coordinators in the High School and in the Lawrence School 
to encourage the participation of students in all activities. 
Several groups in the schools are aiding in specific projects. 


These are only some of the activities and projects being 
sponsored by the Committee to date. A large number of citi- 
zens are already involved in the Bicentennial plans and proj- 
ects. In the coming months it is hoped all residents will be 
inspired to make their individual contribution in some fitting 
way to the Town’s Bicentennial celebration. 


The Committee thanks the press for the generous coverage 
of its activities, It is grateful for the cooperation of the Board 
of Selectmen in its activities and also thanks the Information 
and Clerical Center for its invaluable assistance.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Enclosed herewith is the fourteenth Annual Report of 
the Falmouth Department of Public Works. This report 
covers the operations of the Department for the calendar 
year 1974, but not the budget year which, for the first time } 
is based on a fiscal year, July 1 of one year through June 30 
of the next. This report includes the individual reports from 
the Director; Water and Sewer Division; Highway Division; 
Tree Warden, Park and School Grounds Division; and the 
Engineering Section. 


During 1973, George Fonseca was reelected to a three 
year term as a Commissioner of Public Works. Mr. Fonseca 
is one of the charter members of the Board of Public Works. 
He was first elected in 1961. 


Manuel Rapoza was again appointed by the Board of 
Public Works as the Board’s official advisor in matters perti- 
nent to Water and Sewer issues. Mr. Rapoza’s help on many 
issues has proven invaluable to the Board and is greatly 
appreciated. 


The Board regrets that Mrs. Charles McCane, who so 
capably has represented us as our official representative on 
the Falmouth Recycling Committee, chose not to accept re- 
appointment for another year because of other Town com- 
mitments. The Board of Public Works is grateful for the 
help given by Mrs. McCane and wishes her success in her 
new position as Planning Board Member. 


In June, Mrs. Gay Clough was appointed by the Board of 
Public Works to succeed Mrs. McCane as the Board’s official 
representative on the Recycling Committee. The Town ‘is. 
fortunate to be able to draw on such able citizens as Mrs. 
McCane and Mrs. Clough to assist in the Town’s business. 


The Town Disposal Area, and to a lesser extent the con- 
tinuing Sewer Study problems, again, as in 1973, required 
the Board’s attention. Information on these issues will be 
noted in other sections of this report. 


A Special Town Meeting in January of 1974 authorized — 
this Department to proceed with much needed water pump- 
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ing and distribution system improvements by voting a 1.8 
million dollar bond issue. At year’s end, a number of the 
improvements have been, or are about to be, completed and 
a number of others are in the advanced planning stages. 
More information on water improvements may be found in 
the Water and Sewer Division section of this report. 


For the first time, a water main was installed under the 
“Betterment Act”. This water main was installed on Sharon. 
Ann Lane in East Falmouth. The “Betterment Act” method | 
of extending water lines is proving to be a fair method of 
approach under certain conditions and this method will con- 
tinue. to be used to advantage in the future. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to 
take this opportunity to thank the various Town Depart- 
ments and Committees, our own Public Works personnel, the 
Board, of Selectmen, and the people of Falmouth for their 
cooperation and assistance during 1974.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
by NATHAN S. ELLIS 


To the Board of Commissioners 
Town of Falmouth 
Department of Public Works 


The Annual Report of the operation of the Department 3 
of Public Works for the year 1974 and on the general condi- 
tion of the Works is respectfully submitted. 


This Annual Report covers the calendar year of 1974 © 
and does not coincide with the operating money appropri- 
ation budgets. The Town’s fiscal year now ends on June 30th 
and a new budget begins on July ist. A direct comparison of 
statistics regarding work done by the various Divisions must 
consider this fact: otherwise, the information may prove 
misleading. : 
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As. in 1973, at the request of the Falmouth Board of 
Selectmen, this report has been reduced in size over past 
years in order to help lower the cost of printing. 


BRIDGES : 

Eel Pond Drawbridge — On December 17, 1974 bids were’ 
opened for extensive repairs to the Eel Pond Drawbridge in 
Woods Hole. It is planned that this work will be completed 
early in 1975. 


Bourne’s Pond Bridge (Menauhant Road) — Late in 1974. 
it was determined that the wooden bridge at Bourne’s Pond. 
would have to receive extensive repairs (approximately one- 
third of bridge) if it is to remain in service. Discussions with 
the Town Waterways Committee and the State Department 
of Public Works, Water Ways Division, lead us to believe 
that needed replacement of this old bridge is at least 4 years 
away. At this writing, the decision of whether or not to re- 
pair the bridge or close it to through traffic has not been 
made. 


Bridges — Load Rating — Under a new law (Chapter 851, 
Acts of 1974) cities and towns are required to rate and post 
their bridges by a sign system which involves axle loadings. 
The State is suggesting that municipalities hire professional 
engineers to do this work. Since the Town of Falmouth must 
rate 14 bridges, we are attempting to avoid the high con- 
Sulting fees by requesting information (manuals, etc.) from 
the State in order that our own Engineering Section may do 
this rating work. 


Bridges — Navigational lighting of the Great Pond and 
Green Pond Bridges has been ordered by the United States 
Coast Guard and to this end the Department has included 
$2,500 to use toward this work in 1975 under the Highway 
Division Budget. a 


SNOW AND ICE CONTROL 

1974 was an average year for snow removal work since 
all hired plowing units exceeded the guaranteed 30 hour 
minimum. Storms requiring plowing occurred on January 
3, 9, and 10; February 4, 7, 8, and 17. All the storms were 
light with the heaviest snow occurring on January 9th when 
6” -8” of snow fell. 


FALMOUTH SEWER STUDY | 

As I reported at the end of 1973, the Town of Falmouth 
is still waiting for the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health to comment on and/or approve the “Waste: Water - 
Management Engineering Report” by Bauer Engineering, Inc. 
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March 13, 1974 — The Town of Falmouth received in- 
formation from the United States Environmental Protection 
Agency regarding the Federal Water Pollution Control Act. 
As a result of this information, the Town submitted a so- 
called “Short Form A” to the E.P.A. office with a copy to the 
Massachusetts Water Resources Commission. 


August 9, 1974 — The Massachusetts Division of Water 
Pollution Control issued an amended order to the Town based » 
on the requirements of the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act Amendments of 1972 (P.L. 92-500) and the provisions of 
the Massachusetts Clean Waters Act (M.G.L. C-21 to 26-1953). 


The effect of the amended order is to amend the imple- 
mentation schedule contained in Final Decision issued May 
24, 1971 in the case of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Division of Water Pollution Control and the Town of Fal- 
mouth by striking said schedule and substituting the follow- 
ing therefor: 


1. By August 31, 1974, complete and submit to 
this Division a National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System Standard Form A permit 
application. 

2. By August 31, 1975, complete all necessary 
studies and documentation to qualify for Federal 
construction grant assistance as outlined in 40 
CFR, Part 35, Subpart E, Sections 35.900 et seq, 
and, in particular, the sewer system evaluation 
survey consisting of a systematic examination 
of the sewer system to determine the specific lo- 
cation, estimated flow rate, method of rehabili- 
tation versus costs of transportation and treat- 
ment (cost-effectiveness) for each defined source 
of infiltration/inflow. 


August 19, 1974—-Massachusetts Water Resources Com- 
mission was asked to approve Short Form A as submitted to 
the E.P.A. on March 14, 1974 in place of the Standard Form 
A as required under the amended order of August 9th. 


August 22, 1974—Massachusetts Water Resources Com- 
mission approved our request of August 19 and thereby indi- 
cates the Town’s compliance with Item 1 of the amended 
order of August 9th. 


At the close of 1974, the Town’s position was the same as 
on September 1, 1974. 
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TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 

The following is a resume of events in 1974 which relate 
to the Department of Public Works’ effort to convert the 
Disposal Area off Thomas B. Landers Road into a properly 
operating Sanitary Landfill Operation conforming to the 
regulations adopted by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health in 1971. 


May 29, 1974—-Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health approves Metcalf and Eddy Report as revised Janu- 
ary 22, 1974 (Report on Development and Operation of a 
Sanitary Landfill for the Town of Falmouth). 


Approval by Health Department is subject to following 
conditions: 


1. A properly executed contract for engineer- 
ing supervision must be submitted to the State 
Health office before June 28, 1974. 


2. The State Health office is to be notified 
in accordance with Regulation 4.1 ( d) of the Reg- 
ulations for the Disposal of Solid Wastes by 
Sanitary Landfill when the site has been pre- 
pared according to the approved plans. 


3. The operation of this facility will be in strict 
accordance with the approved plans and the 
above-mentioned regulations. 


4. Before the on-site transfer station is utilized, 
the access road leading to this area must be 
paved. 


June 19, 1974—Board of Public Works votes to designate 
the Director of Public Works (a Registered Professional 
Engineer) as the Professional Engineer in charge of con- 
verting the Falmouth Disposal Area in accordance with the 
approved report. 


June 27, 1974—Director requests that State Health De- 
partment approve Falmouth Board’ of Public Works action 
of June 19 as satisfying condition Number 1 of their ap- 
proval of the Disposal Area Report of March 29. 


September 11, 1974—-Town enters into a one year interim 
contract with Fernandes Crane Service, Inc. to operate the 
Disposal Area beginning October 1, 1974 and ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1975. 
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December 10, 1974—The Director, acting as the Profes- . 
sional Engineer in charge of converting the Town Disposal 
Area, filed with the Board of Public Works a “Report to the 
Falmouth Public Works Commissioners on the Development 
of a Sanitary Landfill Operation by Private Contractor or 
Town Employees—a Comparison of Costs.” With the report, 
he filed two budgets—one for Municipal Operation begin- 
ning October 1, 1975 and the second for continued Contract 
Operation. Both of the budgets are intended to reflect close 
conformity with the Massachusetts State Health Depart-. 
ment regulations and the completed and approved “Metcalf 
and Eddy Report’. 


RAPID INFLATION AND ITS EFFECT 


We are all familiar with the rising cost of gasoline and. 
other petroleum products and the effect this and other rising 
costs have had on the operation of our own homes and pri- 
vate automobiles. 


The rising costs of fuel oil and the related electric fuel 
adjustment charge has had a serious effect on the various 
operations of Public Works, particularly the Water Divi- 
sion’s water pumping costs (see Water & Sewer Division Re- 
port). Most of the operations of the Department are affected 
by petroleum cost increases as fuel for machinery is a major 
need on almost every project. 


In addition to petroleum cost increases, other key sup- 
plies related to Public Works’ operations have increased to 
such an extent that project costs have increased greatly or, 
in many operations, the amount of work done has been re- 
duced to keep from overrunning budgeted allocations. 


The following are a few of the more drastic cost in- 
creases affecting our operations: ;

Daily requests for house numbers were received and as- 
signed. This office reminds those who do not know their 
number to please call or drop in and one will be assigned. 
Also, by a Town By-Law, you are required to put up numbers 
of at least 3 inches in height on or near your front door. 


The Assessors’ maps were brought up to date as of De- 
cember 31, 1973 and a good start has been made on plotting 
1974 transfers and subdivisions. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and re- 
quests by other departments, committees and individuals 
have been answered and/or complied with. Most notable of 
these are the numerous inspections by this office for the 
Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new subdivi- 
sions conform to Town regulations. The Water Division of 
the Department of Public Works has made many test wells 
which have to be located and plotted; those well sites which 
are acceptable must be located accurately and the property 
surrounding such wells must be surveyed and plans made 
for land takings. me 


Also during 1974, this Division has continued a program 
to define old road layouts which were not previously bounded 
out and replacing those bounds on defined layouts which have 
been destroyed or not set.

TREE WARDEN, PARK and SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 
by Joseph Figuerido, Tree Warden 


Park Division — Each year, Town progress reflects some 
changes in the responsibilities of the Tree Warden, Park and 
School Grounds Division. In 1974, Town Meeting action re- 
sulted in various additional duties including working on the 
Woods Hole to Falmouth Bicycle Path and miscellaneous 
School Department responsibilities. 


The maintenance of the new Falmouth High School com- 
plex has gradually been turned over to the Park Division. 
Seventeen acres of parking lots, beds, grass areas, and ath- 
letic fields will soon be Park responsibility. Budget increases 
were necessary with two permanent laborers and new equip- 
ment to be reflected in the Tree Warden, Park and School 
Grounds Division budget. 


A review of this year’s Tree and Park budget will show 
thirteen permanent men, eleven temporary 12-week summer 
men, and a five man tree crew in the Tree Division. The tot- 
al amount submitted to the Finance Committee for review 
and trimming for Salaries é& Wages is $181,422 and the total 
amount in the “all other” category show running expenses 
have increased to $77,775. 


The work of this Division has been thoroughly outlined 
in past reports and, therefore, will not be repeated at this 
time. However, noteworthy projects completed this year by 
the Park construction crew were: 


1. Falmouth High School 
(a) The construction and grading of two one-hun- 
dred-foot asphalt walks. 
(b) The releasing and pruning of all the oases sur- 
rounding the High School complex. 
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2. Woods Hole School 
(a) Playground area graded and resodded. 
(b) Railroad ties were installed on the bank to reduce 
erosion. 
(c) An asphalt walk was constructed to connect the 
play areas. 


3. Morse Pond School 


(a) Baseball infield was resurfaced with clay and 
trimmed with sod. 


4. North Falmouth School 
(a) The play area was upgraded. 


5. Lawrence School 
(a) Baseball infield resodded and clayed. 


6. New Falmouth Center Parking Area. 


(a) The Park and Tree Division planted several large 
trees and shrubs, along with major upkeep dur- 
ing its early sensitive stages when watering pro- 
grams were vital. 


Tree Division — Dutch Elm Disease — Elms growing 250 
feet along a public way were inspected for “wilting” or “flag- 
ging” during the summer months. Ninety-nine cultures were 
processed as a result of these surveys. Eighty-nine elm cul- 
tures were returned from the Shade Tree Laboratory at Am- 
herst as confirmed cases. Twenty-seven were recorded on 
public ways. Sixty-two were recorded confirmed cases on 
private property. State removal procedure was exercised as 
in the past. 


This count may seem high, but many of these Elms were 
weed or clusters of small backyard type elms. The only trees 
lost along Falmouth Center were privately owned on East 
Main Street. 


Spray Programs — The most obnoxious pest this year was 
the seventeen year “locust” who made its appearance during 
the summer months. This pest alarmed many residents with 
its noisy presence; however, the damage, as expected, was 
minor. 


Some oak twig damage was evident late in the Fall, but 
will not harm the trees. 

The usual standard spray programs were again performed 
in 1974: 
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A. Dormant Spray for Dutch Elm Disease in April. 

B. Fruit Tree Spray for Tent Caterpillar in May. 

C. Elm Leaf Beetle Spray in June and July. 

D. Selective Sprays for Japanese Beetle and Locust. 

E. Poison Ivy, Tick, and Wasp Spray when requested. 


In 1972, Congress amended “Fifra,” a Federal law under 
the authority of the Environmental Protection Agency, to 
control pesticides and their application, and to fully imple- 
ment one standard set of regulations throughout the United 
States. These guidelines must be implemented by 1976. Four 
important changes, among others, are as follows: 


1. Pesticide labeling will be perfected and under strict 
laws. 

2. Federal EPA will register all pesticides and will clas- 
sify them as either “restricted” of for “general use”. 


3. “General use” pesticides will be available to the gen- 
eral public; “restricted” pesticides will be available 
only to licensed personnel. 

4. States will develop plans for examinations for certi- 
fying applicators’ licenses which must be approved 
by Federal EPA before 1976. 


Presently, a State task force under the Executive Office 
of Environmental Affairs has assembled ten men represen- 
ting agriculture, forest, water, turf, seed, wild life, natural re- 
sources, and public health who will draft State regulations 
for applicators. 


All this means that new examinations and tests will be 
necessary for Town Tree Men and Supervisors and will also 
affect private property owners as well as commercial people. 


The Fall Dutch Elm Disease Conference was held at the 
Waltham Experimental Station where some of the most 
knowledgable scientists on Dutch Elm Disease were present. 
The lectures confirmed that no true cure to this destructive 
elm killer has yet surfaced. 


Lowden Tree Company, developers of the antibiotic ma- 
terial known as Ceraticide, had negative reports on some of 
their field experiments. 


Benolate, a fungicide sold by the Elm Tree Research In- 
stitutes, has also failed to impress the experts. 


The only promising reports forward were made by Dr. 
Francis W. Holmes from the University of Massachusetts on 
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an improved Elm beetle sex-attractant. This material will 
soon be available for field work and for Towns. 


The Tree Planting Program was continued as in the past 
with a progressive planting schedule. All requests for trees 
were processed through the Department of Public Works Of- 
fice and a total of 39 balled shade trees were planted along 
the streets, mostly as replacements of damaged trees or re- 
placements of tree mortalities on public ways. 


Many chores were performed by the Tree Warden, Park 
and School Grounds Division that sometimes go unnoticed. 
Here we list a few chores requested by other Town agencies 
and summer organizations: 

1. Nurses’ Fete — labor, greens, etc. 

. Tree Planting Committee — nursery maintenance 
. Christmas Lighting — Falmouth Green display 

. Garden Club — shrub and tree planting, etc. 

. Town Hall— disposing of obsolete records 

. Trucking — some use of our large truck 

. Summer field activities — lining fields, etc.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 
by Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 


The Highway Division, during 1974, continued work on 
drainage construction, sidewalk construction and mainte- 
nance, construction of streets accepted by Town Meeting, 
resurfacing of existing streets, and sealcoating. 


Street patching, road grading, painting, and repairs of 
guard rails was carried on throughout the year. 


Many private roads this year were not graded because of 
excessive low growth over the traveled way. All private roads 
that were trimmed and cut back by property owners were 
graded when time permitted. 
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HERRING RIVERS . | 

This spring the herring rivers (Trunk River, Salt River, 
Fresh River, and Little Pond) were cleared of excess sand and 
seaweed. With the completion of this work, very little main- 
tenance was needed during the summer and fall seasons. A 
northeast storm in November brought quite a large quantity 
of seaweed into Fresh River. This river will have to be 
cleaned again this coming spring. Bourne’s Pond inlet was 
closed by this storm and equipment was hired to open it. 
Another storm in December closed all the herring rivers and 
equipment was hired to open the channels. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF STREETS 2 Rit | 

A second section of Carriage Shop Road was reclaimed 
by the Bell & Flynn Company. As stated in the Annual Re- 
port of 1972, this method is quicker and less expensive than 
the old method of reclaiming or reconstructing old streets. 


LITTERING 

Littering, as always, is of major concern to this Division. 
It is endless and time consuming. This Division and many 
volunteer groups have spent many hours cleaning roadsides 
of litter. This litter puts an additional work load on the 
Division which could be doing more constructive work. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 

All new construction has been completed with the ex- 
ception of a top course of Type I Bituminous Concrete on 
Morris Street. Grading and seeding the shoulders of these 
roads will be completed this coming spring. 


DRAINAGE 
Drainage corrected this year is noted in the ‘drainage 
construction” section of this report. 


BRIDGES 

Bourne’s Pond Bridge has had repairs made as needed to 
safely carry the vehicular traffic. It needs extensive repairs 
to decking, stringers, and bents. This work should be accom- 
plished if this Bridge is to stay in use until relocation of the 
Bourne’s Pond inlet has been established and constructed. 


Other bridges in need of sandblasting and painting of 
the iron work are Railroad overpass, Route 151, Chapoquoit 
Road, and Quaker Road.

On October 31, 1974, Mrs. Mildred Wells retired after 
capably serving as Accounts Maintenance Clerk in the 
Water and Sewer Division Office for 21 years. Manuel Mar- 
tin retired on December 31, 1974, after 24 years of dedicated 
service as Meter Reader. 


At the Special Town Meeting on January 10, 1974, the 
Town voted $1,810,000.00 for water system improvements 
and $30,000.00 for test well exploration. 


During 1974, the following projects were completed in 
accordance with this program: 


Davisville Road—12-inch water main from Route 28 to Me- 
nauhant Road. (9,851 lineal feet) 


Woods Hole Road, Ransom Road, Bounty Lane, Sippewissett 
Road, Quissett Avenue—l6-inch water main from Mc- 
Callum Drive to High Street. (11,409 lineal feet) 


Seacoast Shores Boulevard—8-inch water main from Bay- 
Side Drive to Fenwick Road. (3,999 lineal feet) 


Wild Harbor Road —é8-inch water main from Waterside 
Drive to Loren Avenue. (1,581 lineal feet) 


Eleven (11) 24%-inch wells were installed and tested in seven 
areas of the Town. 


One (1) eight-inch test well was installed and an extended 
pumping test conducted in accordance with State Health 
Department requirements. 


During 1975, we will continue the Phase I Water System 
Improvement Program. 


One one-ton replacement service truck, one three- 
quarter ton meter installers van, and one © replacement sedan 
were. purchased and delivered. 


At the Water and Sewer Division Shop, the parking and 
storage area was regraded, oiled, and security fencing will 
be installed early in 1975. 


Ten obsolete fire hydrants were replaced during 1974 
and we completed the program of inspecting and recondi- 
tioning all Town hydrants. 

Chlorine safety alarms and a replacement standby elec- 
tric generator were installed at the Long Pond Pumping 
Station. 
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The overhead power and telephone lines for the meter- 
ing at the Quissett Standpipe were replaced with under- 
ground wiring and the same replacement will be made at 
the Woods Hole Standpipe early in 1975. 


The interior and exterior of the Waquoit valve chamber 
were painted and a ventilation system installed. 


The cost of electric power, fuel oil, and gasoline has 
increased 89 percent during 1974. This has resulted in a 55 
percent increase in water pumping costs with electric motor 
driven pumps and a 76 percent increase in water pumping 
costs with diesel driven pumps.

A total of nineteen premature babies born alive were 
reported to this department in 1974. Applicants requesting 
financial aid were referred to the Welfare Service to see if 
they were eligible for Medicaid. Medically needy families 
who are not eligible for Medicaid may still apply to the 
Board of Health. However, no financial assistance was re- 
quested from the Board of Health this past year. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office 
under refrigeration and are available to the Town doctors 
without cost. The Health Department is responsible for or- 
dering all State supplied biologics for the doctors, the Fal- 
mouth Hospital and for the Falmouth Nursing Association 
Clinics. 


The annual census of livestock was completed during 
the early part of 1974. 


A continuing effort of inspections were conducted of all 
food service establishments in Falmouth. This concentrated 
effort has served to raise the cleanliness and health stand- 
ards of all eating and drinking establishments. The Barn- 
stable County Health Department assisted in the inspec- 
tions. 


All schools, day care centers, and public swimming pools 
were inspected by the Barnstable County Health Depart- 
ment at various times throughout the year. 
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Leonard L. Costa, Health Agent, and Vincent M. Inness, 
Assistant Health Agent, Successfully completed a course in 
“Principles of Public Health Law” at Cape Cod Community 
College.

REPORT OF THE 
OLD TOWN CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Antone Furtado has continued to take care of the main- 
tenance of the Cemetery. Since this has been a very dry 
year, it was possible to mow fewer times. If the coming 
spring is normal for rainfall we believe that we will be able 
to return part of our budget to E & D. This will be in addi- 
tion to the amount appropriated at the last Special Town 
Meeting to pay late submitted bills, which amount will also 
be returned. 


Regular inspections have been made. Some damage 
done has been repaired. The Committee has had the wood 
entrance gate and short piece of fence at the cemetery prop- 
er entrance replaced. The old gate and fence had been con- 
tinually repaired but posts had finally rotted through at 
ground level and replacement was necessary. This work 
was done by the low bidder at a very low price. We now feel 
that we have a presentable entrance in time for the coming 
Bicentennial. 


Our greatest problem is needless and mischievous dam- 
age done either carelessly or deliberately. At our request, 
the school authorities changed the location of the school bus 
stop from in front of the main entrance gate. This has re- 
duced the number of school children waiting for the bus and 
also the damage done to plants and shrubbery. We would 
call to the attention of parents in the neighborhood that 
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motor bikes are not permitted on town property and they 
certainly have no place in a cemetery. Some damage is now 
being done on the entrance lane from Mill Road by unlaw- 
ful use of motor bikes. We feel that our policy of not per- 
mitting rubbing of stones has prevented additional damage. 


In October, the Green Thumb Garden Committee, a 
group of interested volunteers, planted ivy against the stone 
entrance walls. This they did at their own expense for 
plants and by their own labor. The Cemetery Committee 
wishes to thank the “Green Thumbs” publicly for their 
interest and for their work to beautify the cemetery en- 
trance. If all goes well, in a few years these walls will be 
ivy-covered and will enhance the gateway. 


There were no interments this year.

Advertising Town Committee 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


In 1974, the Board held twenty-five regular and twelve 
special meetings. There were eighteen hearings on sub- 
division plans and two sessions of hearings on zoning art- 
icles to come before Town Meeting. One hundred and seven 
other plans were endorsed “Approval Not Required” and 
thirty-two preliminary plans were considered. The number 
of new lots created by the subdivisions and other plans was 
approximately four hundred and fifty-six; the number last 
year was just above six hundred. 


As reported last year, the Board attempted to redefine 
and expand the Town’s Historical Districts, establish clearly 
the “effective date” of zoning changes voted and prohibit 
further residential subdivisions in all Agricultural districts. 
The Historical District articles and the “effective date” art- 
icle were voted unanimously by Town Meeting, but disap- 
proved by the Attorney General, in the first case on the 
grounds that there now exists general legislation on the sub- 
ject, to which the Town should conform, and in the second 
case, on the grounds that the Town’s article attempted to 
interpret and define precisely the meaning and intent of 
part of a general law (Chap. 40-A) which is a function of 
the Courts. In a much delayed and lengthy decision, the 
Attorney General disapproved the article banning residen- 
tial developments in Agricultural districts, which had been 
voted by Town Meeting after much debate. 


In an attempt to get over the Histrical District hurdle, 
the Town has filed, through Representative Richard E. Ken- 
dall, legislation to permit the Town to continue to control 
its Historical Districts under Chap. 40-A, G.L., as it has in 
the past, rather than be forced to accept the State’s Historic 
Zoning statute (Chap. 40-C, G.L.), which the Board feels 
has several undesirable features. The Board is hopeful that 
such permissive legislation will be passed, but at this writ- 
ing, in late January, the committee hearing on this bill 
(H4737) will not be until early April, with floor action some 
time beyond that, so that presumably action on the Board’s 
three Historical District articles in the 1975 Annual T.M. 
Warrant will have to be referred to a next (Special) Town 
Meeting. 


So far, the Board has been unable to compose what 
might be an alternate, approvable amendment to ban or con- 
trol residential developments in Agricultural districts. No 
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progress has been made in resolving the multiple dwelling- 
hotel-condominium problem. On another tack, the Board is 
proposing amendments to the Zoning By-law which would 
make any future residential construction in Business and 
Light Industrial districts possible only by Special Permit by 
the Board of Appeals. 

The Flood Plain zoning, as proposed and pushed by the 
U.S. Dept./H.U.D., has been referred several times, and will 
reappear in the 1975 An. T.M. Warrant, but at this writing, it 
appears that further referral will be in order, since the Town 
and Federal groups involved still have a number of un- 
resolved differences and determinations. 

At the Annual Election, pursuant to an earlier Town 
Meeting vote, membership of the Board was increased from 
seven to nine. Immediately after the election, one former 
member resigned, and a successor appointed for the balance 
of the electoral year. 


After considerable effort by the sub-committee attempt- 
ing to find a planning director, as authorized early in the 
year, and interviews with various aspirants, no satisfactory 
person had been found to fill the position. As an alternative 
the Board invited a proposal from one of the applicants to 
revise, up-date and evaluate existing master maps and stud- 
ies and adjust the Zoning By-law text and the Subdivision 
Regulations. As this report is going to press, the proposal 
has been accepted. 

Various legal matters involving the Board are still pend- 
ing before the Courts. 

The Board wishes to express its appreciation to its tech- 
nical and secretarial assistants for their dedicated work and 
to the various other Town Boards, Committees and officials 
who have assisted it.

September fourth marked the beginning of our sixth 
year at the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical 
School with an enrollment of 567. Our school is in operation 
from 7:45 a.m. to 2:20 p.m. for our regular day program and 
from 2:30 p.m. to 5 p.m. for our supplementary program. 


The Supplementary Program is designed to offer as much 
occupational education as possible to the students of the five- 
town district. Although the students who attend from 2:30 
p.m. to 5:00 p.m. will not be able to receive the same amount 
of training as our full-time day students, we feel it is a 
good program which offers many opportunities to explore 
the various occupations. The length of the school day still 
creates a problem for those students whose sending schools 
do not provide released time. This means that if the sending 
school is not able to adjust a youngster’s schedule, he must 
be in school from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. We feel that if this 
program is to continue, the sending school must adopt a 
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more flexible schedule to shorten the length of time a stu- 
dent must attend before coming to the Upper Cape Regional 
at 2:30 p.m. 


Our Cooperative Program is now in its fourth year, and 
considering the economy, it is still working very well. The 
program. not only offers an opportunity for a student to 
receive more on-the-job training while earning money but 
it alleviates the overcrowding in our shops. 


In order to offer more opportunities for girls at the 
Upper Cape Regional, we are developing a new Health Serv- 
ices Program which we hope will be operational by Septem- 
ber 1975. The program will begin with the ninth and eleventh 
grades participating during the first year and continue the 
following year with a full offering to all four grades. It will 
include dietary aide, nurse aide, health services assistant, 
and medical office aide. We intend to submit a proposal to 
the State Department of Education for full funding. In the 
past, we have been funded for all new programs and we feel 
Sure that we will once again be successful. 


This year is no exception to years past in that our stu- 
dents have contributed many thousands of dollars’ worth of 
labor in a variety of projects on town-owned property and 
for non-profit organizations in our five towns. The high- 
light of this year’s projects is the construction of a complete 
new house. In this house-building program we are able to 
utilize many shops, such as, drafting, electrical, carpentry, 
masonry, plumbing and heating, and painting and decorat- 
ing. This endeavor has been so rewarding to the students 
and so successful economically to the non-profit organiza- 
tion sponsoring the project that we are currently seeking a 
Similar undertaking for the coming year. 


With the completion of four tennis courts, our intra- 
mural athletic program has been expanded one step further, 
and in September 1975 we will include tennis as another 
interscholastic sport. 


The Regional School District, in the way of financial 
assistance in 1974, received $355,646.00 representing 88% of 
our 50% reimbursement of net operating expense, and 
$75,249.84 or 91% of the transportation reimbursement. Also 
received was $660.97 for a library grant and $20,353.00 under 
PL 81-874 for federally connected pupils. 
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In addition to this money, the towns of Bourne, Fal- 
mouth, Sandwich, and Wareham were entitled to receive an 
additional fifteen percent of their Chapter 70 entitlement. 


Bourne’s fifteen percent amounted to $104,432.00 
Falmouth’s fifteen percent amounted to 88,408.00 
Sandwich’s fifteen percent amounted to 21,402.00 
Wareham’s fifteen percent amounted to 53,094.00 


It is important to note that these funds are sent directly 
to the communities, not to the regional school district, as an 
additional fifteen percent state aid given only to com- 
munities who are part of a regional district. However, there 
is no requirement that the funds be used for the school 
budget. These also are entitlements, not distributions. Dis- 
tribution is made on the basis of funds available. 


I would like once again to thank my fellow school com- 
mittee members and advisory board members, all school 
employees, and the town and school officials of our district 
for their interest, concern, and support. The success of our 
school is due to the help and cooperation of all of these 
people.

During 1974, your committee has conducted 15 meetings 
in an effort to bring to conclusion Falmouth’s largest building 
project ever undertaken. At times the work of this commit- 
tee has been frustrating and rewarding. The project is essen- 
tially complete. A few problems are left to be completed, one 
of which is legal action concerning the field house roof. High- 
lights of 1974 are enumerated below. 


Dedication — October 28, 1974 


The new Falmouth High School was officially dedicated 
and presentation to the School Committee was made this date, 
after more than a year of occupancy and use.

Bids and Contracts 


During 1974, your committee supervised the completion 
of Furniture and Equipment contracts awarded in 1973. Land- 
scape rebidding was supervised and a contract awarded to 
Francisco Tavares, Inc. in the amount of $18,749. 


Bids were invited and a contract awarded to Air Systems 
Engineering Corp. in the amount of $12,898. for modifying the 
ventilation systems in the Industrial Arts areas to comply 
with State building codes. 


Numerous small contracts for installation of equipment 
were also processed in 1974. 


Change Orders 


During the year, your committee processed change orders 
number 36 to 41 to the General Contract. The net credit to 
the contract was for $20,303.38. 


Operations of the Building 


Under the watchful eye of Building Plant Manager Joseph 
Montle, a thorough shakedown and operational procedures 
for the building were developed and the committee was ap- 
praised of problems concerning building and equipment guar- 
antees. 


Arbitration 


Town Counsel and the Architect defended the School 
Building Needs Committee in arbitration proceedings initiated 
by the painting sub-contractor and the general contractor, 
Northgate Construction Corp. The result was a settlement in 
the amount of $5,600 in favor of the sub-contractor. The 
final amount was substantially less that the $18,042 originally 
claimed by the sub-contractor, Artesani Painting Co. 


Problem Areas 
Major problem areas remaining to be dealt with include 


the persistent field house roof leaking and imperfections in 
the field house flooring material or sub flooring. 


Landscaping problems which have been present since 
the early stages of construction have almost been resolved 
largely through the committee’s acceptance of a credit from 
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the general contractor and an award of a contract to local 
landscape contractor Francisco Tavares, Inc. for rebuilding 
the athletic fields. 


Design Citation 


Falmouth High School was the recipient of a building 
design citation by the American Association of School Ad- 
ministrators in 1974. 


Expanded Committee 


Town meeting action of 1973 which increased the School 
Committee from six to nine members, and the appointment 
of two additional “at large’ members to the School Building 
Needs Committee increased your committee size to eighteen 
potential members. 


After a year’s operation under this enlarged committee, 
your committee is sponsoring an article in the Annual Town 
Meeting warrant asking the Town to consider modifying the 
size and composition of the School Building Needs Committee 
for the future. 

Financial Condition

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Your School Committee has just completed a most un- 
usual year. In sharp contrast to the previous year when the 
Committee was on the defensive because of conditions as- 
sociated with the opening of the new high school it has 
tried to cope with its own set of internal problems associated 
with basic differences of educational philosophy and school 
management that committee members hold. 


In the not too distant past unanimous votes on issues 
were the rule. Today they are the exception. Split votes 
characterize Committee action. The chairperson is placed 
in the very unique position of casting the tie breaking vote 
on many issues. This phenomenon arose when the Commit- 
tee was enlarged to include a membership of nine. It now 
takes longer to conduct Committee business because there 
are more voices to be heard and more differences that must 
be settled. It is much more difficult to get policy statements 
from the Committee particularly in those areas where basic 
philosophic positions are radically different. Employment 
practices and discipline are but two examples of areas that 
caused much discussion among the members. With the sexes 
aS evenly divided as possible on a nine member board, the 
issues that surface from the need to implement the new laws 
against discrimination in the schools have provoked some 
interesting dialogues. 


The Committee members have taken the changeover in 
membership in stride. They are gradually developing a bet- 
ter sense of the objectives and responsibilities of School Com- 
mittee work. They are beginning to assign subcommittees to 
become more directly involved with certain issues which 
come before the Committee. Members are asked to work 
with other Town Committees in order to help coordinate 
total town efforts. They attend conferences, seminars and 
meetings held by the Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees (MASC) and by the New England School De- 
velopment Council, (NESDEC), to which organizations the 
Committee belongs. There is a wide range of topics explored 
at these meetings including collective bargaining, teacher 
evaluation, implementation of the anti-discrimination law, 
implementation and financial implications of the new laws 
pertaining to education for children with special needs, and 
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characteristics of good school committee members and 
school committees. 


Your members serve as delegates to the MASC, repre- 
sent the Committee at regional or area School Committee 
meetings, keep abreast of legislation which affects schools, 
education and finances and follow educational trends through 
subscriptions to the MASC journal. Other pamphlets, mag- 
azines and newsworthy items are made available to the Com- 
mittee by the administration. 


The Committee has become more aware of the need for 
a policy handbook. With the increase in membership and 
the election of new members such a book would help new 
members to learn the operating rules sooner. The Committee 
now subscribes to the National School Board Educational 
Policy service. Among the materials provided are binders, 
sample policy statements and a monthly publication con- 
taining information about a variety of educational matters 
that require policy statements by the Committee. 


Through the year the Committee copes with a wide 
variety of issues and examples of these are described later 
on in the school report. Each year there are significant ones 
that absorb much time, generate much discussion and have 
long range implications for the schools and Town. This year 
the Committee has approved two studies. One relates to 
Space needs and the other to top level management. The 
Committee viewed each area as critical enough to warrant 
the expenditure of funds to obtain data to guide its planning 
in the years ahead. 


Another significant issue was the revelation in mid- 
summer that there was a deficit in the school lunch program 
that required a special Town meeting in order to authorize 
the transfer of funds from the current budget and to obtain 
an appropriation from the Town to pay back bills.- This ex- 
perience was a highly emotional one and brought the Com- 
mittee under the attack of other town agencies.. A more 
complete record of the problem appears further on in the 
report. 


Collective bargaining is a central force that requires 
Committee actions. It has used a professional negotiator for 
some years now to sit with the Superintendent during nego- 
tiations. This year finds the Committee negotiating new 
contracts with the Falmouth Educators’ Association for Unit 
“A”, the Teachers; Unit “B”, the Administrators’; and Unit 
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“C” the Paraprofessionals (Teacher Aids). Already the Com- 
mittee has negotiated with the Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Ware- 
housemen and Helpers Union Local 59, for the contract with 
its custodians. The Cafeteria workers have asked the Com- 
mittee to recognize its Association as the sole bargaining 
unit for its members. The clerical workers have their own 
association also. It is apparent that much time will be given 
to collective bargaining. With the problems created by in- 
flation and unemployment, the Committee has a particu- 
larly difficult task ahead during this negotiating period. 


The Committee continues to face its responsibilities with 
vigor and understanding. It continues to meet with the Stu- 
dent Advisory Council from the high school and derives much 
pleasure and insight through the open exchanges of ideas 
and information. It went on record in support of the Article 
in the Warrant submitted by the students. Falmouth should 
have no fear about the quality of performance of its school 
committee members. The best evidence of this character- 
istic is its growing refusal to hold executive sessions from 
which the public is excluded. It intends to be responsive to 
the public which elects its membership. It earnestly requests 
your attention to its deliberations and invites you to attend 
its meetings.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and to the 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


As I near the end of two years as your Superintendent 
of Schools I find that the position has changed radically in 
that short period of time. The demands upon time and energy 
have increased. The magnitude and variety of issues that 
come to the Office of the Superintendent are infinitely great- 
er than ever before. The need to provide balance and stabil- 
ity in today’s schools when all about seems in conflict and 
controversy is more essential than ever but seems less possible 
of achievement at times. When long range planning would 
seem the wisest use of administrator’s time, the press of 
daily survival in the marketplace of short range decision 
making absorbs the time and energies. 


In my report I shall follow the same pattern as estab- 
lished over the past three or four years. I view the school 
report for the Annual Town Report as both an information 
center of timely material related to schools and programs as 
they presently exist and a record of this year’s events in the 
long march of the history of education in Falmouth that can 
be followed in later years by those interested in the past and 
the changing emphases in education over time. 


PART I—A Compilation of School Committee Actions 


The public has little or no conception of what is required 
and demanded of those citizens who take out the necessary 
papers to run for School Committee and then are elected to 
that high office. I use the term “high” because it is one of 
the most responsible positions any citizen in the community 
can hold, a voluntary commitment to serve the children and 
youth of the Town. Committee members are elected to repre- 
sent all children regardless of geographical location in the 
Town, color, race, religion, sex, creed or any other categor- 
ical terms that anyone wishes to apply. 


I am sure that those elected often wonder about the 
“highness” of the position. Each one is vulnerable to pres- 
sure from all sides to change or modify the system. Each 
one has to learn the system and understand the role of the 
“school committee person” and the educational exercise is a 
slow and uncomfortable one. To sit with eight others who 
Share the same responsibilities in fifty or more four-hour 
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sessions is a wearing experience especially if the members 
are divided on the issues which come before the Committee. 
It takes stamina, courage and dedication to continue to re- 
turn to meetings, or to run for election one or more times 
with the full realization that the days, months and years 
ahead are filled with unpredictable circumstances over which 
committee members have little control. | 


There are a few interested citizens who come regularly 
to school committee meetings who must sense the extent of 
the physical and emotional demands made upon these good 
people, your school committee members. I can only try to 
give you a list of some actions that the Committee has taken 
this past year. If you can read between the lines you may 
too begin to sense the agonies, frustrations and elations 
which accompany the debates and discussions of issues 
which come before them. 


The actions stated below come directly from the min- 
utes of the meetings and are paraphrased by me for the 
sake of brevity. There may be others that have been omitted 
but which, over the years, may have more lasting impact. My 
insight into the future is often clouded as some may testify 
to based on my record of storm predictions at 5:00 a.m. 


1, Offered the motion to ask Town Meeting for recon- 
sideration of the warrant article increasing the School 
Committee membership from six to nine by substituting 
the words “to increase the membership from six to 
seven and to form a committee to study the need for 
additional membership.” 

2. Held an evaluation session with the Superintendent of 
Schools following his first six months in office. 

3. Approved the appointments to staff to fill positions in 

_ the interscholastic and intramural programs. 

4. Awarded contracts for transportation of regular day 

school students, special education students, and kin- 
dergarten pupils. 

5. Approved the purchase of uniforms for cafeteria work- 

io ers.” 

6. Tabled action on the satellite feeding program for the 
Mullen-Hall School. 

7. Set the tuition rates for attendance at the Falmouth 

~~ Schools by non-residents - elementary (K- 4) $850; mid- 
dle schools (5-8) $910; and high school (9-12) $1,152.

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Voted to change the opening and closing times of the 
schools from January 11, 1974 to February 15, 1974 be- 
cause of the requests from the Governor of Massachu- 
setts and the Commissioner of Education to safeguard 
children during the period of time when the change to 
daylight savings time made early morning travel haz- 
ardous.

Met with the Student Advisory Council to discuss the 
results of a student conducted opinion survey about 
issues relating to the school that provoked negative at- 
titudes in the community. 


Approved the Collaborative agreement among the towns 
of Harwich, Yarmouth and Falmouth to engage in a 
Cooperative Environment Education Project at the Na- 
tional Seashore. 

Voted to approve the retirement announcement from 
Eleanor Capel, first grade teacher at the Mullen-Hall 
School, after forty years of service. 

Voted the recommendation of the Superintendent to 
relieve the Director of Physical Education of those du- 
ties relating to Athletics. 

Presented the budget to the Finance Committee and 
held an open meeting for the general public at which 
the budget was explained. 

Voted to take no action on the application for a sea- 
sonal liquor license by an establishment close to the 
Woods Hole School.

Voted to employ Paul F. Olenick, Superintendent of 
Schools, Robert Berquist, Assistant Superintendent of 
School and Donald Johnson, Business Manager for three 
year periods commencing April 1, 1974. 

Voted to approve the recommendation of the Superin- 


_tendent to implement a transitional bi-lingual program 


for non-English speaking students. 


Considered and defeated the request of the newly elected 
members to the School Committee to hold an executive 
session as soon as possible to reconsider staff contracts 
and tenure placements that the Committee voted on 
March 26, 1974.

Approved the recommendation of the Superintendent to 
transfer one teacher from the Woods Hole School be- 
cause of declining enrollment to the North Falmouth 
School and transfer a half-time aid position from the 
North Falmouth School to the Woods Hole School. 


Authorized liability insurance for School Committee 
members and certain school administrators. 


Received a report comparing salaries of school depart- 
ment clerical staff with others in the Town in Similar 
capacities as a result of a letter from the Personnel 
Board that questioned school policies. 


Authorized its sub-committee studying the school lunch 
program to ask for an audit by state authorities. 

Voted unanimously to enforce no smoking regulations 
at school committee meetings. 

Approved the appointment of Richard Sherman, Rec- 
reation Director for the Town, to fill the position of

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night school supervisor, an action which brings two 
Town Committees interested in the youth and adults of 
the Town together for planning and operating programs. 


Discussed the need for policy statements in regard to 
visits to the schools by school committee members. 


Requested a special town meeting in order to submit 
articles pertaining to the payment of overdue bills in- 
curred in the school lunch program operation. 


Approved the individual school handbooks as presented 
for submission to the State Department of Education as 
the official policy statements governing students in each 
school. 


Continued with discussion debate and differences con- 
cerning the role of school committee members in the 
operation of the schools. 


Heard the Superintendent make a presentation con- 
cerning the need for a management study of central 
administration operation. 


Executed an agreement with the consultant firm of 
Engelhardt and Engelhardt, Inc. of New York to con- 
duct a comprehensive survey of its existing school build- 
ing facilities and its school building needs for a period 
of the next ten years at a cost of $4,500. 

Reviewed the status of the school lunch program situ- 
ation in preparation for the special Town meeting called 
for that purpose and for other town matters. 

Began discussing the impact of Chapter 622 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, Equal Opportunity Law, upon programs, serv- 
ices and policies of the school department. 

Accepted the resignation of Burton Newman, Principal 
of the Morse Pond School. 


Received a letter from the School Cafeteria Workers’ 
Association asking to be recognized for purposes of col- 
lective bargaining. 

Voted down the motion to reconsider the vote on the 
resignation of the principal of the Morse Pond School 
until the Committee could talk with him. 

Accepted the recommendation of the Assistant Super- 
intendent to participate in the Assessment project spon- 
sored by the State Department of Education. 


Approved the job description for the principal of the 


Morse Pond School and the time schedule for filling the 
position. 
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86. Asked the administration to consider ways to improve 
the accounting system in the business office so that 
questions about finance can be answered immediately. 


87. Considered constraints to be placed upon the adminis- 
tration in the process of developing the budget for the 
1975-76 school year. 

88. Participated in discussions concerning the use of team 
locker spaces at Falmouth High School and the relation- 
ship of the projected plan to the intent of Chapter 622. 


89. Heard an analysis of the transportation bids for the 
school year 1975-76. 

90. Voted to consider only local candidates for the prin- 
cipalship of the Morse Pond School. 


91. Voted to allow both boys and girls to use the Field 
House for practice on Sunday afternoons. 


92. Approved a contract with Engelhardt and Engelhardt, 
Inc. to provide a top management study simultaneously 
with the survey of school building needs at a cost not 
to exceed $3,000. 


PART II—Reflections and Hopes of the Superintendent 


I am now just beginning to understand the full meaning 
of the word “change”. If you read back in recent town 
reports my main exphasis has been upon that theme. I 
think, in the dark recesses of my mind, I believed that the 
rapidity with which change took place would decrease, that 
the impacts on the system would be less dramatic, that some 
Stability to the system might come as the change process 
Slowed. Time, though, has disproved my beliefs. Change is 
still with us, at the same velocity, if not higher, with the 
Same traumatic effects on us all. So once again I’d like to 
look back on the events that I felt had some influence on 
education in Falmouth and to consider those faint images 
of things to come which now appear on the horizon, but 
before we know it are described as changes that have al- 
ready taken place. : 


Change in School Committee Membership 
from Six to Nine Members 


Referred to a year ago was the vote of Town Meeting 
to increase the membership on the School Committee from 
six to nine. The effective date of that change was in April, 
1974, immediately following the Town elections. Coming 
onto the School Committee at that -time were three new 
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members to fill the three newly created positions. In addi- 
tion to the new electees, a fourth new member was added 
when incumbent, Winslow Weeks, chose not to campaign 
for another term. Thus four new members joined the group 
at the same time which compounded the problem immeasur- 
ably, simply because of the newness of members to policies 
and procedures of School Committee operation which usual- 
ly takes years to assimilate. The Superintendent and the 
central office staff had to learn to cope with this problem 
and the exercise has been a time-consuming and emotion 
draining one. The Town should recognize that only one 
third of the Committee has served more than one term and 
one of these members was just beginning his fourth year. 
Only those closely connected with the operation of schools 
can begin to understand the problems associated with the 
changes brought about by increased membership on the 
Committee and by lack of experience with School Commit- 
_ tee operation. This situation will not go away since each year 
there will be an election to fill three positions on the Com- 
mittee. The year 1975 becomes another critical one in the 
life of the Committee because, in addition to the three mem- 
bers mentioned earlier, another member, Winfield Schley, has 
announced his intention to resign from the Committee in 
April thus opening a fourth vacancy on the Committee, the 
completion of two years of a three year term. It may be 
that the incumbents are returned to office to provide the 
Committee with experience, but then one or more new can- 
didates may be elected. 


Changes in Staff Through Retirement 


Each year the aging process takes its toll among the 
staff. Time waits for no man or woman and teachers are 
not exempt. In fact, I am sure there are those school de- 
partment employees who would agree that the rigors of 
teaching hasten the process. This past year brought more 
than the usual number of retirements. The names are listed 
below for all to see and to remember for their steadfastness 
to job responsibilities. 

The Committee and Town owe them a debt of gratitude 
and I shail try to repay it by this recognition for noteworthy 
services.

Others in non-teaching positions are sadly missed. Serop 
Keseian, custodian at the Administration Building, has re- 
tired. Robert Murray, transportation supervisor, passed away 
in October leaving behind fond memories of a man dedi- 
cated to the safety of children who ride buses. 


As the system grows too many staff members become 
but names or even worse, numbers. The retirees were known 
to a smaller circle of friends who associated with them daily. 
The larger group of teachers is largely unaffected by their 
departure. This small bit of recogntion is a reminder to us 
all of their significant contributions to the community of 
Falmouth. Let the memories of their good service stay with 
us and move us to continue their image. 


Schools 


I can respond with praise for teachers, administrators 
and non-teaching staff members who accepted the challenge 
of this new year in a reorganized school system and worked 
hard to make it a successful change. Every school ran 
Smoothly except the high school where the newness of build- 
ing, program and staff prolonged the adjustment period. 
During the summer vacation many teachers and adminis- 
trators participated in in-service projects designed to enable 
the school to open more calmly and surely in 1974 than it 
did in 1973. The principal and house administrators planned 
a master schedule with Dr. Ernest Anderson of the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts to ensure a better schedule of clas- 
ses for students under the modular plan. A level of respon- 
sibility system was worked out for students to help determine 
guidelines to apply to their uses of unassigned time. Students 
were given more time in class for each subject and had to 
take more subjects per quarter. 
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The administration is still faced with the need to develop 
the house concept. The principal has given more responsi- 
bilities to housemasters for the people and program that are 
assigned to their houses. The administration is working for 
ways to help students develop an identity with the school 
possibiy through activities that relate to a house. 


. The Morse Pond School has experienced an upheaval 
this year with the resignation of its principal, Burton New- 
man, in November. He worked hard to make the transition 
from the elementary schools to a central school a smooth 
one for all concerned. He achieved the goal before he left. 


The Woods Hole School and community continue to live 
under the threat of closure because of declining enrollment. 
The Committee asked its administrators to develop the 1975- 
76 budget with the Woods Hole School included. A decision 
about the school wili not be made until the Engelhardt re- 
port is submitted and studied. 


During the year it was necessary to make some minor 
adjustments in staffing patterns in several schools. For ex- 
ample I recommended the reduction in the staff at the 
Mullen-Hall School and the Woods Hole School by one mem- 
ber each. A new teacher was added to the North Falmouth 
School because of increased enrollments. A full-time teacher 
of students with learning disabilities was added at the high 
school as was a half-time teacher in the same area at Mullen- 
Hall School. The teachers were possible without requests for 
additional appropriations because enrollments in kindergar- 
tens in three schools did not warrant the hiring of one and 
one-half teachers which were budgeted for in April, 1974. 


The maintenance team continues to keep the buildings 
in good repair and it is a distinct pleasure to watch them 
at work and observe the results of their labors. On a daily 
basis the custodians keep the buildings open, warm and 
clean and without their full support the schools would not 
be the comfortable places in which to work as they now are. 


Not enough can be said for the secretaries in the build- 
ings who answer the telephones, meet the public, mother the 
children and still carry on with the many clerical tasks as- 
signed to them. 


Relationship with the Falmouth Educators’ Association 


A fact of life in today’s educational world for the Super- 
intendent is the need to establish a good working relation- 
ship with collective bargaining units. For teachers the 
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agency is the Falmouth Educators’ Association. Good rela- 
tionships demand good faith in discussions. Those of us 
directly involved in the process have managed to remain 
friends outside the hearings or discussions that involve in- 
terpretations of contract language. All is business like dur- 
ing hearings or discussion periods. 


I would be naive if I held to the notions there never 
would be differences. The Association has the task to see to 
it that the Contract is upheld. If disputes arise there are 
attempts to settle them through the grievance process which 
usually starts at the building level with the principal and 
then moves to the Superintendent and finally to the Com- 
mittee. If the dispute still exists, the matter is taken to 
arbitration for a ruling that decides the issue. 


This year the Association took grievances to arbitration 
that involved disputes over violations of the vacancy post- 
ing articles in the Contract. Still to be heard is a grievance 
associated with the change of program at the Lawrence 
School from a seven period work day to an eight period 
work day. 


A new article in the Contract has been the source of 
some difficulty this year. Since the Association showed sev- 
enty percent membership as of June 1, 1974, it could assess 
an agency service fee to all those who chose not to belong 
as dues paying members. The Association set the fee at the 
same level as the dues, $130. Eight teachers challenged the 
amount, not the concept. They claimed the amount should 
be commensurate with the amount needed for collective bar- 
gaining and contract administration as stated in the law. 
The School Committee rescinded its vote of acceptance of 
the provision until it was sure the amount established was 
in conformance with the law. At this writing the grievance 
by the Association has been heard by the School Committee. 
The Association has asked the Committee to collect the fees 
from the non-paying teachers or dismiss them. 


Prior to the October 1 deadline the Association an- 
nounced its intent to renegotiate its contract. The Falmouth 
Educators’ Association will represent the teachers, the ad- 
ministrators and the paraprofessionals in this year’s col- 
lective bargaining sessions. The Cafeteria Workers have 
applied to Labor Relations Commission to bargain collectively 
and have requested the School Committee to recognize it as 
the sole bargaining agent for cafeteria employees. 
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This year will be a particularly busy one for the central 
administration because of the number of different contracts 
to be negotiated during a particularly unfavorable economic 
climate. 

Management Study 

After a detailed review of the many demands that are 
placed upon central office administrative personnel I recom- 
mended to the Committee that it engage an outside agency 
to conduct a top level management study to help determine 
the need for additional positions in the central office. Our 
indepth analysis during the summer suggested that there 
were areas of responsibility that three of us were unable to 
attend to. Instructional programs and personnel needs were 
the two most significant ones. Since Engelhardt and Engel- 
hardt, Inc. were completing a space needs study it seemed 
appropriate to contract with that agency to do the manage- 
ment study also. The Committee agreed and sometime in 
the spring that report should give direction to us all for 
future planning. 

Curriculum 

It makes little sense to talk about School Committee 
policies, management studies, collective bargaining, space 
needs and the like without reference to what schools are for. 
Falmouth has accepted the goals statements as developed 
at the State level. As a supplement to them there are im- 
plementation and amplification statements developed local- 
ly. There is a great need to translate the broad and general 
statements into performance goals that can be achieved 
through a variety of curricula offerings. It is in the study 
and analysis of program direction and the development of 
curricula in the several academic areas that may eventually 
lead to continuity of programs from grade to grade. The 
day may be gone when there is a standard set of exercises, 
objectives or standards which are applied to everyone equal- 
ly. The need for a stated program remains as strong in to- 
day’s educational environment as in the past. 


The School Committee recently adopted a program in 
the social studies to be used in grades one through eight. 
It will take two years to phase in the program and longer 
than that to evaluate its effect. Other curriculum areas 
such as language arts and health require the same intense 
examination. There are committees at the elementary 
school level and at the middle school levels that are working 
to produce programs that can be accepted by all teachers. 
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I am using principals to chair these committees and asking 
all interested staff to participate in the projects. There will 
be efforts made to organize a system-wide curriculum coun- 
cil with parent participation. Already committees are or- 
ganized to review current reporting practices and to recom- 
mend a system that will help tie the several levels together 
as well as providing some uniformity among the practices 
used in the several elementary schools. 


I personally feel there is a great need to examine our 
total language arts program, including reading, at all levels. 
I would hope we could give high priority to that Projegs in 
the coming year. 


I could touch upon other areas and issues that concern 
me. Some topics are developed more fully in other parts of 
the school report such as the space needs report and the 
school lunch program and I encourage your perusal of them. 
In addition to the language arts study referred to earlier I 
have to attach high priority to finding techniques to help 
all of us perform more effectively than we do, to find ways 
to keep all the publics interested in school affairs better in- 
formed, to help the School Committee become a more ef- 
fective and efficient policy board, and to help us all meet the 
demands that new legislation places upon us and rightfully 
so in those areas that affect the rights of all, students, par- 
ents and teachers. 


My year has had its personal rewards even though it 
has been a hard one. I’m appreciative of the support I have 
received from the School Committee, administrators, staff, 
students and the community. I recognize the heavy respon- 
Sibility I carry and pledge myself to work in the best inter- 
ests of all those affected by what we do in the schools.

A PROBLEM WITH UNPAID BILLS 


In retrospect, the most conspicuous event of the school 
year was the announcement in August, 1974 that there was 
a deficit in the school lunch services account. Required from 
the Town was money to pay back bills incurred during the 
1973-74 school year ending June 30, 1974 and additional 
money to cover anticipated losses for the school year 1974- 
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75. Complicating the problem was the realization that the 
working capital of $50,000. appropriated for use in 1974-75 
to put the program on a paying basis from the moment the 
first lunches were served had already been spent to pay a 
portion of the unpaid bills from the previous year. In prior 
years vendors had to wait for payment until the program 
generated money through the sale of lunches and the receipt 
of reimbursements from the State Department. 


The announcement of the deficit raised a whole series 
of issues that involved the School Committee, the Finance 
Committee and the office of the Selectmen. Immediately 
there were concerns about the use of Public Law 874 moneys, 
about the credit rating of the Town, about the reasons for 
the delay in reporting the deficit, about the reasons for the 
deficit, about the financial and cost accounting procedures 
of the school department, about the need for an audit by 
the State Bureau of External Audits, about the need for a 
subcommittee of the School Committee to study the situ- 
ation, about the account in the current budget where moneys 
could be found, and about the need for a Town Committee 
to investigate. 


School officials attempted to answer many concerns 
through written and oral reports to the School Committee. 
There was probably more paper used by the School Depart- 
ment in developing narratives and in making statistical 
charts to explain the situation, more print in local news 
papers, and more intense discussions at school committee 
meetings and at meetings of other Town officials than any 
other Town problem in recent years. 

It is beyond the scope of this article to provide much 
detail. The school lunch program is rather complicated in 
its operation and funding. In recent years the School De- 
partment has not received appropriations from the town in 
the amount necessary to sustain it for the full year. Moneys 
that accrue to the program from the sale of lunches and the 
reimbursements that come to the Town because of the pro- 
gram are placed in a revolving account (authorized by State 
Law) and operating expenses are paid from that account 
and appropriations. 

There were a number of factors that contributed to the 
development of the problem. I list them below in no parti- 
cular order of priority. 

1. The budget year that ended June 30, 1974 was the end 
of an eighteen month budget period that began Janu- 
ary 1, 1973. Estimates for the budget period were made 
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as early as the fall of 1972. Prices of food and labor 
costs changed during that time period. 


In March 1973 the School Committee approved the ap- 
pointment of a Supervisor of Food Services. He was not 
involved in the preparation of the budget for the eigh- 
teen month period nor was he involved in the planning 
for the new high school cafeteria. 


During the time when he should have been acquainting 
himself with the overall operation and supervision of 
the food program, the newly appointed supervisor had 
to spend considerable on-site time at the new high 
school helping the unit manager and the workers learn 
how to operate new equipment and plan feeding sched- 
ules for a 1,600 student school with a central kitchen 
and three cafeteria feeding stations and a snack bar. 


The School Committee authorized the employment of 
a clerk for the Food Services program on a half-time 
basis in December, 1973 and on a full-time basis begin- 
ning July 1, 1974. As the clerk became familiar with the 
operation and the supervisor had more time to devote 
to the total program, more complete records became 
available after July 1, 1974, an essential understanding 
behind the reasons for the delay in reporting the amount 
of the deficit. 


During the first six months of 1974 food prices escalated 
at a tremendous pace, far outstripping estimates made 
in 1972. 


The rising costs of other-than-food products placed 
heavy demands on available funds in the all-other ac- 
count and in federal moneys which ordinarily would 
have been used to offset any deficit. 


During the period of time of changes in the superin- 
tendency and the preparation of the new high school 
for a fall 1973 opening there was little or no available 
time by central office staff to help the new school lunch 
supervisor with his program. The business office was 
' swamped with the demands made upon it by the open- 
ing of the new school and by the regular school pro- 
gram. The Town should recognize that the central ad- 
ministrative officers undertook to develop specifications 
and bids for all the equipment for the new high school. 
The Town paid $40,000. for a consultant to the archi- 
tect’s firm to develop the same type of package for the 
furnishings. 
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Among all the points listed above are the seeds from 
which the problem started. It is not my intent to explain 
away the problem. Rather I want the general public to un- 
derstand the conditions as I saw them that led to the series 
of events that took place in the fall. I am not going to ex- 
plain the money amounts. They have received much public- 
ity already. No doubt the final report by the Sub-Committee 
as well as by the auditors will have some bearing on the 
matter, 


There neither is, nor ever was, a simple answer for a 
complex problem. Yes, if some of the conditions referred to 
above were spotted sooner or were non-existent it would 
have been possible to recognize the situation earlier for what 
it was, to initiate remedial action sooner and to have avoided 
the rancor that developed over the problem causing such 
hard feelings between Town Committees and officials. I say 
here, as I said on Town meeting floor, no one in his right 
mind would knowingly subject himself, the School Commit- 
tee or the system to such a humiliating experience as we all 
had at the December Town meeting. 


I think the Food Services Supervisor has now developed 
a system by which we have more complete information about 
the program and we have it monthly. We believe the Town 
Study Committee’s findings will prove helpful in making the 
program a better one and may help restore confidence in 
the program. I hope to be able to use the suggestions of the 
auditors and the nutritionist to improve the situation. I do 
know that the program may operate at a deficit this year 
unless certain changes are made. I intend to recommend 
some during the budget development period but I hesitate, 
somewhat, until the Town Study Committee makes its report. 


In closing I want the Town to know that we intend to 
Carry out the mandates of the National School Lunch act 
which are to safeguard the health and well-being of the 
Nation’s children and to coordinate the school’s health edu- 
cation activities with the formation of good eating habits 
in the lunchroom to the end that participating children will 
gain a full understanding of the relationship between pro- 
per eating and good health. Your cafeteria staff, super- 
visor, unit managers, and workers, have devoted themselves 
to maintaining a good program for the children of the Town. 
They did not create this problem although they unnecessarily 
have suffered because of it. They are much interested in 
restoring the program to its former good name. I sincerely 
hope our worst moments are now behind us. 
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PROGRAM PROFILES — 
A NEW APPROACH TO THE BUDGET 


A new approach to the budget development for the school 
year 1975-76 is to use program profiles as a means of support- 
ing the dollar requests. The program profiles are narratives 
written by principals and program directors that report in 
four major categories including Current Activities, Major 
Purposes, Noteworthy Accomplishments, and Recommended 
Changes. It is hoped that the final budget document will in- 
clude such insertions throughout to support in words the re- 
quests in money. The profiles which follow are representative 
of the many submitted. At the building level there are pro- 
files included for Falmouth High School, Morse Pond School 
and Mullen-Hall School. For programs there are examples 
from the fields of athletics, reading, science and music. 


In the future, as the system is refined, the administra- 
tion intends to have the recommended changes section of the 
profile stated in the form of performance objectives so that 
an evaluative procedure can naturally follow. 


PROGRAM PROFILE 
FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


During the course of the school year the Falmouth High 
School is involved in a broad range of activities. Most im- 
portant at this budget time is the development of the budget 
itself which also coincides with the program of study and in 
March and April the development of the master schedule for 
next year. Teacher evaluation is an ongoing process, which 
peaks at three times of the year for nontenure teachers. 
The hiring of new personnel has this year involved activity 
during the school year as Erva Levine retired in early Novem- 
ber, Stan Mathes left for another job and Marlene Viera and 
Diane Leaman are soon to go on maternity leave. The more 
common types of ongoing activities during the school year 
are student accounting and management, which involve know- 
ing which students are going to class regularly and which 
aren’t and following up on those that aren’t with various 
kinds of penalties, as well as staying on top of such ordinary 
discipline problems as an occasional fight, vandalism, insub- 
ordination, and thefts. Monitoring the expenditures on this 
year’s budget involves being certain that everyone is using 
the proper forms and processes, keeping our own accounts 
of the amount of money encumbered, checking these against 
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budget allocations and reconciling our accounts with those 
of the Central Administration. Developing and overseeing 
student activities involves planning for interscholastic and 
extra curricula contests and meetings, screening and approv- 
ing money-raising and other activities by such organizations 
and coordinating the various clubs and organizations so that 
there is not a conflict. Relationships with faculty, students 
and other administrators require meetings with individuals 
and groups both on an as-needed basis and on a regularly 
scheduled basis as with the Faculty Council. 


Working on the accomplishment of these activities are 
three house administrators, Dewitt Jones in House A, Louis 
Larrey in House B, and Andreas Lehner in House C, who 
carry special responsibility for student accounting and man- 
agement and for faculty relations, including work with the 
evaluation process. The three curriculum chairmen have 
major responsibilities for monitoring the academic program 
and cooperate with the house administrators on teacher eval- 
uation and faculty relations. These men also work with stu- 
dents who may be having academic difficulties of a major type 
in particular classrooms. The three curriculum chairmen 
are Curtis McKee in Humanities (English, Social Studies, 
Foreign Language), James Kinney, Chairman in the area of 
Math-Science, and Eugene Bullock-Wilson, Chairman in the 
area of Careers (Business, Industrial Arts, Home Economics, 
Driver Education and Distributive Education). James Kal- 
peris is the administrator for Student and Community Acti- 
vities and works especially with day to day problems relative 
to student behavior and student organizations as well as 
longer range coordination of extra curricular activities and 
the Night School and community use of the building. Carrie 
Saunders is the chief liaison person for the six guidance 
counselors as the Head Counselor, coordinating their regular 
meetings and necessary communications with the counsel- 
ors. Her responsibilities are on top of a regular counselling 
load. John Reardon, the Director of Athletics, has duties 
focusing on the inter-scholastic athletic program, its de- 
velopment, coordination, and relationship with other school 
activities. Furthermore, the high school receives curricular 
assistance in the Art program from Joseph Downs, in the 
Music program from Conrad Rossello, in the PE and Health 
areas from Earl Mills, in the Reading area from Eleanor Con- 
ley and in the Industrial Media Area from Romeo LaFond. — 
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MAJOR PURPOSES 


Falmouth High School is a “comprehensive” high school, 
which means that it attempts to offer a wide range of sub- 
jects to prepare students for college and for work. Courses 
range from vocational training in graphics and child care 
aide work and office practice to broader exploratory courses 
in metal shop and home economics to academic courses in 
the math-science and humanities areas, which must fill the 
needs of both highly aggressive students and reluctant stu- 
dents. Beyond that the comprehensive high school attempts 
to offer courses in art, photography, music, health and phy- 
sical education to provide the opportunity for a background 
and enrichment in these areas. 


Falmouth High School, as with the whole Falmouth school 
district, subscribes to the ten basic goals for education that 
were developed by the State of Massachusetts. These include 
not only the academic learning processes but the broad efforts 
to establish the appropriate tone in the high school for de- 
veloping responsibility, a desire for life-long learning, an 
appreciation for the arts and an understanding of the society 
to which the graduates proceed. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


I believe that the Falmouth High School has made nota- 
ble progress in six areas: 


1. Falmouth High School has evolved a broad program 
of full year, semester and quarter courses which provide choice 
to students at the same time as they require a basic fabric 
in such areas as English. The high school program fulfills 
the intent of Chapter 622 with much openness to both sexes 
in shops, music, home economics, and equal treatment in 
Physical Education and interscholastic athletic activities. The 
high school program has been expanded to include a number 
of alternative learning programs, more self-contained and 
personalized than can be offered readily in a high school of 
more then 1600 students. These programs include the FOCUS 
program for occupational competence and 2 ACP classrooms 
where students receive the individualized attention of being 
with the same teachers for the whole day. Furthermore, 
Falmouth High School has developed a Supportive services 
team to screen students for CORE evaluations under the 
Massachusetts Chapter 766. 


2. The Master Scheduling was significantly more satis- 
factory in this school year than last. Students were scheduled 
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for more time and that time generally was better distributed 
through the school week. There was more accurate schedul- 
ing and there were fewer conflicts and unhonored requests for 
students. The Master Schedule itself provided a better ar- 
rangement of time for teachers. Furthermore, the whole 
process of scheduling was done in a more personal manner 
which was less frustrating and frightening for the students. 
One of the results, we feel, is the reduction of daily absentees 
by nearly 5%. 


3. Steps were taken to improve the supervision of stu- 
dents and follow up on students who cut classes. In part this 
was the result of a refined reporting process, in part the result 
of establishing study halls and other methods for restricting 
those students who appeared to require it, in part achieved 
through working out stronger homeroom teacher role with 
students and in part a result of the use of paraprofessionals. 


4. Orientation of students was more successful, largely 
because of the work of Adele Rohe. Eighth grade students 
were brought to the high school in the spring of their eighth 
grade year for a day-long visit to the high school. Handbooks 
and Rules and Regulations were available early and were 
reviewed. And students received more careful orientation 
to the Program of Study and the registration process. Another 
aspect of the more important homeroom role has been the 
development of a homeroom seminar for the freshmen in each 
homeroom. This is a two-mod-per-cycle meeting of the 
homeroom teacher with his/her freshmen and is used for 
orientation processes. 


5. Involvement of students, faculty and parents has im- 
proved in the 1973-74 school year. Student government has 
been patterned after the annual town meeting. Student 
town meetings are held three times a year with articles sub- 
mitted to a Warrant Committee, screened by that committee, 
debated and voted upon by the student town meeting. The 
Faculty Council is now made up of an elected membership 
and meets weekly to discuss issues that are raised by faculty 
members. The Citizens Advisory Council has met monthly 
since September and completed its first year of operation in 
January, 1975. The group needs to redefine some goals and 
procedures but holds the seed of continuing citizen involve- 
ment on a advisory basis at the high school. 


6. Budgetary control over expenditures has been signifi- 
cantly improved. Each academic subject field has allocated 
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amounts within the account codes and a running account of 
encumbrances is maintained through the year. 


RECOMMENDED CHANGES 


By and large the high school will be attempting to refine 
those areas in which we have already made some significant 
accomplishment: 


1. Development of program calls for further investiga- 
tion of alternative learning programs with special attention 
to some highly structured settings. 


2. There are refinements to the Master Scheduling and 
loading processes which will help our use of space and the 
distribution of student unassigned time. - 


3. Student accounting and management technique will 
be refined to attempt more meaningful rewards for students 
who are achieving academically and a more careful coordina- 
tion of time for the middle band of “average” students. These 
are what we call level 1 and level 2 of our levels of responsi- 
bility program. 

4. Falmouth High School will be making a concerted 
effort to collect more systemically information from gradu- 
ates and citizens in town relative to the program of studies 
and the teaching environment. This will be done in part 
through a five year follow up Study on graduates and through 
an effort to poll opinions of the parents and citizens in town. 


One significant issue which has been difficult to analyze 
and take action on is the reconciling of house membership 
and loyalties relative to total school membership. The origi- 
nal concept of the school was that the use of three houses as 
sub-divisions of the school could provide a more personal 
Sense of belongingness and community for the students in 
that house. At the moment house membership is primarily 
an administrative function with attendance, discipline, and 
other student management and accounting activities focused 
there. At the staff level there is also house membership which 
has to be reconciled with curriculum area membership and 
total school identification. ‘The decisions relative to en- 
hancing house membership have impact on all important 
areas of school life such as the breadth of the program that 
can be offered within each house, the nature of student gov- 
ernment and the roles of the various administrative and 
Staff personnel. As we have tested the issue with members 
of the Citizens Advisory Council and Faculty Council there is 
definite mixture of feeling concerning the options involved. - - 
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One of the factors which inhibits any basic change in 
direction is that we have made noteworthy strides forward 
in many areas and would like to find ways to approach ful- 
filling the house concept without requiring basic alterations 
in our current activities and procedures.

PROGRAM PROFILE 
MORSE POND SCHOOL 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


The Morse Pond School serves as the first centralized 
school that Falmouth school children encounter. It is com- 
prised of sixteen fifth and sixteen sixth grade classrooms, 
thus providing for the children the opportunity to meet and 
know children from all the areas of Falmouth with whom 
they will continue their education together through the high 
school years. This large school setting, in both numbers of 
pupils and staff, as well as physical size, enables the student 
to meet a wide variety of classroom atmospheres and teaching 
styles hopefully placing a child in the setting in which he or 
she is best able to learn. Classroom assignments are made 
on the basis of geographical representation, heterogeneously 
grouped with an equal number of boys and girls. Teachers 
in most cases work in teams of three to five members and 
students are then homogeneously grouped for reading and 
math. 


MAJOR PURPOSES 


The educational program of the Morse Pond School seeks 
to provide for the individual needs and interests of each stu- 
dent. Recognizing that children learn at varying rates, it 
becomes the school’s responsibility to ascertain a child’s level 
of achievement and guide the student’s academic progress to 
its maximum potential. A further function of our school is 
to provide a smooth transition between the elementary and 
secondary school program, recognizing fifth and sixth graders 
as a distinct group passing from childhood to adolescence. 
Therefore, the social, emotional, and physical welfare and 
development of the student are of critical concern. Our 
school as a part of the entire educational system must co- 
ordinate closely with the elementary and Lawrence schools to 
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insure continuity in programs affecting the total develop- 
ment of its pupils. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


1. The FOOS program in its fifth year has over. 80% 
of the sixth grade participating. 


2. The Falmouth National Seashore program has devel- 
oped a collaborative with Harwich and Yarmouth acquiring 
a new site and able to provide a richer program for all fifth 
grade students. 


3. The opening of a student store operated by students 
assisted by parent volunteers to help promote a sense of 
pride in and responsibility toward the Morse Pond School. 

4. A reorganization of classroom assignments has per- 
mitted a higher degree of integration between those teachers 
teaming together. 


9. Adoption and beginning implementation of a new 
social studies program. 


6. A total commitment by professional and support staff 
to meet the needs of the children of Falmouth at the fifth 
and sixth grade level. 


RECOMMENDED CHANGES 


1. A person be hired to teach Health education as a spe- 
cial subject teacher. 


2. The half-time guidance position be increased to full 
time to better meet the needs of individual students. | 

3. Increase the reading resource teacher from half-time 
to full time. 


4. One additional full time Learning Disabilities teacher 
be hired to meet the staggering pupil load incurred with 
Chap. 766. 


5. Continuing system-wide concern with developing cur- 
riculum statements in all academic areas.

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PROGRAM PROFILE 
MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


fhe students at Mullen-Hall are placed in classrooms 
which the parents and staff feel best suits the student’s per- 
sonality and learning style and also meets the expectations 
of his parents. The teachers are encouraged to let their 
room, materials, and activities reflect their own personality, 
interests, and style. The students are taught basic subjects 
including reading, writing, speaking, listening and mathe- 
matics in a variety of ways allowing for the diverse interests 
of students and teachers. Students also participate in a 
variety of out of school experiences. The building houses 
most of the staff and identified special needs students with 
learning problems as well as bilingual students in grades 
K-4. There are presently fifty-four students in these various 
categories and all but eight are integrated in regular class- 
rooms to some extent. The forty-six integrated students 
require additional attention from classroom teachers even 
though they meet special teachers for some periods of time. 


MAJOR PURPOSES 


1. Students are encouraged to be individuals by treating 
them as individuals as much as possible. 


2. Students are encouraged to be members of society by 
involving them in the setting of rules and the solution of 
problems. 


3. Students are encouraged to be learners by being al- 
lowed to pursue subject matter that is of real interest to 
them. 


4. Students are encouraged to explore the whole environ- 
ment by doing such things as camping in New Hampshire, 
seeing a play in Boston, learning to swim or visiting the 
Falmouth Historical Society. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


All fourth graders and some third graders participated in 
a Bird Study Program with the Manomet Bird Observatory 
in Plymouth. Volunteers from Manomet visited all involved 
classrooms in January bringing a variety of wild birds which 
they described and allowed the students to observe and in 
some cases hold. Then in April and May the students visited 
Manomet and saw how the birds are captured in nets, weighed, 
measured, banded, and examined. 
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Last May and June, eleven of our third and fourth grade 
students participated in a two week exchange program with 
students in the South End of Boston. They rode the subway, 
visited the airport, Prudential Tower and Boston Harbor, and 
lived with Boston families. The following week they explored 
Cape Cod with the Boston students. 


RECOMMENDED CHANGES 
1. A full time learning disabilities teacher. 


2. A program in conjunction with the National Humani- 
ties Faculty to have a visiting Humanist work with the staff 
in 1975-76. 


3. At least ten classrooms now and ultimately all class- 
rooms should be fully carpeted to overcome the problem of 
using donated carpets that do not necessarily meet fire safety 
standards.

PROGRAM PROFILE 
INTERSCHOLASTIC ATHLETICS 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


The Athletic Program makes available to our students 
in grades 9 through 12 interscholastic competition in a vari- 
ety of sports at varsity and sub-varsity levels. There are in 
the course of the academic year thirty teams in twelve sports 
competing against other high schools in the twenty-eight 
School Southeastern Mass. Athletic Conference. Within the 
conference, our teams play in divisions according to our rela- 
tive strength in a particular sport, with the exception of ten- 
nis, golf, field hockey, softball and girls’ basketball, where 
the consideration is essentially geographical. Our teams tend 
to fare rather well in the conference, even though we are 
frequently placed in the strongest divisions of the conference 
and despite the fact that we are often competing against 
schools of significantly greater enrollment. This success can 
be attributed to a number of things, not the least of which 
is the strong support we receive from the community. Other 
contributing factors are our policy of consistently seeking to 
test our program against strong non-league schools and the 
fact that we have been prudent in our selection of coaches.

MAJOR PURPOSES 


The philosophy of the interscholastic athletic program 
is wholly consistent with the stated goals of the Falmouth 
School System, wherein we state our intention ... “to help 
provide for the intellectual, social, emotional and physical 
development of each individual student in order that he may 
find satisfaction in his own life and be able to deal effectively 
with and contribute to a rapidly changing community and 
world.” Interscholastic Athletics has been described as a 
testing ground for the physical education program and while, 
to a degree, this is true it might be better described as a 
natural outgrowth and extension of physical education. The 
major thrust of our program is to provide as many opportuni- 
ties as is practically possible to all our students to develop 
skills in depth and variety. Further, we view interscholastic 
athletics as a unifying force within the school community, 
affecting not just those who take active part but the entire 
student body. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Falmouth’s athletic teams have given us consistently 
strong representation in the divisions of our conference. They 
have won numerous league and conference championships 
through the years and frequently qualify for participation in 
regional and state tournaments ... performing well when 
they do. Noteable examples of outstanding successful pro- 
grams: 


1. Girls’ cross-country team won their fourth consecu- 
tive state championship this past fall. 


2. Football team was undefeated in ten games and came 
within a fraction of a rating point of being chosen to play in 
the schoolboy “Super Bowl.” 


3. Girls’ spring track team won the state (all-class) 
championship last year. 


4. Girls’ tennis team won their third consecutive con- 
ference championship last spring. 


5. Boys’ tennis team qualified for the state tournament 
for the eighth consecutive year last spring. They were state 
champions in 1973 and have won conference championships 
five of the eight years. 


6. Hockey team won the league championship for the 
fourth time in the last five years last winter and qualified 
for the state tournament in each of those years. 
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RECOMMENDED CHANGES 


1. Inclusion of Gymnastics for girls in our program i.e. 
change the status of the gymnastics program from intra- 
mural to interscholastic. 


2. Reinstate the position of assistant girls’ track coach 
for the spring season. 


3. Modification of current practices and procedures for 
purchase and inventory control of supplies and uniforms.

PROGRAM PROFILE 
READING 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


The Reading Program is designed to meet the needs of 
all learners through a variety of media and methods geared 
to individual levels and progress rates. In grades K-6 em- 
phasis is on appropriate classroom programs. The reading 
Staff offers support to planning and organizing classroom 
instruction and offers diagnostic and remedial services to 
pupils who néed further assistance. In grades 7-12 reading 
courses are offered in speed reading, developmental reading 
and instruction in basic skills; staff acts as resource personnel 
to content area teachers to strengthen reading skills in con- 
tent areas. At all grade levels K-12 the reading staff works 
in an interdisciplinary model of instruction, integrating 
reading into the total program. 


MAJOR PURPOSES 


The Reading Program’s major goal is to individualize 
instruction to meet the needs of all students to enable each 
one to attain maximum potential in achievement. Life long 
habits of reading and a love of reading are the desired out- 
comes with the use of reading for one’s own purposes be they 
career oriented, for pleasure and recreation or for a continu- 
al process of learning. While continual growth in basic skills 
is a primary objective for students, a refinement in teaching 
skills is of prime concern for professional staff and reading 
staff. 
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NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Two model reading programs have been established at 
East Falmouth and Teaticket Elementary Schools: High In- 
tensity Learning Systems in Reading (Random House). These 
programs provide a completely individualized diagnostic- 
prescriptive model of instruction which is highly systematized. 
At the high school the reading center provides a model of 
individually prescribed instruction for a very heterogeneous 
group including a 9-12 grade span, slow learners and college 
bound working side by side. The F. H. S. Reading Center 
Staff services 450 pupils plus content area teachers with only 
14% teachers. There is constant demand for help from con- 
tent teachers. 


RECOMMENDED CHANGES 


More staff is needed to maintain fair ratios and to con- 
tinue service to pupils and teachers. We recommend the 
following additions: East Falmouth +20%; North Falmouth 
+30%; Morse Pond +50%; Falmouth High School +50%. At 
the high school Mrs. Kanellopoulos works daily beyond her 
assigned time without compensation because of her high 
sense of professionalism and total commitment to helping all 
who come to her. The need is great for two full time staff 
members. She is having an impact on the quality of instruc- 
tion throughout the high school in a variety of classes. At 
the Morse Pond a % time reading specialist for nearly 900 
pupils is very inadequate to meet the needs of students and 
teachers.

PROGRAM PROFILE 
SCIENCE (K-6) 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


Our elementary science curriculum is a sequential, acti- 
vity-oriented K-6 program. Emphasis is equally divided be- 
tween life science and physical science activities. Materials 
and suggested activities are presently available for a full 
year’s program in science, grades 1-6, with many available 
alternatives, for the majority of classes. The 1975-76 budget 
includes a Kindergarten program and sufficient materials for 
all classes to participate in the full program. 
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MAJOR PURPOSES 


Our elementary science program is designed to develop 
problem-solving skills, to develop positive attitudes concern- 
ing the individual’s ability to succeed in a variety of scientific 
endeavors, to facilitate understanding through carefully pro- 
grammed concept development, and to increase individual 
awareness of man’s position in the total ecosystem. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Three members of our staff were included during the 
past summer in National Science Foundation (NSF) — fund- 
ed projects designed to help us make the most of our present 
program. In addition, our system has been included by the 
Mass. Advisory Council on Education in the Massachusetts 
Elementary Science Implementation Project (MESIP). An 
additional four-week program of leadership training at Bos- 
ton College will be sponsored by NSF for the three members 
of the Falmouth MESIP team during July 1975. In return for 
NSF support of program implementation for the next three 
years, we are committed to introduction of kindergarten ma- 
terials in September 1975 and to provision of materials to 
continue and expand our present program through and be- 
yond 1978. 

RECOMMENDED CHANGES 

1. Increased support of stated program goals and more 
careful study of activities which do not fall within the concept 
and process ability level of the students before budgeting 
funds or time for these at the expense of the defined curricu- 
lum. 

2. More integration of science activities at the appro- 
priate level with mathematics, social studies, language and 
other communicating arts, and with outdoor classroom ex- 
periences. 

3. More support for and participation in various work- 
Shops designed to increase teacher competence and apprecia- 
tion of curriculum goals. These workshops have been offered 
frequently and in a variety of formats: during the summer, 
after school, and during inservice time slots. Since we are 
equipped to deal in miniworkshop situations with small in- 
terested groups or to offer inservice credits for larger groups 
and larger time budgets, using our own and/or guest con- 
sultant staff, it seems incredible that so few people are taking 
advantage of this help.

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PROGRAM PROFILE 
MUSIC (K-12) 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


The Music Program is based on active participation by 
students in the various areas of vocal and instrumental music. 
In the lower grades the ORFF-KODALY Method with its 
Rhythmic and Percussive instruments augment singing. In- 
struction on recorders helps to acclimate the student to the 
later study of band orchestral instruments. Here we also be- 
gin choral training. A much broader scope of musical activi- 
ties is introduced in the intermediate schools. We have bands, 
orchestras, and choral groups. Musical plays and concerts 
are given for students and parents. At the high school level 
not only are musical dramas developed and performed by 
students, but musical accompaniment is furnished by the 
orchestra. There is active participation in many major music 
festivals, in and out of state, as well as local and exchange 
concerts. 


MAJOR PURPOSES 


The music program aims its activities to achieve three 
main objectives. We expose students to music in its various 
forms, (Opera, Jazz, Rock, Classical, Vocal, Instrumental, 
Symphonic) by the use of recordings, live concerts, tapes, 
films, etc. We hope this will result in a better understanding 
and deeper appreciation of our musical culture. We en- 
courage individual creativity by participation in special mu- 
sical groups such as a string quartet, brass ensemble, wood- 
wind quintet, rock group, or madrigal singers. Applied mu- 
sic study is offered to serious students of music who are 
interested in making music their career. Technical profi- 
ciency is brought to the highest level possible using the mast- 
erworks of our music literature encompassing both the 
classical and modern composers. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


A High School string ensemble played several programs 
at the East End Meeting House, all arranged and rehearsed 
by the students. Each year we have at least ten to fifteen 
students selected by audition at Boston University to repre- 
sent our school at Music Festivals in and out of state. Select- 
ed by the Boston Youth Symphony Orchestra, which this year 
gave concerts in So. American countries were several of our 
most outstanding students. Each year we graduate students 
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who make their career in music and are accepted in leading 
conservatories and universities. 


RECOMMENDED CHANGES 


Increased staff meetings would be desirable. Develop- 
ment of evaluation techniques and communication of the 
same between all music staff members. Greater cooperation 
and participation in all local and out of city programs. Re- 
ports on all music meetings, workshops and conventions, 
should be given, either printed or by means of in-service 
meetings.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE OPERATION 


A state of affairs that puzzles local citizens in Falmouth 
or in any other town for that matter is the operation of the 
School Committee. The Superintendent in response to nu- 
merous questions developed an information sheet that was 
intended to inform those attending meetings about the Com- 
mittee. Although at this date the final draft has not been 
presented to the Committee, the content of the original pro- 
posal are included in this school report to inform the people 
of the Town about the operation of its committee. The 
format of the original document is followed. 


Information for Visitors Attending 
School Committee Meeting 


It is the purpose of this pamphlet to show you how the 
School Committee is structured, how it operates and how you 
can participate in the meeting. 


Public education is a legal function of the State of Mas- 
sachusetts and it follows the traditional practice of delegat- 
ing committee powers to the local administrative units. The 
School Committee in Falmouth has been delegated committee 
power through legislative enactments and State constitu- 
tional provisions and thus derives its powers from these 
enactments. 


School Committee Members 


Your School Committee in Falmouth is composed of nine 
citizens elected to serve overlapping terms of three years 
each. Since this is the first year of the nine member com- 
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mittee, one member has been elected for a two year term and 
another for one year. As these terms expire the newly elected 
representatives will serve for three years. For all other 
members at the end of a three year term, the Committee 
member wishing to continue his unsalaried service to the 
community must be re-elected to an additional three year 
term. State law does not limit the number of terms a mem- 
ber may serve. Voting for school committee positions takes 
place on the Tuesday following the week of the annual Town 
meeting .in April.

Meetings 

The School Committee meets regularly on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 7:30 P.M. in the Conference Room 
in the School Administration Building. In recent years, with 
the growth of the school system the Committee has often met 
more frequently. The dates of the meetings are published 


in advance. Occasionally the Committee meets in one of the 
school buildings. Again advance notice is given. 


Committee Action 


No one person or group of persons acts in the name of 
the Committee either at the meeting or away from the meet- 
ing. All action by the School Committee, legislative or ad- 
ministrative, shall be by the Committee as a unit. No mem- 
ber of the School Committee by virtue of his office, shall 
exercise any administrative responsibility with respect to the 
schools, nor shall a member as an individual command the 
service of any employee. 


The Committee has complete and final control over local 
school matters subject only to the limitations imposed by 
State law, regulations of the State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, Town laws as they apply to all departments and the will 
of local residents as expressed in local elections. The areas 
of Committee action include: 


1. Exercising educational leadership and drafting poit- 
cies for the operation of the local schools. 
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2. Employing a superintendent of schools. 


3. Approving the appointment of teachers and other 
staff members when recommended by the Superin- 
tendent. 


4. Determining educational standards and goals. 

5. Securing money for school operational needs and 
authorizing specific education. 

6. Expressing and representing the views of the com- 
munity in matters affecting education. 


7. Interpreting the educational program and needs of 
the system to the community. 


8. Negotiating with the recognized employee organiza- 
tions for professionals and non-professionals in the 
matter of wages, hours, conditions of employment 
and standards of productivity and performance. 


9. Approving textbook adoptions and courses of study. 


Superintendent of Schools 


The Superintendent of Schools is appointed by the Com- 
mittee and acts as its executive officer in administering the 
Committee’s policies in the operation of the schools. The 
Superintendent acts as advisor to the Committee in keeping 
it informed of the needs and progress of the schools. The 
Superintendent is available as a professional resource and 
his recommendations normally precede Committee action on 
questions relating to recruitment and Supervision of pro- 
fessional staff, selection of textbooks and instructional ma- 
terials and development of curriculum. 


A Committee Meeting 


Committee meetings follow a standard agenda. Routine 
items that are handled first include approval of minutes of 
previous meetings, approval of warrants to pay invoices, 
receipt and review of monthly financial statements, reading 
of correspondence and attention to statements from visitors 
to the meeting. . 


During this portion of the meeting any resident of the 
Town is permitted to make a brief statement, express a view- 
point or ask a question regarding matters related to the 
school system. It should be pointed out there is no legal 
requirement that the public be given this opportunity to speak 
at Committee meetings. 
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The Committee’s function is decision making. It wants 
to hear the sentiments of the public to assist in making 
those decisions, but time spent answering routine questions 
or criticisms must be taken from more important Committee 
business. If a resident has a question about the operation 
of the schools, he or she is encouraged to contact the teacher 
or administrator closest to the situation. Experience has 
shown this is the best procedure. The questioner gets the 
response wanted directly; the Committee is freed to consider 
more substantive matters. 


If a visitor wishes to speak to an item on the action 
section of the agenda, the Chairman will so note and provide 
the person with the time to speak when the matter is before 
the Committee. 


Following the recognition of visitors portion of the meet- 
ing the Committee proceeds to the other items on the agenda. 
These normally include matters which require formal action 
of the Committee. They are presented to the Committee 
either in the form of a motion by a member or in the form of 
a recommendation by the Superintendent. There may be 
reports from members of the Board, the Superintendent of 
Schools or his staff on matters relevant to the operation of 
the schools that do not require any formal action. 


Open and Executive Sessions 


The School Committee treats all matters referred to it 
in open sessions except in those specific cases that by law 
are appropriate for executive session. Executive sessions may 
be held for the purpose of discussing, deliberating or voting 
on those matters which by general or special statute, or 
federal grant-in-aid requirements cannot be made public 
and those matters if made public might adversely affect the 
public security, the financial interest of the district, city, 
town or local housing authority or the reputation of any 
person. | 


STUDY OF SCHOOL STAFF AND SPACE NEEDS 


On June 4, 1974 the School Committee was presented with 
a 37 page document entitled Study of School Staff and Space 
Needs. The report contained a number of parts including 
analyses of present classroom facilities, proposed revisions 
of elementary school attendance boundaries with maps, en- 
rollments projected over a time period, educational reasons 
for developing solutions to the overcrowding-in some schools. 
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and to the under use of classroom spaces in other buildings, 
overlays showing land developments and their subdivisions 
as prepared by members of the League of Women Voters and 
the series of recommendations and statements about needs 
to be considered in the future. 


On July 16, 1974 the administration presented Part 2 of 
the study to the Committee as a result of the Committee’s 
request for short-term and long range recommendations. In 
the second report the administrators detailed ten areas that 
needed further study before long range planning could begin. 
The administration took the position that it was possible to 
accept current conditions if a comprehensive study became a 
reality. The Committee accepted the report and in Novem- 
ber approved a contract with the consulting form of Engel- 
hardt and Engelhardt, Inc. of New York (the firm that com- 
pleted a study of Falmouth Schools in 1968). The items to be 
covered in the written report are detailed in the material 
which follows. The introductory statements to the first report 
are included. 


REPORT OF SCHOOL ADMINISTRATION 
Introduction 


The material in this report was developed over a period 
of time by the Superintendent of Schools, the Assistant Su- 
perintendent and the Business Manager in response to the 
growing awareness by administrators and School Committee 
members of the need to consider immediate and long term 
solutions to provide adequate school facilities for a growing 
student population. The study was done in consultation with 
the operation of the school transportation department, the 
data processing department and the central office secretarial 
staff. 


It is intended to be a springboard for the School Com- 
mittee and Town to jump into the arena of decision making. 
It provides a narrative of past history in regard to school 
construction in Falmouth and presents data in narrative, 
tabular, and survey form to begin the process of making 
decisions about the schools and the students who attend 
them. 


History of School Construction in Falmouth in a Two Decade 
Period (1953-1973) 


In the past twenty years since Lawrence High School on. 
Lakeview Avenue was opened in 1953 as a centralized second- 
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ary school serving pupils in grades 7-12 there has been a 
series of studies of school plant needs. These studies resulted 


in the construction of three elementary schools, an inter- 
mediate school and a new high school. 


Each study highlighted the facts that the Town had 
grown and that continued growth in the future would be the 
pattern. Thus the Town was faced with a continuing need 
to create additional classroom spaces. AS soon as one study 
was completed it was time to begin another. Uneven popu- 
lation growths in various sections of the Town made certain 
school buildings obsolete or unacceptable because of their 
limited size for the numbers of students in the district or 
because of the inadequacy of the buildings to provide spaces 
for educational programs that had changed in emphases. 
As knowledge was gained about children, it became evident 
that schools of the past were no longer suitable for education 
as it was developing. 


The village of East Falmouth was the first section of 
Town to feel the impact of the growth surge. The little old 
white schoolhouse on the corner of Davisville Road could no 
longer serve the district. In 1957 a new school was opened 
that had a rated capacity for 430 pupils. 


Growth continued throughout the Town. It soon became 
evident that Lawrence High was overcrowded. The study of 
this situation ended with the construction of the Interme- 
diate School on Jones Road. When it opened in 1963 the 
seventh and eighth graders were removed from the high 
school and joined with the sixth graders from all elementary 
schools to form a three grade central school facility. The 
high school became a four grade secondary school, grades 
9-12, with students from the Town of Mashpee continuing to 
attend on a tuition basis. With the opening of the Inter- 
mediate School some relief from overcrowding in the elemen- 
tary schools was provided as the sixth grade classes were 
removed. The relief was temporary as enrollments continued 
to rise. In fact it was necessary to house three fifth grade 
classes at the Intermediate School because of space lacks 
in other elementary schools. The decision to house the sixth 
grade in the Intermediate School followed the recommenda- 
tion of the report of the Center for Field Studies of the Har- 
vard Graduate School of Education in its 1952 publication, 
Educating the Children of Falmouth, which stated that Fal- 
mouth’s children should attend a central school earlier than 
grade seven in order to improve intergroup relations. ney 
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During the period of construction of the Intermediate 
School a study was made to determine the impact of rapid 
growth in the West Falmouth and North Falmouth sections of 
Town. This study produced an elementary school in North 
Falmouth. The doors were opened in 1964 thus establishing 
a new school district and relieving overcrowding at the 
Mullen-Hall Elementary School in the center of Town. 


It was necessary to house several classes from the Tea- 
ticket School District in the newly opened North Falmouth 
School while the Town assessed the need for a new school 
in Teaticket District. In 1967 the new Teaticket School 
opened with twenty-two classrooms available. The number 
of classrooms was in sharp contrast to the ten that was 
available in the old school. It was now possible to draw some 
new district boundaries for Teaticket and enlarge the area 
that the school served. The new lines made it possible to 
relieve overcrowding at the East Falmouth School, now ten 
years old, and at the Mullen-Hall School in the center of 
Town. Shortly after the opening of the new Teaticket 
School, the old building became the headquarters for the 
school administration offices which were moved from Law- 
rence High School where additional space was needed for 
an increasing student population. 


Throughout the period reported earlier, the population 
remained fairly constant in the village of Woods Hole. 
Whenever the student body became too large to be accom- 
modated in four classrooms it was possible to transfer the 
upper grade level students to the Mullen-Hall School. 


By the mid-sixties it became very evident that the Town 
was growing so rapidly that the overcrowding in all schools 
was a distinct threat. The first schools to experience the 
pressure of large numbers of students were Lawrence High 
School and the Intermediate School. Even though the Town 
accepted its responsibility to study the situation, the prob- 
lem at the high school was so great that more immediate 
and creative solutions to overcrowding were necessary. Re- 
jecting the notion of double sessions, the School Committee, 
upon recommendation of the administration, approved an ex- 
tended day program which made the spaces in the building 
available for student use over a longer period of time each 
day. Students were assigned to an early or late session, but 
they had the benefit of a full time schedule and full use of 
the facilities. Coupled with this solution. was the move to 
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the open-campus concept which permitted students to choose 
how they would use unscheduled time (time when they were 
not scheduled for classes). Since the option included at- 
tending auditorium programs, socializing with friends in the 
cafeteria, studying in the library or in rooms adjacent to it, 
walking or sitting on the school grounds, and visiting in the 
Town itself, congestion in the school was eased. Because of 
the increased availability of classrooms and other instruc- 
tional spaces over a longer period of the day and because 
students were not forced to sit in classrooms to study or in 
traditional study halls, more use of space was possible and 
the school sustained itself, its programs and its students on 
a Marginal basis until the new Falmouth High School open- 
ed in 1973. 


Solution to relieve overcrowding at the Intermediate 
School included use of the extended day and transfer vs 200 
sixth grade students to the Mullen School. 


The decision of the Town to construct the new high 
school for an 1,800 pupil capacity came after much discus- 
sion of other possible solutions to the problems of overcrowd- 
ing. In the wisdom of the Town, the construction of a new 
high school provided relief not only to the high school but 
to all schools in the Town. The decision to build a new high 
school created other problems that demanded answers. One 
of these related to the determination of grade organizations 
for the middle grades (5-8). The move to the new high 
school in 1973 opened the old high school to another group 
of students. Although the decision did not come easily the 
School Committee approved use of the old high school by 
seventh and eighth graders. The Intermediate School be- 
came the home of fifth and sixth graders. The five elemen- 
tary schools enrolled pupils from kindergarten through 
grade four. This solution provided temporary relief to all 
buildings and created a surplus of classrooms in the Mullen 
School. The solution also brought pupils together in a cen- 
tral school a year earlier than before. 


In spite of the studying, planning, and constructing that 
has happened in the two decades, Falmouth continues to be 
plagued by space problems. The year prior to the opening 
of the high school it was necessary to house kindergarten 
children of the Teaticket district in the old Teaticket School, 
present School Administration Building, and the kindergar- 
ten children from East Falmouth at St. Anthony’s Parish 
Hall. 
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Some rooms designed for use by kindergarten children 
have been used by teaching teams because the space dimen- 
sions are greater and more children can be housed in them. 


It was necessary for the school year 1973 to redraw some 
district lines in order to relieve overcrowding in the North 
Falmouth School. Some children in the West Falmouth area 
were transferred to the Mullen School by this action. 


In closing the historical account of population growth 
and school building in the Town, it is important to include 
certain other information that relates to happenings in the 
past. The Town did purchase land off Woods Hole Road for 
use by the schools when the need arises. In recent months 
during the budget development, School Committee has re- 
ferred to the possible need for a school in the Hatchville 
area to serve a district that is growing and has the potential 
for additional growth. The buildings in East Falmouth and 
North Falmouth were designed to permit additions to them 
if needed. 


There is no question that the Town took its responsibil- 
ity seriously to provide educational space for its children and 
youth. In the two decades it approached the task vigorously. 
it now needs to stand back and examine present circum- 
stances. 


A LOOK AT NOW 


Today the press of growth continues without interrup- 
tion. In the villages of East Falmouth, Hatchville, Teaticket, 
West Falmouth, and North Falmouth many new homes have 
been built or are under construction. At recent Town meet- 
ings, the members have discussed the impact that continued 
growth will have upon all Town services, including the 
schools. Smali and large subdivisions of land approved for 
building lots suggest demands upon the school system in the 
future which school facilities as they presently are could 
not accommodate. | 


In fact, the school system faces the reality of program 
restrictions right now in certain schools because of the lim- 
itation of space. Since population growth is uneven affecting 
areas of Town in different ways, the elementary schools in 
Kast Falmouth, North Falmouth and Teaticket are the most 
seriously affected. Because of the uneven growth patterns 
the schools in the Woods Hole and center of Town districts 
have spaces available for use. It-seems inappropriate to per- 
mit overcrowding in some schools to the detriment of edu-

cational programs for children and to permit the extrava- 
gances of space in other school plants. Extra space avail- 
ability at the Morse Pond School is at a minimum, if not 
gone. 


So, in 1974 the Town is faced with an important decision 
related to education of its children and youth. In the past 
twenty-five years it has watched the construction of two 
high schools, one intermediate school and three elementary 
schools. Now it must look at the situation as it presently 
exists and it is hoped that this report will serve as a good 
foundation from which to start. It contains information and 
suggests possible solutions. It offers recommendations for 
consideration and factors to be considered in the future. In 
no way is it meant to get in the way of other solutions and 
suggestions. The School Committee needs to study it and 
the Town needs to react to the solutions, those included with- 
in the report and others that may develop. 


CONTRACT WITH ENGELHARDT & ENGLEHARDT, INC. 


a. Estimate of future enrollments using birth data, housing 
developments, and present population. Estimates will 
be to the year 1985. 


b. Study of the geographical distribution of pupils and es- 
timate of the future distribution as a basis for recom- 
mending elementary school attendance areas and loc- 
ations for possible new schools. 


ce. Visitation to all school buildings for the purpose of de- 
termining their adequancy in meeting educational 
needs, their physical condition, especially in relation to 
health and safety, and probable useful life. Determi- 
nation of the best future use of each facilitiy. 


d. Review of the report in regard to regionalization with 
Mashpee. Estimate of future enrollments and recom- 
mendations in terms of the values to both Falmouth and 
Mashpee in regard to a merger. 


e. Report on the consequences of operating a year-round 
school program. 


f. Investigation of the status of the schools at Otis Air 
Force Base and the potential for their use by Falmouth. 


g. Review of the current educational programs through 
published curricula and discussions with principals to 
determine the most satisfactory use of space in the sey- 
eral buildings. 
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h. Determination, from enrollment estiimates and exist- 
ing available capacity and facilities, of the most satis- 
factory grade organization for the district. The latter 
will be established by priorities over future years. Recom- 
mendations will be made as to site locations. 


i. Determination of the cost of construction for new build- 
ings in terms of current market conditions. If renova- 
tions, rentals, or extended use of existing facilities are 
Suggested, added costs will be estimated. These estimates 
will also reflect financial aid available from the Com- 
monwealth. 


j. Consideration of the impact of Chapter 766 on the facil- 
ity needs. 


Copies of the complete reports, Part 1 and 2, are avail- 
able for reading at the Office of the Superintendent of 
Schools, at the Main Library in Town and at Town Hall. 


STAFF INVOLVEMENT IN OUTSIDE ACTIVITIES 


Falmouth is indeed fortunate in the rich variety of 
people, places, organizations and things which its school 
Staff can draw upon to improve itself. Of significance is the 
fact that teachers and administrators do indeed take ad- 
vantage of their surroundings for self-improvement and 
through it benefit all children who meet them now and in 
the years to come as long as the member is employed in the 
system. 


John Oser, principal of the Teaticket School, recounts 
the many ways by which staff regenerate themselves in the 
span of a year. He speaks of the internal involvement of 
staff with studies of local curriculum content and direction. 
He refers to the several committees which are now engaged 
in investigating and assessing student needs in the curricu- 
lum areas of health, language arts, mathematics, science and 
Social studies. Committees are organized at the elementary 
School levels (K-4) and at the middle school levels (5-8) 
with a curriculum council with parent participation to be 
formed to help establish continuity from grades kindergarten 
through eight. As feasible the study will merge with the 
high school staff to provide K-12 continuity. At the same 
time report card committees are currently studying present 
practices to bring some sense of consistency to the system 
of reporting student progress from kindergarten through 
grade eight. Principals are acting as conveners of the groups 
but wide participation of staff is encouraged for each project. 
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Mr. Oser refers to the many area educational resources 
that exist in and without the Town. In Hyannis there is a 
Cape Cod Instructional Media Center to which Falmouth 
belongs thereby having available for its teachers equipment, 
print materials, resource people and courses for those inter- 
ested in providing better services and programs for children 
with special learning needs. 


Also called upon are the staff from the Ashumet Holly 
Reservation, Manomet Bird Sanctuary and the Cape Cod 
Museum of Natural History. They provide Falmouth teachers 
with a better understanding of the ecological environment 
of Cape Cod. 


As a part of the Contract Agreement between the Fal- 
mouth Educators’ Association and the Falmouth School Com- 
mittee is a section that establishes a Credit Evaluation Com- 
mittee. Falmouth teachers, by taking courses offered as a 
part of a local in-service project or by attending courses at 
nearby colleges and universities, can obtain credits which 
enable them to advance on the salary schedule. The local 
courses are designed to meet local needs and provide teach- 
ers with the necessary expertise to carry on with programs 
that further the achievement of local goals. As examples, 
Mr. Oser cites the social studies course offered to teachers to 
help them understand the concepts of the Family of Man 
kits that were recommended for uSe in the elementary grades 
by the Social Studies Committee. Mr. Oser and Arthur Di- 
Angelis, a teacher at the Teaticket School, attended this 
past summer a three week long intensive workshop on the 
proper use of the materials. Both returned, as a part of 
their commitment for the privilege of attending, to teach 
teachers in our school. This they did through the help of 
an instructor from Boston University where the course was 
given. 


Grace Fraser, our science supervisor, attended a three 
week science workshop this past summer at Temple Uni- 
versity as a participant in a program with others in similar 
positions to improve her ability to implement the science 
program that Falmouth has supported for a number of years. 
She was instrumental in helping three members of our teach- 
ing staff obtain additional training for the program as of- 
fered at Boston College. That project has continued through- 
out the year. Grace offers numerous opportunities to staff 
through summer and school year workshops to increase their 
knowledge and competence in the field of science. 
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Before starting the High Intensity Reading Centers at 
the East Falmouth and Teaticket Schools nearly forty 
teachers enrolled in a three day program without cost to the 
Town just before school started to learn the system so there 
would be a minimum of delay with commencing the program 
once school started. 


Mr. LaFond, Director of Instructional Media Centers, 
and his capable staff offered several courses acquainting 
staff with the use of audio-visual equipment including tele- 
vision as teaching tools in the classroom. Currently there is 
a series of meetings for teachers who want to learn more 
about diagnosing and planning educational programs for 
pupils who have special needs. These meetings are held 
during in-service days and on Saturdays and have been 
planned by Ann Dadaleares, the new coordinator for special 
needs programs. 


Patricia Brown, one of the local music instructors, has 
offered Orff music workships so that teachers can better un- 
derstand the rationale behind the elementary music program 
and can participate and follow through with a better sense 
of the direction of the program. These workshops have been 
offered through the sponsorship of Southeastern Massachu- 
setts University. 


There are continuing efforts to involve the schools of 
Falmouth with those colleges and universities offering teach- 
er training programs. In some instances the relationship is 
a Simple one with Falmouth Schools providing a place where 
a practice teacher can learn the rudiments of the profession 
under the supervision of a cooperative teacher. Oftentimes 
the college makes available to the cooperating teacher or 
school a voucher that can be used for course work to be 
taken at the college. 


Other arrangements with schools are more complex such 
as the one with the University of Massachusetts from which 
school comes student-interns to work at the high school in 
the Education for Community Service program. Most stu- 
dents in the program have their undergraduate degrees and 
wish to obtain credits for certification through the combined 
school-community experience offered through E.C.S. Fal- 
mouth pays each intern a sum of $1,700. The person is here 
for a full year. It is figured that the program provides sery- 
ices to the schools that would require two additional teachers 
in the budget. 
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Another type of arrangement is worked out with Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts for those undergraduates who wish 
a training experience in an alternative school program such 
as “Omnibus”. 


There are students from colleges who come to Falmouth 
to observe classes and we often receive permission requests 
from schools to allow that type of interaction. 


Whatever the system Falmouth encourages the inter- 
change and benefits from the diversity of people who come 
to mingle with us for a short time. 


There are others who represent us on committees 
throughout the state, become involved in specific projects 
and proposals for grants that keep them occupied for long 
periods of time. These range from local representations or 
local committees that are involved in an Indian Education 
grant, to holding office on the Manpower Information Sys- 
tem Committee, to serving on athletic committees on the 
State level. Some staff members have been invited to par- 
ticipate in evaluations of other secondary schools and one 
member, Sydney Roberts, has been invited to review pro- 
grams at the college level. 


All of this seems to indicate that our staff is an active, 
alive group, always on the look-out for opportunities to im- 
prove themselves, and ready to bring that knowledge back 
to the schools and classrooms for the benefit of the children 
and youth of the Town. 


FEDERAL FUNDS AND CAREERS FOR 
NON-COLLEGE BOUND STUDENTS 


As a result of the recommendation made several years 
ago by the team sent in by the Massachusetts Association of 
Secondary Schools and Colleges as part of the high school 
accreditation process more emphasis is placed upon the de- 
velopment of programs that meet the needs of non-college 
bound students. The chairman of the new Careers area has 
endeavored to strengthen the program already existent and 
to find ways to expand it. One source to which he has 
turned is government funding. Eugene Bullock-Wilson has 
managed to write projects that are exemplary and have 
benefitted the Town as described. 
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During the past year six proposals were submitted to 
state and federal agencies requesting funds to be used as 
“seed money” in trying out new ideas for improving the 
learning process, or to establish new programs that are 
made available to local educational agencies under various 
enabling legislation. Of the six proposals that were submit- 
ted, four were funded, making available an additional 
$100,741.67 for use by the School Department. In addition 
one federally funded program with a grant of $4,135 was car- 
ried over from the previous year making a grand total of 
$104,876.67 available for these programs in Fiscal Year 1975. 
These funds have been used to hire seven and one-half 
teachers who are implementing these programs as described 
briefly below: 


Project FOCUS: Falmouth Occupational Competence 
for Undecided Students. The central objective of Project 
FOCUS is to provide an opportunity for undecided students 
to try out various kinds of work situations so that they can 
then make better decisions about the kind of training they 
may need as they begin their careers. Employers, parents, 
teachers, and students work closely together to plan educa- 
tional and work experiences that make sense to each person 
involved. During this year almost one hundred students are 
alternating one day of school with one day of work to allow 
for ample career exploration activities. For the school com- 
ponent a team of six teachers has developed an intradis- 
ciplinary program that includes English Communications, 
Math-Science, Social Studies, Occupational Competence, and 
Interpersonal Relations. Students may earn more than the 
usual number of credits toward graduation each year and 
may enter college or some other form of post-secondary 
training after graduation if they wish. The grant for Pro- 
ject FOCUS totals $73,810. 


Distributive Education: (D.E.) A third full-time D.E. 
teacher was made possible under a federal grant. In addi- 
tion to teaching one class, this teacher has provided badly 
needed help in supervising the student-run D.E. Store, and 
has begun a work-study program through which any student 
at F.H.S. can obtain up to four credits each year by working 
in a part-time job. About forty students have been placed 
in part-time jobs and are completing a Career Development 
Project in order to obtain academic credit. $11,300 has been 
received for this project. 
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Indian Education Planning Grant: In cooperation with 
the Wampanoag Indian Tribal Council of Mashpee, Mass., a 
group of high school teachers and administrators is studying 
the educational needs of students who are of Native Amer- 
ican origin. In December, 1974, a census was conducted which 
revealed that about 50 students at FHS are identified with 
some Indian tribe. The Parent Committee associated with 
this project is conducting a needs assessment of these stu- 
dents and their parents to determine what special programs 
are needed to improve their educational experience. $4501.67 
has been granted for this special study. 


Consumer Education: A new program in Consumer Edu- 
cation will begin in the second half of the 74-75 school year 
as a result of a grant of $11,130. 


Family Living: A new course in Family Living was of- 
fered for the first time in the first half of the 74-75 school 
year. The grant of $4,135 was approved too late in Fiscal 
Year 74 for a program to be started and was therefore car- 
ried over into the present year. 


PERFORMING ARTS — FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 


Several years ago during the preliminary discussions 
about the need for a new high school a concern was ex- 
pressed by many for opportunities for students to develop 
musical, artistic, and dramatic talents. With the opening of 
the new high school the wish became a reality. Staff from 
the music, art and English departments combined their sev- 
eral interests and skills into a “performing arts’ program 
that consisted of activities from music, theater, speech, de- 
bate, art and television fields. There are some programs of- 
fered by the individual departments and there are others 
where they work together to produce what is truly an “all- 
school” production. 


The music department under the overall supervision of 
Conrad Rossello, director of music for the system, offers a 
variety of programs during the year. 


In the fall Mr. Dennis Marotta directs the marching 
band at many away and home football games. They also play 
for the Thanksgiving, Christmas, and Memorial Day parades. 
The chorus studies and performs for music festivals during 
the fall. It presents a Christmas concert with the school 
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orchestra, both conducted by Miss Carol Sykes. They per- 
form and compete in the Southeast Music Festival, Cape 
Cod Music Festival, All State Music Festival, an exchange 
concert this spring with a school in New Hampshire, and 
complete the year with the annual spring concert. This con- 
cert includes the dance band which Mr. Marotta works with 
all year. There are over two hundred students working with 
either vocal or instrumental music programs. 


The numbers of people taking part in theater this year 
have increased over last year. This year Ms. Janet Toner 
opened the year with an improvisational theater production. 
Michael Helfen followed with the all school play which was 
“Oliver”. He was assisted musically by Miss Carol Sykes. In 
March Mr. Helfen will direct Ionesco’s “Exit the King” in 
the regionals of the Massachusetts High School Drama Fes- 
tival. If they are successful, they will appear in the semi- 
finals and state finals in Boston during April. Last year, 
Falmouth’s entry won the Cape Cod Regional and did a com- 
mendable job at the semi-finals in Stoughton. Many students 
won acting awards. The senior class production for the third 
year is a musical production “How to Succeed In Business 
Without Really Trying.” It is being directed by Mr. William 
J. Fraher. It is anticipated that this spring Ms. Toner will 
direct another improvisational/dance program. Mr. Fraher 
will produce a children’s theater production which will tour 
the elementary schools in Falmouth, and Mr. Helfen will be 
directing several one act plays which will be produced on 
Falmouth High School television system. The theater year 
will culminate with the Spring Art’s Festival. Among the 
activities will be a demonstration of different forms of act- 
ing, dance, voice, and dramatic interpretations. Selections 
will include classical theater pieces such as Shakespeare and 
Moliere. 


The Senior Class Play for 1974 was a musical called “Fin- 
ian’s Rainbow’. Over 150 students and faculty participated 
in some way for this musical. It was presented five times to 
full audiences. 


One of the reasons that this musical was selected was 
that it dealt in a positive fashion with interacial themes. In 
many respects the play was a success. 


In the Spring an original children’s play written by Nell 
Wright called, “Sorry, But I Don’t Like Toffee”, toured five 
of the elementary schools. Mr. Fraher guided the production 
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and felt that it was a successful venture since eight older 
students involved themselves in a give-and-take situation 
with a younger age group. 


Although not directly associated with performing arts, 
oral interpretation and forensic speaking are unique areas in 
which students exhibit artistic skills. Falmouth has begun 
@ program which includes dramatic, poetic, and prose inter- 
pretation as well as original oratory and children’s literature 
reading. The debate team has enlarged its membership this 
year and has recently joined a more advanced league in 
which to challenge its abilities. Schools from as far away as 
New York and Vermont compete against each other for tro- 
phies and awards, some leading to potential scholarship aid. 


Last, but not least, is the developing news and infor- 
mation programs being offered by Mr. James Harrington in 
the television studio. Students work diligently on an infor- 
mation program called “Perspective” which is viewed every 
Friday in school. 


The new school with its fine facilities is making it pos- 
sible for a student to have a much greater variety of ex- 
periences than ever before, but even the facilities would go 
unnoticed if it were not for three other important ingredi- 
ents—an enthusiastic staff, a willing and able student body 
and a receptive community audience. 


CULTURAL ARTS SERIES — LAWRENCE SCHOOL 


The Cultural Arts program at the Lawrence School, 
writes Louis Fuccillo, principal, is truly an outgrowth from 
school offerings. It started in the music classes under the 
general direction of Elaine Fortin and has now spread to in- 
clude other departments in the school. Music at the Lawrence 
School is offered to each student in grades seven and eight 
on a quarterly basis. During the quarter music classes are 
held every day. The high point of the experience is a musical 
production that involves as many as three hundred “as stu- 
dents in the course of a year’s time. 


Last year the groups produced “My Fair Lady”, “God- 
spell’, “Oklahoma” and an original musical entitled, “Pollu- 
tion Solution”. So far this year the groups have presented 
“South Pacific” and “Hello, Dolly”. Yet to come are “Fiddler 
on the Roof” and “Annie Get Your Gun”, 
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The programs have benefitted students in a variety of 
ways. Not only do those talented in music have a chance to 
display their gifts but so do others who find satisfaction in 
scenery design, business aspects of producing a musical, or 
making costumes. Students are willing to raise funds to sup- 
port their efforts. The audience members are asked to make 
donations to help defray the costs of the productions. It be- 
comes the nucleus of a cooperative effort by students, staff 
and parents that results in creating a good image of the 
school in the community and heightens the enthusiasm or 
the “esprit-de-corps” of students who attend the Lawrence 
School. Ties of this nature in a two year school are so very 
important if meaningful relationships with staff are to de- 
velop. 


STUDENT ADVISORY COUNCIL 
FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 


Added to the General Laws of the Commonwealth in 1972 
was section 38M of Chapter 71 which made it mandatory that 
School Committees of cities, towns and regional school dis- 
tricts shall meet at least once every other month during the 
months school is in session, with a student advisory committee 
to consist of five members to be composed of students elected 
by the student body of the high school or high schools in each 
city, town or regional school district. 


Elected to the student advisory committee from Falmouth 
High School for the school year 1974-75 were Katherine Fer- 
reira, Krista M. Hennessey, DeWitt C. Jones, IV, Elizabeth K. 
Kalperis and James S. Rodenhizer. They have represented 
their friends well at the bi-monthly school committee sessions. 
They have informed the committee members of legislation 
that is being sponsored by the Student Advisory Council to 
the State Board of Education. They have openly discussed 
issues pertaining to the operation of the high school. They 
took an active role in the debate concerning the assignment 
of locker rooms to athletic teams at the high school. They 
have taken an active role in the Town meeting form of govern- 
ment introduced at Falmouth High School for the first time 
this year. They brought the need for a full-time nurse at 
Faimouth High School to the attention of the School Com- 
mittee following a survey of students, teachers and adminis- 
trators. 


__ DeWitt C. Jones, IV, delegate to the Regional Advisory 
Council and his alternate, Bruce Bowden, have spent con- 
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siderable time looking at the State guidelines that pertain 
to, the serving of carbonated beverages, candy and coffee in 
public schools, a practice which is prohibited but broken by a 
school system. The Regional Council drew up preliminary 
proposals for changing physical education requirements for 
graduation from high school. The Council also developed 
guidelines for student participation in the hiring of wachers 
and guidance counselors. 


DeWitt Jones, IV, because of being elected to chair the 
Regional Committee, became an ex-officio member of the 
State Student Advisory Council. This group worked for the 
1974 legislative packet that endorsed the Student Rights and 
Responsibilities Bill, wrote the 1975 legislative packet, re- 
wrote the By-laws of the State Council and appointed mem- 
bers to serve on task forces for the Department of Education. 


Included in this year’s Town meeting warrant is an article 
asking the approval of members to accept Chapter 670, an act 
defining and clarifying certain rights and responsibilities of 
public secondary school students. Without altering the rights 
of school officials to manage and conduct an orderly school 
system, this new legislation guarantees to students those 
rights which are accorded other persons. In provides for the 
right of expression through speech and symbol, the right of 
freedom of the press, the right to hold assemblies during 
school time with the prior approval of school officials, the 
right to attend school whether married or pregnant and the 
right of freedom of dress. Town meeting must approve the 
article to have. the legislation affect the local high school. 


This year the State Student Advisory Council has filed 
three educational bills in the State legislature. The bills deal 
with placing a non-voting student member on local school 
committees, extending privileged communication to conver- 
sations between students and counselors or advisors and tech- 
nical admendments to strengthen an existing law on curri- 
culum innovation. The latter bill would adjust the number 
of signatures and of enrollees from twenty-five to twenty or 
five percent of the high school’s enrollment, whichever is 
less, to make it mandatory to have a course offered in a public 
high school. 


Like teachers, our students are active in school politics, 
both internally and at state and regional levels. It is appro- 
priate that the consumers of education, the students, bia a 
voice in the decisions that affect them.

FAMILY-CENTERED EDUCATION 


“Tn all my years in Falmouth I have never heard of any- 
one who has had the impact on principals and staff in Fal- 
mouth as has Joseph Golner. I’ve listened to you speak for a 
half-hour and nothing but positive words have been spoken 
about him and his program. I’d like to meet the man.” Thus 
spoke one of the principals at an administrators’ meeting 
in the fall about the school adjustment counselor who joined 
the system this year. 


Not everyone has accepted him or his program that 
readily. Even school committee members and parents were 
invited to his sessions because of the controversy stirred up 
by his “family-centered education” approach to helping 
teachers, students and parents. 


Joseph Golner is a well-educated man with a wealth of 
experience to draw upon. He faced us all with a process that 
was so different from the traditional role of a school adjust- 
ment counselor (social worker) that it was difficult to ac- 
cept the change in model. The process is only one of many 
that can be used to help change behavior. It is not the only 
one that Mr. Golner uses, but certainly the effects of the 
process have been dramatic. It has caused all of us who 
have had contact with him to reexamine our relationships 
with each other and with our students and their parents. 


Perhaps the reader can understand the program better 
through Lawrence Cornell’s description of the program as it 
operated in his building. Mr. Cornell is principal of the 
Mullen-Hall School. 


Joe Golner was first introduced to us at a staff meeting 
with other special needs personnel. Following this meeting 
he offered to meet with me privately and discuss the kinds 
of services that he could provide. What he described was a 
process called “family centered education” in which he would 
meet with myself, and interested staff members and follow 
a series of ground rules which include the following: 


1, We would sit in a circle with an empty chair to my left 
for my symbolic wife who could help me run the school 
were she here. 


2. All women staff members would sit to the left of that 
vacant chair. 


3. Men on the staff would sit to my right. 
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4. Joe Golner, as my symbolic nephew, would sit to the 
right of them. 


5. When we visited a classroom (at the invitation of the 
teacher) the girls would sit to the left of the women 
and boys to the right of the men. 


6. Only positive comments could be made about events or 
persons outside of the group. 


7. Any happenings in the group (positive or negative) could 
be discussed. 


Our first meeting with staff members came in response 
to a request from Kathie Moore, a first grade teacher, for 
assistance in dealing with a particular boy in her class. I 
explained Joe’s guidelines to her as I understood them, and 
she agreed to meet with him. We also involved Kathie Sher- 
man, one of our special needs teachers, as we thought she 
might be helpful. 


In our initial meetings we agreed that the women on the 
staff would be my symbolic sisters and the men my brothers. 


The initial meeting led to an invitation being extended 
to Jean Burtis, another of our Special Needs teachers, to join 
us and in short order a number of other staff members join- 
ed. Some joined after discussing a problem with me and it 
Suggested Joe’s approach, while others simply heard about 
the sessions and asked to join. Eventually the group put on 
a “demonstration” of the approach and we moved the meet- 
ings to late afternoon and early morning so that anyone 
could join us. At this time the group consists of myself, the 
school nurse, a school secretary, a teacher aid, a student 
teacher and twelve classroom teachers. 


Visits with families are also taking place as well as meet- 
ings in several classrooms both with and without Joe Golner. 


Many things have happened as a result of these meet- 
ings including changes in attitude of people, changes in 
classroom procedures, changes in relationships within the 
school and changes in behavior of adults and children. The 
particular changes are usually personal ones and so I will 
quote from statements from various individuals, staff, stu- 
dents and parents. 

One teacher stated, “I wanted suggestions and help on 


how to deal with a certain child. My objectives changed in 
that I wanted suggestions on how to help many children 
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and on how I could better become a more positive person. I 
not only received help with one child but found the entire 
class responding better and in more positive ways to myself 
and with each other. The family involved in the process 
benefitted also. My objectives were met beyond my expecta- 
tions. 


It was a pleasure and a joy to attend the meetings. It 
gave me a better understanding of other staff members and 
a great deal of support. These meetings were and are the 
most positive, rewarding and satisfying meetings I have, 
and am attending. I would like to see this process approach 
continue and perhaps be extended throughout the town of 
Falmouth.” 


Another staff member wrote, “Interested in new ap- 
proach, having heard pros and cons. Very opinionated; felt 
it should be observed before judgment was formed.It af- 
forded opportunity to gain insights into my pupils and my 
own behavior and reactions. To the effect that it has on my 
attitudes—very good, I hope. It is over-exaggerated in the 
beginning. Later, as the process is assimilated, the clapping 
and positive response become more genuine and spontan- 
eous. The initial exaggeration makes us aware of positives 
we often overlook in hectic pressures. 


I personally would like this process to continue, but 
should it terminate, there is enough carry over for all of us 
to have gained by it.” 


A third teacher wrote, “My preconceived idea of the role 
of the school adjustment counselor has changed. My class 
and I are totally involved in using this process with “out- 
standing” results. I have become more aware of the needs 
of my pupils and they have become kinder and more con- 
siderate of their peers. 


Judging from the positive results ateeinnd in my class- 
room, it is of great importance to me that Joe Golner be al- 
lowed to continue to use this approach to help us toward a 
better understanding and appreciation of each other.” 


Some parents have been equally responsive to the ap- 
proach as indicated by the following letters. 


“It was some time ago when ................ first mentioned a 
meeting called “positive thinking circle” held in her class 
and she seemed to have enjoyed it a great deal. We were 
unfamiliar with the term at that time. Then,........ wid. Jee 
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plained that Mr. Golner, who is in charge of the meeting, 
introduced the children to the concept of finding a positive 
aspect to their surroundings and to people with whom they 
Share their experiences. ................ is thrilled with the idea 
and has been very enthusiastic about learning to appreciate 
the good qualities of her teachers and friends. 


We have tried a few of these meetings at home and it 
was most beneficial to all of us. We have often been very 
critical of our children. But through our experience with 
our “family positive thinking” it has helped us at least to 
stop and think before we speak. 


Academic achievement is important but we are also very 
pleased to learn that our children are particularly encouraged 
through this class to acknowledge positive aspects in their 
interpersonal relationships. We are aware of the significant 
role of home and family in development of the personality 
of children. However, school provides a unique opportunity 
of learning interpersonal relationship through their cohorts 
and leaders. Therefore, a wise guidance in positive thinking 
in this given situation is a great asset to the children’s emo- 
tional development. 


We extend our sincere appreciation to Mr. Golner.” 


“My husband and I want you to know how pleased we 
Bee Wave Os... ’s change in his outlook toward the play- 
ground activities at school since Mr. Golner, the school ad- 
justment counselor, started visiting with your class. 


Pete 23,33 has been quite fearful of the physical abuse he 
felt he was receiving on the playground before school and 
during recess. He talked constantly at home about the latest 
problem and would talk in the morning of the expected 
problems. 


His conversations at home have completely changed and 
he looks forward to compatible comradeship with his class- 
mates. He also looks forward to Mr. Golner’s visits every 
week. 


Thank you again for helping us. We hope ................ will 
continue to receive reinforcement.” 


The following are student comments about classroom 
meetings with Joe Golner: 


“T think Mr. Golner is a nice man and is always willing 
to help other people. He will always forgive people. He will 
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not say why did you say that? He is nice—in other words 
understanding and kind. For instance he comes to our meet- 
ings as much as possible and he will clap when someone has 


nothing to say. Most of all he is nice, undertanding, and 
kind to everyone.” 


“I like the meetings we have with Mr. Golner because 
he is very nice. We share our thoughts with him. He listens 
carefully and nicely. It brightens up everybody’s day. The 
meetings make me a better person. It makes me happy to 
know everybody is happy.” 


“I like the meetings we have a lot. Mr. Golner is a nice 
person. He makes people feel good. Mr. Golner excuses peo- 
ple when they make a mistake too. He gives them a hand 
after they say something. He is the nicest person I have 
ever seen. Mr. Cornell is nice too. He settles things like 
fights.” 


The process has been helpful to me as the principal and 
aS a person. I feel as though my relationships with many 
Staff members have become more open and satisfying. I have 
been able to visit classrooms and get to know students better 
and have had students remind me of things I did to help 
them years ago. I have been able to visit the homes of some 
children on a positive basis and not because of a school prob- 
lem, or because someone missed the bus. I have been re- 
minded once again of the need to appreciate all people for 
their humanness and to accept them and try to understand 
their feelings even when I cannot accept all of their ideas 
and actions. 


And finally, I have established a friendship with Joe 
Golner, a fine human being. 


That, in essence, is how many of us feel about Joe. 


TRANSITIONAL BILINGUAL EDUCATION 


A transitional bilingual education (TBE) program for 
Portuguese-speaking children has been instituted in grades 
K-12 during the past year. Programs are mandated by the 
State when more than 20 children with limited English- 
speaking ability in one language group are identified. The 
instructional objectives of the program are: (1) develop- 
ment of reading and writing skills in the native language; 
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(2) development of oral comprehension, speaking, reading 
and writing of English. An integral component of the pro- 
gram in transitional bilingual education shall be instruction 
in the history and culture of the country of the student’s 
primary language and in the history and culture of the 
United States. The program shall be a full-time program 
and shall be up to three years duration for each student. 
In addition, students whose English-speaking ability is not 
limited, but whose first language is not English may be pro- 
vided similar opportunities. 


Programs for children on a system-wide basis are oper- 
ational in the Mullen School for pupils in grades K-4, the 
Lawrence School for pupils in grades 5-8, and the high 
school. Two teachers are employed at the Mullen School, 
one who teaches English as a second language (ESL), and 
the other who teaches the children in Portuguese. Two 
teachers performing the same functions service the Law- 
rence School and the high school. 


In the past a full-time ESL teacher at the Teaticket 
School and a half-time ESL teacher at the Lawrence School 
were the only formal resources for children with limited 
English-speaking ability. Classroom teachers have always 
attempted to work with limited English-speaking children, 
but usually were not capable of speaking the language and 
could not find adequate time to work with the children. 
The assignment of another Portuguese-speaking child to act 
as an interpreter was usually one of the most effective means 
employed. None of these measures resulted in the most pro- 
ductive educational program, and in many cases students 
who were not able to comprehend the English language were 
adversely affected by the lack of services. A dramatic change 
in attitudes and achievements is evident in the few months 
the Bilingual program has been operational. 


SPECIAL NEEDS - CHAPTER 1766 


Chapter 766, of the Acts of 1972, has had a very signi- 
ficant impact upon education, both in programming and 
finances. The Falmouth Schools have provided special serv- 
ices for children with the most serious handicaps for a num- 
ber of years in the following areas: learning disabled, train- 
able mentally retarded, emotionally disturbed, and educable 
mentally retarded. One result of Chapter 766 is that chil- 
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dren will no longer be labeled E.D., M.R., etc., and then placed 
in such programs. Rather, the individual needs of each 
Student identified as having a special need must now be 
specified and written into a program. In effect, programs 
are being developed for individuals as opposed to children 
being placed in established programs. 


Organization of the special education program in Fal- 
mouth permitted ready adoption of the requirements of 
Chapter 766, but at a cost in personnel, time and money. To 
date, although a formula has been established, there is no 
way of determining the amount of money the state will make 
available for reimbursements. Clearly, implementation of 
Chapter 766 is costly. Two examples of this are the increase 
in age range of individuals for whom the public schools are 
now responsible—3 through 21 or high school graduation, 
and payment by local school committees for evaluations to 
ascertain the special needs of an individual and the sub- 
sequent program required if special needs are found. 


Perhaps one of the most frustrating aspects of imple- 
menting the regulations of Chapter 766 has been the haste 
with which the State Department of Education developed the 
regulations and subsequent guidelines. While the Depart- 
ment has stated publically that it would take ten years to 
fully implement the legislation, there is considerable pres- 
sure on local school officials from both the Department and 
the public to have a program operational during the current 
year. Citizens of Falmouth are fortunate in having a good 
base from which to begin, a fact which has permitted im- 
plementation of most of the regulations. 


Services provided as a result of Chapter 766 will permit 
a greater number of children with minor or major handi- 
caps to lead more productive lives, both emotionally and 
financially. While we can measure the dollar cost of im- 
plementing Chapter 766, it is impossible to realize the sav- 
ings in mental anguish of young people and their parents 
resulting from effective educational programs. The loss of 
productivity of individuals, should the most effective means 
for development of ones potential not be employed, are in- 
calculable. 
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SUMMARY STATEMENT OF THE 
SCHOOL DEPARTMENT BUDGET 


Attached, herewith, is the School Committee’s memoran- 
dum of estimated expenditures and receipts which constitute 
the school budget for the period July 1, 1975 through June 30, 
1976. 


The School Committee requests the sum of $7,503,131 to 
be provided from July 1, 1975 through June 30, 1976 for the 
operation of the schools.

The budget document expresses the educational plans of 
the school system in terms of expenditures. It reflects an 
emphasis upon planning and programming which begins at 
the individual school level and reaches the School Committee 
after an intensive review by its administrators. 


Principals and program directors were given guidelines 
before the process started and they used them in developing 
the budget. 


Following this letter are four pages of statements of 
goals and general conditions that the Committee and its 
administrators did consider during the process. 


The School Committee, conscious of its responsibility to 
the Town for the education of its children and youth and 
of the need to stay within the resources of the Town to pay 
for it, did consider the following guidelines as it reviewed 
the budget. 


(1) pupil-teacher ratios 


(2) assignments of curriculum specialists to individual 
schools 
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(3) per pupil costs for such accounts as instructional 
supplies, general school supplies and field trips 


(4) support for alternative programs 


(5) support for an on-going maintenance program that 
attends to needs of each building on a regular 
schedule 


(6) consideration of special maintenance or capital out- 
lay projects that require attention at this time 


The Committee calls attention to the following conditions: 


(1) Professional salaries are baséd upon existing con- 
tractual commitments including increment increases. 
Contract negotiations are in process and the Com- 
mittee expects to make a supplemental request to 
cover any increases that result from collective 
bargaining. 


(2) The same condition as in (1) above exists for all 
non-professional positions except for custodians. 
The Committee has ratified a two-year contract 
with the custodians. It expects to make a supple- 
mental salary request to cover negotiated increases 
for all other non-professional staff. 


All School Committee meetings concerning the budget 
were held in open session. Finance Committee representa- 
tives and citizens participated in these meetings. The Com- 
mittee intends to hold a public meeting following its pres- 
entation to the Finance Committee and prior to Town 
Meeting. 


The School Committee calls the attention of the Finance 
Committee and the Town to the large expenditures for 
special needs programs under the state-mandated Chapter 
766 law. A large percentage of these costs are offset by 
anticipated revenues from the State. If the Commonwealth 
does not fully fund these programs, additional town funds 
will be sought. 


The School Department has submitted proposals for pro- 
grams for which Federal money is available. This budget 
includes the expenditures and anticipated receipts for these 
projects if they are funded at the level sought. Operation 
of the projects depends upon the receipt of Federal funds. 
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The School Committee also wants to alert the Finance 
Committee to the condition of the boiler at the Administra- 
tion Building. It requests the Finance Committee to place 
a@ sum of money in the reserve account to correct the situ- 
ation if an emergency arises in the next fiscal year. 


We trust you will find the attached budget document 
informative and supportive of the Committee’s requests.

—who acquire habits of good mental and physical 
health, 

—who cultivate an appreciation of beauty in its vari- 
ous manifestations and endeavor to create it, and 


—who explore many areas of knowledge and consider 


a variety of skills both for enrichment of their lives 
and for selecting a life-work. 
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II. To implement this goal, the school system must 
A. meet four basic requirements: 


—acquire good teachers and encourage good teaching, 

—provide administration and direction that will con- 
tribute to good learning, 

—provide a curriculum that reflects the stated goals, 

—provide the best physical environment and mate- 
rials for education that the Town can afford. 


B. provide services for students, teachers, administrators, 

and parents which 

—will help all students at all school levels to identify 
and develop their potentialities, 

—will help to meet unusual needs of students in 
cerned about a student’s development, and 

—will foster communication among all persons con- 
achieving the educational goals by individual coun- 
seling, by special classes and programs, and by co- 
operation with parents and community agencies 
concerned with human welfare. 


C. interact with the community by 
—enlisting the support of parents and community in 
whatever capacity seems in the best interests of 
the students, and 
—fully sharing school facilities, resources, and pro- 
grams fully.
